the inn appeared no longer the difcord ^ Jgramante*% 
camp, as Don ^xote had called it, but peace it {e\f^ 
and the very tranquillity of OBan^ius Cof/ar's days « : 
and it was the general opinion, that all this was owing 
to the good intention and great eloquence of the prie/l, 
and the incomparable liberality of Don Ftrnand9, 

Don Siuixottf now, finding himfelf freed, and cleaF 
of io many brangles, both of his fqoire's and his oun, 
thought it was high time to pdrfue his voyage, and 
put an end to that grand adventure, whereunto he had 
been called and eleded : and therefore, being thus 
Tcfolutely determined, he went and kneeled before 
l>orotbea, who would not fuffer him to fpeak a word 
•till he ftood up j which he did in obedience to her, 
aod faid : It is a common (aying, fair lady, that /////'. 
gence is the mother of good fuccefs^ and expenence has 
ibewn in many and weighty matters, that the care of 
the folidtor brings the doubtful fuit to a happy iffue : 
but this truth is in nothing more evident than in mat- 
ters of war, in which expedition and difpatch prevent 
the defigns of the enemy, and carry the viAofy, before 
the adverfery is in a pofture to defend himfdf. Alt 
this I (ay, high and deferving lady, becaufe our abode 
in this caHle (eems to me to be now no longer necef- 
fery, and may be fo far prejudicial, that we may re- 
pent it one day : for who knows but your enemy the 
giant may, by fecret and diligent fpies, get intelligence 
of my coming to deilroy him? and, time giving him 
opportunity, he may fortify himfelf in feme impreg- 
nable cafUe or fortrefs, againft which my induflry and 
the force of my unwearied arm may little avail. And 
therefore, fovercign lady, let us prevent, as I have 
fiud, his defigns by our diligence, and \tt us depart 
quickly in the name of good fortune, which you cad' 
want no longer than 1 delay to encounter your enemy." 
Here Don ^ixote was filent, and faid no moi'e, ex-' 
pedting with great fcdatenefs the anfwer of tie beau;'

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tiful Infanta, who, with an air of grandeur, and in a 
ftyle accommodated to that of Don ^ixote^ anfwered 
In this manner : I am obliged to yoa. Sir knight, for 
the inclination you (hew to favour me in my great 
need, like a true knight, whofe office and employ - 
Aient it is to fuccour the orphans and diflreiTed : and 
heaven grant that your defire and mine be foon ac- 
compliftied, that you may fee there are fome grateful 
tvomen in the world. Aa^o my departure, let it b^ 
inftantly \ for I have no other will but yours : and pray 
difpofe of me entirely at your own pleafure ; for fhe^ 
who has once committed tlie defence of her perfort, 
and the reftoration of her dominions, into yoor hands,, 
xnuft not contradid whatever your wifdom fhall dire^. 
In the name of god, quoth Don Sluixote ; fince it is fo, 
that a lady huitibles herfelf, I will not lofe the oppor- 
tunity of exalting her, and fetting her on the throne 
of her anceftors. Let us depart inHantly ; for 2 am 
fpurred on by the eagernefs of my defire and the 
length of the journey ; and they fey, delays are dange- 
rous. And fince heaven has not created, nor hell feen, 
any danger that can datinr or affright me, Sancho^ fad- 
die R^^Ifiafitt'f and get ready your afs, artd her maje- 
fty's palfrey ; and let us take our leaves of the gover- 
nor of the caille^ and of tliefe nobles, and let us de- 
part hence this inilant, Sancho^ who was prefent all 
tht while, faid, Ihaking his head from ficfe to fide : 
Ah! niatler, mailer, there are more tricks in a town 
than are dreamt of, with refpeft to the hotiOiJrable 
coifs be it fpoken. What tricks can theiie be to myj 
difcrcdit in any town, or in all the towns in the wdrld,' 
thou bumpkin ? faid J>ou ^ixote. If yoar^wt)r(hip 
pats youdelf into a pafilon, &n(wertd Sa^chff, I wiff 
hold my tongue, and forbear to fay what I am bound 
to tell, as a faithful fqulre and a dutiful fervant ought 
to his mafter. Say what you will, replied Don ^ixote^ 
fo your words tetid not to making mie afraid ; if you 
arc afraid, you do but like yourfelf ; and if! am noi^ 
afraid, I do like mylcU, Nothing of all this, as I am 
3 firmer to god, wilwcrcd $4iw<Jvi onlyUotXiMtf fure 
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and pofitively ^itain, that this lady, who calb herfetf 
qu^en of the great kingdom of MicomicoH, is no more 
a queen than my mother : for were (he what ihe pre"* 
tends to be, {he would not be nazzling, at every tarn, 
and in every corner, with fomebody that is in the com- 
pany. Dorotbea't colour came at what Sancbo faid^ 
it being true indeed that her fpoufe Don Temanio^ 
now and then, by ftealch, had fnatched with his lips 
an earned of that reward his afFedlions deferved : which 
Sancbo having efpied, he thought this freedom mor^ 
l>ecoming a lady of pleafure, than a queen of io vaft 
a kingdom. Dcrotbea neither coold, nor would an- 
fwer Sancbo a word, but let him go on with his dif*- 
courfe^ which he did, iaying : I fay this. Sir, becaafe^ 
fuppofing that, after we have travelled through' thick 
and thin, and pafled many bad nights and worfe days^ 
one, who is now folacing himfelf in this inn, fhould 
chance to reap the fruit of our labours, I need be la 
no bafie to (addle Jtoxiuanti^ nor to get the afs and 
the palfrey ready ; for we had better be quiet ; and 
let every drab mind her fpinning, and let us go to ^ 
dinner. Good god ! how great was the indignation 
of Don ^hou at hearing his fquire (peak thus difre- 
Apedfully ! I (ay, it was fo great, that, with fpeech 
^funmering^ tongue faultering, and living fire darting 
from his eyes, he faid : Scoundrel f de(igning, nnman- 
neriy, ignorant, ill-fpoken, foul-mouthed, impudent^ 
murmuring, and backbiting villain ! dare you utter 
fuch words in my prefence, and in the prefence of 
thefe illuflrious ladies ? and have you dared to enter* 
tain fuch rude and infolent thoughts in your confbfed 
imagination ? Avoid my prefence, monfter of nature^ 
trcafury of lies, magazine of deceits, florehoufe of ro- 
gueries, inventor of mifchiefs, publi(her of abfurditie^ 
and enemy of the refped due to royal perfonages ! 
Begone; appear not before me, on pain of my in- 
dignation. And in faying this, he arched his brows, 
puffed his cheeks, iUred round about him, and gave 
a violent (lamp with his right foot on the floor ; all . 
manifeft tokens of the rage locked up in his breaft« 
At whofe words and furious geftures Sancbo was To 
A3 frighted. 
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£rigbted» that he woald hare been ghd the cuth had 
opened that kftant^ and fwallowed him up. And he 
knew not what t# do, but to torn his, back, and get 
out of the enraged prefence of hit mkfter. But the 
difcreet Dorothea^ who fo perfe6Uy undeiftood Dom 
^ixote*^ humour, to pacify his wrath, iaid : Be not 
offended, good Sir knight of the forrowful figure^ at 
the follies your good fquire has uttered : for, perhaps^ 
he 1^18 not iaid them without fome ground ; nor can it 
be fufpe^ted, confidering his good underlbnding and 
diriftian confcience, that he would flander, or bear 
filfe witnefs againfl, any body : and therefore we muft 
believe, without all doubt, as you yourfelf (ay. Sir 
knight, that, fince all things in this caftle fall out in 
the way of enchantment, perhaps, I fay, Sancho^ by 
means of the (ame diabolic^ illufion, may have feen 
what he (ays he &w, fo much to the prejudice of my 
bonour. iy the onmipotent god I fwear, quoth Dam 
^ixoti, your grandeur has hit the mark, and fome 
wicked apparition muft have appeared to this finnec^ 
and have made him fee what it was impoifible for hini 
to fee by any other way but that of enchantment ; 
for I am perfedUy aflured of the fimplicity and inno* 
cence of this unhappy wretch, and that he knows not 
how to invent a uander on any body. So it is, and 
fo it (hall be, faid Don Temando : wherefore, Signor 
Don ^ixofff you ought to pardon him, and reftore 
hm to the bofom of your £ivoar, Jlcut erat im frtHci- 
fio^ before thefe illufions turned his brain. Don ^mx^ 
4tte anfivered, tluit h? pardoned him ; and the prieft 
went for Sancho^ who came in very humble, and, fat- 
ling down on his knees, begged his mafter*s han^ 
who gave it him ; and, after he had let him kifs it^ 
he gave him his blefibg, laying : Now you will be 
thoroughly convinced, fon Sauchi, of what I have of- 
ten told you before, that all things in this caftle ace 
done by way of enchantment. I believe fo too,, quoth. 
Sancho^ excepting the bttfinefs of the blanket, which 
really fell out in the ordinary way. Do not believe 
it, anfwered Don ^ixote i bv^ were it fo, I would 

hare 
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liave revenged you at tliat time, and even now. Bot 
neither coold I then, nor can I now, find on whom to 
revenge the injury. They all defircd to know what 
that buiine(s of the blanket was, and the inn-keeper 
gave them a very circamlbmtial accoant of Sanch^ 
Pau^a'% toffing ; at which they were not a little di* 
verted. And Sancbo would have been no lefs a(ham« 
ed, if his mailer had not a£ured him afrefli that it was 
aQ enchantment. And yet Sancbo\ folly never rofe 
fo high, as to believe, that it was not downright tnith^ 
without any mixture of illufion or deceit, being con- 
vinced he had been tofled in the blanket by perfons of 
fieih and blood, and not by imaginary or vifionar/ 
phantoms, as his mailer fuppofed and affirmed. 

Two days had already paiTed fince all this illnfhri* 
ous company had been in the inn ; and thinking it 
BOW time to depart, they contrived how, without giv* 
iflg Dorothea and Don Fernando the trouble of going 
back with Don ^txote to his village, under pretence 
of reftoring the queen of Micomifon^ the prieft and 
^e barber might carry him as they defired, and en-. 
deavonr to get him cured of his madnefs at home. 
Don ^ixote was now laid down upon a bed, to re* 
pofe himfelf after his late fatigues ; and in the mean 
time they ^reed with a waggoner, who chanced to 
pafs by with his team of oxen, to carry him in this 
manner. They made a kind of cage with poles grate- 
wife, large enough to contain Don ^ixote at his eafe t 
and immediately Don Fernando and his companions^ 
with Don Louisas iervants, and the ofEcers of the holy 
brotherhood, together with the innkeeper, all, by the 
contrivance and direction of the priefl, covered their 
&ces, and difgaifed themfelves, fome one way, fome 
another, fo as to appear to Don ^ixote to be quite 
other creatures than thofe he had feen in that ca- 
Me. This being done, with the greateil filence they 
entered the room where Don fixate lay faft ailcep, 
and not dreaming of any fuch accident ; and lay* 
ing faft hold of him, they bound him hand and foot^ 
fa that, when he awaked with a ilart« he could not

wcuider to fee fuch (Irange vifages about hinu And 
prefently he fell into the ufual conceit, that his dif- 
ordered imagination was perpetually presenting to 
him* believing that all thefe fliapes were goblins of that 
enchanted c^e, and that without all doubt he muft 
be enchanted, fince he could not ftir, nor defend h\m^ 
felf : all precifely as the pried, the proje^or of this 
ftratagem, fancied it would fall out. Sancbo alone« 
of all that were prefent, was in his perfe^ fenfes, and 
in his own figure; and though he wanted but little of 
b^g infe^ed with his maker's difeafe, yet he was not 
at a lofs to know who the counterfeit. goblins were^ 
but durll not qpen his lips, 'till he faw what this far- 
prizal and imprifonment of his mailer meant. Nei- 
ther did the knight utter a word, waiting to fee the 
Jflue of hisdifgrace : which was, that, bringing the c^e 
thither, they ihut htm up in it, and nailed the bars fo. 
Aft, that ther« was no breaking them open, thoi^t^ 
}rou pulled never fo hard. They then hoiAed him ottr 
their fhouldeits, and, at going out of the room, a voice, 
was heard, as dr^dful as the barber could form (not ' 
he of the pannel, but the other) faying ; Okmgbt rfth^ 
firrvwful figun ! let not the confinement you are un- ( 
der affli^ you ; for it is expedient it ihould be ib, for ^ 
the more fpeedy accompliihment of the adyenture, in 
which your great valour has engaged you : which 
flball be finiihed when the furious Manehegon lion ihall 
be coupled with the white Tobofiam dove, after having 
fubmitted their (lately necks to the foft matrimonial 
yoke ; from which unheard-of conjandionihall fpring. 
into the light of the world brave whelps, who fhall 
imitate the tearing claws of their valorous lire. And 
this fhall come to pafs before the purfuer of the fu« 
gkive nymph fhall have made two rounds, to vife . 
the bright conilellations, in his rapid and na^iju-al* 
courfe. And thou, O the mofl noble and obedient 
fquire that ever had fword in belt, beard on face, and 
fmell in noflrils, be not difmayed nor afHided to fee . 
tl^e flower of knight-errantry carried thus away before 
your^pyei. For ere long, if it fo pleafe the fabrica-

tor of the world, you (hall fee yourfelf fo exalted and 
fubliinated, that you fhall not know yourfelf, and fhall 
not be defrauded of the promifes made you by your 
noble lord. And I affure you, in the name of the 
&ge Fibber oniana *, that your wages fhall be punAual- 
ly paid you, as you (hall fee in effed : follow there- 
fore the footfleps of th^ valorous and enchanted knight; 
fef it is expedient for you to go where ye may both 
reft : and becaufe I am permitted to fay no more, god 
be with you ; for I return I well know whither. And,' 
at finifhing the prophecy, he raifed his voice yery 
high, and then funk it by degrees with fo foft an ac- 
c^ntk ^at even they, who were in the fecret of the 
jeft, were almoft ready to believe, that what they 
heard was true. 

Don ^ixote remained much comforted by the pro- 
phecy he had heard ; for he prefently s^prehended the 
whole (ignification thereof, and faw that it promifed 
he (hould be joined in holy and lawful wedlock with 
his beloved Dukinta del tohofo^ from who(e happy 
womb (hould iflue the whelps, his fons, to the ever- 
Ming, honour of La Mancha. And, with this firni^ 
perfoafion, he raifed his voice, and; fetching a deep 
^;h,,he faid ; O thou, whoever thou art, who hah 
prognofUcated me fo much good, I befcechthee to en- 
treat, ■ on my behalf, the fage enchanter; who has the 
<ihajge of my affairs, that he fuffer me not to perilh in' 
this prifon, wherein X am now carried, *till I fee ac- . 
comj^ifhed thofe Joyous and incomparable promifes 
now made me ;: for, fo they come to pafs,^ I (hall;

Dom 
Sluixoti overheard the difcourfe, and (aid : I^ per* 
chance, gentlemen, you are verfed and ikificdti^Aiat^ 
iters of chivalry, I will acqualihyofi with ^ my mi8fbr« 
tunes ; but if not, I need not trouble j&yfelf to re* 
count them. By this time the^prieft and the barbery .

^y to give fuch aa anfwer, as nii^< prevent ..thc.dtT* 
covery of their ploti The canon, in ei^tP to *what 
Dwi Siuixote -faid, replied: In truth,- brotfaef,! am . 
more converfant in books of chivalry, than in VillaU 
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fidfefy comraimicace to me wlmMver you pUa&. With 
h^ven^s peirmiffion, replied Dm ^ix$te, £nce it it 
{o, yon muft iiDderftand, Sigoor Gsivalier» that I am 
enchanted in this cage» through the envy and frand of 
wicked necromancers I fo^virtaeis Biore periecQted 
by the wicked, than bek>ved by the good. A knighc- 
citant I am, not one of th^, who£ names fiune lias 
forgot to eternize, bat one of thofe, who, maogre 
and in defpite of envy itie^ and of aU the magiciaai 
Ferfia ever bred, the Brmcmaws of hdia^ aad the gym*- 
Q^ophifis of Ethiopia, &all enroll his name in the 
temple of immortadity, to fenre as an example and 
mhroor to ftiture ages, in which knights- errant ma;i 
fee the track they are to folk>w, if tliey^ are ambitious 
breaching the honourable Aimmit and pinnacle of 
arms. Signer Dom Quixote de la Mamcha fays the 
truth, quoth the prieft at this time ; for he goes en* 
chanted in this waggon, not through his own fault of 
demerit, J>at through the malice of tho(e, to whom 
ySam^ is odious, and courage offettiBve. This, Sir, ia> 
the knight 9f tht firrowful figure if ever you hare 
h^rd him fpoken of, whoie valorous exploits and he4 
roic deeds {hall be written on folidbrafs andevcrkft* 
ing marble, though erivy take never fo much pains to 
oMcore them^ and malice to conceal them.

And thoagJi the principal end of fuch books ii td 
pleafe, 1 Know not how they can attain i^ being 
ftu£[ed with fo many and fuch nronflrous abiurdities^ 
For the pleafure, which is conceived in the mind^ 
inuft proceed from the beauty and harmony it fees or 
contemplates in the things, which the fight or the ima«^ 
gination feu before it, and nothing, in itfelf ogly or 
deformed, can afford any real fatisfa6Hon. For whatf 
beauty can there be, or what proportion of the partal 
to the whole, and of the ivhole to the parcr, vk a 
book or fable, in which a youth of fixteen years hew» 
down with his fword a giant as big as a fleeple, and 
iplits him in two, as if he were madie of pafte ^ AikI 
when they would give us a defcnption of a batde^ af-' 
ter having faid, tlut, on the enemies Ade, there are 
a million of combatants, let but the hero of the book 
be againft them, we muH, of neceffity and in deipite 
of our teeth, believe that fuch or fuch a knight car- 
ried the victory, by the fingle val6ur of his ftronj^ 
arm. Then, what (halt we fay to that facility, witif 
which a queen or an emprefs throws hdfelf into tbcf 
arms of this errant and unknown knight? What ge-^ 
nius, not whblly barbarous and uncultivated, can be 
(atisfied with readihg, that a vaft towef, full of knights, 
icuds through the (ea, like a fliip befbve die wind, and 
this night is in Lomhardy^ and the next morning in the 
country of Prgfter John in the Indits^, op in fome 
other, th^t Pfo/imj never difcovercd^ nor Martus Po* 
lus ' ever (awl And if it ihould be anfwerec^ that the^ 
authors of fuch books write them profeffediy as lyes^L 
and therefore are not obliged to fbnd' upon* niceties, 
or truth ;, I anfwer,„ that Mion is fo much the better,' 
by how much, the nearer it refembles truth ; and* 
pleafes fo much the. more, by how much the more it 
£as of the doubtfbl and poflible. Fables (hould be" 
fiiited to the reader^s underftanding, and fo contrivied, 
that hy, ^cilitating^ the impoflible,^^^ lowering the. vaf^,.

I Who^.m the. twdfth century, travelled, or (^tended £n» 
from Perfia, through Tartary, into GbiHa j and gives an account* 
of all the yntJDflntjt. and-iihodj,. to the iouth and caft ofAfia, •

fiuprize, delight, amnfe, and enterttm in foch foftp

Befides all this^ 
their ftyle is harfli, their exploits incredible, their 
ataioars lafcivioas, their civility impertinent, their bat* 
ties tedioas, their reafonings foolifli, and th^ voy- 
i^es extravagant ; and lailly, they are devoid of all 
ii^enioas artifice, and therefore deferve to be banifh- 
ed the chriftian common-wealth, as an anprofitabh 
wee of people.

Boti, at beouile the nomber^of the anwife it greater 
than that of the prudent : and though it it better t^ 
be priifed by the (kw wife men, than mocked by ^ 
mnltkttde of foolt, yet I am unwilling to expofe my^ 
felf CO the COnfufed judgment of the giddy vulgar^ 
to whofe lot the reading fuch bookt for the moft 
part hlla^ But that which chiefly moved mc to lay. 
it afide, and to diink no more of fimfiiing it, was, an. 
argument I fornaed to myfelf, deduced from the aoodern. 
comediet that v* daily reprefented^ %iug :. If thoifi^ 
now-adays in fafhion, whether fiditious or hiftorical, 
all, or moft of them, are known abfurdities, and things 
without head of tail, add yet the vulgar takir a.plea- 
fure in l^eoiug to them^ aud maintito and approvo' 
. them 
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yci-ing the holy fepukhre, like Qodfi'ey of B^tkUtmi 
0umberle& fears having paflbd betweeh thefe adkttiO'; 
and befides, the comedy being groonded upbna fic^ 
tion, to fee truths applied outof hiftdtv; widla ttax^ 
iure of fa&s relating to di&^dit pertons and times'; 
and all this with no appearance 6f probabdity, bat, on 
the cpntrary, full of matiifeHaild ahogedier iitexcn^l^ 
iarors ? But the worft of it is, that feme are fo befbtted, 
its to call this perfe^ion^ ; ^d to bf, diat all hc&&cs ft 
meer pedantry. If we come to the i^ecH^s upon di- 
yine lubJeAs, y(hzt a pack of falfe mitadea do tney At- 
yent, how mapy apocryphal and iIl-under(bod,aiMbit^ 
jto one fdint the miracles of another! And even in tRe 
plays npcm profane fubje£b,.the atlthots take upoAtfi^ 
to work miracles, for no Other re^fon in the wotCd,,bat 
becaufe they think fuch a mirade will do wtll; and 
make a figure in fuch a place, that ignorant people 
may admire, and be induced to fee the comedy. Htnsr 
all this is to the prejudice of tiltth, and discredit of 
hiftory, and even to the reproich of ou» Spa^J^ Wft^t 
for foreigners, who obferve the laWsrof; com^y tf it& 
great pundu^^, take us for bai-barod^ sttid i^norantf, 
Keing the abfurdities and extravagancies of tnofe^4 
write. It would not be a fufllcient excafe to &t, titat 
the principal intent of welT-goverhed coiimion>^aKfi^^ 
in permitting (l9ge>{^ays to be ^£led» i^> that the po^ 
f ulace may be entertained with fotne innocent recrdt*- 
jtion, to (Sverty at times, the ill hiTmoutiB, which idleiu 
jpefs is woQt to produce } and, ilnce :diis end maj^be at- 
tained by any play, whether good di-'bad^ thei-e \t rio 
©eed of prefcribipg laws, or confihiMg^thofe, i^frb iirrftfe 
or ad^ them, to theilridl rules of cofipofition, finCe, a;^ 
X have iaidk ^^y of them ferye to compafs ^ the^ end 
propnofed hy them. Tf'o this I wduld arfwer, tfiiti thii 
end is, beyond all comparison, much better attdiiied bf 
thofe that are good, than by thofe th^ af<;ilorfb: 
fpr the heai-er, after attending fO^'ah aftfhl'^d'W^-

By this method good 
plays would be written, and the defign of them hap- 
pily attained, namely, the entertainment of the peo- 
ple, the reputation of the wits of Spainy the intei^ 
and fecurity of the players, and the laving the magi- 
jftrate the trouble of chaftiiing them. And if fome 
#ther, or the fame perfon, were commiflioned to ex- 
amine the books of chivalry that fhall be written for 
the future, without doubt fome might be publilhed 
with all the perfedion you fpeak of, eniiching our 
language with the pleaiing and precious trcafure of 
doquence, smd might caufe the old bo6ks to be laid 
^de, being obicured by the luftre of the new ones» 
which would come out, for the innocent amufement 
not only of the idle, but aHb of thofe who have moH 
bttfinefs; for the bow cannot poflibly fiand always 
bent, nor can human nature or human frailty fuhM 
without fome lawful recreation. 

Thus far had the canon and th^ priefl proceeded in 
their dialogue, when the barber, coming up to them, 
faidtothe prieft: Here, Signorliccnciate,isthe jJace^* 
J told you was proper for us to pafs the heat of thej 
day in, and where the cattle would have frefli grais in 
abundance. I think fo too, anfwered the prieft ; and 
acquainting the canon wkh his intention, he alfo 
would ftay with them, invited by the b^uty of^ plea*;

. "While this pswed, Sancho, perceiving he mig^ trik 
to bis mafier without the continual preicnce of the prieft 
and the barber, whom he looked ujpon as fufpiciont 
perfons, came up to his mafter*s cage, and (aid to him ^ 
Sir, to difburthen my confcience, I muft tell you fome^ 
thing about this enchantment of yours : and it is thii^ 
that they, who are riding along with us, and with their 
faces covered, are the prieft and the barber of omr 
town ; and I fancy they have played you this trick, and 
are carrying you in this manner, out of the pure envy 
^^y bear you for furpaffing them in famous atchieve- 
ments : axid fuppofing this to be true, k follows tfa^ 
,joa are not enchanted, but gulled and befotted ; fbfr 
proof whereof I would aflc you one thing, and if yoa 
anfwer me,^ as I believe you mu/l, you mall lay your 
£nger upon this palpable cheat, and iind, that you arc 
^ot enchanted but diftraded. Aik whatever you will» 
fon Sancho^ anfwered Z>*« ^ixote ; for I wiH fatis^ 
you, and anfwer to your whole will. But as to what 
you tell me, that thofe yonder, who come with us, arc 
the prieft and the barber, our townfmen and acquaint- 
ance, it may very eafily be, they may feem to be fo ;• 
but that they are fo really and in eiFe£t, do not believjr 
it in any wife. What you ought to underhand and be- 
lieve, is, that, if they feem tp be thofe yotf fey, ft 
^nfi be, that they, who have enchanted me, have af- 
^umed that appearance and likenefs : for enchanters tak 
eafiJy take what form they /pleafe, 5and ftiay tfaVe^taken 
>hat of our two friends, in order tp make you thiitk a^ 
jron do, and to involve you in filch a labyrinth ctiiair 
jinations, that yop ihall not be able to find yoCir way 
out though you had Thefeus's clut. , Befides, they may 
have done it to make me alfo waver in my judgmed^

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comes. For if, on the one fide^ you tell me, that 
the prieft and the barber of our viUage bear as com- 
.^y, and, on the other fide^ I find myfelf locked up 
in a cage, and know of myfelf, that no force but that 
which is fupernatund could be fufHcient to imprifbn 
me ; what can I fay or think,, but that the manner of 
my enchantment exceeds aU I have ever read of in the 
biilories of knights-errant that have been enchanted ? 
So that you may fet your heart at reil as to their being 
what you (ay ; fbr they are juft as much fo, as I am a 
Turk. As to what concerns your afking me queftions, 
tSi^ them : for I will anfwer you, though you fhould 
continue afking from this time ^till to-morrow morn- 
ing. BlefTed virgin 1 anfwered SancBo, jaifmg his voice, 
ai^ is it then pofllble your worfhip can be fo thick- 
ikuUed and devoid of brains, that you cannot perceive 
what I tell you to be the yery truth, and that there is 
more roguery than enchantment in this confinement 
and difgrace of yours ? and feeing it is fo, I will prove 
mofl evidently that you are really not enchanted. Now 
tell me, as god fhall fave you from this ftorm, and as 
you hope to find yourfelf in my lady Dulcineas arms, 
when you lead think of it — Ceafe conjuring me, faid 
DoM ^txotif and afk what queftions you will ; for I 
have already told you, I will anfwer them with the 
titmoft punctuality. That is what I would have you 
do, replied Sancho, and what I have a mind to know 
is, that you tell me, without adding or diminiihing a 
.tittle, and with all truth and candour, as is expelled 
from, and pra^ifed by, all who profefs the exercife of 
arms, as your worfhip does, under the title of knights« 

errant 1 tell you I will lye in nothing, anfwered 

Don ^i^tg : therefore make either a beginning or an 
end of afkmg ; for, in truth, you tire me out with 
fo many fulros, po^lulatums, and preparatives, Sancho.

SAf f^wiAiSaMchfip new I have caogju you; thia 
it what I longed to know with all my heart and 
Cooie on, Str« can you deny what is commonly 
laid €wef mhtxtp when a pcribn is in the dumps; { 
Itnow not what luch or inch a dbe ails; he neither 
eats, jDor drinks nor fleeps, nor anfwers to the pur* 
pofe when he is alked a ou^on ; he looks for all the 
vtarld as if he were enchanted. From wjjcnce it is 
concluded, that they, who d<^ not eat» nor drink^ nor 
flecj), nor perform the natmial adions I ^peak o& fuch 
onl/ are enchanted, and not they^ who have fuch calla 
as your worfliip has, and who eat and drink when they 
can j^et it, and anfwer to all that is ajked them. Yoii 
iay right, Satubot anfwered Don Slmxote: but J have 
sdready toU 70^ that there are Sundry Ibrts of en- 
chantments, and it may have ibfallen out, that, in pro- 
cefs of time, they may have been changed from one 
to another, and that now it may be the fafliion for 
tbofe, who are enchanted, to do as I do, though for- 
merly they did not: fo that there is no arguing, nor 
drawing confequences, againft the cuftom of the times* 
I know, and am verily perfuaded, that I am enchanted; 
and that is fufficient for the diicharge of my confcienc^ 
B 3 which 
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which would be heavily burthened^ if I thought I ws* 
not enchanted, and (hould fufFer myfelf ta lie idle ia 
this cage like a coward, defrauding the neceilitOHS and 
opprefTed of that fuccour I might have afforded them». 
when, perhaps, at this very moment, they may be in 
extreme want of my aid ^d protedion. But for all 
that, replied Sancho^ I fey, for your greater and more 
iibundant fatisfadUon, yourworftiip would do well to. 
endeavour to get out. oJ^ this prifon ; which 1 will un- 
dertake to facilitate with all my might, and to effect: it 
too ; and then you may once more mount your trufty 
Rotinant.€y who feems as if he were enchanted too, €o 
melancholy and dejeded is he. Andy when this is. 
done, we may again try our fortune ih fearch of ad- 
venturess and fhould it not fucceed well, we. fhall 
have time enough to return to the cage, in which | 
promife, on the faith of a trufty and loyal fquire, to. 
fliut myfelf up with your worfbip, if perchance you. 
prove fo unhappy,, or I fo fimple, as to tailxn the per- 
formance of what I fey. I am content to do what 
you advife, brother Sancbo^ replied Don ^ixote; and 
when you. fee a projper opportunity for working my. 
deliverance, I will be ruled by you ia every thing; 
but, Sanckoy depend upon it> you wiH find how mif- 
taken you are in your notion of my difgrace. 

With thefe difcourfes the knight -errant and the evil- 
errant fquire beguiled the time, 'till: they came wherQ 
the prieft, the canon, and the barber, who were already 
flighted,, waited for them.. The waggoner prefeijtly 
unyoked the oxen from his team, and turned them loofe 
in that green and delicious phce, whofe freflinefe in- 
vited to the enjoyment of it, not only perfons as much 
enchanted as Don ^ixote, but as coniiderate and dif- 
creet as bis fquire, who befought the prieft to permit 
bis mailer to come out of the cage for a while ; other-, 
wife that prifou wouki not he quite fo clean as the 
decorum of fuch a knight as his mafter required. The 
prieft underftood. him,, and faid, that he wourd,. with 
all his heart, qonfent. to what he. defired, were it not 
^t he feared, left his mafter, finding himfelf at liberty, 
ibould play on« of his old pranks,, and be gone where 
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no body fiiould fet eyes on him more. I will be fe« 
curity for his not rtknning away, replied SancBo; and 
1 alfo, faid the canon, efpecially if he will pafs his 
word as a knight that he will not leave us without our 
confent. I do p^s it, anfwered Don ^ixote^ who 
was liftening to all they faid, and the rather, becaufe 
whoever is enchanted, as I am, is not at liberty to 
di^fe of himfelf as he pleafes y for he, who has en- 
chanted him, can make him that he fhall not be 
able to ftir in three centuries, and, if he fhould at- 
tempt an efc^e, will fetch him back on the wing: 
-and, iince this was the cafe, they might, he (aid, (ate- 
,ly let him loofe, efpecially it being fo much for the 
advantage of them all ^ for fhould they not loofe him^ 
he protefted, if they did not get farther off, he muf! 
needs offend their nofes. The canon took him by the 
hand» though he was flill manacled, and, u{5on hit^ 
faith and word, they uncaged him ; at which he was- 
infinitely and above meafure rejoiced to fee himfelf out 
joi the cage. And the firfl thing he did, was, to 
ftretch his whole body and limbs : then he went 
where Rozinante Aood; and, giving him a couple of 
flaps . on the buttocks with the palm of his hand, he 
(aid : I have dill hope in god, and in his blefTed mo- 
ther, O flower and nurrour of fteeds, that we two- 
(hall foon fee ourfiblves in that i^te our hearts defire^ 
thou with, thy lord on thy back, and I mounted oa 
thee, excrcifing the fundion fox which heaven fent 
me into the world* And fo faying, Don ^hcote^ with* 
his (quire Sanchoy retired to fome little diflance ; fronh 
whence he came back more lightfome, and more de- 
(irous to put in execution, what his fquire had pro- 
jeded. The canon gazed earnefUy at him, and ftoodl 
in admiration at his ibange and unaccountable mad- 
ne&y perceiving, that, in ail his difcourfe and anfwers, 
he difcovered a very good underflanding, and only loft, 
his flirrups ',. as has been already faid, when the cdn- 
verfation happened to. turn upon the fubjed of chivaU 
ry. And fo,. after they were all fat down on the greem 
B ^ grafsf,

fun does not enlighten, the frofl give cold, nor the earth, 
yield fufleaance. What genius can there be in the 
world able to perfuade another, that the affair of the 
Infanta Fhripts and Guy of Burgundy was not true ; and ., 
that of Fierabraszt the bridge of MantibU, which fell' 
out in the tinie of Charlemagne ; which, I vow to god^ 
is as true, as that it is now day -light I and, 4f thefe 
be lyes, fo muiL it alfo be». that there ever was a^ 
He^or or an Achillet^ or a Trojan war, or the twelve- 
peers of France ^ or king Arthur of England^ who is. 
ftill wandering, about transformed into a raven, and is 
every minute expedied in his kingdom. And^wilt. 
any one prefume to fay, that the hiftory of G«i/-//r9 
Mexquino^.2sA that of the law-fuit. of faint Grial >^. 
are lyes ^ or that the amours of Sir TriJIram and the. 
queen Ifeo Sand thofe of Qinebra and Lancelot, are 
• • alfo. 

I It fhould heJSraal and. Tfitta, . But thi» is. the author*s fault,^ . 
sot thetraiiflator's. Either the Spanijb tranflators of thofe books 
made thefe miftakes, or Cervantes was not fo weH verfed in them 
as he pretends : -ory perhkpsy Jiaving read them in his youth, he - 
had partly forgotten them.

Then, who can deny the truths 
of the hiftory of Feter ef PrQ*vence and the fair Maga- 
lenoj fince, to this very day, is to be feen, in the 
king's, armory, the peg, wherewith he fleered the 
wooden horfe, upon- which he rode through the air I 
which peg is fomewhat bigger than the pole of a coach : 
and clofe by the peg (lands Babieca's faddle. And in 
Roncejhalies is to be (een Orlando's horn, as big as a 
great beamv From all which I conclude, that there- 
were the t^wel've Peers, the Peters^ the C/Vj, and fucb 
other knights as thofe the world calls adventurers. 
If not, let them- alfo tell me, that the valiant Por^ 
t4iguefe John de Merlo was no knight-errant j he, who- 
went tjo Burgundy, andj in the city of iJ^/, fought the 
famous lord of Charni^ Monfeigneur * Pierre^ and af- 
terwards, in the city of Bafil with Mon/eigneur Enrique 
of Remefian, coming off from both engagements con- 
queror, and loaded with honourable fame r befides 
the adventures and challenges, accomplilhed in Bur* 
gunefyi of the valiant Spaniards Pedro Barba, and G»- 
tierre ^mxada {from whom I am lineally defcended}* 
who vanquiftied the fons of the count Saint PauL Let 
them deny like wife that Don Fernando de Gue'vara tra- 
velled into Germany in queft of adventures, where he 
fought with MeJJtre * George , a knight of the duke of 
Auftria\ court. Let them fay, that the julls of Suero*

And, after having feen all this, can any thing be mor« 
charming, than to behold, ialfying forth at the caftle*' 
gate a goodly troop of damfels, wiiofe bravery and gor^ 
geous attireihould I pretend to defcribe, as the hiftoriet 
do at large, I fhoiild never have done } and then fh^. 
who appears to be the chief of them all, prefently 
takes hy the hand the daring knight, who threw himr 
felf into the burning lake, and, without fpeaking a 
word, carries him into the rich palace, or caftle, and». 
Gripping him as naked as his mother bore him, bathes 
him in milk-warm water, and then anoints him all

Then comes another damfel, and throws over his 
fhoulders a mantle, reckoned worth, at the very leafl^ 
a city or more.

With the very £iUMe advaatoges ^ 
nother peribn of our vilkge demanded her aMb in aan^ 
riage ; which ocea:(ioned a (bTpeitfe and bahmcing of 
her father's will, who thonght his daughter would ha 
rtry weH matched with eitMr of as : and, to gac one 
of this perplejtity, hedeteimined to aeqaaint ^amifrm 
With it (for that is the rich nu^den^s ttame, who hat 
redttcedme to this wretched Mtt) confideriflg, that* 
fince our pretenfions were equal, it was beft to le«vo 
Ae choice to his beloved daughter : an example wor*> 
thy the inutation of all parents^ who woakl many 
their children. I da not fay, they fhouM give them 
their choice in things prejudicial s but they fhoald pro« 
pofe to them good ones, and out of tiseak let them 
chttfe to their minds. For my part, I know not whtt 
was Lea$ufra^s likmg : I only know, that her &ther 

St us both off hy pleading the too tender age of hii 
ttghter, and with inch general expreffiont> as neither 
hid any obligation upon him, nor difbbliged either of 
as.

be difaftrous. 

About that tiiney there came to our town one /7ii* 
fent de la R^a^ fon of a poor farmer of the fame vil* 
lage : which Vincent was come out o£ Itafy^ and other 
countries, where he had ferved in the wars. A cap- 
tain, who happened to march that way with his com* 
pany, had carried him away from our town at twelve 
years of age, and the young man returned at the end 
of twelve years more, in the garb of a foldier, fet off 
with a thoufand colours, and hung with a thouiand 
cryftal trinkets, and fine Heel-chains. , To-day he put 
on one finery, to-morrow another ; but all flight and 
counterfeit, of little weight and lefs value. The coun- 
try-folks, who are naturally malicious* and^ if thej^ 
have ever fo little leifure, are malice itfelf, obferved^ 
and reckoned up all his trappings and gewgaws, and 
Ibnnd that he had three fuits of apparel, of different 
colours, with hofe and garters to them : but he cooked 
them up fo many different ways, and had fb many in- 
irentions about them, that, if one had not counted 
{hem, one would have fworn he had had above ten fuits, 
and above twenty plumes oif feathers. And let not 
what I have been faying of his drefs be looked upon as 
impertinent or fuperfluous ; for it makes a confiderable 
part of this ffory. He ufetd tp feat himfelf on a ffone- 
bench, under a great poplar-tree in our market-place, 
and there he would hold us all gaping, and liffening to 
the exploits he would be telling us. There was no 
country on the whole globe he had not feen, nor battle 
he had not been in. He had flain more Maori than are 
in Morocco and Tunis, and fought more duels, as he 
ftid, than Gante, Luna, Diego Garcia de Partdes, and 
athouiand others, and always came off yidlorious, 
without having loff a drop of blood. Then again he 
would be fliewing us marks of wounds, which, though 
they were not to be difcerned, he would perfuade us 
were fo many muiket fliots received in feveral adions 
and fights. In a word, with an unheard-of arrogance, 
he would thou his equals and acquaintance, ikying, 
his arm was his father^ his deeds his pedigree, and 
. . ' ^ tha^ 
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that, ander the title of foldier, he owed the king him- 
(elf nothing. To thefe bravadoes was added, his be- 
ing fomewhat of a muiician, and fcratching a little up- 
on the guitar, which fome faid he would make fpeak. 
Sat his graces and accompliihments did not end here ; 
for he was alfo a bit of a poet, and would compofe a 
ballad, a league and a half in length, on every child- 
iih accident that pafled in the village. 

Now this foldier, whom I have here defcribed, this 
Vincent de la Rofa^ this heroe, this gabnt, this mufi- 
dan, this poet, was often eyed and beheld by Lean» 
4ra^ from a window of her houfe which faced the 
jnarket- place.. She was fir uck with the tin(el of his 
gaudy apparel : his ballads -enchanted her; and he 
gave at l^ft twenty eopies about of all he compoied : 
the exploits he related of himfelf reached her ears : 
laftly (for fo,.it feems, the devil had ordained) (he fell 
dpwnright in love with him, before he had entertained 
the prefumption of courting her. And, as, in affair^ 
«f love, none are fo eafily accomplilhcd as thofe, 
which are favoured by the inclination of the lady, JL/.- 
4it^A2ixA Vincent eafily came to an agreement, andi , 
he/ore any of the multitude of her fuitors had the leafi 
fufpicion of her defign, ihe had already accompliflied 
it : for (he- left the houfe of her dear and beloved far 
ther (for mother (he had none) and abfented herfelf 
from the town with the foldier, who came off from this 
attexnpt more triumphantly than from any of thofe o- 
rthers he had fo arrogantly boafted of. This cveivt 
^azed the whole town, and all that heard any thing 
of it. 1, 'for my part, was confounded, Anfelmo a- 
ftoni(hed, her father fad, . her kindred a(hamed, jufticc 
alarmed, and the, troopers of the holy brotherhood in 
readincfs. They befei the highways, and fearchcd 
the woods, leaving no place unexamined ; and, at the 
end of three days, they found the poor fond Z^^?Wrtf 
in a cave of a mountain, naked to her (hift, and drip- 
j^^ of a large fum of money, and feveral valuable 
jewels, (he had carried a>vay from home. They 
brdight her back into (;he prefenee of her difconfolatQ 
father ; they aflced her how this misfortune had' befal- 
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len her : ffac readHy conf^fled that Plnctnt de hi R^ 
had deceived her, and, upon proinife df marmge, had 
perfoaded her to leave her farter's hode, ttUm^ het 
he woidd cany Ker to NapUs^ the richeft and moH ^e^ 
Hcioas city of the whole woikl ; that fte, throa^ tdo 
much creddfty and insdvertency, had bdieved hinav 
imdy robbingsber Btther, had ptit idl inea his hands^ 
the night ihe was firft xniflhig i and that he conveyed 
her to a craegy monntaitt, StA (hut her n^ in that 
cmve, in which Aey had fbond her. ^e alfo rekced 
to tbem how the ibldier {Pandered her of every dm^ 
but her honour, and left her there, and fled : a drcmn* 
fiance which made us all wonder afrefti ; Ibr it was no 
eaiy matter to perfuade us of ^ young man*s cont^ 
nency : but fli^ affirmed it widi fo much eame^efi, 
that her father was in fome fort c o m f orted, making no 
great account of the other riches the foldier had taken 
n'om his daughter, fince he had left her that jewe^ 
which, once loft, can never be recovered. 
' The very fame day that Uandra returned, flie dif- 
appeared again ftom our eyes her father (biding 
and fhuttihe her up Jfr a numi^ belonging to a town 
not far diftant, in hopes that time may wear off* a 
good part of the reproach his daughter has brought 
upon herfelf. fifer tender years were fome excufe for 
her fault, efpeciaHy with diofe who had no intereft in 
her being good or bad : but they, who are acquainted 
with her good fenfe and underftanding, could not 
afcribe her fault t<^ her igporance, but td her levity, and 
to the natural propenfity of the fex, which is generaHy 
unthinking and dlforderly. teandra being fhut up, 
'Anfelfnti'% eyes were blinded ; ' at leaft they few nothin|r 
that could ^ord them any fatisfaftion : and mine were 
tn darknefi, without light 'to diredt them to any plea- 
furable objeA: The ^fence of Leandrajexxcrtafed omr 
fadnei^, and diminiihed our patience : we curfed the 
foldier^s finery, and detefted her father's want of pre^ 
l^aution. At laft, ^Infeimo and I agreed to quit the 
town, atod betake ourfelves to this valley, where, he 
ifeeding a great number of fheep of his own, and I n 
numerous herd of goats of mine, we pels our Hves 

among 
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among thefe trees, giving Tent to oar paffions, or fing* 
ing together the praiies, er reproaches, of the hi^ 
Leandra, pr ilghing alone, and each apart commani* 
eating our plaints to heaven. Several others of Le* 
andrd*s fuitors, in imitation of as, are come to thefe 
rocky moonuins, prafUfii^ the iame employments ; 
and they are fo nunfterous, that this place teems to be 
converted into the paftoral Arcadia^ it is fo full of 
ihepherds and folds ; nor is there any part of it where 
the name of the beautiful Leandra is not heard. One 
utters execrations againft her, calling her fond, fickle, 
and immodeH : another condemns her forwardnefs and 
lovity : fome excufe and pardon her : others arraign 
and condemn her : one celebrates her beauty ; another 
rails at her ill qualities : in ihort, all blame, and all 
adore her ; and the madnefs of all rifes to that pitch, 
that fome complain of her difdain, who never fpokc 
to her : yea fome there are, who bemoan themfelves» 
aid feel the raging difeafe of jealoufy, though (he ne*" 
ver gave any occ^on for it ; for, as I have faid, her 
gmh was known before her inclination. There is no 
hollow of aYock, nor. brink of a rivulet, nor ihade of 
a tree, that is not occupied by fome fhepherd^ who is 
recounting his misfortunes to the air : the echo, 
wherever it can be formed, repeats the name of Lt" 
andra: the mountains refound Leandra \ the brooks 
murmur' Leandra: in ihort, Leandra holds us all in 
fafpenfe and enchanted, hoping without hope, and 
fearing without knowing what we fear. Among thefe 
extravagant madmen, he, who (hews the leaft and the 
moft fenie, is my rival Anfelmo^ who, having fo many 
other caoies of complaint, complains only of abfence, 
and to the found of a rebeck, which he touches to 
admiration, pours forth his complaints in verfes, 
which difcover an excellent genius. I follow an ea* 
fier, and, in my opinion, a better way, which is, to 
inveigh againft the levity of women, their Inconftancy^ 
and' double-dealing, their lifelefs promifes, and bro- 
ken faith ; and, in (hort, the little difcretion they (hew 
in placing their affe£Uons, or making their choice.

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* Tbis, gentlemen^ was the occafion of the odd eat- 
preffioQS and language I uled to this goat» when I 
came hither f for, being a female, I defpife her, though 
file be the beft of all my flock.

CHAP. XXV. 

Gf the parrel bitiveen Don Quixote and the Gpat- 
herdf 'with the rare adventure of the Difciplinants^ 
vohicb he happily accompli/bed *with the fuieat of his 
. trows* 

THE goatherd's tale gave a general pleaface^ all: 
that heard it» efpecially to the canon^who, with. 
an unufual curiofity, took notice of his manner of tel- 
ling it, in which he difcovered more of the polite 
ODurtier, than of the rude goatherd ; and thereforcL he 
faid, that the prieft was very much in the right in af- 
firming, that the mountains produced men of letters. 
They all offered their fervice to Eugenia : but die moft 
prodigal of his offers upon this occafion was Dom 
^ixote, who faid to him ; In truth, brother goatherd^ 
were I in a capacity of undertaking any new adven- 
ture, I would immediately fet. forward to do you. a. 
good turn, by fetching Leandra out of the nunnery,, 
in which, doubtleis, ihe is detafned agaidft her will, 
in fpite of the abbefs and all oppofers, and putting her 
into your hands, to be difpofed of at your plediire^ 
fo far as is confident with the laws of chivalry, which 
enjoin that no kind of violence be offered to damfels : 
though I hope in god our lord, that the power of one 
malicious enchanter (hall not be fo prevalent, but that 
the power of another and a better-intentionedone may 
prevail o^r it , ^nd then I promife you myaid, and 
prote^on, as I am obliged by my profefiion^. which 

is 
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h no othtT than to favoor the weak and neceffitoos. 
The goatherd ftared at Don fixate ; and obferving his 
bsud plight and fcarvy appearance, he whifpered the" 
barber, who iat next him i ?ny. Sir, who is this man, 
who inakes ftich a ftrange figare, and talks fo extra- 
vagantly I Who (hoold it be, anfwered the barber, but 
tht famous Don ^mixote dt la Mancha^ the redrefler of 
injuries, the lighter of wrongs, the reli^ of maidens, 
the dread of giants, and the conqueror of batdes ? This^ 
iaid the goatherd, is like what we r«ad c^in the books 
of knights-errant^ who did all that you tell me of thia 
man $ though, as I take it, either your worihip is in 
Jeft, or the ^)artnients in this gentleraan^s fcuU are no- 
tably unfuf mdied. You are a very great rafcal, (aid 
J)m Quixote at this inftant, and you are the empty- 
fculled and the fhallow-brained ; for I am fuller than 
ever was the whorefon drab that bore thee : and, fo 
laying, and muttering on, he fnatched up a loaf that 
was near hiiD« and with h ftruck the goatherd full ia 
the face;, with fo much fury, that he laid his nofe flat*^ 
The goatherd, who did not underhand raillery, per- 
ceiving how much in eameft he was treated, without 
any td^&. to the carpet or table-cloth, or to the com- 
pany that fat about it, leaped upon Don .^ixott^ and, 
griping him by the throat with both hands, would 
doubtlefs have ftrangled hmt iiad not Sanaho Pangd 
come up in that inflant, and, taking him by the ihonl-» 
ders, thrown him back on the uble, breakuig thd 
difhes and jJatters, and fpiHing and ovet^uning alt 
ihat was upon it. Don ^xou, finding himf^^ loofe^ 
ran again at the go|therd, who, being kicked and 
tramjded upon by Sancho^ and his ^e sdl over blo^dy^ 
was feeling about, upon all four, for fome knife oy 
other^ to take a bloody revenge withal 1 but the canon 
and the prieft prevented him ; and the barber contriv- 
ed it fo, that the goatherd got Don fixate under 
him, on whom he poured fuch a (hower pf buffets^ 
that there* rained as much \Aood from the vifag? of 
the poor knight, as there did from his own. The 
tanon and the prieft were ready to borft with laughter ^ 
C z the 
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^e troopers of the holy brotherhood danced and ca« 
pered for joy ; and they flood hallooing them on, as 
people do dogs when they are Bghting : only Sancif9 
was at h\% wits end, not being able to get loofe from 
ont of the canon'« fervants, who held him from going 
to aflift his mafter. In fhort, while all Were in high 
joy and merriment, excepting the two conabatanfs, who 
were ftill worrying one another, on a fudden they 
heard the found of a trumpet, fo difmal, that it made 
Aem turn their ^ces towards the way from whence 
they ffincied the found came : but he, who was moft 
Hirprized at hearing it, was Don ^ixote, who, though 
lie was under the goatherd, forely agaiaft his will« 
and more than indifferently mauled, faid to him : Bro- 
ther devil (for it is impoflible you fliould be any thing 
elfe, iince you have had the valour and ilrength to 
fubdue mine) truce, I befeech you, for one hour j for 
tiie dolorous found of that trumpet, which reaches oar 
ears, ktms to fummon me to fome new adventure. 
The goatherd, who by this time was pretty well weary 
of mauling, and being mauled, immediately let him 
go, and Din fixate, getting upon his legs, turned 
his fstce toward the place whence the found came, and 
presently £aw feveral people defcending from a rifing 
ground, arrayed in whit€, after the manner of difci- 
plinants ■. 

The cafe was, that the clouds, that year, had failed 
to refreih the earth with feafonable fhowers, and 
throughout all the villages of that dilbidt they made 
proceilions, difciplines, and public prayers, befeeching 
god to open the hands of his m^rcy, and fend them 
rain : and for this purpofe the people of a town hard- 
by were coniing in proceflion to atievout heroiitage, 
built upon the iide of Thill bordering upon that val- 
ky. Don ^ixote^ perceiving the ftrange attire of 
the difciplinants, without recolleding how often he 
muft have feen the like before, imagined it . was fome 
kind of adventure, and that it belonged to him alone,

And no fodner 
had he taken this into his head, than he ran with great 
agiHty to Rpzhaftiet who was grazing aboot; and^ 
taking the bridle and the buckler from the pummel of 
the fa^dle, he bridled him in a trice, and, demanding 
from Sancho his fword, he mounted- Kozinante^ and 
braced his target, and with* a loud voice (aid to ait 
that were prefeot r Now, my worthy companions^ 
you fhalJ fee dF what confequence it is that there aro 
in the world ftich as profefs the order of chivalry : 
BOW, I fay, you fhall fee, by my reftoring liberty ta 
that good lady, who is carried captive yonder, whe- 
ther knights -errant are to be valued, or not. And fo 
laying, he laid legs to Roxinante (for fpurs he had 
none) and on a hand-gallop (for we no-whcre read, 
in all this faithful luftory, that ever Rozinante went 
fuU-fpeed; he ran to encounter the difciplinants. The 
[ prieA,. the canon, and the barber, in vain endeavoured' 
to ftop him ; and in vain did Sane bo cry out, faying. 
Whither go you, Signor Don^xote? What devils 
are in you, that iniligate you to ailault the catholic 
iaith ? ConJider, a carfe on me I that this is a pro- 
ceilion of difciplinanEs, and that the lady, carried up- 
on the bier, is an image of the bleffed and immacu- 
late virgin : have a care what yo^ do ; for this once" 
. I am fure you do not know, ^ancho wearied himfelf 
to no purpofe; for his mafter was fo bent upon en- 
countering the men ^n white, and delivering the mourn- 
ing lady, that he heard n»t a word, and, if he had^> 
would not have come back, though the king himfelf 
had commanded Lim. Being now come up to the 
procefiion, he checked Rofcinantey who already had a

I Theftg images are ufiially of wood, and as big as the life, and 
by the fmoke of tapers, and length of time, become very black. 
This whole piiTage, as well is ^nany others, is a ily fatire on the 
fiqperftition of the Romifi church ; and it is a wonder the in^ui-- 
6tioa iufFered it to pjt^s, , though thus covertly* 
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defire to reft a littk, and, with a difordered and hoarfe 
voice, faid: You there, who cover your faces, for 
^0 good I fuppofe, flop, and give ear to what I fliaJl 
fay. The foft who ftoppcd were they who carried 
the image ; and one 6f the four eccleiiaftics, who fang 
the litanies, obferving the fhange figure of Don ^uix- 
9tet the leannefs of Roxinante, and other ridiculoua 
circuniilances attending the knight, anfwered him, fay- 
ing : Goad brother, if you have any thing to fay to 
-us^ {viy it quickly i for thefe our brethren arc tearing 
their flefh to pieces, and wc caanot, nor is it reaibn- 
able we fliould, fiop to hear any xhirt%% unlefs it be fo 
Ihort, that it may be faid in two words. I will iay 
it in one, replied Don ^i^rate, and it is this ; thiZ 
you immediately fet at liberty that fair lady, whofe 
tears and forrowful countenance are evident tokens of 
Jier being carried away againfl her will, and that yoa 
have done her fome notorious injury ; and I, who was 
bom into the world on purpofe to redrefs fuch wrongs, 
will not fufFcryou to proceed one ftcp farther, 'till you 
have given her the liberty ftie defires and dcfcnres. 
By thefe expreffions, all that heard them gathered that 
Don ^ixote mud be fome mad man ; whereupon thejr 
fell a laughing very heartily ; which Was adding fudl 
to the fire of Don ^ixote^s choler : for, without fay*- 
ing a word more, he drew his fword, and attacked the 
bearers; one of whom, leaving the burthen to his 
comrades, ftept forward to encounter Don ^ixot^ 
^brandifliing a pole whereon he refted the bier when 
they made a Hand, and receiving on it a huge fboke, 
which the knight let fly at him, apd which broke it 
in two, with what remained of it he gave Don ^Ixott 
fuch a blow on the (houfSer of his fword-arm, that, 
his target not being able to ward off fo furious an af- 
fault, poor Don ^ixote fell to the ground in evil 
plight. Sancbo Pan^a^ who came puffing dofe after 
him» perceiving him fallen, called out to his adverfary 
not to ftrike him again, for he was a poor enchanted 
knight, who never had done any body harm in all 
the days of his life. But thftt, which made the ruiUc 

forbear. 
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forbear, ws^ not Sancbo*% crying oot. bat hit Cbcik 
tiut Don SijnxQte ftirf ed neither hand nor foot i aqd 
£>, believing he had killed him, in all hafte he tack- 
ed up his frock under his eirdle, and began to fly 
away over the field as nimble as a buck. By dus 
time all Dm ^xoteh company was come op» and the 
proceffionera, feeing them running toward them, and 
with them the troopers of the holy brotherhood with 
their crofs-bows, began to fear fome ill accident, and 
drew op in a circle round the image ; and, lifting up 
their hoods ', and gDifping^ their whips, as the eccle- 
fiaftics did their tapers, they ftood expeding the af* 
iaul^ determined to defend themfelves, and, if they 
could, to offend their aggreiGTors. But fortune ordered 
it better than they imagined : for ail that Sancho did, 
was, to throw himfelf upoA the Wly of his mafter, 
and to pour forth the mod dolorous and. ridiculous la- 
mentation in the world, believing verily that he was 
dead. The prieft was known by another prieft, who 
came in the proceflion, and their being acquainted 
diffipated the fear of the two fquadrons. The firft 
priek gave the fecond an account in two words who 
Dom fixate was*; whereupon he and the whole rout 
4>f diiaplinants went to fee whether the poor knight 
was dead, or not, and they over- heard Sancho Pan fa 
by^ with tears in his eyes i O flower of chivalry, who 
by one fingle thwack haft finifhed the carreer of thy 
well-fpent life ! O glory of thy race, credit and re- 
nown of La Mancha^ yea of the whole world, which, 
by wanting thee, will be over-run with evil- doers, 
who will no longer fear the being chaftifed for their 
iniquities ! O liberal above all Alexanders^ feeing that,, 
for eight months fervice oaly, you have given me the 
beft ifland the fea doth compals or furround ! O thbtt 
that wert humble with the haughty, and arrogant with 
die humble, undertaker of dangers, fufferer of af ronts, 
in love without caufe, imitator of the good, feourge 
of the wicked, enemy of the bafe ; in a word, knight* 
errant, which is all that can be (aid ! At Sancho* % cries 
C 4 andi 

I The Difciplinants wear hoods with holes to fee'tlxrough,^ tl^t 
thej may ^o^ he knowiw 
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and lamentations Don ^ixote revived^ and the firft 
word he faid was : He, who lives abfented from thee, 
fweeteft Dulcinea^ is fubjed to greater iniferies than 
thefe. Help, friend Sancbo^ to lay me upon the en* 
chanted car ; for I am no longer in a condition to prefs 
the faddle of Roxinanu, all this flioalder being mafhed 
to pieces. That I will do with all my heart, dear 
Sir, anfwered Sancho ; and let us return home in com- 
pany of thefe gentlemen, who wiih you well, and there 
we will give order about another fally, that may prove 
of more profit and renown. You fay well, Sancho^ 
anfwered Don ^ixote, and it will be great prudence 
in us to wait *till the evil influence of the flars, which 
now reigns, is paifed over. The canon, the prieft, 
and the barber, told him they approved his refolution ; 
and fo, having received a great deal of pleafure from 
the iimplicities of Sancho Panfa, they placed Dom 
^ixQte in the waggon, as before. The proceffion 
refumed its former order, and went on its way. The 
goatherd bid them all farewel. The troopers would 
go no farther, and the priefl paid them what they 
had agreed for. The canon deiired the priefl to give 
, him advice of what hefel Don ^ixote^ and whether 
his madnefs was cured or continued, and fo took leave, 
and purfued his journey. In fine, they all parted^ 
and took their feveral ways, leaving the priefl, the 
barber. Den ^ixote, and Sancho, with good Roxi- 
nante, who bore all accidents as patiently as his mafler* 
The waggoner yoked his oxen, and accommodated 
Don ^ixote on a trufs of hay, and with his accuflom- 
cd pace jogged on the way the priefl diredted. On 
the fixth day they arrived at* Don ^ixote*s village, 
and entered it about noorC; and it being Sunday, all 
the people were flanding in the market-place, through 
the midid of which Don ^ixote's car mufl of neceffity 
pafs. Every body ran to fee who was in the waggon, 
and, when they found it was their townfman, they

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Wretched upon a trafs of hay, in a waggon drawn \^y 
oxen. It was piteous to hear the outcries the two good 
women raifed, to fee the buffets they gave themTelveSp 
and how they curfed afreih the damned books of chi« 
valry ; and all this was renewed by, feeing Pom ^ixotg 
coming in at the gate. 

Upon the news of Don ^ixote^s arrival, Sancifo 
Pan fa's wife, who knew her hufband was gone with 
him to (erve him as his ftjuire, repaired thither; and' 
as foon as fhe faw Sancho, the firfl thing fhe afked him* 
was, whether the afs was come home well. Sancb^ 
anfwered- he^ was, and in a better condition than his • 
mailer. The lord be praifed, replied fhe, .for fo great 
a- mercy to me: but tell me, friend, what good have 
you got by your fquirefhip ? what petticoat do yon 
bring home to me, and what ^oes to your children I ' 
I- bring nothing of all this, dear wife, quoth Sancho i . 
but I bring other things of greater moment and con-r 
fequence. I am vtry glad of that, anfwcred the wife : 
pray, fhew me thefe things of greater moment and' 
confequence, ,my friend j for I woiild fain fee them, . 
to rejoice this heart of mine, which has been fo fa<l< 
and ^ifcontented all the long time of your abfence. • 
You fhall fee them at home, wife, quoth Sancho^ and- 
be fatis£ed at prefent; for if it pleafe god, that we 
make another fally in queft of adventures, you will 
foon fee me an earl or governor of an ifland, and not; 
an ordinary one neither, but. one of the beft that is to > 
be had. Grant heaven it may be fo, hufband, qqoU\^ 
the wife, for we have need enough of it. But pray^' 
tell me. what you. mean by iflanas; for I do not un^* 
deHland you. Honey is not made for the mouth of ^^ 
an afs, anfwered Sancho: in^good time you fhall fee, . 
wife, yea, ,and admire to hear yourfelf filled lady- 
fhip by all your vafTals. What do you mean, ^tf/rriJ^,. 
by ladyfhip, jflands, and vafTals ? anfwered Terefd 
Pjinfa i for that vj2ls^ Sancho'* s wife^s name, though they, 
were not of kin, butbecaufeit is the cuflom in La 
Mancha for the wife to take the hufband's name. Be 
not in fo much hafte, Terefa^ to know all thir, faidT 
Sancho ', Jet it foffice that I tell yoa the truth, andftw^ 
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up your mooth. But for the prefent know» that there 
it nothing in the world fo pleaiant to an honeft man, 
-at to be iquire to a knight-errant, and feeker of ad- 
rentures. It is tme^ indeed, moil of them are not fo 
much to a man^s mind as he coaki wifh; for ninety 
nine of a hundred one meets with fall oat crofs and 
unlucky. This I know by experience; for I have 
ibmetimes come off tofled in a blanket, and fometimes 
well cudgelled. Yet for all that it is a fine thing to 
he in expedation of accidents, traverfing mountains, 
Tearching woods, marching orer rocks, vifiting cafUcs, 
lodging in inns, all at difcretion, and the devil a far- 
thing to pay. 

jSi this difcourfe pafied between Sancho Panfa, and 
bis wife Tere/a Pafffa, while the houfe-keepcr and 
the niece received Don ^ixote, and, having pulled off 
his cloaths, laid him in his old bed. He looked at 
them with eya aikew, not knowing perfe6Uy where 
lie was. The priefl charged the niece to take great 
care, and make much of her uncle, and to keep a 
watchful eye over him, left he (hould once more give 
them the flip, telling her what difficulty they had to 
get him home to his houfe. Here the two women ex- . 
claimed afreih, and renewed their execrations againft 
«11 books of chivalry, begging of heaven to confound 
to the center of the abyfs the authors of fo many lyes 
and abfurdities. Laftly, they remained full of trouble 
and fear, left they fhodd lofe their uncle and mafter as 
foonas ever he found himfelf a little better: and it fdl 
cut as they imagined. But the author of this hiftory, 
though he applied himfelf, with the utmoft curioficy 
and diligence, to trace the exploits Don ^ixote per- 
formed in his third {ally, could get no account of them, 
at leaft from any authentic writings. Only fame has 
preferved in the memoirs of La Mantha^ that Don 
^ixote, the third time he fallied from home, went 
Co Saragoja i, where he was prefent at a femout 
tournament in that city, and that there befel him things 
worthy of his valour and good underftanding. Nor

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Aoold he have learned any thing at all concerning hit 
death, if a lucky; accident had not broqght him ac* 
quainted with an aged Phyfician, who'had in hia cof- 
tody a leaden box» found^ as hfi A^d^ undernhe roim 
of an ancient hermitage then rebuilding : in which box 
was found a manufcript of parchment written in G$thgc 
charadlers <, but in Cafiilian .ver(e, containing many 
of his exploits, and giving an account of the b^aty of 
Dulciuea del^ohofo^ the figure of Rczinante; the fidelity 
of SaxcJbc Pan^a, and the burial of />o« ^'jr^/^ him- 
felfy with feveral epitaphs, and elogies on hi^ life and 
manners. All that coul^ be read, and perfedly madf 
out,, were thofe inferted here by the Aithful author 
of this ftrange and never-before-feen hiftory : which 
author defires no other xewai^ from thofe, who ihall 
lead it, in recompence of the vaft pains it has coft 
him to enquire into and fearch all the archives of 
La Mancha to bring it to light, but that they would 
afford him the fame credit that ingenious peop^ give 
to books of knight-errantry, which are fo well re- 
ceived in the world ; and herewith he will reckop him* 
felf well paid, and will reil (atisfied ; and will more- 
over be encouraged ,to feek and find out others, .if not 
as true, at leaft of as much invention and enter* 
tainment. The firfb words, written in the parchment 
which was found in the leaden box, w«^e thefe.

Bmt nvbaf 1 cannot forbear refenting, is, that be up* 
braids me with my age, and loith halving loft my band^.

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i^$ f^y'tng to the hy-fiandersy nvbo nuert ahoays *very 
many : WeU^ gentlemen^ ivbat think you F it it fuch 
an eafy matter to blowup a dog f And what think you^ 
^ir, is it fuch an eafy matter to ivrite a hook f And if 
this ftory does not fqufire njoitb him, pray, kind reader, 
tell him this other, ^whicb is Hkenvijh of a madman and 
a dog,: 

There «was another madman in Cordova, mjho Bad' a 
eujfom of carrying on his head a piece of a marble fab or 
ftone, not very heavy, and vjhen he lighted upon arty 
carelefs-cur, he got ciofi to him, and let the nveightfaH 
plumb upon his bead: the dog is in tjorath, and limps 
away barking and howling, ivithoutfo much as looking 
behind him- fir three ftreets length. Now it happened, 
that,, among the digs, upon whom he let fall the nvetght, 
one belonged to a cap-maker, *who valued him mightily :

from head to tail, and not daring to let fall the ftont, 
he faid: This is a fpaniel ; have a care. In fhort, ■ 
whatever dogs he met *ivith, though they vjere maftiffi 
or hounds, he faid they were fpaniels, andfo lit fall thi 
fiab^ no more.

Jfigbef finacle. Tbe poor man may be bonourable, hut 
not tbe vicious i poverty may cloud nobility, but nt 
vobolly ohfcure it : and virtue, as itfsines by its otsm 
Jigbt, tbougbfeen tbrougb tbe dijficulties and cranies of 
poverty, fo it alvsays gains tbe efieem, and confequemt^ 
the ^roteSion, of great and noble minds • 

Say nofoore to bim, nor nvill J fay more to you, onfy t^ 
ietyou knovo, that tbisfecond part ^ Don Qabcot^ 
viiHcb I offer to you, is cut by tbe fame band, and out off 
tbe fame piece, witb tbe . firft, and t bat berein I prefntjt 
you VJttb Don Quixote at bis fsdl length, and, at Ueft^ 
fairly dead and buried, tbat no one may pre/uws to hritgr^ 
frejh accufation ageunfi bim, tbofe already, brought heimg^ 
$nougb. Let itfi0ce alfo, tbat a virker of finu credit 
has given an account of his ingemonr follies, refol<vim^ 
not to take up tbe/ubjeS any more i for too mucb^ a^em 
Iff a good thing, lejfens it in our ^eemy and fcarcity^ 
oven of an indifferent ^ makes it offome efimation.

Don QoixoCe^ ctuarning his indifpofition.. 

Cm HJMET B£N' ENGEII relates, in the fe- 
cond part of this hiftory, and third fally of Dm 
^ixou^ that the prieft and the barber were at* 
moft a whole moath without feeing him, left th^ 
fhould renew and bring back to his jakd the remeni- 
brance of things paft. Yet they did not therefore for- 
bear viiking his niece ^d his hoafe-keeper, charging 
•them to take care and make much of ium, and to give 
him comforting things to eat» fnch as are proper fc^ 
the heart and brain, from whence, jn all appearanc^^ 
his diforder proceeded. They (aid, they did fo, and 
would continue fo to do with all ^pofible care and good- 
will ; for they perceived, that their jmafter was ever 
and-anon difcovering figns of being in his xight mind ,i 
whereatthe prieft a^ the bacbm: yti^ greauy jdeafed^

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ms thinking they had hit upon the right «ourre in bring- 
ing him home enchanted upon the ox-waggon, as is 
related in the kft chapter of the firfl part of this ne 
Icfs great than exaft hifk)ry. They refolded therefore 
^ to vifit him» and make trial of his amendnsent ;. tho* 
they reckoned it abnoft impoiHble he fhould be cored, 
and agreed between them not to touch in the lead up- 
on the fubjedt of knight-errantry, left they fliould en- 
danger the ripping up a fore that was yet fo tender. 

In ine, they miade him a vifit, and found him fitting 
en his bed, dad in a waificoat of green bays, with a 
red To/ido bonnet on his head, and fo lean and fhrivel- 
Ud, that he feemed as if he was reduced to a mere 
mummy. They were received by him with much 
kindnefs : they enquired after his health ; and he gave 
them an account both of it and of himfelf with much 
judgment, and in very elegant expreffionr. In the 
courfe of their converfation, they fell uponmatt^of 
fbite,. and forms of government, corredting this abufe 
and condemning that, reforming one cuflom and banifli- 
ing another ; each of the three fettihg up himfelf for a ^ 
new legiflator, a modern Lycurgus^ or a fpick-and* 
Ipan new Solon : and in iuch manner did they new- 
model the commonwealth, that one would have thon{|ht 
they had clapped it into a forge, and taken it out quite 
altered from what it was before. Don ^ixote deli- 
▼ered himfelf with fo much good-fenfe on all the fub- 
jeds diey touched upon, that the two> examiners un- 
'doubtedly believed he was entirely well, and in his 
perfect fenfes. The niece and the houfe-keepCT were 
prefent at the cdnveHation^ and, feeing their -mafter 
give fuch proofs of a found mind, thought they could 
never fnfficiendy thank heaven. But the priefi, chang- 
ing his former purpofe of not touching upon mattess of 
chivalry, was nowrefolved to make a thorough expe- 
riment whether Don ^ixote was perfedly recovered, 
or not : and fb, from one thing to another,, he came 
at length to tell him fome news lately brought firom 
eourt ; and, among other things, faid, it was given 
out for certain, that the Turk was coming down with a 
(owerfiil fleets and that it was not known what his de- 

fign 
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fign wasy nor where fo great a ilonn would burft ; 
that all Cbriftendom was alarmed thereat, as it ufed to 
be almoft every year ; and that the king had alreadf 
provided for the fecority of the coafts of Ifafles and 
Sicily ^ and of the ifland of Maha. To this Don %!>- 
Qt€ replied : His majefty has done like a moft prudent 
warrior, in providing in time for ^e defence of hit 
dominions, that the enemy may not forprize him: bat, 
if my counfel might be taken, I would advife him to 
make ufe of a precaution, which his majefty is at pre- 
fent very far from thinking of. Scarcely had the prieft 
heard this, when he faid within himfelf : god defend 
diee, poor Don ^ixore ! for methinks thou art falling 
headlong frotn the top of thy madnefs down to the . 
profound aibyfs of thy folly. But the barber, who had 
already made the fame reflexion as the prieft had 
done, afkcd Don ^xote what precaution it was that 
he thought fo proper to be taken 5 for, perhaps, it 
was fnch, as might be put into the lift of the many 
impertinent admonitions ufually given to princes. 
Mine, goodman ihaver, anfwered Don ^ixote, ihaH 
not be of that fort. I meant no harm, replied the 
barber, but only that experience has ihewn, that all or 
moft of the pieces of.advicc, people give his majefty, 
are either impra6licable or abfurd, or to the prejudice 
of the king or kingdom. True, anfwered Don J^iW- 
ote ; but mine is neither impraflicable nor abfurd, but 
the moft eaiy, the meft jQft) the moft feazable and ex- 
peditious, that can enter into the imagination of any 
projedor. Signor Don ^xote, quoth the prieft, you 
keep us too long in fu(penfe. I have no mind, re- 
plied Don ^ixotet it fhould be told here now, and 
to-naorrow by day -break get to the ears of the lords 
of the privy-council, and fo fomebody clfe fhould run 
away with the thanks and the reward of my labour^ 
J give you my word, faid the barber, here and before 
gml, that I will not reveal what your worihip fliall fay 
either to king or to rook *, or to any man upon earth : 
an. oath, which I learned from the romance of the 
prieft, in the preface whereof he tells the king of the 

thief 
I in allufion to the game at chefs, (b common then in Spain, 
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thief that robbed him of the hundred piftoles> and htr 
mmbling mule. I kaow not the hiftory, faid Don 
fixate i but I preAime^ the oath is a good one, be- 
caufe I am perfuaded mafter barber i» an honeft man^ 
Though he were not, faid the prieft, I will make it 
good, and engage for him, that) &8 to this bnfinefi^ 
he will talk no more of it than a dumb man, under 
what penalty you (hall think fit. And who will be 
bound for your rever^ice, mailer prieftf faid D$m 
^ixoti. My profeffion^ anfwered the prieft, whick; 
obliges me to keep a fecret. Body of me then, faid 
Don ^ixote, is there any thing more to be done, but 
that his majefty caufe proclamation to be made, that 
all the knights-errant, who are now wandering about 
Spain, doi on a certain, day, repair to court? for 
ihould there come but half a dozen, there may hap- 
pen to be among them one, who may be able alone 
to deftroy the whole power of the TurJ^, Pray, gen- 
tlemen, be attentive, and go along with me. Is it a 
Dew thing for a knight -errant fingly to defeat an army 
of two hundred thoufand men, as if they had all but 
one throat, or were made of fugar pafte f Pray, tell 
me, how many hiftories are fuU of thefe wonders f 
How unlucky is it for me (I will not iay for any bo- 
dy elfe) that the famous DonBeUanis, or fome one of 
the numerous race oi Amadis de Gaul^ is not now in 
being ! for were any one of them alive at this day* 
and were to confront the ^urk^ in good ^h, I would 
not farm his winnii^s. But god will provide for his 
people, and fend fome body or other, if not as ftrong 
as the former knights-errant, at leaft not inferior to 
them in courage : god knows my meaning % I fay no 
more. Alas { quoth the niece at this in&nt, may 1 
perKh if my uncle has not a mind to turn knight-^ 
errant again. Whereupon Dan Slmxote faid; A 
knight-errant I will live and die, and let the Turk 
come down, or up, when he pleafes, and as powerful 
as he can: I fay again, god knows my meaning* 
Here the barber faid : I befeech your worfhip to give 
me leave to tell a (hprt flory of what happened onct 
in ^rvi7; for it comes in fo pat to the prefent pur- 

pofe. 
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pofe, that I mail needs tell it. D$n ^xctg and thr 
prieft gave him. leave, and the reft lent him their at* 
tention i and he began thus. 

A certain man waupat by his relations into the^ 
madhoike of S^'vil9 fbrhaving loft his wits. He had' 
taken his degrees in the canon law in the univerfitjr of 
Offuna ; and had he taken them in that of Salamanca^ 
moft people think he would neverthelefs have been' 
mad. This graduate, after fome years confinement, 
took it into his head that he was in his right fenfes 
and perfed underftanding ; ^d with this conceit he 
wrote to the archbifliop, befeeching him with great 
eameftnefs, smd feemingly good reafons, that he would 
be pleafed to fend andddiver him from that miferable 
cdnfinement in which he lived; fince, through the' 
mercy of god, he had recovered his loft fenfes ; add- 
ing,, that his relations, that they might enjoy part of 
his eftate, kept hun ftill there, and, in fpite of ttnth, 
would have him to be mad tHl his dying-day. The 
archbiftiop, prevailed upon by his many letters, all 
penned with fenfe and judgment, order^ one of his 
chaplains to inform h'imfelf from the redor of the- 
madiioafey whether what the licenciate had written ta 
him was true, and alfo to talk with the madman, and, 
if it appeared that he was in his fenfes, to take him* 
cmt, and fet ^lim at liberty. The chaplain did fo, 
and the redtor aftured him the man was ftill mad ; for 
though he (bmetimes talked like a man of excellent 
fenfe, he would in the end break out into fuchdiftrac- 
ted flights, as more than counterbalanced his former ra« 
tional difcourfe ; as he might experience by conver- 
fing with him. The chaplain refolved to make the' 
trial, and accordingly talked above an hour^ with the: 
madman, who, in ail that time, never returned a disjoint- 
ed or extravagant anfwer : on the contrary he fpoke* 
with fuch fobriety, and fo much to the purpofe, that: 
the chaplain was forced to believe he was in his rights 
mind. Among, other things, he faid, that the redtor 
mifreprefented him,, for the fake of the pre(ents his^ 
rriations.fent him* that he might ftiy he was ftill mady 
and had only ibme Jucid intervals.; for his great eftate> 

was 
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was the^eateft enemy he had in his nusfbrtune^ iince» 
to enjoy that, his enemies had recourfe to fraod^ and 
pretended to doubt of the mercy of god toward him 
m reftoring him from the coupon of a brute co that 
pf a m^n. Jn fhort, he talkecKn fuch a manner^ that 
he made the redlor to be fufpedted, his rebitiotts 
d&ought covetous and unnatural, and himfelf fo dif* 
creetf that the chaplain determined to carry him away 
with him, that the arcfabifliop himfelf might fee, and 
ijiy his finger upon the truth of this bufineis. The 
good chaplain, pofieiTed with this opinion, defired the 
reHoT to order the cloaths to be given him, which he 
wore when he was brought in. The redor again de- 
fired him to take care what he did, iince, without all 
dpubt, the licenciate was fUll mad. But the precauti- 
ons and remonftrances of the re£lor availed nothing 
towards hindering the ch^lain from carrying him 
away. The redlor, feeing it was by order of the arch- 
biihop, obeyed. They put the licenciate on his cloaths, 
which were frefh and decent. And now finding him- 
felf ih-ij^ed of his madman's weeds, and habited like 
a rational creature^ he begged of the chaplain that he 
would, for charity's fake, permit him to take leave of 
the madmen his companions. The chaplain faid, he 
would bear him company, and take a view of the lu- 
natics confined in that hoofe. So up Ibirs they went, 
and with them ^(xac other perfons, who happened to 
be prefent. And the licenciate, approaching a kind of 
cage, in which lay one that was outrageouily mad, 
though at that time he was dill and quiet, iaid to him : 
Have you any fervice, dear brother, to command me? 
I am returning to my own houfe, god having been 
pleafed, of his infinite goodnefs and mercy, without 
any defert of mine, to reilorie me to my femes. I 
am now found and well ; for with god nothing is im* 
poiiible. Put great truft and confidence in him : for, 
fince he has reilored me to my former flate, he will 
alfo reftore you, if you truft in him. I will take care 
to fend you fome reft^efhing vidua,ls ; and be fure to 
eat of them : for I muft needs tell you, I find, having 
experienced it myfelf, that all our diftra&iona proceed 
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from oar ftomachs being cffipty, and our brains filled 
with wind. Take hearty take heart ; for defpondencj 
under misfortunes impairs our health, and hailens our 
death. All this difcourfe of the licenciate's was over- 
heard by another madman, who was in an oppofite. 
cell : and raifing himfelf up from an old mat, where* 
on he had thrown himfelf ftark-naked, he demanded 
alond» who it was that was going away fo well reco- 
vered ai^ fo ibber ? It js I, brother, anfwered the li« 
cenciate, that am going ; for I need ftay no longer 
here, and am infinitely thankful to heaven for having 
beftowed fo great a blefling upon me. Take heed, U- 
cenciate, what you fay, let not the devil delude yoa» 
replied the madman : lUr not a foot, but keep where 
you arc, and you will fpare ^ourfelf the trouble of be- 
iBg brought back. I know, replied the licenciate, that I 
am perfe^y well, and (hall have no more occafion to vifit. 
the fbtion -churches '. You well ! (aid the madman ; we 
ftall foon fee that : farewell ! but I fwear by Jufiur^ 
whofe maje^ I reprefent on earth, that, for this of- 
fence alone, which BtFuil is now conunitting, in car- 
rying yea out of this houfe, and judging you to be 
in your (enfes, I am determined to inflid fuch a fignal 
pimifhment on this city, that the memory thereof mall 
endure for tvtx and ever, amen. Know you not^ 
little crazed licenciate, that I can do it, fince, as I 
fay, I am thundering Jupiter^ who hold in my handt 
the flaming bolts, with which I can, and ufe, to 
threatea and deftroy the world ? But in one thing on- 
ly will I chailife this ignorant people ; and that is, 
there (hall no rain fall on this town, or in all its di- 
firi^ for three whole years, reckoning from the day 
and hour in which this threatning is denounced. You 
at liberty ! you recovered and in your fenfes ! and I a 
madman, I diftempered, and in bonds I I will no more 
rain, than I will hang myfelf. All the by-flanders 
wewifvery attentive to the madman's difcourfe : but <^ur , 

1 Certain churches, with indulgences, appointed to be vifited, 
cither for pardon of fins, or for procuring bleiiings. Madmen, pro- 
bably, in their lucid interrals, were obliged to this excrcife. 
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Hcenciate, turning himfelf to our chaplain, and hold- 
ing him by both hands^ faid to him : Be in no pain, 
good fir, nor make any account of what this madman 
has faid ; for, if he is Jupiter and wiH not rain, I, 
who am Neptune^ the father and god of the waters, 
will rain as often as I pleafe, and whenever there ihali 
he occafion. To which the chaplain anfwered : How- 
ever, iignor Neptune^ it will not be convenient at pre- 
fent to provoke fignor Jupiter : therefore, pray, ftay 
where you are ; for feme other time, when we have 
a better opportunity and more leifure, we will come 
for you. The r«ftor and the by ftanders laughed; 
which put the chaplain half out of countenance. They 
difrobed the licenciate, who remained where he was ; 
and there is an end of the flory. 

This then, mailer barber, faid Don ^ixote^ is the 
llory, which comes in here fo pat, that you could 
not forbear telling it? Ah! fignor cut-beard, fignor 
cut-beard ! he muft be blind indeed who cannot fee 
through a ficve. Is it poffible you fhould be ignorant, 
that comparifons made between underftandlng and un» 
4erftanding, valour and valour, beauty and beauty, 
and family and family, are always odious and ill ta- 
ken ? I, mailer barber, am not Neptune^ god of the 
waters j nor do I fet myfelf up for a wife man, being 
really not fo : ^ I aim at is, to convince the world 
of its error in not reviving thofe happy times, in which 
theorder of knight-errantry flourifhed. But this our 
degenerate age defcrves not to enjoy fo great a blefiing 
as that, which former ages could boall, when knights- 
errant took upon themfelves the defence of kingdoms, 
the protedion of orphans, the relief of damfels, the 
chaflifcment of the haughty, and the reward of the 
humble, Moft of the knights now in fafhion make a 
ruftling rather in damalks, brocades, and other rich 
ftoffs, than in coats of mail. You have now no knight, 
that will lie in the open field, expofed to the rig^or. 
of the heavens, in compleat armour frona head to foot : 
no one now, that, without Hirring his feet out of his 
ilirrups, and leaning upon his launce, ukes afliort

napy like the knights -errant of old times : no one now, 
that, iiTuing out of this foreft, afcends that mountain^ 
and from thence traverfes a barren and defert (hore of 
the fea, which is moft commonly ftormy and tempe- 
ftuous ; where finding on the beach a fmali Quff, with- 
out oars, fail, maft, or any kind of tackle, he boldly 
throws himielf into it, expoiing himfelf to the impla- 
cable billows of the profound fea, which now mount 
him up to the ikies, and then caft him down to the 
abyfs ; and he, oppofmg his courage to the irrefiftible 
hurricane, when he leaft dreams of it, finds himfelf 
above three thoufand leagues from the place where he 
embarked ; and, leaping on the remote and unknown 
Ihore, encounters accidents worthy to be written, not 
on parchment, but brafs. But now a-days floth tri- 
umphs over diligence, idlenefs over labour, vice over 
virtue, arrogance over bravery, and the theory over 
the prance of arms, which only lived and flouriihed 
m thofe golden ages, and in thoie knights- errant. 
For, pray, tell me, who was more civil, and more 
valiant, than the famous Amadis de Gaul ? who more 
diicreet than Palmerin oi England? who more affable 
and obliging than Tirant the lubite ? who more gal- 
lant than hifuarte of Greece ? who gave or received 
more cuts and flafhes than Don Belianis ? who was more 
intrepid than Perion of Gaul ? who more enterprising 
than Felixmarte of Hyrcania ? who more fincere than 
EfplanMan ? who more daring than Don Cirongilio of 
Thrace f Who more brave than Rodamonte ? who more 
prudent than king Sobrino ? who more intrepid than 
Rinaldof who more invincible than Orlando? and 
who more courteous than Rogeroy from whom, accor- 
ding to Turpin*i Cofmography^ are defcendcd the prelent 
dukes of Ferrara ? All thefe, and others that I could 
name, mafter prieft, were knights errant, and the light 
and glory of chivalry. Now thefe, or fuch as thefe, 
are the men I would advife his majelly to employ ; by 
which means he would be fure to be well ferved, and 
would fave a vaft expcnce, and the Turk might go tear 
.has beard for very madnefs : and fo I will Hay at home, 
D z finca 
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fincc the chaplain does not fetch me out % and if Ju- 
fiter^ as the barber has faid, will not rain, here am I. 
who will rain whenever I think proper. I fay all this, 
ito let goodman bafon fee that I underfland him. 

In trath> Signor Don ^ixott^ faid the barber, I 
.^neant no liarm in what I faid: fo help me god, as 
IBELy intention was good ; therefore your wor (hip ought 
Aot to take it ill. Whether I ought to take it ill or 
no, faid Dm fixate, is beft known to myfelf. Well^ 
laid the prieft, I have hardly fpoken a word yet, and 
X would willingly get rid of a fcruple, which gnaws 
iflUid difturj>s my confciencd, occafioned by what Signor 
ppn ^ixote has juft now faid. You have my leave, 
mailer prieft, for greater matters, anfwered Don ^ix- 
pte, and fo you may out with your fcruple : for there 
Is no pleafure iii going with a fcrnpulous confcience. 
With this licence then, anfwered the prieft, my fcra.- 
j)lc, I fay, is, that I can by no ineans perfuade myfelf, 
that the multitude of knights errant, your worfliip has 
mentioned, were really and truly peifons of fle& and 
)>loQd in the woHd : on the contrary, I imagine, that 
jt is all Mion, fable, and a lye, and dreams told by 
,^en awake, or, to fpeak more properly, hajf ajfleep. 
This is another error, anfwered Don ^ixote^ into 
which many have fallen, who do not believe, that 
iBver there were any fuch knights in the world ; and 
J have frequently, in company with divers perfons, 
land upon fundry occaiions, endeavoured to confute 
lliis common miftake. Sometimes I have failed in my 
idefign, and fometimes fucceeded, fupporting it on the 
flioulders of a truth, which is fo certain, that I can 
almofl fay, thefe eyes of mine have feen Amadts de 
Qaul^ who was tall of flature, of a fair complexion, 
with a well fet beard, though black j his afpedt be- 
tween mild and Hern ; a man of few words, not eafjly 
provoked, and foon pacified. And in like manner as 
I have defcribed Amadis^ I fancy I could paint and 
delineate all the knights errant, that are found in all 
the hiftories in the world. For apprehending as T do, 
that they were fuch as their hiftories reprcfent them, 
one may, by the exploits they performed, and their 
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(n/pofitionsy give a good philofophical guefs at their 
featores, their complexions, ajid their ftacures. Pray* 
good Signor Don ^ixote, quoth the barber, how big^ 
think you^ might the giant Morgante be ? As to the 
bufioefs of giants, anfwered Don ^ixote, it is a coa- 
troirerted point, whether there really have been fuch' 
in the world, or not : but the holy fcripture, which 
cannot deviate a tittle from truth, (hews us there have' 
been fuch, giving us the hiflory of that huge Pbiliftin 
Gqliatb, who was feven cubits and a half high, which' 
18 a prodigious ilature. Betides, in the ifland of Sicily 
rfaere have been found thigh-bones and ihoulder-booet 
fo large, that their fize demonftrates, that thofe, to 
whom they belonged, were giants, and as big as large 
fteeples, as geometry evinces beyond all doubt. But 
for all that I cannot fay with certainQ^, how big Mor* 
gante wsls, though I fancy he could not be extremely 
tall : and I am mdined to this opinion by finding in' 
the ftory, wherein his atchievements are particularly^ 
mentioned,' that he often flept under a roof; and fmce 
he found a houfelarge enough to hold him, it is plain,- 
he was not himfclf of an unmcafurable bignefs. That 
is true, quoth the priefl, who, being delighted to hear 
him talk fo wildly and extravagantly, aiked him, what 
he thought of the faces of Rinaldo of Montal'van^> 
Orlando^ and the reft of the twelve peers of France^ 
fince they were all knights errant. Of Rinaldo^ an- 
iwered Don ^imote^. I dare boldly a^m, he was' 
broad- faced, of a ruddy complexion, large rowling. 
^es, pundilious, choleric. to an extreme, and a friend^ 
to rogues and profligate fellows. Of Roldan^ or Ro^ 
folandOf or Orlando (for hiflories give him all ihefe 
names) I am of opinion, and afTert, that he was of* 
a middling flature, broad- ftiouldered, bandy-legged, 
brown- complexioned^ carroty bearded, hairy.- bodied, • 
of a threatening^ afpjedt, fparing (jf fpeech, yet very 
civil and well bred. If 0//flW<7, .replied the prieft, 
was no finer a gentleman than you have defcdbed him, > 
BO wonder that naadam Angelica the fair difdained and ' 
forfook him for the gaiety, fprightlinefs, and good- 
humour of the downy -chinned little Mooty with whom ^ 
D 3 fbe , 
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fhc had an affair ; and (he a£led difcreetly in preferring^ 
the foftnefs of Medoro to the roughnefs of Orlando. 
That Angilica^ matter prieft, replied Don ^ixote, 
was a light, gofliping, wanton hufTey, and left the 
world as full of her impcrtinencies, as of the fame oF 
lier beauty. She undervalued a thoufand gentlemen, 
a thoufand valiant and wife men, and took up with 
a paultry bcardldfs page, with no other eftate, or re- 
putation, than what the afFedion he preferred for lys 
friend could give him. Even the great extoUer of her 
beauty, the famous Jriofto, either not daring, or not 
caring,, to celebrate what befel this lady after her piti- 
ful intrigue, the fubjcdt not being over modeft, left 
her with thefe verfcs : 

Another hard may Jtng in better ftrain^ 
Hdw he Cataya'i fcefter did obtain. 

And without doubt this was a kind of prophecy j for 
poets are alfo called Vates^ that is to fay, di/iners. 
And this truth is plainly feen : for, fince that time a 
famous Andalufian poet « has bewailed and fung her 
tears ; and another famous and fingular Cafiilian poet * 
has celebrated her beauty. 

Pray tell me, Signor Don ^ixote^ quoth the barber 
at this inftant, Has no poet written a fatire upon this 
lady Angelica f among fo many who have fung her 
praifes ? I verily believe, anfwered t>on ^ixote, that, 
ii Sdcripante or Orlando had been poets, they would 
long ago have paid her off ; for it is peculiar and na- 
tural to poets, difdained or rejefted by their falfe mif- 
treifes, or fuch as were feigned in efFed by thofe who 
chofe them to be the fovereign ladies of their thoughts, 
to revenge thcmfelves by fatires and lampoons : a ven- 
geance certainly unworthy a generous fpirit. But hi- 
therto I have not ^net with any defamatory verfes 
againft the lady Angelica^ though (he turned the world 
upfide down. Strange, indeed f quoth the prieft. But 
now they heard the voice of the houfe- keeper and the 
. niece, who had already quitted the converiation, and

were bawling aloud in the court-yard ; and they al^ 
nn towards the noife, 

CHAP. IL 

WhicB treats of the notable quarrel betwueen SanchO 
Fan9a, and Don Quixote'/ niece and boufe- keeper^ 
nuitb other flea/ant occurrences. 

THE hiflory relates, that theout-cry, which Don 
^ixote, the priefl^ and the barber heard, was 
raifcd by the niece and the houfe-keeper^ who were 
defending the door againft Sancho Panfa, who was 
driving to get in to fee Don ^ixote. What would 
^is paunch' gutted fellow have in this houfe ? faid 
^^y • get you to your own, brother ; for it is you,, 
and no other, by whom our mailer is feduced, and led 
^ay, and carried rambling up and down the high- 
ways. To which Sancho replied : Miftrefs houfe- 
J^ccper for the devil, it is I that am feduced and led 
sftray, and carried rambling up and down the high- 
^ys, and not your mailer : -it was he who led me this 
dance, and you deceive yourfelves half in half. H^ 
inveigled mc from home with fair fpeeches, promifing. 
*ne anifland, which I flill hope for. May the damn- 
ed iflands choak thee, accurfed Sancho, anfvvered the 
^^ece ; and, pray, what are ifl^ndi ? are they any 
tiling eatable, glutton, cormorant as thou art ? They 
are not to-be eateri, replied Sancho, but governed, and 
better governments than any four cities, or four juf- 
ticcfliips at court. For all that, faid the houfe-keepef, 
you come not in here, thou fack of mifchicfs, and 
bundle of rogueries ! get you home and govern tfiere;. 
So» plow and cart, and ceafe pretending to iflands, or 
highlands. The pried and the barber took a great 
deal of pleafure in hearing this dialogue between the 
three. But Don ^ixote, fearing left Sancho (hould 
blunder outfome nnfeafonable follies, and touch upoti^ 
fomc points not very much to his credit, called him to- 
bim, and ordered the women to hold their tongues,, 
and let him in. Sancho entered, and the prieft and 
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the l>arber took their leave of Don ^ixote, of whole 
cure they defpaired, perceiving how bent he was upon 
his wild vagaries, and how intoxicated with the folly 
of his unhappy chivalries. And therefore the priefl 
iaid to the barber : Yoa will fee, neighbour^ when 
we leaft think of it, our gentleman take the other 
flight. I make no doubt of that, anfwered the barber : 
yet I do not admire fo much at the madnefs of the 
knight, as at the flupidity of the inquire, who is Q^ 
pofTefied with the beUef of the bufinefs of the ifland, 
chat I am perfuaded all the demonftrations in the world 
cannot beat it out of his noddle. God help them« (aid 
•the priefl ; and let us be upon the watch, and we ihall 
fee the drift of this machine of abfurdities, offuch a 
knight, and fuch a fquire, who one would think were 
caft in the fame mould ; and indeed the madneis of the 
mailer without the A>llies of the man wo^ld not be 
worth a farthing. True, quoth the barber, and I 
fliould be very glad to know what they two are now 
talking of. I lay my life, anfwered the prieft, the 
niece or the houfe keeper will tell us all by and by i 
for they are not of a temper to forbear liftcning. 

In the mean while Don fixate had (hut himfelf up 
in his chamber with Sancbo only, and faid to him : I 
am very forry, Sancbo^ you fhould fay, and (land in 
it, that it was 1 who drew you out of your cottage^ 
when you know, that I myfelf ftayed not in my own 
houfe. We fet out together ; we went on together i 
and together we performed our travels. We both ran 
the fame fortune, and the fame chance. If once you 
were toffed in a blanket, ^li hundred times have I been 
threihed ; and herein only have I had the advantage 
of you. Andieafon good, ?iti(vftvtdi Sancbo i for, as 
your worfhip holds, misfoi^tunes are more properly 
annexed to the knights- errant themfelves than to their 
fquires. You are miftaken, Sancbo^ faid Don fixate; for, 
according to the faying, Sluando caput dolet &c. I under- 
iland no other language than my own, replied-^^/rci^^. 
I mean, faid Don ^lixote^ that, when the head akes, 
all the members ake alfo i and therefore I, being your 
maHer and lord, am your head, and you are a part of 
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mci as being my ferv^t : and for tk\5 reafon the ill * 
that doesr or ihall affeft me, moil skffcd you alfo^ . 
and fo on tiie' contrary. Indeed, quoth .Sancbo^ it 
ihould beib : but when I^ z» a limb, was tofled in the . 
blanket^ my head flood on toother iide of the pales, be* 
holding .m£ fdfking in the air, without feeling an/ 
p^. at all ; and lince the.mejnbcts are bound to grieve 
at the ills of the head, .that alfb in requital ought to • 
do the like for them. Would you iniinuate now, . 
Sancbo, replied Don J^/jra//, that I was not grieved 
when I faw youtpfled? If that be your meaning, iay 
namore^ nor {q much as think of it ; for I felt more • 
pain then in my mind, than you did in ypur body. 
But DO more .of this atpr^fent ; for a time will come -. 
when we may ponder, and fet this matter upon its . 
ijght bottom. In the mean time, tell me, friend San- 
cko, what do folks fay of me about this fame town ? ! 
what opinion has the common people of me ? what 
think the gentlemen, and what the cavaliers ? what is . 
Cud of my prowefs, what of my exploits, and what 
of my courtefy ? Whatdifcourfc is there of the fcheme : 
I have undertaken, to revive and reftore to the world i 
the long- forgotten order of chivalry ? In Ihort, San^ 
cko^ .1 would have you tell me whatever you have ; 
heard concerning thefe matters : and this you mufl do, . 
without adding to the good, or taking from the bad, , 
9oe tittle: for it is the part of faithful yaflals to tell 1 
their tords the truth in it§ native fimplicity, and pro- 
per £gure, neither enlarged by adulation, nor dimi-» 
nilhed out of any other idle regard. And I would : 
have you, Sancho^ learn by the way, that if naked \ 
truth co-uld come to the ears of princes, without the • 
difguife of flattery, we fhould fee happier days, and \ 
fonner ages would be deemed as iron^ in coniparifoa ; 
of ours, which would then be cftcemed the golilen age. . 
Let this.adverti£bment, Sattcho^ be a caution to yoti ^ 
to give me an ingenuous and faithful account of . 
what you know coti^erning the matters I have enquir«! - 
cd,about. That I will with all my ^eart. Sir, an- 
gered Stftnchoy on condition that youf worihip fhall i 
^be ^ggf at.what I fay,,fiAce you wjUhave me ihew . 
D 5 yoa \ 
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you tlie naked truth, without arraying her in any a^ 
ther drefs than that in which (he appeared to me. I 
will in no wife be angry, replied Don fixate .• 
you may fpeak freely, Sancbo^ and without any cir- 
cumlocution. Firfl and foremoft then, faid Sane bo ^ 
the common-people take your worfhip for a down- 
right madman, and me for no lefs a fool. The gen- 
tlemen fay, that, not containing yourfelf within the 
bounds of gentility, you have taken upon yoo the 
ftile of D#ff, and invaded the dignity of knighthood, 
with no more than a paultry vineyard, and a couple of 
acres of land, with a tatt«r behind and another before. 
The cavaliers fay, they would not have the gentlemen 
fet themfelves in oppofition to them, efpecially thofe 
gentlemen efquires, who clout their fhoes, and take up 
the fallen flitches of their black dockings with green 
fiJk. That, faid Don Quixote, is no reflexion upon 
me ; for I always go well clad, and my cloaths never 
patched : a little torn they may be, but more fo thro* 
the fretting of my armour, than by length of time. As 
to what concerns your valour, courtefy, atchieve- 
ments, and your undertaking, quoth Sancbo, there are 
very different opinions. Some fay, mad, but humo- 
rous ; others, valiant, but unfortunate ; others, cour- 
teous, but impertinent : and thus they run divifiont 
npon us, *till they leave neither your worihip nor me 
a whole bone in our fkins. Take notice, Sancbo, (aid 
Don ^ixottf that wherever virtue is found in any e- 
minent degree, it is always ptrfecuted. Few, or 
none, of the famous men of times paft efcaped being 
calumniated by their malicious contemporaries. Julius 
Cafar^ the moft courageous, the moft prudent, and 
moft valiant captain, was noted for being ambitious, and 
fomewhat unclean both in his apparel and his manners. 
Alexander^ whofe exploits gained him the fimame of 
Great t is faid to have had a little fmack of the drunk- 
ard. Hercules^ with all his labours, is cenfured for being 
lafcivious and effeminate. Don Galaor^ brother of 
Amadis de Gaul^ was taxed with being quarrelfome ; 
and his brother with being a whimperer. So that, O 
^ambof fiffiidft fo many calomoics c^ft on the worthy, 
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mine may very well pafs, if they are no more than! 
thofe you have mentioDcd. Body of ray &ther ! there ' 
lies the jell now^ replied Sancho. What then, is there 
more yet behind ? faid Ihn ^xote. The tail re- 
mains ilill to be fiaiyed, qootb Sancho: all hitherto his* 
been tarts and cheefecakes : but if your worfhip has ft^ 
mind to know the very bottom of thefe calumnies peo« 
pie beilow upon you, I will bring one hither prefently, . 
v'ho fliall tell you them all, without miffing a tittle : ■ 
for laft night arrived the fon oi Bartbolominv Carrafco,. 
who comes from ftudying at Salamnnca^ having, 
taken the degree of batchelor 5 and when I went to » 
bid him welcome home, he told me, that -the hiik>ry 
of your worfhip is already printed in books, under the '■ 
title of the Ingenious gentleman Don ^ixote dt la' 
Mancha ; and he fays, it mentions me too by my very 
if^rsit oi Sancho Pan^a, and the lady Dulcinea del 7a- 
hofo^ and feveral other things, which paiTed between » 
us two only ; infomoch that I crollcd myfelf out of 
pure amazement, to think how the hiflorian, who* 
writ it, could come toknovv them. Depend upon it,» 
Siincho, faid Don ^ixote, that the author of this our 
liiftory muft be fome fage enchanter ; for nothing is • 
Hid from them that they have a mind to write. A^ 
%e and an enchanter ! quoth . Sancho ; why, the bat- 
chelor Samffon Carrafco (for that is his name) fays, the 
author of this hiftory is called Cid Hamete Btrengena. • 
That is a Moorijh name, anfwered Don S^uixote, It "■ 
ni^y be fo, replied Sancho ; for I have heard, that 
your Moors for the moft part arc lovers of Berenge* 
nas '. Sancho f faid Don S^uixote, you muft mjftake - 
the fimame of that fame C/V, which in Arabic fignifies » 
a lord*. It may befo, anfwered Sancho i but if your ' 
worlhip will have me bring him hither, I will fly to » 
fetch him. You will do me a Angular pleafure» friend, . 
faid Don ^ixote j for I am furprizcd. at what you i 

have-

rd» *till I am informed of all. Then I am going 
him, anfwered Sancho ; and leaving his mafter, lie 
^ent to feek the batchelor, with whom he returned 
icon after : and between them three there pailed a 
moft pleafant converfktion. 

CHAP. III. 

Pfthe plea font coffverfation, wohich faffed hetnueenJ^csfSk 
Quixote, Sancho Pan9a, and the batcbdor Sampfoci 
Carrafco. 

DOJST ^IXOTE remained over and above 
thoughtful, expedingthe coming of the batche- 
lor Carrafco^ from whom he hoped to hear fome ac- 
count of -himfelf, printed in a book, as .Sancho had 
told him, and could not perfuade himfelf that fuch a 
Jiiflory cduld be extant, fince the blood of the enemies 
he had flain was ftill reeking on his fword- blade ; and 
could people exped his high feats of arms ihould be 
already in print ? However, at lad he concluded, that 
fome l&ge, either friend or enemy, by art magic had 
fent them to the prefs : if a friend, to aggrandize and 
extol them above the mofl fignal atchievements of any 
knight-errant ; if an enemy, to annihilate and iink 
them below the meaneft, that ever were written of any 
fquire ; although (quoth he to himfelf) the feats of 
{quires never were written. But if it ihould prove 
true, that fuch a hiilpry was really extant, fince it was 
the hiftbry of a knight-errant, it mull of neceflity be 
fublime, lofty, illuflrious, magnificent, and true. This 
thought afforded him fome comfort : but he lofl it a* 
gain upon confidering, that the author was a Moor^ as 
was plain from the name of GV, and that no truth at 
all could be expelled from the Moors^ who were all 
impoftors, lyars, and vifionaries. He was apprehen- 
five, he might treat of his love with fome indecency, 
which might redound to the difparagement and preju- 
dice of the modcfty of his lady Dulcinea delToho/o. 
He wiihed, he might find a faithful reprefentation of 

hii 
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his own conHancy, and the decorora hfhad always in- 
violably prefervcd towards her, flighting, for her fake, 
queens, empreiTes, and damfels of all degrees, and 
bridling tic violent impulfes of natafal deiire Toflcd 
and perplexed with thefe and a thoUfand other ima* 
ginations, Sancho and Carrafco found him ; and Dtm 
Quixote received the batchelor with much courteiy. 

This batchelor, though his name was Samffon, was 
non&of the biggeft, but an arch wag ; of a wan com- 
plexion, but of a y^ry good underflanding. He was 
about twenty four years of age, round fuced, flat- 
nofed, and wide mouthed : all figns of his being of a 
waggifli difpofition, and a lover of wit and humour ; 
as he made appear at feeing Don ^ixote^ before 
whom he threw himfelf upon his knees, and faid to 
him : Signor Don ^ixote de la Mane ha ^ let me have 
the honour of kiffing your grandeur's hand ; for, by 
the habit of St. P/Z/r, which I wear, though I have 
yet taken no other degrees towards holy orders but the 
four Eril, your worfliip is one of the famoufeft knights* 
errant that have been, or fliall be, upon the whole 
circumference of the earth. A blelTmg light on Ck/ 
Hamct ,Btn'tngeli^ who has left us thehiftory oC your 
mighty deeds ; and bleflings upon bleflings light on 
that virtuofo, who took care to have them tranflated 
out o£ JraBic into our vulgar Ca/ilian, for the uni- 
verial entertainment of all forts of people! Don ^sxoU 
made him rife, and faid : It feems then it is true, that 
my hiilory is really extant, and that he, whocompofed 
it, was a Moor and a (age. So true it is. Sir, faid 
Samf/on, that I verily believe, there are, this very 
day, above twelve thoufand books publiflied ofthat 
hiftory : witnefs Portugal^ Barcetona^ and Valencia^ 
where they have been printed ; and there is a rumour 
that it is now printing at Antwerp ; and I forefee, that 
no nation or language will be without a tranflation of 
it. Here />o/f ^/;(f(?// faid : One of the things, which 
ought to afford the highed fatisfa^ion to a virtuous 
and eminent man, is, to find, while he is living, his 
good name publiflied and in print, in every body's 
oiottth^ and in every body's hand; I fay, his good 

name i 
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name; for if it be the contrary, no death can equal 
it. If fame and a good name are to carry it, faid the 
batchelor, your worihip alone bears away the palm 
from all knights -errant: for the Moor in hia language, . 
and. the Caftilian in his, have taken care to paint to 
the life that gallant deportment of your worihip, 
that, greatnefs of foul in confronting dangers, that 
conftancy in adverfity, and patient enduring of mif- 
chances, that modefty and continence in amours, fo very 
platonic, as thofe between your worfhip and my lady 
Donna Dulcinea del Tobo/o, Sane ho here faid : 1 never 
heard my lady Dulcinea called Donna before, but 
only plain Dulcinea del Tobofoi fo that here the 
hiftory is already miftaken. That objeftion is of no 
importance, anfwered Carrafco. No certainly, replied 
Don ^ixote\ but, pray, tell me, Signor batchelor, 
which exploits of mine are moft efleemed in this fame 
hiftory? As to that, anfwered the batchelor, there are 
different opinions, as there are different taltes. Some 
are for the adventure of the wind mills, which your 
worfhip took for fo many Briareufes and giants: 
others adhere to that of the fulling hammers : thefe to 
the defcription of the two armies, which afterwards 
fell o*ut to be two flocks of fheep : another cries up 
that of the dead body which was carrying to be in- 
terred at Sego'via: one fays the fetting the galley -ilaves 
at liberty was beyond them all : another, that none 
can be compared to that of the two Benedi^ine giants,., 
with the combat of the valorous Bifcainer, Pray tell 
me, Signor batchelor, quoth Sancbo, ia there among 
the reft the adventure of the Tangur/es, when our good 
Rozinante had a longing after the. forbidden fruit? 
The fage, anfwered S^mpfon^ has left nothing at the 
bottom of the inkhorn: he inferts and remarks every 
thing, even to the capers Sancho cut in the blanket. I 
cut no capers in the blanket, anfwered Sancho : in the 
air, I own I did, and more than I defired. In my 
opinion, quoth Don ^ixote, there is no hiftory in 
the world that has not its ups and downs, efpecially 
thofe which treat of chivalry; for fuch can never be 
altogether filled with profperous events. For all that, 

replied 
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replied the batchelor, fome, who have read the hiftory* 
hy, they fiiodd have been better pleafed, if the au- 
thors thereof had forgot ibme of choie numberleii 
drubbings given to Signor Don fixate in different en« 
counters. Therein, quoth Sancbo^ conMs the truth 
of the hiftory. They might indeed u well have 
omitted them, iaid Don fixate, fince there is no ne- 
ceiTity of recording thofe adions, which do not change 
nor alter the troth of the ftory, and efpecially if they 
redound to the difcredit of the hero. In good faith, 
JEneas was not altogether fo pious as. Firgi/ paints 
him, nor U/yJ/}s fo prudent as Homer defcribej him. 
It is true, replied Samffon ; but it is one thing to write 
ts a poet, and another to write as an hiftorian. The 
poet may fay, or fing, not as things were, but as 
they ought to have been ; but the hi^orian mufl pen 
them, not as they ought to have been, but as they 
really were, without adding to, or diminifliing any 
thing from the truth. Well, if it be fo, that Sgnor 
Mopr is in a vein of telling truth, quoth Sancho^ there 
is no doubt but, among my matter's rib roadings, 
mine are to be found alfo : for they never took meafure 
ofhis worfliip'sfhoulders, but at the (ame time they 
took the dimenfions of my whole body : but why 
&ould I wonder at this, fmce, as the felf-fame matter 
of mine fays, the members mutt, partake of the ail- 
ments of the head. Sancho^ you are a fly wag, an- 
fwered Don ^ixote t in faith, you want not for a me- 
mory, when you have a mind to have one. Though 
I had nev^ fo much a mind to forget the drubs I 
have received, quoth Sancho^ the tokens that are ttill 
^fe(h on my ribs would not let me. Hold your peace, 
^ancbo^ faid Don ^ixote, and do not interrupt Signor 
batchclor, whom I intreat to go on, and tell me what 
is ferther faid of me in the aforefaid hittory. And of 
me too, quoth Sancbo^ for I hear that I am one of the 
principal parfons in it. Perfons, not parfons, friend 
^ancho^ quoth Sampfon. What ! another corrector of 
hard words! <{MOl\i Sanchoi if this be the trade, we 
ftall never have done. Let me die, Sancho, anfwered 
the batchclor, if you are not the fecond perfon of the 

hittory: 
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hiftory : nay, there are fome, who had rather hear yon 
tj^k, than the finef): fellow of them all : though there 
are alfo fome, who fay, you was a little too credulous 
ia the matter of the gpvermnent of that iflaud promlfed 
you by Signor Don ^xote here prefent. There ia. 
ftlll fun-fhine on the walls, quoth Don ^ixote, acd, 
when Sancho is more advanced in age, with the expe- 
rience that years give, he will be better qualified to 
be a governor than he is now. Before . god. Sir, . 
quoth Sancho^ if I am not fit- to govern an ifland at 
thefe years, I fhall not know how to govern it at the 
Age of Metbufalim. The mifchief of it i»> that the 
faid ifland iUcks I know not where, and not in my 
want of a head-piece to govern it. Recommend it 
to god, Sancho, faid Don ^ixote i for all will be 
well, and perhaps better than you think; for a leaf- 
ftirs not on the tree without the will of god. That is 
true, quoth Sampfom and. if it pleaies god, Sancho 
^ will not want a thoufand iilands to govern, much kfs 
■one. I have feen governors ere now, quoth Sancho, . 
*who, in my opinion^ do not come up to the foal of 
my (hoe I and yet they are called jw»r lord/hip^ and are . 
fcrved in plate. Thofe are not governors of iilands^ , 
replied Sampfon, but of other governments more ma- 
nageable ; for thofe, who govern cdands, muft at lead . 
iinderfhind grammar. Gramercy for that, quoth San- 
^eho; it is all Greek to me, for I know nothing of the . 
matter '. But let us leave the bufinefs of govcrn- 
^ments in the hands of god, and let him diipofe of me 
fo as I may be moft infkrumental in h^ forvic^ i I &y» . 
Siguor batchelor Sampfon Carrafco, I am infiniceiy 
^pleaied that the author of the hi^ory has fpoken of 
me in fuch a manner, that what he ^ys of me is t,ot 
^at all ttrefome; for, upon the faith of a trufly fquire, 
had he fakl any thing of me unbecoming an old chri- 
fiian ^ as I am» the deaf ihoald have heard it. That

% In oppofition to thoie defcendcd hom Motn, or Jews^

fades, ,or na miracles^ quoth Sancbo^ let evoy one 
take keed how they talk, or write, of people, ami not 
/et down at random the firft thing that comes into 
their imagination. One of the blots people charge 
open that hiftory, {aid the batchelor, is, that the aothor 
has inferted in it a novel intitled ^be curious impirtimui u 
not that it is bad in itfelf, or ill- written, but for having 
fto relation to that place, nor any thing to do with the 
fe)ry of his worfhip Signor Don ^ixoie. I will lay a 
wager, replied Sancba, the fon of a hitch has made a 
jomble of fi(h and flefh together. 1 aver then, fi^d 
Don ^ixote^ that the author of my hiftory could not 
beafage, biit feme ignorant pretender, who, at ran* 
<iom, and without any judgment, has fot hirafelf tcK 
wn:c it, come of it what would : like Orhan$}a^ the 
painter of Ubeda^ who, being aikcd what he painted^ 
tofwered. As it may hit. Sometimes he would paint 
acock after fuch a gaife, and, ib prqf»ofleroufly de* 
ngned, that he was forced to wrke under ic in Qoibic 
tharaders, Tbis u a cock: and thus it wiU fiu« wth 
^y hiftory; it will ftand in need of a comment to • 
jpakc it intelligible. Not at all, anfwcred Samf^oni 
for it is Co plain, thaft there is no difficulty in it : ohil^ 
wen thumb it, boys read it, men nnderftand it, and 
yW folks commend it ; in Ihort, it is fo tofled about,, 
fo conned and fo thoroughly known by all forts of 
P^ple, that they no fooner efpy a lean Icrub-horfe 
than they cry, Vonder goes Roziuante, But none are 
«o much addided to reading it as your pages : there is. 
^ot a nobleman^s anti-chamber, in which you will not 
find a Don fixate: if one lays it down, another takes 
'^ pp: one aiks for it, another fnatches it: in fhort,^, 
^is hiftory is the moft pleafingand leaft prejudicial en- 
tertainment hitherto publifhed ^ for there is not fo. 
^^ch a» the appearance of an immodeft word in it». 
^o** a thought that ia not «atirely catholic. To write 
^^^wife, faid Di7» fixate, had not been to write 
^niths, but lyes j and hiftorians, who are fond of. 
denting falfhoods, fliould be burnt, like coiners of falfe 
^oaey. Fon my part> I cannot imagine what moved 

1 the 
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the author to introduce novels^ or foreign relation^ 
my own ftory affording matter enough : but withoui 
doubt we may ^ply the proverb. With, hay or with 
ftraw », {jTr. for verily liad he confined himfclf to the 
publiftung my thoughts, my fighs, my tears, my good 
wishes, and my atchievements alone, he might have 
compiled a volume as big, or bigger than all the works 
of Teftatus *. In fhort, Signor batchelor, what I mean 
29, that, in order to the compiling hiftories, or books 
of any kind whatever, a man had need of a great deal 
ef judgment, and a mature. underHanding : to talk 
wittily, and write pleafantly, are the talents of a great 
genius only. The moft difficult chara^er in comedy 
is that of die fool^ and he muft be no fimplecon that 
plays that part. Hiftory is a facred kind of writings 
becaufe truth is ellential to it ^ and where truth is, 
there god himfelf is, io far as truth is concerned : not- 
withftanding which, there are thofe, who compofe 
books, and tofs them out into the world like fritters^ 
There are few books fo bad, faid the batchelor, but 
there is fomething good in them. There is no doubt 
of that, replied Don ^uixetei but it oft«n happens, 
that they, who have defervedly. acquired a good fharq 
of reputation by their writings, yet leflen or lofe it 
entirely by committing them to the prefs. The reafon 
ef that, faid Sampfottr is, that printed works being 
examined at leifure, the faults thereof are the more 
•afily difcovered; and the greater the fame of the au^ 
^or is,, the more ftrid and fevere is *the fcrutiny. 
Men famous for their parts, great poets, and cele* 
brated hiftorkns,. are always envied by thofe, who 
take a pleafure, and make it their particular enter- 
tainment, to cenfure. other mens writings, without ever 
having publiflied- any of their own. That is not to 
be wondered at, faid !>«» ^ixotey for there are many 
divines, who make no figure in the pulpit,, und yet 
are excellent at efpying the defers or fuperfiuities of 

preachers.

For, though aliquando bonus dormitat Homerus^ they 
ought to confider Jiow much he was awake, to give 
his work as much light, and leave as little (hade, as 
he could : and perhaps thofe very parts, which fome 
men do not taHe, are like moles, which fometimes add 
to the beauty of the face that has them. And therefore 
I fay, that whoever prints a book runs a very great 
rifque, k being of all impoflibilities the mofl impoflible 
to write iuch an one, as (hall fatisfy and pleafe all kinds 
of readers^. That, which treats of me, faid Don 
^ixote, has pleafed but a few. On the contrary, re*- 
plied the batchelor, as fiultorum injinitus eft numerus^ 
10 infinite is the number of thoie, who have been, 
delighted with that hiftory : though fome have taxed 
the author's memory as faulty or treacherous, in for* 
getting to tell us who the thief was that ftolc Sancbo't 
Dapple * : which is not related, but only inferred from 
what is there written, that he was ftolen j and in a very 
(hort time after we find him mounted upon the felf- 
fame beaf!:, without hearing how Dapple appeared again i 
It is alfo objeded, that he has omitted to mention what 
Sancho did with the hundred crowns he found in the 
port manteau upon the fable mountain j. for he never 
(peaks of them more, and many perfons would be 
glad to learn what he did with, them, or how he fpent 
them ; for that is one of the moft fubibntial points 
wanting in the work. Sancho anfwercd : Matter Sampfon^ 
I am not now in a condition of telling tales, or ma- 
king up accounts j for I have a qualm come over my 
ftomach, and (hall be upon the rack ^, 'till I have 
removed it with a couple of draughts of ftale. I have

fliip, and the whole %orld, in whatever they are 
pleafed to aik.me, both concerning the lofs oi Dapple^ 
and Vhat became of the. hundred crowns. So with- 
jout waiting for an anfwxjv or fpeaking a word more^ 
he went away to his own houfe. Don ^ixote pFe£^d 
and entreated tjie batchelor to fbLy, and do penance 
with him4 The batchelor accepted of the invitation^ 
and ilaid : a couple of pigeons was added to the ufual 
commons,, and the converfacion at table fell upon the 
fubjed of chivalry. Carrafco carried on the humour:: 
the banquet was ended : they flept out the heat of 
the day : Sancho came back,, and the former dilcoarfe 
was reaifomed..

SJ NC HO came back to Don ^ixote's houfer 
and, reaHiiming the former difcourfe, in anfwer 
to what the batchelor Sampfon Carrafco deiked to be- 
Informed of, namel}r, by whom, when, and how the 
afs was Helen, he (aid: That very night, when, fly* 
ing from the holy brotherhood, we entered i*ito the 
ikble mountain^ after the unlucky adventure of the 
galley (laves,, and of the dead body that was carry- 
ing to ^/r^^^/V?, my mailer and I got into a thicket^, 
where he. leaning upon his launce, and I fitting up-

The dawn appeared, continued Sancba^ and fcarce had 
I fbetched myfelf, when, the ftakes giving way» down 
caroe I with a confounded fquelch to the ground. I 
looked about for my afs, but faw him not : the tetn 
•came into my eyes, and I made fuch a lamentation, 
that, if the author of our hiftory has not fet it down, 
he may make account he has omitted an excellent 
^htg^ At the end of I know not how many days, ai 
I was accompanying the princefe Micomuona, I faw 
and knew my aft again, and upon him Came, in the 
garb of a gyi>fy, that cunning rogue, and notorious 
ffialefedor, Gines de Paffamonte^ whom my nfafter and 
I freed from the galley-chain. The miftake does not 
lie in this, replied Sampfon^ but in the author's mak- 
ing ^ancho ftill ride upon the vtxy fame beaft, before 
he gives us any account of his being found again* 
To this, faid Sancho^ I know not what to anfwer, un- 
lefs it be that the hiftorian was deceived ; or it might 
he an ovcrfight of the printer. It muft be fo without 
doubt, quoth Samp/on : but what became of the hun- 
zted crowns ? were they funk? I laid them out, quoth 
Sancbof for the ufe and behoof of my own perfon, and 
Aofc of my wife and children ; and they have been 
the caafc of my wife's bearing patiently the joumies 
"^ rambles I have taken in the fervice of my matter 
Don ^ixote : for had I returned, after fo long a time, 
penny lefs, and without my afs, black would have been 
"^y luck. If you would know any thing more of me, 
^ere am I, ready to anfwer the king himfelf in per- 
son : and no body has any thing to meddle or ^ake, 
whether I brought or brought not, whether I fpcnt or 
fpent not ; for if the blows that have been given me 
^n thefc failles were to be paid for in ready-money, 
though rated only at four maravedis apiece, another 
'Wndred crowns- would not pay for half of them : and 
jet every man lay his hand upon his heart, and let 
him not be judging white for black, nor black for 
White; for every one. is as god has made him, and 

oftentimes 
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oftentimes a great deal worfe. I will take care, faid 
Carrafco^ to advertife the author of the hiftory, thai, 
if he reprints the book, he (hall not forget what ho- 
neft Sancbo has told us, which will make the book as 
^ood again. Is there any thing elfc to be corredled in 
that legend, Signor batchelor? quoth Don Quixote. 
There may be others, anfwered Carrafco^ but none of 
that importance with thofe already mentioned. And, 
peradventure, faid Don ^ixote^ the author promifes a 
fecondpart. He does, anfwered Samp/on^ but fays he 
has not met with it, nor can learn who has it ; and 
therefore we are in doubt whether it will appear or 
no : and as well for this reafon, as becaufe fome peo- 
ple fay, that fecond parts are never good for any 
thing, and others, that there is enough of Don ^utMote 
already, it is believed, there will be no fecond part ; 
though fome, who are more jovial than faturnine, cry. 
Let us have more ^ixotades ; let Don fixate en- 
counter, and Sancbo Pan^a talk ; and, be the reft what 
it will, we fhall be contented. And pniy, how flands 
the author afFe^ed ? demanded Don ^ixote. How ? 
anfwered Samp/on ; why, as foon as ever he can £nd 
the hillory he is looking for with extraordinary dili- 
gence, he will immediately fend it to the prefs, being 
prompted thereto more by intereH than by any mo- 
tive of praife whatever. To v/Yixzh. Sancbo (zi^: Does 
the author aim at money and profit ? it will be a won- 
der then if he fucceeds, ilnce he will only flitch it 
away in great hafte, like a taylor on Eafter eve j for 
works that are done haflily are never finifhed with 
. that pcrfeftion they require. I wifh this fame Signor 
Moor would confider a little what he is about : for I 
and my mader will furnilh him fo ^abundantly with 
lime and mortar in matter of adventures and variety of 
accidents, that he may not only compile a fecond part, 
but an hundred. The good man thinks, without 
doubt, that we lie fleeping here in ftraw j but let him 
hold up the foot while the fmith is (hoeing, and he 
will fee on which we halt. What I can fay is, that, 
if this mader of mine had taken my counfel, we had 
ere now beea in the field, redrefling grievances, and

lighting wrongs, as is the pradiice and uiage of goo4 
Juiights- errant. 

Sancho had fcarce finifiied this difcourfe, when the 
neighings of Rozinante reached their ears ; which Don 
^ixote took for a moft happy omen, and refolved to 
aiake another Tally within three or foar days ; and de* 
daring his intention to the batchelor» he aiked his ad- 
vice, which way he ihould begin his journey. The 
batchelor replied, he was of opinion that he fliould go 
dircdUy to the kingdom oi Arragon^ and the city of 
Saragoffa^ where in a few days there was to be held 
a moft folemn toomament, in honour of the fefiival 
of faint George, in which he might acquire renown 
above all the drragonian knights, which would be the 
&me thing as acquiring it above all the knights in the 
world. He commended his refolution as moH honour- 
able and moil valorous, and gave him a hint to be more 
wary in encountering dangers, becaufe his life was not 
his own, but theirs who ftood in need of his aid and 
Hiccour in their difbrciTes. This is what I renounce, 
Bignor Sampfont quoth Sancho ; for my mailer makes no 
inore of attacking, an hundred armed men, than a 
greedy boy would do half a dozen watry melons* 
Body of the world I Signor batchelor, yes, there muil 
be a time to attack, and a time to retreat ; and it muil 
tkOt\>t2Xw2LySf Saint JagOf and charge, Spain ^, And 
farther I have heard fay, and, if I remember right, 
from my mailer himfelf, that the mean of true valour 
lies between the extremes of cowardice and raihnefs : 
and if this be {o, I would not have him run away 
when there is no need of it, nor would I have him 
iall on when the too great fuperiority requires quite 
another thing : but above all things I would let my 
mailer know, that, if he will carry me with him, it 
muil be upon condition, that he ihsdl battle it all him- 
felf, and that I will not be obliged to any other thing, 
but to look after his cloaths and his diet; to which 
purpofes I will fetch and carry like any water-fpaniel :

irices^ has a mind to beftow on me fome one iiland of 
the many his worfhip fays he (hall light upon, J fball 
he much beholden to him for the favour ; and thougli 
lie ihould not give me one, bom I am, and we mod 
not rely upon one another, but upon god : and pe^ 
baps the bread I (hall eat without the government 
may go down more favourily than that I fhould eat 
with it : and how do I know but the devi}, in one of 
thefe governments, may provide me fome ftumWing- 
block, that I may fall, and da(h out my grinders. San*' 
dfo I was bom, and SanchB I intend to die : yet tor 
^ all that, if, fairly and fquarely, without much folici- 
tude or much danger, heaven (hould chance to throw 
an ifland, or fome fuch thing, in my way, I am not 
itich a fool neither as to refufe it ; for it is a faying, 
When they give you a heifer, make haftc with the 
rope: and when good-fortune comes, be fure take her 
in, and make her welcome. 

Brother Sancho^ quoth Carrafco^ you have ^oken 
like any profeffor: neverthelefs truft in god, and 
Signor Don ^ixott^ that he will give you, not only 
an ifland, but even a kingdom. One as likely as the 
other, anfwered Sancho ; though I could tell, Signor 
CarrafcOf that my matter will not throw the kingdoiii 
he gives me into a bag without a bottom : for I have 
felt my own pulfe, and find myfclf in health enough 
to rule kingdoms and govern iflands, and fo much I 
have fignified before now to my lord. Look you, 
Sanchoy quoth Samp/on^ honours change manners ; and 
It -may come to pafs, when you are a governor, that 
you may not know the very mother that bore you. 
That, anfwered Sanche, may be the cafe with thofe 
that are^born among the mallowsj^ but not with thoTe, 

whofe 
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whofe fouls, lik« mine, are covered four inches thick 
with greafe of the old chriftian : no, but confider mjr 
difpoficion, whether it is likely to be ungrateful to 
an/ body. God grant it, (aid Don ^ixote, aod we 
(hall fee when the government comes ; for methinks I 
have it already in my eye. 

This (aid, be defired the batchelor, if he were a 
poet, that he would do him the favour to compofe for 
liim fome verkshy way of a fiirewel to his lady /)*/- 
cJMta del Tohofo^ and that he would place a letter of 
her name at the beginning of each verfe, in fuch 
manner, that, at the end of the verfes, the fir^ letters 
taken together might make Dulcinea del Tobofo. The 
Wtchelor anfwered, though he was not of the famous 
poets of Sfain^ who. were faid to be but three and a 
half', he would not fail to compofe thofe verfes; 
tbogh he was fenfible it^ would be no eafy tafk, the 
name coniilling of feventeen letters ; for if he made 
fousftanzas of four verfes each, there would be a let- 
ter too much, and if he made them of five, which 
^ call Decimal or Redondillas^ there would be 
three letters wanting : never thelefs he would endea- 
vour to fink a letter as well as he could, fo as that 
the name of Dulcinea del Tohofo fhould be included in 
the four ftanzas. Let k be fo by all means, faid Don 
^Jcote ; for if the name be not plain and manifefl, 
no woman will believe the rhymes were made for her. 
They agreed upon this, and that they fhould fet out

have it : befides lam pleafed with the hopes oiitA^ 
ing the other hundred crowns, like thofe we have 
fpent : though it grieves me, that I mail part U(m 
you and my children ; and if god would be pleafed ta 
give me bread, dryfhod and at home, without diagg- 
ing me over rough and fmooth, and through thick

doable his allowance, and get the pack-faddle in or- 
der, and the reft of his tackling ; for we are not go- 
.ft^ to a wedding, but to roam about the world, and 
Lio have now and then a bout at gifue and take with 
glantSt fiery dragons and goblins, and to hear hiiSngs, 
roarings, beHo^vings, and bleatings : all which would 
be bat flowers of lavender, if we had not to do with 
Tangutfes and enchanted Moon, 1 believe indeed, huf- 
) band, replied Terefa^ that your fquires-errant do not 
' cat their bread for nothing, and therefore I (hall not 
fail to befeech our lord to deliver you fpeedily from 
fa much evil hap. I teli you, wife, anfwered Sancbo^ 
I ihatf did I not ejcpe^S: ere long to fee myfelf a gover- 
llior of an ifland, I fbould drop down dead upon the 
V||Kit. Not fo, my dear hufband, quoth Terefa : Let 
pic hen live, though it be with the pip. Live you, 
lirnd the devil take all the governments in the world. 
Wiihout a government came you from your noother's 
' womb ; without a government have you lived hither- 
|o ; and without a government will you go, or be 
carried, to your grave, whenever it fliall pleafe god. 
How many folks are there in the world that have not 
a government ; and yet they live for all that» and are 
reckoned in the number of the people? The beft 
iauce in the world is hunger, and, as that is never 
wanting to the poor, they always eat with a relifh. 
But if, perchance, Sancho, you fhould get a govern- 
ment, do not forget me, and your children. Confi- 
der that little Sancbo is juft fifteen years old, and it is 
fit he (hould go to fchool, if fo be his uncle the abbot 
means to breed him up to the church.

her heart if we marry her j for I am miftaken if flic 
has not as much mind to a hufband as you have to a 
government : and indeed, indeed, better a daughter 
but indifFerentiy married, than well kept.

But,' 
what you pleafe : make her a duichefs or a princefs ;^ 
^^ I can tell you, it (liall never be with my good-wiU 
or confent. 1 was always a lover of equality, and 
cannot abide to fee folks taking (late upon themfelves. 
terefa my parents named me at the font, a plain fim-* 
pie name, without the additions, laces, or garnitures 
^f Don's or Donna* s. My father's name was Cafcajo ; 
and I, by being your wife, am called ferefa Fangup. 
. though indeed by good right I (liould be called Terefa 
E 3 C^fcajot 
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Cafcajo. Bat where the kings pleafc, there go the 
laws. I am contented with this name^ without the 
additional weight of a Don^ to make it fo heavy that 
I ihall not be able to carry it ; and I would not have 
people, when they fee me decked out like any little 
countefs or governefs, immediately fay ; Look, how 
ftately madam hog feeder moves! Yefterday ihe toiled 
at her diHafF from morning to night, and went to 
mafs with the tail of her petticoat over her head, in- 
ftead of a veil ; and to-day forfooth ihe goes with 
her farthingaly her embroideries, and with an air, as 
if we did not know her. God keep me in my fcven, 
or my iivt^ fenfes, or as many as I have j for I do 
not intend to expofe myfelf after this manner. Go 
you, brother, to your governing and iilanding, and 
puff yourfelf up as you pleafe : as for my girl and I, 
oy the life of my father, we will neither of us flir a 
ilep from our own town.

Gtt ypu with your Don ^ixote to your adventures, 
and leave us with our ill- fortunes ; god will better 
them for us, if we defer ve it : and truly I cannot ima- 
gine who made him a Don, a title, which neither 
his father nor his grand-father ever had. Certainly, 
feplied Sancho, you mufl have fome familiar in that 
body of yours : heavens blefs thee, woman ! what a 
parcel of things have you been ftringing one upon ano- 
ther, without either head or tail I What has Cafcajo, 
the embroideries, or the proverbs to do with what I 
am faying ? Hark-you, fool and ignorant (for fo I 
may call you, fiiice you underftand not what I fay, and 
are flying from good fortune) had I told you, that our 
daughter was to throw herfeif headlong from fome 
high tower, or go ftrolling about the world, as did 
the Infanta Donna Urraca, you would be in the right 
not to come into my opinion : but if, in two turns 

of 
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•f a hand, and lefs than one twinkling of an eye, I 
can equip her with a Don and Tour lady/hip^ and raife 
you from the ftraw, to iic under a canopy of (late, 
and upon a i'opha with more velvet cufhions, than all 
the Almobadas * of Morocco had Moors in their line- 
age, why will you not confent to, and dedre what I 
do ? Would you know why, hulband ? anfwered TV* 
pefa : it is becaufe of the proverb, which fays, He 
that covers thee difcovcrs thee. Ail glance their eyei 
haftily over the poor man, and fix them upon the 
rich ; and if that rich man was once poor, then ther& 
is work for your murmurers and backbiters, who- 
(warm every where like bees. Look you, Terefa^ 
aafwered Sancho^ and liften to what I am going to fay 
to you ; perhaps you have never heard it in all the 
days of your life : and I do not now fpeak of my own 
head ; for all that I intend to fay are fcntences of 
diatgood father, the preacher, who held forth- to us 
laftL<f»/ in this village; who, if I remember right, 
feid, that all the things prefent,. which our eyes be- 
hold, do appear, and exifl in our minds much better, 
Sttwi with greater force, than things paft.-~-All thefe 
xeafonings here o( Sancho are another argument to 
picrfuade the tranflator that this chapter is apocryphal, 
« exceeding, the capacity of Sancho,. who went on fay- 
ing. 

From hence it proceeds, tha^ when we fee any per- 
fon finely drefled, and fet olF with rich apparel, and 
with a train of fervants, we are, as it were, compel- 
M to fhew him rcfpefl, although the memory, in 
that inftant,. recalls to our thoughts fome mean cir- 
cumftances, under which we have feen him ; which 
ffieannefs, whether it be of poverty or defcent, being , 
already paft, no longer exifts, and there remains only 
what we fee prefent before our eyes. . And if this per-

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no body will remember what he was, but will rcve- 
Tcnce what he is, excepting the envious, from whom 
no profperous fortune is iecure. I do not anderftand 
you, hufband, replied 7erefa : "do what you think fit, 
and break not my brains any more with your fpeeches 
and flourifhes. And if you are revolved to do as you 
fay — Refol'uedy you ihould fay, wife, quoth Sancho^ 
and not rcvolnjed. Set not your fclf to difpate with 
me, anfwered Terefa \ I fpeak as it plcafes god, and 
meddle not with what does not concern me. I fay, 
if you hold ftill in the fame mind of being a governor, 
take your fon Sancho with you, and henceforward 
train him up to your arc of government ; for. it is fit- 
ting the fons ihould inherit and learn their father's 
calling. When I have a government, quoth Sanchoy 
I will fend for him by x\ii poft, and will fend yoo 
money, which I Ihall not want ; for there are alwa/s 
people enough to lend governors money, when they 
nave it not : but then be fure to cloath the boy iOt 
that he may look, not like what he is, but what he 
is to be. Send you money, quoth Tere/a, and f wiH 
equip him as fine as a palm-branch '. We arc agreed 
then, quoth Sancho, that our caughter is to be a coun- 
'tefs ? The day that I fe^ her a countefs, anfwered TV- 
rtfa, I fliall reckon I am laying her in her grave : but 
I fay^ again, yon may do as you pleafe ; for we wa- 
men are born to bear the clog of obedience to our 
huffcands, be they never fuch blockheads : and then 
(he began to weep as bitterly, as if fhe already fa^ 
^Sancha dead and buried. Sancho comforted her, and 
prbmifed, that, though he muft make. her a counteii, 
*he would fee and put it off as long as poffibly he 
•cbutcl.' Thus ended their dialogue,, and Sancho went 
ba^k to vifit Don ^ixore, and put things in order for 
thdt departure.

Cafcajo, were holding the foregoing imperti- 
nent ' difcourfe, Don ^ixote's niece andhoufe keeper 
were not idle ; who, gueifing by a thoufand ftgni that 
their uncle and mafter would break loofe the third 
time, and return to the exercife of his unlucky knight- 
errantry, endeavoured by all poffible means to divert 
him from fo foolifh a defign : but it was all preaching 
in the defert, and hammering on cold iron. Howe- 
ver among many other various reafonings, which paf- 
fed between them, the houfe -keeper faid to him : Sir, 
if your worfhip will not tarry quietly at home, and 
leave this rambling over hills and d^les like a difturb- 
ed ghofl, in queft of thofe fame adventures, which I 
call mifadventures, I am refolved to complain aloud to 
god and the king, to put a ftop to it.

ftould be loth my concerns ftiould give him any trou- 
ble. To which the houfe-keeper replied : Pray, Sir, 
are there not knights in his majefty's court ? Yes, an- 
swered Don ^ixote^ there are many ; and it is fitting 
there ihould, for the ornament and grandeur of princes, 
and for the oilentation of the royal dignity. Would

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it not then be better, replied ihc, that your worfhip 
Should be one of them, and quietly ferve your king 
fud lord at court ? Look you, friend, anfwered Don 
^uixotct all knights cannot be courtiers, neither can, 
nor ought, all courtiers to be knights-errant : there 
muft be of all forts in the world ; and though we are 
idl knights, there is a great deal of difference between 
ps ; for the courtiers, without fUrring out of their 
l^partments, or over the threfhold, walk ye over the 
whole globe, in a map, without a farthing expence, 
And without fufFering heat or cold, hunger or thirft* 
]But we, the true knights errant, meafure the whole 
earth with our own feet, expofed to fun and cold, to 
the air and the inclemencies of the iky, by night and 
by day, on foot and on horfeback ; nor do we know 
our enemies in pidure only, bnt in their proper pcr- 
) fons, and attack them at every turn, and upon every 
occafion ; without landing upon trifles, or upon the 
laws of duelling, fuch as, whether our adverfary bears 
It ihorter or longer launce or fword, whether he car- 
ries about him any relicks, or wears any fecret coat of 
mail, or whether the fun be duly divided or not ; with 
other ceremonies of the fame flamp, ufed in fingle 
combats between man and man, which you underhand 
not, but I do. And you muft know farther, that your 
true knight^errant, though he (hould efpy ten Giants, 
whofe heads not only touch, but over- top the clouds^ 
and though each of them flalk on two prodigious tow- 
ers iniiead of legs, and has arms like the main mails 
of huge and mighty ihips of war, and each eye like a 
great mill-wheel, and more fiery than the furnace of ^ 
glafs-houfe, yet mufl he in no wife be affrighted, but, 
on the contrary, with a genteel air, and an undaunted 
heart, encounter, afTail, and, if poilible, overcome 
and rout them in an infant of time, tho* they fhould 
come armed with the ihell of a certain fifh, which, 
they fay, is harder than adamant; and though, inftead 
of fwords, they ihould bring trenchant fabres of Da- 
tnafcan fteel, or iron maces pointed alfo with fteel, as 
I have feen more than once or twice. All this I havQ 
faid, miftrefs honfe-keeperi to ihewyou the diflPerence 

' between 
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between fome knights and others 1 and it were to be 
wi(hed> that every prince knew how to efleem this fe« 
cond^ or rather firfl, fpecies of knights -errant, fince^ 
as we read in their hiHories, fome among them have 
been tiie bulwark, not of one only, but of many king* 
doms. 

Ah ! dear uncle, faid then the ntece» be aflured, . 
that what your worihip alledges of knights -errant, is 
aU invention and lyes, and, if their hiitories mufl noc 
be burnt, at leaft they deferve to wear each of them a ^ 
Sanheuiio % or fome badge, whereby they may be 
known to be infamous, and deilru^tive of good man- 
ners. By the g6d in whom I live, faid Don ^ixou, 
were you not tny niece dire£lly, as being my own • 
Mer^^ daughter, I would make fuch an example of 
you for the blafpbemy you have uttered, that the 
whole- world (hould ring of it. How f is it poflible^ , 
that a young baggage, who fcarcely knows how tQ 
manage a dozen of bobbins^ fhould prefume to put in her 
oar, and cenfure the hiilories of knights errant ? What 
would Sir Amadis have faid, Hiould he have heard of 
fuch a^ thing ? But, now I think of it, I am fure he 
would have forgiven you ; for he was the mofl hum* 
ble and mofl ^ virtuous knight of his time» and the: 
greateH favourer of damfels. But fome other might : 
have heard you, from whom you might not have come - 
off' fo well: for all are not courteous and good-na- 
tured ; fome are lewd and unciviL Neither are all 
they, who call themfclves knights, really fuch at bot- 
tom : for fome are of gold, others of alchymy ; and ' 
yet all appear to be knights, though all cannot abid^ 
the touchftone of truth. Mean fellows there are, who « 
break their winds in draining to appear l^ights ; and ' 
topping knights there are, who, one would think, di« 
with defirc to be thought mean men. The former* 
raifc themfelves by their ambition or by their virtues ^ . 
the latter debafe themfelves by their weaknefs or their 

vices j

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vices : and one had need of a good difcernment to 
diftinguilh between thefe two kinds of cavaliers, fo 
near in their names, and fo diflant in their adions. 
Blefs me ! uncle, quoth the niece, that your woHhip 
ihould be fo knowing, that, if need were, you might 
mount a pulpit, and hold forth any where in the 
ilreets % and yet (hould give into fo b(ind a vagary, 
and fo exploded a piece of foUy, as to think to per- 
fuade the world, that you are valiant, now you are 
old; that you are ftrong, when, alas ! you are infirm j 
and that you are able to make crooked things ftraigh^ 
though ftooping yourfelf under the weight of years j 
^bove all, that you are a knight, when you are really 
none : for, though gentlemen may be fuch, yet poor 
ones hardly can. You are much in the right, niece, 
in what you fay, anfwered Don ^ixote^ and I could 
tell you fuch things concerning lineages as would fur- 
prize you : but, becaufe I would not mix things di« 
vine with human, I forbear. Hear me, friends, with 
attention. All the genealogies in the world may be 
reduced to four forts, which are thefe. Firft, ofthofc, 
who, having had low beginnings, have gone on ex- 
tending and dilating themfdves till, they have arrived 
at a prodigious grandeur. Secondly, of thofe, who, 
having had great beginnings, have preferved, and con- 
tinue to preferve them in the fame condition they were 
in at firft. Thirdly, of thofe, who, though they have 
had great beginnings, have ended in a fmall point like 
a pyramid, having gone on diminilhing and decreafing 
continually, till they have come almoft to nothing » 
like the point of the pyramid, which, in refped of 
its bafe or pedeftal, is next to nothing. LaJdly, oi 
thofe (and they are the moft numerous) who, having 
had neither a good beginning, nor a tolerable middle, 
will therefore end without a name, like the families 
of common and ordinary people. Of the firft fort, 
who, having had a mean beginning, have ro(t to 
greatnefs, ami ftill preferve it, we have an example in 
H^t Ottoman family^ which, from a. poor ihepherd its 

founder, 

1 The zealots now and then, and the young jefuits freqnentlf, 
m Jtalj and Spain, get upon t buJJ^, and hold forth in the AreetSt 
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founder, is arrived at the height we now fee it at. Of 
the fecond fort of genealogies, which began great, and 
prefcrve themfelvca without augmentation, examples 
may be fetched from fundry hereditary princes^ who 
contain themfelves peaceably within the limi s of their 
own dominions, without enlarging or contra^in^ 
them. Of thofe, who began great, and have ended 
in a point, there are thouiands of inilances : for all 
the Pharaohs, and Ptolemies of Egypt, the Cafars of 
Rome, with all the herd (if I may fo call them) oC 
that infinite number of princes, monarchs, and lords, 
Medes, AJfyrians, Perfians, Greeks, and Barbarians j 
all thefe families and dominions, as well as their foun-. 
dtrs, have ended in a point and. next to nothing : for 
it is.ixnpoffible now to find any of their defendants,, 
and, if one fhould find them» it would be in fome low 
and abjedl condition. Of the lineages of the common 
fort I have nothing to fay, only that they fcrve to 
fweli the number of the living, without deferving any. 
other fame or elqjy. From all that has been faid I 
would have you infer, my dear fools, that the confu- 
fion there is among genealogies is very great, and that 
thofe only appear great and illuftrions, which fhew 
themfelves fuch by the virtue, riches, and liberality 
of their pofleflbrs. I fay,- virtue, richesi sind liberali- 
ty, becaufe the great man that is vicious will be 
greatly yicious, and the rich man, who is not liberal, 
is bat a covetous beggar : for the poffcffor of riches 
is not happy in having, but in fpending, them, and 
not in fpending them merely according to his own in- 
clination, but in knowing how to. ipend them pro> 
perly. The knight, who is poor,, has no (jther way of 
fliewing himfelf to be one, but that of virtue, by being 
affable, wellbehaved^ courteous, kind, and obliging, 
not proud, not arrogant, no murmurer, and above 
all charitable ; for, by two farthings given cheerfully 
to the poor, he Ihall difcover as much generofity, as^ 
hie who beftows large alms by found of bell : and 
there is no one, who fees him adorned with the afore- 
said virtues, though he knows him not,, but will judge 
and repute him to be well defcended. Indeed it 

. would 
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would be a xniraclci were it ptherwife : praUe was' al« 
ways the reward of virtue, aodxiie virtuous caanot fail i 
of being commended^ There are two ^oads, daugb.* 
tersy by which men may arrive at riches and honours ; . 
the one by the way of letters,, the other' by that of 
arms. I hav& move in me of the foldier than of the 
feholar, and was bom,. as appears by my propei^ty 
to ^ms, under, the. influence of the planet Mars i fo 
that I am, as it. were, forced into that track, and that 
road I muft take in fpite of the whole world: and it. 
will be in vain for ypu to tire y6ur£;lves in perfuadii^ 
me not to attempt what heaven requires^ fortune or* 
dains, and reafon demands, and, above all,. what my 
inclination leads me to. I know the innumerable 
toils attending on knight- errantry. I know alfo the 
i^mberlefs advantages obtained thereby. 1 know, that 
the path of virtue is ftrait and narrow, and the read of - 
▼ice broad and fpacious. I know alfo that their ends > 
and refting places are different: for thofe of vice,, 
large and open, end in death ; and thoie oi> virtue, 
narrow and intricate, end in life, and not in life duK 
has an end, but in that which is eternal. And I know, , 
as our great Caftilian poet exprefies it, that 

^hro* thefe rough paths ^ to gain agJmimis name^ , 
JVe climb the fteep a/cent that Uads to fame. 
They mifs the road^ tvho quk the rugged rway^ 
And in the/moother tracks of pleajure ftray,

poet too I he knows every thing ; nothing comes a« 
mits to him. I will lay a wager, that, ^ he had m 
toind to turn mafon, he would boild a houfe with « 
much eafe as a bird cage. I aiTure you, niece, anfwer^ 
ed Don ^iMote^ thax li thefe knightly thoughts di«l 
not employ all my fenies, there is nothing I could noe 
do, nor any curious art, but what I codd tnm vof 
hand to, efpecially bird-cages and tooth picks '.

When Sancho heard his maftcr's fixed reiblution, 
die iky clouded over with him, and the wings of hia 
heart downright flagged ; for *till now he verily be- 
lieved his mafler would not go without him for the 
world's worth. While he flood thus thoughtful, and 
in fufpenfe, came m Sampfin Carra/to, and tht nieOe 
and the houie-keeper, who had a mind to hear what 
arguments he made ufe of to difliiade their mafler and 
uncle from going again in quefl of adventures. Samf^ 
fin^ who was a notable wag, drew near,, and embracing 
Don ^ixote^ as he did the time before, he exalted his 
voice, and faid : O flower of knig}it- errantry ! O re- 
fplendent light of arms t O mirror and honour (^ th^ 
Spantfi? nation ! may it pleafe almighty god of his in- 
finite goodnefs, that the perfon, or perfons, who fliall 
obflrud, or difappoint your third ially,. may never 
find the way out of the labyrinth of their defires, nop 
ever accomplifli what they fo ardently wifli. And 
tnmhrtg to the houie-keeper, he faid: Now, mifb-efs 
houfe- keeper, you may &ive yourfeif the trouble of 
faying the prayer of St. Af^iUnia ; for I know that it 
is the precife determination of the flars, that Signor 
Do/r ^ixote ihaU once naore put in execution his glo- 
rious and uncomm<m ddigns, ai»d I fbould greatly. 

burthen 
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The curfcs, which the houfe-keeper and niece heaped 
upon the batchelor» were not to be numbered : they 
tore their hair, and fcratched their faces, and, like the 
funeral- mourners formerly in fafiiion, lamented the 
approaching departure, as if it were the death, of their 
mailer. The defign Samffon had in perfuading him 
Co«fally forth again, was, to do what the hiftoiy tells 
us hereafter, all by the advice of the priefl and the 
harber, with whom he had plotted before-hand. 

*lvL fhort, in thofe three days, Don fixate and 
Sancbo furnifhed themfeives with what they thought 
convenient, and, Sancbo having appeafed his wife, and 
Pon i^xote his niece and houfe-keeper, in the duik 
of the evening, unobferveJ by any body but the bat- 
chelor, who would needs bear them company half a 
league from the village, they took the road to Toho/o i 
Don ^xote upon his good Rozdnante^ and Sstmcb^ 
upon hvi old Dapple^ his wallets ftored with proviiions, 
4nd his purfe with money, which Don ^ixote had given 
him againft . whatever might happen. Samp/on em* 
traced him, praying him to give him advice of his 
good or ill fortune, that he might rejoice or condole 
with him, as the laws of their mutual friendihip re* 
quired. Don ^ixote promifed he would : Samp/hn re* 
turned to the village, and the knight and fqulre tooli 
their way toward the great city of Tobofo. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Wherein is related 'what hefel Don Quixote, as he twos 
going to 'vijit his Lady Dulcinea del ToboA>. 

PI^AISED be the mighty Ala ! fzys Hamet Ben- 
engelit at the beginning of this eighth chapter : 
praifed be Ala ! repeating it thrice, and ^ying, he 
gives thefe praifes, to find that Don ^ixote and S^mche 
had again taken the field, and that the readers oF their 
delightful hiftory may make account, that, from this 
moment, the exploits and witty fayings of Don ^uijcou 
and his (^aire beg^ He perfuades them to forget the 

former 
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lormtr chivalries of the ingenious gentleman, and fix 
their eyes upon his future atchievements, which begia 
D01V upon the road to Toh^Of as the former began hi 
the fiekis of Montiel'r and this is no very unreafonable 
requeft, confidering what great things ht promifes, 
and^thus he goes on, iaying: Dtm ^ixcte aad Sancb§ 
remained by themfelves, and fcarcely was Sm^/om 
parted from them, when Rovawante began to neigh, and 
Dafpie to figh ; which was held by both knight and 
iquire for a good £gn, and a meft happy omen, though, 
if the truth were to be told, the fighs and bray ings of 
the a& exceeded the neighings of the fteed; from 
whence Sancho gathered, that his good luck was to 
^rpafs and get above that of his mailer, fiut whether 
he drew this inference from judicial aiirology, I can* 
Jiot fay« it not being known whether he was verfed in 
k^ iince the hiftory fays nothing of it : only he had 
been heard to iay, when he ftumbled or fell, that he 
would have been glad he had not gone out of doors; 
for by a ftumble or a fiill nothing was to be got but 
a torn (hoe, or a broken rib; ami, though he was a 
impleton, he was not much out of the way in this. 

Ihn ^^xote laid to him : Friend Sancho^ the night 
is coming on apace, and with too much darknefs for 
us to reach T»^ff by day light; whither J am relolved 
to go, before 1 undertaice any other adventure : there 
will I receive the bleifing, and the good leave, of the 
peerlefs Dulcinea, with which leave I am well aiTured 
of finifhing, and giving a happy conduiion- to, every 
perilous adventure ; for nothing in this world infpires 
knights-errant with fo much valour, aa the finding 
tkemfelves fi&voured by their millreffes. I believe it» 
anfwered "^ancho; but I am of opinion, it will be dif- 
ficult for your worihip to come to the fpeech of her, 
or be alone with her, at leait in any place where you 
may receive her benedidion, unlefs fhe tofles it over 
the pales of the yard ; from whence I faw ' her, the 
time before, when I carried her the letter, with the 
news of the follies and extravagancies your wor{hip> 
was playing in the heart of the fable mountain. Paleff 
did you^ fancy them to be, Sancho^ <][uoth Don ^ixott^ 

over 
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t)vcr which yon few that paragon of gentility and 
beauty ? im^poffible ! you muft mean galleries, arcades, 
or doyilers of fome rich and royal ^ace. All that 
may be, anfwered Sancho ; but to me they feemed no 
better, or I have a very (hallow memory, Hovirever 
Jet us go thither, Sancho^ replied Don fixate ; for fo 
I do but lee her, be it through pales, through windows, 
through crannies, or through the rails of a garden, this 
I (hall gain by it, that, how fmall foever a ray of the 
fan of her beauty reaches my eyes, it will fo enlighten 
my underfbnding, and fortify my heart, that I (hail re- 
main without a rival either in wifdom or valoor. la 
truth. Sir, anfwered S^tncboy when I faw this fun of the 
lady Dttlcinea del Tobofo^ it was not fo bright as to iend 
forth any rays ; and the reafon muft be, that, as her 
kdy (hip was winnowing that wheat I told you of, the 
great quantity of duft that flew out of it overcafl her 
face like a doud, and obfcured it. What ! Sandfo^ 
(aid Don ^ixote, do you periift in faying and believing, 
that my lady Duldnea was winnowing wheat; a bn- 
finefs and employment quite foreign to perfons of di- 
ftinftion, who are defigned and referved for other cx- 
ercifes and amufements, which diflinguifh their high 
quality a bow-(hot off? you forget, Sancho, our poet^s * 
verfes, in which be defi^ribes the labours of thc^ foor 
nymphs, in their chry^l mandons, when they raifed 
their heads above the delightful Tagus, and (bated 
diemfelves in the green meadow, to work thofe rich 
fluffs, which, as the ingenious poet there defcribes 
them, were all embroidered with gold, filk, and pearls. 
And in thi^ manner muff my lady have been em- 
pbyed, when you faw her: but the envy, fome 
wicked enchanter bears me, changes and convierts into 
different (hapes every thing that (hould give me plea- 
fure; and therefore, in that hiftory, faid to be pob- 
Hihed, of my exploits, if peradventure its author was 
ibme (age my enemy, he has« I fear, put one thing 
for another, with one truth mixing a thoufand lyes, 
and amD(tng himfelf with relating anions foreign to 
what is requifite for the continuation of a true hiftory. 

Oenvy! 
•*■ • X Garcilaflb, 
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envy ! thou root of infinite evils, and canker-worm 
of virtues! All other vices, Sancbo^ caurry fotnewhat 
of plcafure along with them : but envy is attended 
with nothing but dillafte, rancour, and rage. That ia 
what I fay too, replied Sancboi and I take it for 
granted, in that fame legend or hiftory of us, the bat- 
chelor Carra/co tells us he has feen, my reputation it 
toifed about like a tennis ball. Now, as I am an ho* 
nedman, I never {poke ill of any enchanter, nor have 

1 wealth enough to be envied. It is true, indeed, I 
am faid to i>e fomewhat fly, and to have a little ipice 
of the knave ; but the grand cloak of my fimplicity, 
always natural and never artificial, hides and covers all. 
And if I had nothing elfe to boaft of, but the believing^ 
as I do always, firmly and truly in god, and in all 
that the holy catholick Roman church holds and be- 
lieves, and the being, as I really am, a mortal enemy 
to the Je^Sy the hiftorians ought to have inercy upon 
me, and treat me well in their writings. But let 
them fay what they will : naked was I born, and 
naked I am : I neither lofe no» win ; and, fo my 
name be but in print, and go about the world from 
hand to hand, I care not a &g, let people fay of me 
whatever they lift. That, Sancho, quoth Don ^ixote^ 
is juft like what happened to a famous poet of our 
times, who having wrote an ill-natured fatire upoa 
the court- ladies, a certain lady, who was not expreily 
named in it, fo that it was doubtful whether (he was 
implied in it or not, complained to the poet, aiking 
him what he had feen in her, that he had not inierted 
her among the reft, telling him he muft enlarge his 
fatire, and put her in the fupplement, or woe be to 
him. The poet did as he was bid, and fet her down 
for fuch a one as governeffes will not name. As for 
the lady, fhe was fatisfied to find herfelf infamoufly 
famous* Of the fame kind is the ftory they tell of 
that fhepherd, who fet fire to, and burnt down, the 
^mous temple of Diana^ reckoned one of the (even 
wonders of the world, only that his name plight live 
in futare ages : and though it was ordered by publick 
edi£t, that no*body iboula name or mention him either 

Vo 1,111. F by 
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by word or writing, that he might not attain to the 
end he propofed', yet (till it is known he was called 
Eroftratus, To the fame purpofe may be alledged 
what happened to the great emperor Charles the fifth 
with a Roman knight. The emperor had a mind to 
, fee the famous church of the Rotunda, which by the 
ancients was called the Pantheon, or temple of all the 
. gods, and now, by a better name. The church of all 
faints, and is one of the moft entire edifices remaining 
©f heathen Rome, and which moft preferves the fame 
\ of the greatnefs and magnificence of its founders. It 
' is made in the Ihape of a half- orange, very ijpacioos, 
and very lightfome, though it has but one window, 
or rather a round opening at top : from whence the 
emperor having furveyed the iniide of the fh-a^tare, 
a Roman knight, who ftood by his fide, fhewing him 
the beauty and ingenious contrivance of that vaU ma- 
chine and memorable piece of architecture, when they 
were come down from the iky-light, faid to the em- 
peror : facr^d fir, a thoufand times it came into n^y 
head to clafp your majefty in my arms, and call my 
felf down with you from the top to the bottom of the 
church, merely to leave an eternal name behind me. 
I thank you, anfwered the emperor, for not potting 
fo wicked a thought in execution, and henceforward 
I will never give you an opportunity of making the 
like proof of your loyalty, and therefore command 
. you never to fpeak ^o me more, or come into xaj 
prefence ; and after thefe words he beftowed {6me 
great favour upon him. What I mean, Sancho^ is, 
that the defire of fame is a very active principle in us. 
What, think you, caft Horatiui down from the bridge, 
armed at all points, into the depth of the Tyber ? What 
burnt* the arm and hand of Mutt us? What impelled 
Curtius to throw himfelf into the flaming gulph, that 
opened itfelf in the midfl of Rome? What made d^/ar 
pafs the Rubicon in oppofition to all prefages? And, 
in more modern examples, what bored the (hips and 
flranded thofe valiant Spaniards, conduced by the moft 
courteous C?r/^ss in the new world? All thele, and 
other great and very different exploits, are, wer^ and 
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ftatl bCy the works of hme, which mortals defire as 
the reward and eameft of that immortality their noble 
deeds deferve: though we chriftian and catholic 
, knights-errant ought to be more intent upon the 
glory of the world to come, which is eternal in the 
ethereal and celefUal regions, than upon the vanity of 
hmc, acquired in this prefentand traniitory world; 
for, let it laft never fo long, it muft end with the world 
itfelf, which has its appointed period. Therefore, O 
Sancbo^ let not our works exceed the bounds prefcribed 
by the chriftian religion, which we profeft. In killing 
giants we are to defboy pride: we muft overcome 
envy by generofity and good-nature, anger by fedate- 
nefs and cpmpofure of mind, gluttony and deep by 
eating little and watching much, luft and lafciviouf- 
j)e(s by the fidelity we maintain to thofe we have mad^ 
miilreiTes of our thoughts, lazinefs by going about all 
parts of the world, and feeking occafions, which may 
make us, befides being chriftians, renowned knights. 
Thefe, Sancbo^ are the means of obtaining thofe ex- 
tremes of praife, which a good name brings along 
with it. 

All that your worlhip has hitherto told me, quoth 
Sancho, I very well underftand : but, for all that, I 
wiih you would be fo kind as to diiTolve me one 
doubt, which is this moment cpme into my mind. 
-JUfol'Viy you would fay, Sancbo^ quoth Don ^ixott : 
out with it in god*s name; for I will anfwer as far 
as I know. Pmy, tell me. Sir, prpceeded Sanch^i 
thofe Julys and Juguft^St and all thofe feat- doing 
knights you fpoke of, that are dead, where are they 
JK)W ? The gentiles, anfwcred Don ^ixote, are doubt* 
lefs in hell : the chrilHans, if they were good chriftians, 
arc either in purgatory, or in heaven. Very well, quoth 
Sancbo ; but let us know now, whether the fepulchres, 
in which the bodies of thofe great lords lie interred^ 
have filver lamps burning before them, and whether 
the walls of their chapels are adorned with crutches, 
winding- (hects, old perukes, legs, and eyes ^j and, 
F 2 if 

I The (hapelt of faints, in Roman catholic countrioe, where 
m raclct are^nctcnded to be wrought, arc thus furnifced. 
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if not with tkefe, praCy, with what are they adorned ? 
To which Don ^ixote anfwered. The fepulchres of 
the heathens were for the moil part fumpcuous temples. 
The afhes of Julius Cafar were dcpofited in an urn, 
placed on the top of a pyramid of ilone, of a prodi- 
gious bignefs, ndjich is now called the obelijk of St. 
Peter, The fepulchre of the emperor Adrian was a 
caftle as big as a good village, called Moles Adriani^ 
and now the caftle of St. Angelo in Rome, Queen 
Artemifia buried her hufband Maufolus in a tomb, rec- 
koned one of the feven wonders of the world, fiat 
none of thefe fepulchres, nor many others of the gen- 
tiles, were hung about with winding- (heets, or other 
offerings, or figns to denote thofe to be faints, who 
were buried in them. That is what I am coming co» 
replied Sancbo 5 and now, pray tell me ; which is the 
more difEcult, to raife a dead man to life, or to flay 
a giant ? The anfwer is very obvious, anfwered Don 
^ixote ; to raife a dead man. There I have caught 
you, quoth Sancho, His ^une then, who raifes the 
dead, gives fight to the blind, makes the lame walk, 
and cures the fick ; before whofe fepulchre lamps are 
continually burning, and whofe chapels are crouded 
with devotees, adoring his relicks upon their knees; 
his fame, I fay, fhall be greater both in this world and 
the next, than that, which all the heatheii emperora 
and knights-errant in the world ever had, or ever fhall 
have. I grant it, anfwered Don ^ixote. Then, re- 
plied Sancho, thp bodies and relicks of faints have this 
fime, thefe graces, thefe prerogatives, or how do you 
call them, .with the approbation and licence of our holy 
mother church, and alfo their lamps, winding-fheets^ 
crutches, pidtures, perukes, eyes, and legs, whereby 
they encreafe people'.s devotion, and fpread their own 
chriitian fame. Befides, kings themfelves carry the 
bodies or relicks of faints upon their ihoulders, kifs 
bits of their bones, and adorn and enrich their chapels 
and moil favourite altars with them. What would 
you have me infer, Sancho, from all you have been 
faying ? quoth Don ^ixo/e. I would infer, faid SancJho, 
that we had better cum faints immediately, and we 

ihaU 
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{haU then foon attain to that renown we aim at. And 
pray take notice. Sir, that ycfterday, or t'other day 
(for it is fo little a while ago that I may fo fpeak) a 
coaple of poor bare footed friars ' were beatified or ca- 
nonized, whofe iron ciiains, wherewith they girded and 
difciplined themfelves, people now reckon it a great 
happinefs to touch or kifs ; and they are now held ia 
greater veneration than OrlandxPi fword in the armory 
of our lord the king, god blefs him. So that, mailer 
of mine, Jt is better being a poor friar of the meanefl 
order, than the valianteH knight errant whatever; 
for a couple of dozen of penitential lalhes are more 
efteemed in the iight of gpd, than two thouiand tilts 
with a launce, whether it be againft giants, gob- 
lins, or dragons. I ponfefs, anfw^ed D^n ^ixote^ 
all this is juil as you fay: but we cannot be all 
friars ; and many and various are the ways, by which 
god conduds his eledt to heaven. Chivalry is a kind 
of religious profefilon ; and fome knights are now 
faints in glory. True, anfwered Sancho; but I have 
beard fay, there are more friars in heaven, than 
km'ghts- errant. It may well be fo, replied Den ^ix- 
Hi, becaufe the number of the religious is much 
greater than that of the knights- errant *. And yet, 
qooth Sancbo, there are abundance of the errant-fort. 
Abundance, indeed, anfwered Don ^ixote ; but few, 
\yho defcrve the name of knights. 

In tbefe and the like difcourfes they ps^iTed that 
night, and the following day, without any accident 
worth relating ; whereat Don ^ixote was not a little 
grieved. In Ihort, next day they defcried the great 
city of Tobofo ; at fight whereof Don ^ixou's fpiritt 
were much elevated, and Sancho's as much dejedted, 
F 3 becaufe

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becanfe he did not know Dulcineah hoM^t^ and had - 
never fecn her in his life, no more than his mailer 
had ; fo that they were both equally in pain, the 
one to fee her, and the other for not having feen 
her : and Sancbo knew not what to do, when his 
maftcr fhould fend him to Tobofo, In £ne, Don ^ix- 
cte refolved to enter the city about night-fall ; and, 
'till that hour came, they ftayed among feme oak- 
trees near the town ; and the time appainted being 
come, they went into the city, where things bcfel 
them that were things indeed. 

CHAP. IX. 

fThich relates what luill bt Jound in it. 

HA L F the nighty or thereabouts, was fpent, when 
Don ^ixote and Sancbo left the mountain, and 
entered into Tobofo, The town was all hufhed In 
iilence: for its inhabitants were found afleep, repofing, 
aw the phrafe is, with out-ftretched legs. The night 
was not quite a dark one^ though Sancbo could 
have wifhed it were, that the obfcurity thereof might 
cover or excufe his prevarication. Nothing was. 
heard in all the place but the barking of dogs, ban- 
ning Don^ixote^s ears, and difquieting SancJbo*s 
hean. Now and then an afs brayed, fwinc grunted, 
and cats mewed: which different founds were aug- 
mented by the filence of the night. All which the 
enamoured knight took for an ill omen; neverthe- 
' left he faid to Sancbo: Sancbo, fon, lead on before to 
Duicinea^s palace; for it may be we fhall find her 
^wake. To what palace ? body of the fun ! anfwered 
&ancbo: That -I faw her highnefs in was but a very little 
houfe. She mull have been retired at that time, re- 
plied Don ^txote, to fome fmall apartment of her 
caftle, amufing herfelf With her damfels, as is ufual 
with great ladies and princefTes. Since your worihip, 
quoth Sancbo, will needs have my lady Dulcinea^s^ 
houfe to be a cafUe, is this an hour to find the gates 

open? 
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open ? and is it fit we fhoold (hind thundering at the 
door, 'till they open and let us in,' patting the whole 
houfe in an uproar ? Think you, we are going to a 
bawdy-houfe, like your galants, who knock, and call, 
and are let in at what hour they pleafe, be it never (o 
late ? Firft, to make, one thing iurc, let us find this. 
cafHe, replied Don ^ix9te^ and then I will tell you 
what is fit to be done : and look, Sancbo ; for either 
my eyes deceive me, or that great, dark, bulk we fee 
yonder muft h^DuIcinea\ palace. Then lead on your- 
felf. Sir, anfwercd Sancho : perhaps it may be fo ; 
though, if I were to fee it with my eyes, and touch it 
with my hands, I will believe it juft as much as I 
believe it is now day. Den Quixote led the way, and, 
having gone about two hundred paces, he came up to 
the bulk, which caft the dark ihade, and perceived it 
was a large fteeple, and prcfently knew, that the build- 
ing was no palace, but the principal church of the 
place : whereupon he faid ; we are come to the 
church, Sancbo, I find we are, anfwered Sancbo^ and 
pray god we are not come to our graves : for tt is no 
vejy good fign, to be rambling about church-yards at 
fuch hours, and efpecially fince I have already told 
your worlhip, if I reniember right, that this fame 
lady's houfe ftands in an alley, where there is no tho- 
rough-fare. God's curfe light on thee, thou block- 
head ! faid Don ^ixou : where have you founds 
that caftles and royal palaces are built in alleys without 
a thorough fare ? Sir, replied Sancbo, each country 
has its cuftoms : perhaps it is the faOiion here in Tobo' 
fo to build your palaces and great edifices in alleys ; 
and therefore I befeech your worfhip to let me look 
about among thefe lanes or alleys juft before me ; and 
it may be in one nook or other I may pop upon this 
fame palace, which I wi(h I may fee devoured by dogs, 
for confounding and bewildering us at this rate. Speak 
withrefpeft, Sancbo, of my lady's matters, quoth Don 
^hcote i let us keep our holydays in peace, and not 
throw the rope after the bucket. I will curb myfelf, 
anfwered Sancbo : but with what patience can I bear 
to think, that your worfhip will needs have me know 
F 4 our 
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our miflrefs's houfey and £nd It at midnight, having 
feen it but once, when you cannot find it yourfelf, 
though you mufl have feen it thoufands of times \ 
You will put me paft all patience, Sancbo, quoth Don 
fixate : come hither, heretic ; have I not told you a 
thoufand times, that I never faw the peerlefs Dulcinea 
in all the days of my life, nor ever ftepped over the 
threfliold of her palace, and that I am enamoured only 
by hear-fay, and by the great fame of her wit and 
beauty ? I hear it now, anfwered Sane ho , and I fay, 
that, iince your worlhip has never feen her, no more 
have I. That cannot be, replied Don ^ixote : for 
at leafl you told me Tome time ago, that you faw her 
winnowing wheat, when you brought me the anfwcr 
to the letter I fent by you. Do not iniifl upon that. 
Sir, anfwered Sancho ; for, let me tell you, the fight 
of her, and the anfwer I brought, were both by hear- 
fay too ; and I can no more tell who the lady Dulci* 
nea is, than I am able to box the moon. Sancho, San* 
ibof anfwered Don ^ixote, there is a ijme to jeft, and 
a time when jells are unfeafonablc. What f becaofc I 
fay that I never faw nor fpoke to the mifbefs of my 
foul, muft you therefore fay fo too, when you know 
the contrary fo well ? 

While they two were thus difcourfing, fhey pcr- 
' ceived one pafling by with a couple of mules, and by 
the noife a plow-fhare made in dragging along the 
ground^ they judged it mull be fome huibandman, who 
had got up before day, and » was going to his work i 
and fo in truth it was. The plowman came finging 
the ballad of the defeat of the French in Roncepvalles '. 
Don ^ixote^ hearing it, faid : Let me die, Sancht 
if we Ihall have any good luck to-night : do you not 
hear what this peafant is finging ? Yes, I do, anfwer- 
ed Sancho : but what is the defeat at RonceJhalUs to 
. our purpofe ? he might as well have fung the ballad of 
Calainos ; for it had been all one as to the good or ili 
fuccefs of our bufinefs. By this time the country- fel- 
low was come up to them, and Don i^ixote faid i<^ 

him: 

I A doleful ditty^ like our Chevy Chace, It began. Mala l^ 
hunfiftti Francejei en ejfa Roncefvalles, &c. 
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him I Good morrow, honeft friend ; can you infonn 
me, whereabouts (lands the palace of the peerlefs prin- 
cefs Donna Dulcinea del Tobofof Sir, aafwcred the 
young feflow, I am a ftranger, and have been but a 
icw days in this town, and ferve a rich farmer in til- 
ling his ground : in yon houfe over the way live cIm 
parifh prieft and the fexton of the place: both, or ei- 
ther of them, can give your woHhip an account of thia 
fame lady- princefs; for they keep a regifter of all thm 
inhabitants of Tohofi: though I am of opinion no prin- 
cefs at all lives in this town, but feveral great Ijuiietp 
that might every one be a princefs in her own hoofe. 
One of thefe then, quoth Don ^ixoti, muft be (he £ 
am enquiring after. Not unlikely, ^nfwered the plow- 
man, and god fpeed you well ; for the dawn begins to 
appear : and, pricking on his mules, he Aaid for no 
more queftions. Sancbo^ feeing his mafter in fufpenfe, 
and fufficiently di&tisfied, (aid to him : Sir, the ixf 
comes on apace, and it will not be advifeable to let the 
fim overtake us in the ftreet : it will be better to retire 
ymt of the city, and that your wodhip ihelter yourfelf 
in fome grove hereabouts, and I will fctum by day- 
light, and leave no nook or comer in all the town un- 
£^ched for this houfe, caftte, or palace of my lady*s; 
and I fhall have ill luck if I do not find it : and as fooa 
^as I have found it, I will fpeak to her lady (hip, and 
will tell her, where, and how ydur worfhip is waiting 
for her orders and diredlionfor you to fee her without 
p-ejudice to her honour or reputation. Sancho^ quoth 
Don ^ixote, you have uttered a thoufand fentencet 
in the compsfs of few words : the counfel you give I 
lelilh much, and accept of moft heartily : come along, 
ion, and let us feek where we may take covert : after- 
wards, as you fay, you (hall return, to feek, fee, and., .

credit* 

CHAP. X. 

Whirein is related the cunning ufed by Sancho in em- 
ebaniing the lady Dulcinea» njnitb other e^enti as ri^ 
dicukus as true*, 

TH £ author of this grand hiflory, coming to re- 
late what is contained in this chapter, fays, he 
had a mind to have pafied it over in filence, fearing 
not to be believed, becaufe herein Don Sluixote^^ mad- 
xiefs exceeds all bounds, and rifes to the utmoft pitch, 
even two bow-ihots beyond the greateft extravagance :

the rich Efirado -* of her dignity j and, if ihe be (land- 
ing, mark, whether (he £inds fometimes upon one 
foot and fometimes upon the other ; whether (he re- 
peats the anfwer (he gives you three or four times ; 
whether (he changes it from foft to Yi^rih^ from (harp 
to amorous ; whether (he lifts her hand to adjuft her* 
hair, though it be not difordered : laftly, fon, obferve 
all her anions and motions : for, by your rehting 
them to me juft as they were, I (hall be able to give a 
(hrewd guefs at what (he keeps concealed in the fecret 
recefles of her heart, touching the affair of my love. 
For you muft know, Sancho, if you do not know it 
already, that, among lovers, the external ad^ions and 
gefturesy. liihen their loves are the fubje£t, are moft 
certain couriers, and bring infallible tidings of what 
pa(r€s in the inmoft receflcs of the foul. Go, friend, 
and better fortune than mine be your guide ; and may 
better fuccefs, than what I fear and exped in this bit- 
ter folitude, fend you back fafe. I will go^ and return 
quickly, quoth Sanchc : in the mean time, good Sir^ 
enlarge that little heart of yours, which at prefent can 
be no bigger than a hazel-nut, and con(ider the com*' 
mon faying, that a good heart breaks bad luck i and, 
where there is no bacon, there are no pins to hang it 
on ; and, where we lead think it, there darts the. 
hare : this I fay, becaufe, though we could not find 
the caftles or palaces of my lady Dnlcinea this hSt 
night, now that it '^ day-light, I reckon to meet with 
them when I leaft think of it ; and, when I have found 
d\em, let me alone to deal with her. Verily, Sancbo; 
quoth Don ^ixote, you have the knack of Applying- 
your proverbs fo to the fubje^ we are upon, that I pray- 
god fend me better luck in obtaining my wiihet !

I The floor raifed at the upper-end of the rooms of ftate in 
iS^a/0, where the hdie$fit opoa cufluons to receive vifits* 
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Upon this Sancbo tarned.his back, and (witched h^ 
Dapffe, \esiying Don ^uixoU onhorie-hsLckg rcftingon 
bis^ ftirrops, and leaning upon his launce, full of (ad 
and confufed imaginations : where we will leave him, 
and go along with Sancbo Pan^a, who departed from 
his mailer no lefs confufed and thoughtful than he f 
infomuch that he was fcarcely got out of the grove, 
whcn» Cuming about his head, and finding that Don 
^ijfote was not in fight, he lighted from his beafl^ and, 
fetting him(elf down at the foot of a tree, he began to 
talk to himfelf, and fay: Tell me now, brother San- 
cha^ whither is your worlhip going ? are you going to 
feek fome afs that is loft ? no, verily. Then what are 
you going to feek ? why, I go to look for a thing of 
nothing, a princefs, and in her the fun of beauty, and 
all heaven together. Well, Sancbo^ and where think 
you to find all this ? where ? in the grand city ofTohofo. 
Very well j and pray, who fent you on this errand ? why, 
the renowned knight Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ who 
rcdreflTes wrongs, and gives drink to the huhgry, and 
meat to the thirfty. All this is verv well : and do you 
know her houfe, Sancbo? my mafter lays, it muft be fome 
royal palace, or ftately cafUe. And have you ever fcen 
her? neither I, nor my mafter, have ever feen her. And 
do you think it would be right or advifeable, that the 
people of Tohofo fhould know, you come with a defigfl 
to inveigle away their princeffes, and lead their ladies 
aftray ? what if they fiiould come, and grind your ribs 
with pure dry bafting, and not leave you a whole 
bone in your fkin ? truly, they would be much in the 
right of it, unlefs they pleafe to confider, that I ap 
commanded, and, being but a meiTenger, am not in 
fault.

Jeudes, to look ioi 
Dulcma up and down Tobofo^ is aslTone fhould look for 
little Mary in Rahena^ or a batchelor in Salamanca. ^^^ 
devil, the devil, and no body elfe, has put me upon this 
bofinefs. This foliloquy fnxi^^tf held with himfelf^ and 

the 
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tiieup/hot was, to return to k again, (stfkkgto himMf t 
Well ; there is remedy for every thing but ckath^ ander 
wbofe dominion we mdk all pafs, in (jpite of our teeth^ 
at the end of our lives. This mafler ef mine^ by &• 
thoufand tokens that I have feen, is mad enough to be 
ded in his bed ; and in truth, I coore very littlt be^^ 
hind him : nay, I am madder than he, to follow him^ 
and ferve him, if there be any truth in the prov«rll 
diat fays : Shew me thy company, and I will tell dwe 
what thou art ; or in that other ; Not with whoA 
thou wert bred, but with whom thou art fed. He 
then being a mad-man, as he really is,, and fo nwd, 
as frequently to mifbike one thing for another, taking 
black for white, and white for black; (as appeared 
plainly, when he faid, the wind mills were giants, and 
the monks mules dromedaries, and the flocks of iheep 
armies of enemies^ and many more matters to the fame 
tune ;) it will not be very difficult to make him believe^ 
that a country wench (the iirft I light upon) is the la- 
dy Dulcineai and, fhould he not belieVe it; I will 
fwear to it ; and if he fwears, I will out-fwear him ;

In (hort» as foon as Sanebo efpied the laiTes, be rode 
back at a round rate to feek his mailer Don fixate, 
whom he found breathing a thoufand fighs, and amor- 
ous lamentations* As foon as Don ^ixote faw him, 
he faid : Well, friend Sancho, am I to mark this day 
with a white or a jb^ack flone? Your worfhip, an* 
fwered Sanebo^ had better mark it with red oaker, as 
they do the infcriptions on profefTors chairs, to be the 
more eaiily read by the lookers on. By this, quoth 
Don ^x9Uf you fhould bring good news. So good> 
anfwered Sanebo, that your worfhip has no more to 
do, but to clap fpurs to Rozinante, and get out upon the 
plain, to fee the lady Dulcinea del Tobcjfoy who, with a 
couple of her damfels, is coming to make your wor- 
ihip a vifit. Holy god ! what is it you fay, friend 
Sanebo, faid Don ^ixote P take care you do not im- 
pofe upon my real forrow by a counterfeit joy. What 
fliould I get, anfwered Sanebo, by deceiving your 
worfhip, and being deteded the next moment ? Come^ 
Sir, put on, and you will fee the princefs, our miilrefs» 
arrayed and adorned, in ihort, like herfelf. She and 
her damfels are one blaze of flaming gold ; all firings 
of pearls, all diamonds, all rubies, all cloth of tiffue 
above ten hands deep: their treffes loofe about 
their fhouiders are fo many fun- beams playing wi^k« 
the wind ; and, what is more, they come mounted 
upon three pye-bellied belfreys, the £nefl one can lay 
eyes on. Palfreys, you would fay, Sanebo, quoth 
Don ^ixote. There is no great difference, I think, 
anfwered 5^«f^tf, between belfreys and palfreys ; but 
let them be mounted how they will» they are fure the 
fineft creatures one would wifh to fee, efpecially my 
miftrefs the princefs Duleiuea, who ravifhes one^s 
fei^es. Let u^ go, fon Sanebo, anfwered Don ^xote ; 
and as a reward for this news, as unexpected as good, 
I bequeath you, the choicefl fpoils I &all gain in my 
next adventure ; and, if that will not fatisfy you, I 
bequeath you the colts my three mares will foal this 
year upon our town conunon. I ftivk to the colts,

anfwered Sancho ; for it is not very certain, that the 
fpoils of your next adventure will be worth much. 

By this time they were got out of the wood, and 
^ied the three wenches very near. Don ^ixou 
darted his longing eyes over all the road toward To- 
bofof and, feeing no body but the three wenches, he 
was much troubled, and afked Sancho^ whether they 
were come out of the city when he left them ? Out of 
the city ! anfwered Sancho : are your worihip's eyes in 
the nape of your neck, that you do not fee it is they 
who are coming, fhining like the fun at noon day ? I 
fee only three country-girls, anfwered Don ^ixote^ on 
three aifes. Now, god keep me from the devil ! an- 
fwered Sancho ; is it peffible, that three palfreys, or 
how do you call them, white as the driven fnow, 
fiionld appear to you to be affes ? As the lord liveth, 
you fhall pluck off" this beard of mine, if that be fo. 
I tell you, friend Sancho^ anfwered Don ^uixote^ that 
It is as certain they are he or fhe-aiTes, as that I am 
Don ^ixotCf and you Sancho Pan^a ; at Icaft fuch 
they feem to me. Sir, quoth Sancho, fay not fuch a 
word, but fnuff thofe eyes of yours, and come and- 
make your reverence to the miftrefs of your thoughts,' 
who is juft at hand. And fo faying he advanced a 
little forward to meiet the country- wenches, and, 
alighting from Dapple, he laid hold of one of their 
afles by the halter, and bending both knees to the 
ground, he faid : Queen, princefs, and diitchefs of beau- 
ty, let your haughtinefs and greatnefs be pleafed to re* 
ceive into your grace and good-liking your captive 
knight, who ftands yonder turned into ftone, in total- 
diforder, and without any pulfe, to find himfelf before 
your magnificent prefence. I am Sancho Pan^a hit* 
^uire, and he is that forlorn knight Don ^ixofe it 
la Mancha^ otherwife called the knight of the forrow- 
jul figure. Don ^ixote had now placed himfelf on 
his knees clofe by Sancho, and, with fbring and di- 
fturbed eyes, looked wiftfully at her, whom Sancho 
called queen, and lady ; and as he faw nothing in her 
but a plain country-girl, and homely enough (for fhe 
was roond-Yliaged and flat-nofedj he was confounded 
*" and 
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and amazedy withoat daring to open his lips. The 
wenches too were afloni(hed to fee their companion 
flopped by two men, of fuch ^different afpeds, and 
both on their knees. But fhe, who was ftopped, broke 
iilence, and in an angry tone iaid :. get out of the 
road, and be hanged, and let us pafs hy, for we are in 
halle. To which Sancho made anfwer: O princefs, 
and univerfal lady of Tobofc^ does not your magni^- 
cent heart relent to fee, kneeling before your fublimat- 
ed prefence, the pillar and prop of knight-errantry ? 
Which one of the other two hearing, faid, (checking 
her beaft that was turning out of the way ') Look ye, 
how thefe iinall gentry come to make a jefl of us poor 
country -girls, as if we did notjknow how to give tiiem 
as good as they bring : get ye gone your way, and 
let us go ours, and fo fpeed you well. Rife, Sancho^ 
(aid Don ^ixote, hearing this ; for I now perceive,, 
that fortune, not yet fatisfied with a£liding me, has 
barred all the avenues whereby any relief might come 
to this wretched foql I bear about me in the fiefh. 
And thou, O extreme of all that is valuable, utmofl li< 
mit of all human gracefulnefs, fole remedy of this dif • 
confolate heart that adores thee, though now fome 
wicked enchanter perfecutes me, fpreadtng clouds and 
catarads over my eyes, and has to them, and them 
' only, changed and transformed thy peerlefs beauty and 
countenance into that of a poor country *wench ; if he 
has not converted mine alfo into t^at of fome goblin,. 
to render it abominable in your eyes, afford me one 
kind and amorous look, and let this fubmiflive poflure,. 
and thefe bended knees, before your difguifed beauty ,, 
tell you the humility wherewith my foul adores you. 
Marry come up, quoth the wench, with your idle 
gibberiih I get you gone, and let as go, and we ihali be 
obliged to you. Sancho moved off, and let her go, 
highly delighted that he was come off fo well with his 

contrivance. 

1 The original makes her ivj^fiandfiilly nvhilt leurr^ thy bide^ 
tny father -in 'lato^s afs ; which we are told, in the diftionaries, is 
a proverbial expreffion ufed by the peafants when they beat their 
wives, and is Bere fuppofed to be addseflad by the country-wejick 
t9 the afs upon which ihe rode* 
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contrivance. The imaginary Duldnea was fcarccly at 
liberty, when, pricking her beafl with a goad fhe had 
in a ftick, ihe began to fcour along the field ; and the 
afs, feeling the fmart more than ufiial, fell a kicking 
and wincing in fuch a manner, that down came the 
lady Dulcinea to the ground. Don ^ixote, feeing 
this, ran to help her up, and Sancho to adjuft the pan- 
nel that was got under the afs^s belly. The pannel be- 
ing righted, and Don fixate defirous to raife his en- 
chanted miflrefs in his arms, and fet her upon her 
palfrey, the lady, getting up from the ground, favcd 
him that trouble; for, retiring three or four ileps 
back, fhe took a little run, and, clapping both handtf 
upon the afs's crupper, jumped into the faddle lighter 
than a falcon, and feated herfelf aflride like a man» 
Whereupon Sancho faid : By faint Roque^ madam our 
mi^efs i^ lighter than a hawk, and able to teach the 
moft expert Cordovan or Mexican how to mount a la 
gineta : fhe fprings into the faddle at a jump, and, 
without the help of fpurs, makes her palfrey run 
like a wild afs ; and her damfels are as good at it 
as (he ; they all fly like the w^nd : and fo if really 
was; for Dulcinea being remounted, they all made 
after her, and fet a running, without looking behind 
them, for above half a league. Don ^^xote fol- 
lowed them, as far as he could, with his eyes, and, 
when they were out of fight, turning to Sancboy he 
faid : Sancbo, what think you ? how am I perfecuted 
by enchanters ! and take notice how far their malice^ 
and the grudge they bear me, extends, even to the de- 
priving me of the pleafure I ihould have had in feeing 
my miftrefs in her own proper form. Surely I was^ 
born to be an example to the unhappy, and the butt 
and mark at which all the arrows 6f ill fortune are 
aimed and levelled. And you mufl alfo obferve, San- 
cho, that thefe traitors were not contented with barely^ 
changing and transforming my Dulcinea, but they muft 
transform and metamorphofe her into the mean and 
deformed refemblance of that country- wench ; at the 
fame time robbing her of that^ which is peculiar to 

great 
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iingle knight-errant is of more worth than all the en* 
chancments and transformations of the eartfi. Peace, 
Sancbo^ anfwered Den ^tfixote, with no very faint 
voice; peace, I fay, and do not utter blafpbemies 
againft that enchanted lady, whofe difgrace and mif- 
fortune are owing to me alone, ilnce they proceed en- 
tirely from the envy the wicked bear to me. I fay 
fo too, anfwered Sancho : Who faw ber then and fees 
her now, his heart mail; melt with grief, I vow. Well 
may you fay fo, Sancbo^ replied Den ^uixote^ you, 
who faw her in th'e full luftre of her beauty i for the 
enchantment extended not to difturb your fight, nor to 
conteal her perfections from you : againft me alone, 
and againft my eyes, was the force of its poifon dired- 
ed. Nevertheless I have hit upon one thing, Samche, 
which is, that you did not give me a true defcription 
of her beauty : for, if I remember right, you faid her 
eyes were of pearl ; now eyes that^look like pearl are 
fieter for a feabream than a lady, I rather think Z>»A 
tinea % eyes nmft be of verdant emeralds arched over 
with two celeftial bows, that ferve for eye J>row8. 
Take therefore thofe pearls from her tyts^ and apply 
them to her teeth : for doubtlefs, Sancio, you miftook 
eyes for teeth. It may be fo, anfwered Sancbo ; for 
her beauty confounded me, as much as her deformity 
dnl your worOiip. But let us recommend all to god, 
who alone knows what fhall befal in this vale of tears, 
this evil world we have here, in which there is fcarce 
any thing to be found without fome mixture of ini« 
quity, impofture, or knavery. One thing, dear Sir, 
troubles me more than all the reft ; which is, to think* 
what means muft be ufed, when your worfbip fhall 
overcome fome giant, or fome other knight-errant, • 
and fend him to prefent himfelf before the beauty of 
the lady Dulcinea, Where fhall this poor giant, or 
the miferable vanquifhed knight, be able to find her ? 
Methinks I fee them iauntering up and down Tobo/e^ 
and looking about for my lady Dulcinea ; and though 
they ihould meet her in the middle of the ftreet, they 
will no more know her, than they would my father.

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Perhaps, Sancho^ anfwered Don ^uixote^ the enchant- 
ment may not extend To far as to conceal Dulcinta 
from the knowledge of the vanquiihed knights or 
giants, who (hall prefent themfelves before her ; and 
we will make the experiment upon one or two of the 
firft I overcome, and fend them with orders to return 
and give me an account of what happens with refpe^ 
to this bufinefs. I ixy^ Sir, replied Sancho^ that I 
mightily approve of what your worfhip has faid : for 
by this trial we ihall come to the knowledge of what 
we deiire ; and if ihe is concealed from your worfhip 
alone, the misfortune will be more yours than hers :

The 
cart was uncovered, and open to the fky, without awn* 
ing or wicker fides. The firfl figure, that prefented 
itfelf to Don ^ixotis eyes, was that of death itf^^f 
with a human vifage. Clofe by him fat an angel, wi(h 
large painted wings. On one fide flood an emperor, 
with a crovvn^ feemingly of gold, on his head. At 
death's feet fat the god called Cupid^ not blind-folded, 
but with his bow, quiver, and arrows. There was 
alfo a knight oompleatly armed, excepting only that 
he had no morrion, nor cafque, but a hat with a large 
. plume pf feathers of divers colours. With thefe came 
other perfons differing both in habits and counte- 
nances. All wiiich appearing of a fudden did in fome 
fort flartle Don ^ixou, and frighted Sancho to the 
heart. * But Don fixate prefently rejoiced at it, be- 
lieving it to be fome new and perilous adventure : and 
with this thought, and a courage prepared to encoun- 
ter any danger whatever, he planted himfelf juft be- 
fore the cart, and, with a loud menacing voice, faid :

That lad there a6ts death ; that other an angel ; yon- 
der woman, our author's wife, a queen ; that other a 
foldier ; he an emperor, and I a devil : and I am one 
of the principal perfonages of the drama i for in this 
company I have all the chief parts. U your worfhip 
would know any more of us, afk me, and I will an- 
fwer you moft punftually ; for, being a devil, I know 
every thing. Upon the faith of a knight-errant, an- 
fwered Don ^ixote, when I firft efpied this cart,' I 
imagined fome grand adventure offered itfelf ; and I 
fay now, that it is abfolutely neceflary, if one woukl 
be undeceived, to lay one's hand upon appearances. 
God be with you, good people; go, and ad your 
play, and, if there be any thing in which I may be 
of fervice to you, command me ; for I will do it rea- 
dily, and with a good will, having been, from my 
youth, a great admirer of mafques and theatrical re- 
prefentations. 

While they were thus engaged in difconrfe, fortune 
fo ordered it, that there came up one of the compa- 
ny, in an antick drefs, hung round with abundance 
of bells, and carrying at the end of a flick^ three 
blown ox-,bladders. This mafque, approaching Do» 
^ixote^ began to fence with the ftick, and to b^t the 
bladders againft the ground, jumping, and tinkling 
allhisbeUs: which horrid apparition fo Aartled Ra- 
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xlnante, that, taking the bit between his teeth, Don 
fixate not being able to hold him in, he fell a run- 
ning about the field a greater pace than the bones of 
his anatomy ever feemed to promife. Sancbo^ conii- 
dering the danger his mafter was in of getting a fa]l» 
leaped from DappU, and ran to help him : but by 
that time he was come up to him, he was already up- 
on the ground, and dofe by him Rozinante^ who fell 
together with his mafter, the ordinary end and up(hot 
of Rozinante*s frolicks and adventurings. But fcarce 
had Sancbo quitted his beafi, to aflift Don ^ixote^ 
when the bladder- dancing devil jumped upon DaffU^ 
and thumping him with the bladders, fear and the 
noife, more than the fmart, made him fly through the 
field toward the village, where they were going to ad. 
Sancbo beheld Dafpli% career, and his mafter's fall^ 
and did not know which of the two necefiities he 
ihould apply to firil : but, in (hort, like a good fquire 
and good fcrvant, the love he bore his mafter pre- 
vailed over his afFe'diion for his afs 5 though, every 
time he faw the bladders hoifted in the air, and &1I 
upon the buttocks of his Dapple^ they were to him fo 
many tort.ures and terrors of death, and he could have 
wilhed thofe blows had fallen on the apple of his own 
eyes, rather than on the lead hair of his afs*8 tail* 
In this perplexity and tribulation he came up to Don 
Quixote, who was in a much worfe plight than he could 
have wiihed, and helping him to get upon Rozinante^ he 
faid to him : Sir, the devil has run away with Dapple, 
What devil? demanded Don ^ixote. He with the 
bladders, anfwered Sancbo. I will recover him, replied 
Don ^ixote, though he (hoald hide him in the deepeft 
and darkeil dungeons of hell. Follow me^ Sancbo; for 
the cart can march but flowly , and the mules ihall make 
fatisfadiion for the lofs of Dapple, There is no need, 
anfwered Sancbo^ to make fuch hafte: moderate your 
anger. Sir; for the devil, I think, has already abandoned 
Dapple^ and is gone his way. And fo it was; for the 
devil, having fallen wiih Dapple^ in imitation of Dom 
^ixote and Rozinante^ trudged on foot toward th0 
town, and the afs turned back to his mafter. Nevei"- 

theleis. 
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thclefs, faid Don ^ixote^ it will not be amifs to cha- 
ftife the unmanneninefs of this devil at the expence of 
fomc of his company, though it were the empercir 
himfelf. Good your worfhip, quoth Sanchoy never 
think of it, but take my advice, which is, never to 
meddle with players ; for they are a people mightily 
beloved. I have feen a player taken up tor two mur- 
thers, and get off fcot-free. Your worfliip mufl know, 
that, as they are merry folks, and give pleafure, all 
people favour them ; every body proteds, aMs, an^ 
efteems them, and efpecially if they are of his majcfty's 
company of comedians, or that of fome grandee, all 
or moft of whom, in their manner and garb, look 
like any princes. For all that, anfwered Don ^ixoU, 
that farcical devil fliall not efcape me, nor have caufe 
to brag, though all human kind favoured him. And 
fo faying, he rode after the cart, which was by this 
time got very near the town, and calling aloud he 
faid : Hold, ftop a little, merry Sirs, and let me teach 
you how to treat afles and cattle, which ferve to mount 
the fquires of knights- errant. Don ^ixote\ cries were 
fo loud, that the players heard him, and, judging of 
his defign by his words, in an inftant out jumped 
death, and after him the emperor, the carter-devil, 
and the angel ; nor did the queen, or the god Cupid, 
ftay behind ; and all of them, taking up ftones, ranged 
themfelves in battle-array, waiting to receive Dm 
fixate at the points of their pebbles. Don ^ixote 
feeing them polled in fuch order, and fo formidable 
a battalion, with arms up-lifted, ready to difchargca 
ponderous volley of ftones, checked Rozinante with 
the bridle, and fet himfelf to confider how he might 
attack them with leaft danger to his perfon. While 
Jie delayed, Sancbo came up, and, feeing him in a po- 
fture of attacking that well formed brigade, he laid 
to him : It is mere madnefs, Sir, to attempt fuch an 
cnterprife : pray, confider, dear Sir, there is no fen- 
cing againft a flail, nor defenfive armour againft ftones 
j^nd brick-bats, unlefs it be thrufting one's felf into a 
>cJl of brafs. Confider alfo, that it is rather raflmcls 
than courage, for one xnan alone to encounter an ar- 
my* 
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my^ where death i» preienc, and where emperors figkt - 
in person, and are alMed by good and oad aogeb. 
Bat a this coniidaation does not prerail with yoa to 
be quiets be aiTared, that, amon^all th(^, who ftand 
there^ though th^ appear to be princes, kings, and 
emperors, there is not one knight-errant. Now in- 
deed, £iid Dm ^xote, you have hit the point, Sam* 
cha, which only can, and muft, make me change my 
determinate refohition. I neither can, nor ought to . 
dtaw my Tword, as I have often told yon, againft any . 
who are not dubbed knights. To you it belongs,. 
Saneho^ to revenge the affront offiered to your DAfpk ; 
and I fr<Mn hence will encourage and affift you witk. 
my voice, and with ialatary in^^ons. There is no 
need. Sir, to be revenged on any bodp» anfwered, 
Softchoi for good chriftiaas' (hould not take revenge ^ 
foe injuries : befides, I will fettle it with my afs co 
fubmic the iiyury done him to my will, which i;, to 
live peaceably all the days that heaven ihall give me 
of life. Since this is your refoludon, good SoMcJbop 
dilcreet Sancho, chriftian Sancbo^ and pure Sawbo^ re* 
plied Don ^uixoff, let us leave thefe phantoms, and 
feek better and' more fub&antial adventures : for this 
country, I iee, is l^e to afford us many and very ex- 
traordinary ones. Then he wheeled Risdnantt about : 
Smadbo'took his DafpU : death and all his flying fqua- 
dronr returned to their cart, and purfued their way. 
And^thif was the happy condu&on of the terrible ad^ 
vcntosei^ofdeath^s cart; thanks to the wholfome ad!- 
viteSancho Pa0tfa gave his mafter, to whom, the day 
f(dlowing, there fell out an adventure, no lefs fur« 
prizing than the former, with an enamoured knight- 
errant. 

CHAP. xn. 

Ofthifirangi adventure^ 'which heftl the 'va/orous Don 
QlijtO^ wiih thi hraw knight tf thi looking-glajjes, 

ON ^IXOTE and hisfijuire paflTed the night, 

enfuing the rencounter with death,, under fome 
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lofty and fliady trees. Don ^ixofe^ at Sarj<:hc'*s per* 
faafion, refrelhed himfelf with fome of the provifions 
carried by Dafflt j and, during fupper, Sancbo faid to 
his mailer : Sir, what a fool (hould I have been, had 
I chofen, as a reward for my good news, the fpoils of 
the firft adventure your worfhip ftiouW atchievc, before 
the three afs-colts ! Verily, verily, A fparrow in the 
hand is better than a vulture upon the wing. How- 
eVer, Sambo, anfwered Don ^ixote^ had you fuffered 
me to give the onfet, as I had a mind to do, your 
fhare of the booty would at leall have been the empe- 
ror's crown of gold, and Cufid*s painted wings ; for I 
woald have plucked them off againft the grain» and 
put them into your pofTeffion. The crowns and fcep* 
ters of your theatrical emperors, anfwered Sancbo^ ne- 
vier were of pure gold, but of tinfel, or copper. It 
IS true, replied Don ^ixote 5 nor would it be fit, that 
the decorations of a play fliould be real, biit counter- 
ftit, and meer fhew, as comedy It felf is, which I 
would have you value and take into favoar, and con- 
fequently the a6lors and authors 3 for they are all in* 
flfuments of much benefit to the common- weal, fettkig 
at every ftep a looking -glafs before oar 'eyes, in which 
we fee very lively reprefentations of the anions. of hu- 
man life : and there are no comparifons, which more 
truly prefent to us what we are, and what we fhonki 
be, than comedy and -comedians. Tell me, have yoa 
not feen a play adted, in which kings, emperors,^popes, 
lords, and ladies are introduced, befides divers other 
p^fonages: one ads the pimp, another the chea^ .» 
this the merchant, that the foldier, one a defigning 
fool, another a foolilh lover ; and when the play is 
done, and the adors undrefied, they are all again npoa 
a level ? Yes, marry, have I, quoth Sancbo, Why^ 
the very fame things (aid Den ^uixotey- happens on the 
ftage of this world, whereon fome play the part of 
emperors, others of popes ; in Aort, all the parts that 
can be introduced in a comedy. But in the <oncla- 
fion, that Is, at the end of our life, death ftrips us of 
aH the robes, which made the difference, and we re- 
main . 
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3 siain upon the kvd and equal in the grave. A brave 
comporifon, qooth Sancbo^ but not To new (for I have 
beard it many and different times) as that of the game 
at chels i in which, while the game lafb, tvery piece 
has its particular office, and, when cbe game is ended* 
they are all huddled together, mixed, and put into a 
bag, which is for all the world like being burjf d af- 
ter we are dead. Sanebo^ faid Don ^ixvte^ you are 
every <iay growing lefs iimple and more difcreet. And 
good reafon why, anfwered Sancho ; for Tome of your ^ 
worihip's difcretion mud needs fUck tp me, as lands* 
that in themfelves are barren and dry, by dunging and 
cultivating come to bear good fruit. My mcaniifg is, 
that your worlhip's converfation has been the dung 
laid upon the barren foil of my dry underftanding, and 
the ctdtivation has been.the time I have been in your 
(ervice, and in your company ; and by chat I hope to 
. produce fruit like any bleffing, and fuch as will not 
difparage or deviate from the ieeds of good -breeding, 
wlMch your worfhip has (own in my fhallow under- 
ibuiding. Don ^ixott fmiled at Sanchai's affefted 
fpeeches, that appearing to him to be true, which he 
had faid qf his improvement : for every now and thea 
he furprized - him by his manner of talking j though 
always, or for the moft part, when Sancho would ci- 
pher {jpe^k in contradidion to, or in imitation of, the 
courtier, he ended his difcourfe with falling headlong 
from the height of his fimplicity into the depth of his 
ignorance ; and that, in which he moft difplayed his 
elegance and memory, was, his bringing in proverbs, 
whether to , the purpofe or not of what he was dif- 
^ouriing about, as may be feen and obferved through- 
out the progrefs of this hiftory. 

In thd*e and other difcourfes they fpent great part 
of the night, and Sancho had a mind to let down the 
p^rtcullices of his eyes, as he.ufed to fay when he was 
inclined to fleep : and fo unrigging Dapple he turned 
him loofe into abundant pafture. But he did not take 
off the faddle from Roz,inante s back, it being the ex- 
prefs comniand of his mafter that he fhould continue 
G 2 . faddled. 
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. faddled, all tho time they kept tlie 6eld, or did not 
deep ander a roof: for it was an ancient ellablifhedl 
cuflom, and religioufly obferved among knights-errant, 
to take off the bridle, and hang it at the pommel of 
the faddle ; but by no means to take off the faddle. 
Sancbo obferved this rule, and gave Roa^inante the fame 
liberty he had given Dapple ; the friendlhip of which 
pair was fo fingular and reciprocal, that there is a tra* 
aition handed down from &ther to fon, that the aa* 
thor of this faithful hiftory compiled particular chap- 
ters upon that fobjed : but,^ to prieferve the* decencjr 
and decorum due* to fo heroic an hiftory, he would not 
infert them ; though fometimes, waving this precaa« 
tion, he writes, that, as foon as the two beafts came 
together, they would fall to fcratching one another 
with their teeth, and when they were tired, or fatif- 
ficd, Roxinante would ftretch his neck at leaft half a 
yard acrofs Dapple^s, and both, fixing their eyes at- 
tentively on the ground, would ftand three days in that 
manner, at leaft fo long as they were let alone, or 'till 
hunger compelled them to feek fome food, it is re- 
ported, I fay, that the author had compared tlieir 
frienddiip to that of Ni/us and Em^ahiy or that of 
Fylades and Orefies % whence it may appear, to the ad- 
miration of all people, how firm the friendlhip of thefe 
two peaceable animals muft have been ; to the ihame 
of men, who fo little know how to preferve the rule$ 
of friendlhip towards one another. Hence the fky- 
ings, A friend cannot find a friend ; Reeds become 
darts ; and (as the poet fings) From a friend to a friend| 
ihe bug, &fr. * ' Let no one think, that the author 
was at all out of the way, when he compared the 
friendlhip' of thefe am'mals to that of men : for men 
have received divers wholfome inftrudtions, and many 
ItiTons of importance, from beafts ; fuch as the clyOad 
from ftorks, the vomit and gratitude from dogs, vigi- 
lance from craned, induftry from ants, modefty from 
elephants, and fidelity from horfes.

I The author here quptes either the beginning of fome old fong, 
•r of fome well-known proverb, the remainder of which we caa^ 
■ot fupply, and confequently cannot compleat the fenie* 
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At lei^th Sitncbo fell aileep at the foot of a cork- 
tree, and Don ^ixote flambered under an oak. But 
it was not long before he was awaked by a noife be- 
iund him ; and fiarting up, he began to look about» 
and to Men from whence the noife came. Prefentljr 
he perceired two men on horfeback, one of whon^ 
diimoanting faid to the other : Alight, friend, and 
onbridle the horfes ; for this place feeros as if it would 
afford them pafture enough^ and me that filence and 
folitade my amorous thoughts need fo much. The 
ikying this, and laying himfelf along On the ground, 
were both in one inftanc, and, at throwing himfelf 
down, his armour made a rattling noife : a manifeft 
token^ from whence Don ^ixote concluded he muft . 
be a knight- errant : ^nd going to Sancho^ who was 
fail aileep, he pulled hiin by die arm, and having with 
fome difficulty waked ^ him, he faid to him, with a 
low voice: brother Sancbo^ we have an adventuri?. 
God fend it be a gn^od one, ai^wered Sancho^ and, 
pray. Sir, where may her lady fhip madam adventure 
be ? Where,. Sancho ? replied Don Quixote j turn your 
eyes, and look, and you will fee a knight-errant lying 
along, who, to iny thoughts, does not feem to be over- 
pleaicxi ; for I faw him throw hiinielf off his horfe, 
and&vtch himiiHf on the ground, with ibme iigns of 
diicontent ; sind hiis ahnour rattled as he fell. But by 
.^h^t do you, gather, qjnoth Sancho^ that this is an ad- 
Venture ? I will not fay, anfwercd Don fixate, that 
this is altogether an adventure, but an introduction to 
one ; for adventures ufually begin thus. But hearken ; 
for methinks he is tuning a lute of ferae fort or other, 
^d by his fpitting and clearing his pipes he ihould be 
preparing himfelf to fing. In good faith, fo it is, an- 
Iwered SancJbd, and he mull be fome knight or other 
in love. There is no knight- errant but is fo, quoth 
Don ^ixote : and let us liften to him i for by the 
thread we (hall guefs at the bottom of his thoughts, if 
he fings : for out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth fpeaketh. Sancho would have replied to his 
mafter ; but the knight of the wood's voice, which 
. G 3 was 
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was neither very bad nor very good, hindered him, 
and, while they both flood amazed, they heard thai 
what he fang was this*

With a deep Ah, fetched, as it Teemed, from the very 
bottom of his heart, the knight of the wood ended his 
fong; and, after fome paufe, with a mournful and 
complaining voice, he faid : O the moft beautiful and 
moft ungrateful woman of the world \ is it then po&» 
bJe, Cafildea de Vandalia, that you Ihould fuffer this 
your captive knight to confuine and pine away in con- 
tinual travels, and in rough and laborious toils ? Is it 
not enough, that I have caufed you to be acknowledg- 
ed the moft confummate beauty in the world, by aU 
the knights of Navarre^ all thofe of Leon, aU the An^

But it was not fo ; for the knight, over- 
hearing fomebody talk near him, proceeded no farther 
in his lamentation, but Hood up, and faid, with an 
audible and courteous voice : Who goes there ? what 
are ye ? of the number of the happy, or of the afflict- 
ed ? Of the aiflidted, anfwered Don ^ixote. Come hi- 
ther to me then, anfwered the knight of the wood, and 
make account you come tomorrow and afflidion it felf.

From what you fung jufl now I gathered, that yours 
are of the amorous kind ; I mean, occafioiied by the 
love you bear to that ungrateful fair you named m 
your complaint. Whilll they were thus diicourfing, 
they fat down together upon the hard ground, very 
peaceably and fociably, a& if, at day -breaks they were 
not to break one another's heads. Peradvcnture you 
are in love, fir knight, faid he of the wood to Don 
^ixote. By misadventure 1 am, anfwered Don ^ix- 
ote i though the mifchicfs urifing from well-placed af- 
fedions ought rather to be accounted bleifings than 
difailers. That is true, replied he of the wood, fup- 
pofing that dii'dains did not difturb our reafon and uu- 
derftanding ; but when they are many, they feem to 
have the nature of revenge.

He is, replied Don Quixote, I never in my life faw 
a fquire, replied the knight of the wood, who durft 
jprefume to^talk, wher« his lord was talking : at leaft 
jonder Hands mine, as tall as his father, and it cannot 
be proved, that he ever opened his lips where I was 
fpeaking. In faith, quoth Sancbo^ I have talked, and 
<an talki before one as good as— and perhaps,— but 
let that reft ; for the more you ftir it— The knight of 
the wood's fquirje took Sancho by the arm, and (aid : 
Let us two go where we may talk by ourfelves^ la 
fquire like diicourfe, all we have a mind to, and leave 
thefe mailers of ours to have their bellies full of re- 
lating the hiftories of their loves to each other : for I 
warrant they will not have done before to-morrow 
. morning. With all my heart, quoth Sancho^ and I 
will tell you who I am, that' you may fee whether I 
am fie to make one among the moft talkative fquires.

All this may be endured, quoth 
he of the wood, with the hopes we entertain of the 
reward : for if the knight-errant, whom a fquire fenres, 
is not over and above unlucky, |ie muft, in a fliort 
time, £nd himfelf recompenfed, at leaft, with a hand- 
fome government of fome ifland, or fome pretty earl- 
dom. I, replied Sanc&o, have already told my ma- 
^er, that I mould be ^tisfied with the government of 
any iiland ; and he is fo noble and fo generous, that 
he has promifed it me a thoufand times. 1, faid he of 
the wood, ihould think my felf amply rewarded for 
all niy fervices with a canonry, and my ma(ler has al- 
ready ordered me one. Why then, quoth Sancho^ be- 
like your mailer is a knight in the eccleiiaftical way, 
and fo has it in his power to beftow thefe fort of re- 
wards on his faithful fquires : but mine is a meer lay* 
man j though I remember fome difcreet perfons (but 
in my opinion with no very good defign) advifed him 
to endeavour to be an archbifhop : but he rejedcd 
their counfel, and would be nothing but an emperor.' 
1 trembled all the while, left he (hould take it into hit 
I^ead to be of the church, becaufe I am not qualified 
to hold ecclefiafUcal preferments ; and, to fay the 
truth, fir, though I look like a man, I am a very beaft 
in church matters. Truly, your worfhip is under a 
great miflake, quoth he of the wood j for your infu- 
lary governments' are not all of them fo inviting : 
Ibmc are crabbed, fome poor, and fome unpleafant ;

Perhaps, fir, you will take for a joke 
the price I fet upon my Dapple^ for dapple is the co^ 
lour of my afs. And then I cannot want grey -hoands, 
our town being over-ftocked with them : befides, 
fpoxting is the more, pleafant, when it is at other peo- 
^e's charge. Really and truly, Signor fquirc, an- 
fwered h6 of the wood, I have refolved and deter- 
mined with my felf to quit the frolicks of thefe knights- 
errant, and to get me home again to our village, and 
bring up my children; for 1 have three, like three 
oriental pearls. And I have two, quoth Sancbo, fit 
to be prefented to the pope himfelf in perfon, and ef- 
pecially a girl, that I am breeding up for a countefs, 
if it pleafe god, in fpite of her mother. And, pray, 
what may be the age of the young lady you are breed- 
ing up for a countefs ? demanded he of the wi^od. 
Fifteen years, or thereabouts, anfwered ^^wr/^a .• but 
ihe i3 as tall as a launce, as frefh as an ^r/Amorning, 
and as flrong as a porter. Thefe are qualifications, 
faid he of the wood, not only for a countefs, but for 
a nymph of thQ green grove. Ah the whorefon young 
Hut f how buxome mult the jade be \ To which Sam* 
cho anfwered fomewhat angrily ; ihe is no whore, nor 
was her mother one before her, nor fhall either of 
them be fo, god willing, whilft I live. And, pray, 
fpeak more civilly ; for fuch language is tmbecoming 
a perfon educated, as your worlhip has been, among 
knights- errant, who are courtefy it felf. How little 
does your worihip, Signor fquire, underfland what be* 
longs to praifing, quotii he of the wood : what f do 
you hot know, that when fome knight, at a buU-feaf^ 
gives the bull a home thruH with his launce, or when 
any one does a thing well> the common-people ufnal- 
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ly cry ; how cleverly the Ton of a whore did it ! and 
what (ccms to carry reproach with it, is indeed a 
notable commendation ? I would have you renounce 
thofe fons or daughters, whofe actions do not render 
their parents deferving of praife in that fafhion. I 
do renounce them, anlwered Sancbo; and in this fenfe, 
and by this fame rule, if you mean no otherwife, yoa 
may call my wife and children aQ the whores and* 
bawds you pleafe ; for all they do or fay arc perfec- 
tions worthy of fuch praifes : and, that I may return 
and fee them again, I beieech god to deliver me from 
mortal fin, that is, from this dangerous profeflion of 
a fquire, into which I have run a fecond time, en- 
ticed and deluded by a purfe of a hundred ducats^ 
which I found one day in the midft of the fable moun* 
tain ; and the devil is continually fetting before my 
eyes, here and there, and every where, a bag full of 
gold pifloles, fo that methinks, at ercry ftep, I am 
laying my hand upon it,* embracing it, and carrying it . 
home, buying lands, fettling rents, and living like a 
prince : and all the while this runs in my head, all 
the toils I undergo with this fool my matter, who to 
my knowledge is more of the madman than of the 
knight; become fupportable and eafy to me. For this 
reafon, anfwcred he of the wood, it is faid, that co- 
▼etoufnefs burils the bag : and now yoa talk of mad- 
men, there is not a greater in the world than my ma- 
fter, who is one of thofe meant by the faying, Otbef 
folks burtl^ns break the afs*s back : for, that another 
knight may recover his wits, he lofes his own, and is 
fearching after that, which, when found, may chance 
to hit him in the teeth. By the way, is he in love f 
demanded Sancho,, Yes, quoth he of the wood, with 
one Cafildea de Vandalia^ one of the moft whim^caf 
blames in the world. But that fs not the foot he halts 
on at prefent : he has fome other crotchets of more 
confequence in his pate, and we (hall hear more of them 
anon '. There is no road fo even, replied Sancho^ but 
it has fome ftumblinz places or rubs in it : In o^her 
folks houses they boil beans, but in mine whole ket-.. 

ties- 
I Aixnallhintof whitistobcapeaed from thi* knight. 
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ties-full : Madnefs win have more followers tlmn dif^ 
gretion. But if the common laying be true, that *dt 
fome relief to have partners in grief, I may comfort 
my felf with your worftiip, who ferve a mailer as 
crack-brained as my own. Crack-brained, bat valiant, 
^nCwextd he of the wood, and more knaviih, than 
cr^ck-brained, or valiant. Mine is not fo, anfwered 
Sancbo : I can afiure you, he has nothing of the knave 
in him i on the contrary he has a foul as dull as a 
pitcher i knows not how to do ill to any, but good to 
mil ; bears ho malice ; a child may peifuade him it is 
ni^t at, noon-day : and for this fimplicity I love him 
as mv life,^ and cannot find in my heart to leave him, 
let hmi commit never fo many extravagancies. For 
^1 that, brother and Signer, quoth he of the wood, 
U the blind lead the blind, b^h are in danger of fkll- 
^giqto the ditch. We had better turn us fairly aboat, 
and go back to our hovels; /or they, who feek ad» 
' yentures, do not always meet with good ones. 

Hjre Sancbo beginning to fpit every now and then, 
^nd vey-y dry, the fquire of the wood, who faw and 
obferyed it, faid: Methinks, we have talked 'till 
our tongues cleave to the roofs of our mouths : but 
i have brought, hanging* at my faddle-bow, that 
which lyill loofen them : and rifing up, he foon re- 
turned with a large bottle of wine, and a pafty half 
. a yard long : and this is no exaggeration ; for it was 
of a tame rabbit, fo large, that Sancbo, at lifting it, 
tkought verily it muft contain a whole goat, or at 
leaft a large kid* Sancbo, viewing i^ faid : And does 
your wor&ip carry all this about with you? Why, 
yhat did you think? anfwered the other: do yoa 
take me for fome holyday-i^uite ' ?

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fiid : Yoar woHhip is indeed a fqinre, tnifty and loy- 
al, wsmting for nothing, nu^fioent, and great, u 
this banqu^ demooftrates (which if it cam^ not hither 
by enchantment, at kaft it looks Idee it) and not as I 
aan, a poor unfortanate wretch, who haire nothing m 
xnywaUetbut a piece ofchee^ and that.fo hard, 
&at 70a may knock out a giant's brains . with tt« and» 
to bear it company, four doaen of carobes ', and as 
many liazel-nats and wahuts ; thaiJLs to my mafter*s 
^ngineis, and to the opinion he has, and the order he 
obferves, that knights-errant ought to ^k4d and diet 
themfelves only upon dried fruits and wild £dlads« By 
my faith, brother, replied he of the wood, I haVe no 
fiomach for your wild pears, nor your fivee( thilHee, 
nor your mountain roots : let our matters littre hoft 
them, with their opinions and laws of chivalry, ;ind 
let them eat what they commend. I carry cold meats, 
and this bottle hanging at my faddle^pummel, hi^pen 
what will ; and fuch a reverence I hare for it^ and fo 
much' I love it, that few minutes pais but I give it 
a thou&nd kifles, and a thoi:dand hugsl And fo 
(aying, he put it into Suftcho^B hand, who, grafping 
and fetting it to his ihotith; ^ood gazing at the ^rs 
for a quarter of an hour : and, having done drinlcing, 
he let fall his head on onefidr, and, fetching a deep 
%h, Md : O whordbn rOgoe I how catholic it is I 
You fee now, quoth he of the wood, hearing Sancho'u 
^mborefon^ how you have commended this wine in cai* 
lipg it whorefon. I confe(^ my error, aidWered S/in* 
cho^ and fee plainly, that it is nodiforeditto any body 
to be called Ton of a whore, when it comes nnd<r the 
notion ofpraMng. But tell me. Sir, by the life of 
him yoo^ove beft, is not this wine oi Ciudad Real ? . 
You have a diftinguifhing palate^ anfwered he of the 
wood : it is of no other growth, and beiides'has foiQe 
years over its head. Truft me fov that, (^Mii^Mcio : 
depend upon it, I always bit right, and gueis :4he 
kind. But is it not ftrange, Signor fquire, that I (hould 
have fo great and natural an inflind in the bufinefs of 

knowing,

{reca or ripe is baift, but fweet and pleafant when it is dried, 
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knowing wines, that, let me but fmell' to any, I hit 
upon the country, the kind, the flavour, and how long 
it will keep, how many changes it will undergo, with 
all other circumdances appertaining to wines ? But no 
wonder ; for I have had in my family, by the father's 
fide, the two mofb exquifite tafters, that La Mancha 
has known for many ages i for proof whereof there 
happened to them what I am going to relate. To 
each of them was given a tafte of a certain hogftiead, 
. and their opinion afked of the condition, quality, good- 
nefs, or badnefs of the wine. The one tried it with 
the tip of his tongue- ; the other only put his nofe to 
it. The-firft faid, the wine favoured of iron ; the fe- 
cond faid, it had rather a tang of goat's leather.- The 
vintner protefted, the veiTel was clean, and the wine 
neat, io that it could not tafte either of iron or leather. 
Notwithftanding this, the two famous tafters ftood po- 
iitively to what they had faid. Time went on j the 
wine wa$ fold off, and, at rincing the hogfhead, there 
was found in it a fmall key hanging to a leaihe/n 
thong.

In fine, the two good fquires talked and drank To 
much, that it was high time ileep ihould tie their 
tongues, and allay their thirft, for to quench it was 
impoilible : and thus both of them, keeping fail hold 
of the almoil empty bottle, with their meat hMf chew- 
ed, fell ^ft afleep ; where we will leave them at pre- 
fent, to 'relate what pafTed between xkt knight of the

CHAP.

In ^whicb -is continued the^ nd^entun •/ tbf koight of 
the wpod. 

AMONG ftindry dircoorfcs, which pafled between 
Don ^ix0ti and the inigJkt of $b* 'wood, the hif- 
tory tells us, that he of the woodfaid to Don ^xoit ; 
In fbort. Sir knight, I would have you to know, that 
my deftiny, or rather my choice, led me to hl\ in 
love with the peerlefs Cafildta de Vandalia. Peerlefi 
I call her, both on account of her ftature, and the ex- 
cellehcy of her ilate and beauty. This fame CaJUdea 
then, I am fpeaking of, repaid my honourable thoughts 
and virtuous defires by employing me, as Hercules was 
by his ftepmother.

this day living, and that I am the moft valiant and tbf 
inoft completely enamoured knigl^t in the world. Iq 
obedience to which command, I have a^e^y traverf- 
ed the greateft part of Spam, knd have vanqiifihed di» 
vers knights, who have dared to cofi^radid a^. But 
What X am moft proud of, and. value n^feJf inoH upon, 
Is the having vanquiibed in fingle combat the fo re- 
nowned knight Don ^i^cote de la Mancka^ and madd 
himconfefs, that my Cafil^ea^L more beautiful thao 
his Du/cinea : and I make, accouitt, thati in tbis con« 
queft alone, I have vanqui^ed. all the knight^ mi the 
World 5 for that very Dm ^htott I fpeak of has co^- 
quefed them all, and, i having, overcofi^ l^iii) hk 
glory, his feme, and his Jionour are transferred aa4 
paffed over to my pcrfon^ ibr the victor's renown rUes 
in proportion to that of the vanqoiihed : fo that the 
innamerable exploits of the'ifaid honu^ixfU are al: 
ready mine, ai^ placed t!0 my aco6uot^ 
' Don ^ixoti was andazed to beajc i\it.. kpight cf tk$, 
^ahod, and was ready a thouiknd times ito rgive bim the 
tye, vMTou lyt was at tbetip of ihii toi^e: :but he 
reftrained himfelf the beft he ccwld, in order |o make 
him confeis the lye with his <mii^Q(ioiith'» and there* 
fbre hefaid^cry calmly: Sir knight,, thtt ypu may 
feftve'vanquifliedmoilof the knigfttti^errant <of Spmu^ 
ytiy and of the whole workl, I WHlmoii dKpH^ I but 
that you have conquered Dom fixate dt la M^inha, I 
fomewhat doubt : it - might tn(ked< be fomebody re* 
fabling him^ thongh there are very few fuch» Why 
nbt ? replied he of the wood : by the canopy of hea- 
ven, I fought, with Don^ ^ixote^ vanquifhed him, 
and made him fubmit ; by the lame token' that he is 
tall of ilatare^ dUo^vifagedj. upright-bodied, robuil- 

limbedj

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limbed, gnzle-h^ed, hawk-nofed, with large, black 
mafbchoes : he gives himfelf the name of the Anight of 
the forronjoful figure : bis fqaire is a country &tlow 
called Sancbo Fanqa : he opprefies the back, and go- 
verns the reins, of a ^stmous fteed called RosUnante : in a 
wor(l he has for the miftrefs of his thoughts one />»/- 
tinea del ToBofo,. fometime called Aldanza Lorenzo ; in 
^e maimer as mine, who, becaufe her name was Ca- 
JUdea^ and being of Jndalnfia^ is now diftinguiflied 
by the name of Cafildea de Fandalia, If all thefe 
tokens are not fufiicient to prove the truth of what I 
iky, here is my fword. Which fhall make incredulity 
itfelf believe it. Be not in a paiTion, Sir knight, faid 
Dan ^ixote^ and hear what I have to fay. You are 
to know, that this Don ^ixote^ you fpeak of, is the 
d^eft friend I have in the« WOTld, in(bmuch that I 
aay fay he is as it were my y^tj felf j and by the to- 
kens and marks you have given of him, .fo exad and 
fo precife, I cannot but think it muft be he himfelf 
that you have fubdued. On the other fide, I fee with 
my eyes, and feel with my hands, that it cannot be 
the fame, unlefs it be, that, having many enchanters 
his enemies (one efpecially, who is continually perfe- 
eating him) feme one or other of them may have a(^ 
fumed his (hape, and fufFered himfelf to be vanquifced^ 
in order to defraud him of the fame his exalted feats of 
chhrairy have acquired, over the face of the whole • 
earth. And, for confirmation hereof, you muft know, 
that thefe enchanters his enemies, bat two days ago, 
transformed the figure and perfon of the beautiful />«/- 
cinea del Tobofo into thofe of a dirty, mean, country 
wench j and m like manner they muft have transfomu 
«d Don Quixote, • And if all this be not fufiicient to 
jaftify this truth, here ftands Don fixate himfelf, 
ready to maintain it by force of arms,, on foot, or on 
horfcback, or in whatever inanner you pleafe. And 
fo faying, he rofe up, and, gracing, his fword, ex- 
pected what reiblution the knight of the *wood would 
take : who very calmly anfwercd, and faid : A good 
paymafter is in pain for no pawn: he, who could onck 
'vanquifti you, Siginor Don ^ixote, when you were 

trauftformed 
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transformed, may well hope to make you yield ht 
your own proper perfon. But as knights- errant iboo]^ 
by no means do their feats of arms in the dark, liik^ 
robbers aiid ruffians, let us wait for day -light, chat t&e 
fun may be witnefs of our exploits : and the conditkui 
of our combat fhall be, that the conquered ihall be ear 
tirely at the mercy and difpofal of the conqueror, to 
do with him whatever he pleafes, provided alwajrs^ 
that he command nothing but what a knight may with 
honour fubmit to. I am entirely fatisfied with this 
condition and compad, anfwered Don ^ixpte ; and 
hereupon they both went to look for their fquires, 
whom they found fnoring in the very fame poflure in 
which deep had feized tiiem. They awaked them, aii4 
ordered them to get ready their fteeds ; for, at fun- 
rife, they were to engage in a bloody and unparattel- 
led fingle combat. At which news Sancbo was tHua- 
der druck, and ready to fwoon, in dread of his maf- 
tcr's fafety, 'from what he "had heard the fquire of the 
wood tell of his matter's valour.

are at ic» yet wUl I not comply with it, but rather 
pay the penahy impofed apon {iich peaceable iquixes ; 
which I dare £ty cannot be above a couple of 
poonds of white wax '^ and I will rather pay them ; 
for I know they wHl co£t me lefs than the money I 
fliall fp^id in tenu to get my head cured, which I al • 
ready reckon 35 ^ut and divided in twain. Beiides« 
another thing which makes it impofiible for me to fights 
is, my having no iword; for I never wore one in my 
Hfe. I know a remedy for that, ikid he of the wood : 
I have here a couple of linen bags of the fame fizc ; 
you ihaU take one, and I the other, and we will have 
a boot at bag-blows with equal weapons. With all 
myi heart, aniwered San<boi for fuch a battle will 
rather duft our jackets, than wound our peribns. It 
aoft not be quite fo neither, replied the other : for, 
left . the wind fhoold blow them aiide,. we muft put in 
them half a dozen clean and fmooth pebbles, of equal 
weight; and thus we taay bru(h one another without 
nrach harm or damage. Body of my father ! anfwered 
S^mcbo^ what (able fur, what bottoms of carded cotton, 
he puts into the bags,.that we may not break our nod- 
dles, nor beat our bones to powder 1 But though they 
ihotthl be filled with balls of raw filk, be it known to 
you. Sir, I (hall not £ght; let our mailers £ght, and 
hear of it in another world, and let us drink and live ; 
for tinae takes care to take away our lives, without our 
ieeking new appeutcs«to dellray them, before their 
reach their appointed term and feafon, and drop with 
ripenefs. For ail that, replied he of the wood, we 
ffiuft hght, if it be but for half an hour. No, no, 
anfwered Sancb9^ I fliall not be fo difcourteous, nor fo 
ungrateful, as to have any quafrel at aU,.bc it never fo 
little, with a gentleman,, after haying eat of his bread, 
and diank of his drink : befides, who the devil can fct 
about dry fighting,, without anger, and without pro- 
vocation ?

cudgel, and, before your wdHMp reaches me to. awar 
' "ken my choler, I win bafllnado yours, ib fiMmd afleep, 
that it (hall never awake more but i» anothet woridr 
where it is well known I am not k man to ktan^ body 
. handle my face; and let every one sake hoed to tte 
, an-ow : thougli tht fafc^ w^ vfiCfM^ be ion eack jina 
'to let his choler Heep; for no bobr. knows .wha£ ^ia 
another, and fome people go otit m ,wool, aadic<aie 
home ihom themfelves; ami god- in aH tiines ble^fal 
the peace«>niakers, and cud^ thepeaoe-lureaktts; fas 
if a cat, purfued, and pent inaroom,andJiaixl.pafe to 
it, turns into tt Ikm, god knows what I that a^aaoMo- 
may turn into^ and therefore -from henceforward li 
intimate to yotir worihip, Signoriqatce,. that all. dte 
damage and mifchidF, th^ (haS-reftdt i&oin^mr qai|mlr 
inuft be placed to^ your i(5eoam. It is well^ fqplifed 
heof ihe wood; gbd fend us ^y -light, and'vtfeAifi 
fee what will come erf it. ► - 

And now a thoufandibrts of enamelkd birds begste 
to chirp in the trees, and in variety of joyous foi^ 
feemed to give the good*-6iorrow, and fklate the 
blooming Auroroy who beg^ now to di&ovcr, the 
1}eauty of her face through the gates and balconies of 
the eaft, fluking from her locks an infinite number of 
liquid pearls, and, in ^t delicious liquor^ bsUhing the 
herbs, which alfo feemed to fprout, and rain a kind of 
feed-pearl. At her approach the willows difblled fib- 
voury manna, the fountains fmiled, the brooks muc- 
mured, the woods were cheered,- and the meads were 
gilded.

Don ^txott viewed bis antagonift, and found he 
had his helmet on, and the bever down, fo Chat he 
could not fee his face : but he obibrved him to b; a- 
fqnare-made man, and not verjr tall. Over his armour 
he wore a kind of furtout, or loofe coat, feemingly of 
the fineft gold, befprinkled with fundry little moons' 
of refplendent looking, glafs, which made a moft gal-' . 
lant and fplendid (how. A great number of green,, 
yellow, and white feathers waved about his helmet. 
His 4aunce, which flood * leaning againft a tree, was> 
very large and thick, and headed with pointed fleel 
above a fpan long. Don ^ixoie viewed, and noted 
every thing, judging by all he faw and remarked; 
that the aforefaid knight mnft needs be of great 
ihength : but he was not therefore daunted, like ^an* 
cbo Panfai on the contrary, with a gallant hoXdniehht 
(aid to the knight of the looking-glajes : Sir knight, it 
your great eagemefs to fight has not exh^ufted too 
much of your cotfrtefy, I entreat you to lift up yoot 
bever Jt little, that I may fee whether the fprightlinefs 
of your countenance be anfwerable tothat of your^ 
figure. Whether you be vanquilhed or viftorious iit 
this cnterprize, Sir knight, anfwcred he of thfc looking^ 
glaffes, there will be time and leifiire enough for fcc-i 
ing me; and if I dio not now comply with your de- 
fire, it is becaufe I think I fhouki do a very grest 
wrong to the beautiful Cafildea de Fandalia^ to lofd 
fo much time as the lifting ujp my bever would take 
Bp, before I make you conrcfs what you • know I 
pretend to. However, while we ar6 getting on horfe* 
• back| 
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back* ^^d £hn ^xote^ you a^ay eafily tell me whe- 
ther I am that Don ^ixot€ you feid you had van- 
quilhed. To this I anfwer, quoth he of the lookinj;- 
glaiies, that^ou are as like that very kuiglH I vaa- 
quifhed, as one egg is like another : but iince you fay 
you are perfecuted by enchanters^ I dare not be po£- 
tive, whether you arc the fame perfon» or no. That 
is fufficient, anfwered Don Quixote, to make me be* 
lieve you are deceived «- however, to undeceive ya% 
quite, let us to horfe, and in lefstime than you would 
have fpent in lifting up your bever, if god, my miilrefsi» 
and my arm avail me, will I fee your face, and yoa 
ihall fee lam hot that vanquifbed /)0/r ^uixett yoa 
imagine. Then, cutting ihort. the difcourie, they 
mounted} and Don ^ix&tt wheeled Rojanante about 
to take as much ground as was convenient for en- 
countering his opponent; and he of the lookiug^gl^iffis 
did the like : but Don ^ixote was not gone tweuty 
paces, when he heard himfelf called to by the knight 
of the looking'glajfes : fo meeting each other half way,, 
he oif the looking-glajfes faid: Take notice, Sir knight, 
that the condition of our .combat is, that the con- 
quered, as I faid before, ihall remain at the difcretioa 
of the conqueror. I know it, anfwered Don ^t^xote^ 
provided that what is commanded and impofed on the 
Yanquiflied ihall not exceed, nor derogate from, the 
laws of chivalry. So it is to be underlood, anfwere4 
he of the looking- glajfes* At this jundure the fqaire*^ 
ilrange noie prefented itfeif ^o Don ^ixote*% fight, 
who Myas no lefs furprized at it than Sancbo, inib- 
much that he looked upon him to be fome monger, 
or fome^ ftrange man, fuch as are not conmion now 
'in the world. Sancho, feeing his mailer fet forth to 
take his career, would not ilay alone with long-no(e, 
fearing, leil one gentle wipe with that fnout acrofs 
his face ihould put an end to his battle,* and he be laid 
{jprawling on the ground either by the blow or by 
jfear. Therefore he ran after his mailer, holding by 
the back guard of Rozinantes faddle ; and, when he 
thought it wastime for him to face about, he faid: 
I bcicech your worihip, dear Sir, that, before yoa 

turn 
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wm about to engage, yoa will be fo kind as to help 
ne up into yon cork-tree, from whence I can fee 
better, and more to toy liking, than from the ground, 
tbe gallafit encounter you are about to hare with that 
knigkt. I believe, Sanchc, quoth Don ^ixote^ yoa 
have more mind to climb and mount a fcaffold, to fee 
the boll-iports without danger. To teH yoa the troth. 
Sir, aoTwered Sancbo^ the prodigious nofe of that fquire 
aftoniflies and filb me with dread, and I dare nor 
fiaod near him. In t(ud), faid Dm ^mixotr, it is fo 
frigbtfol, that, were I not who I am, I ihould be 
a^id my felf ; and therefore come, and I will help 
yoa ap. While Don ^ixcte was baited in helping 
Sancho up into the cork tree, he of the looking- giaffei 
took as large. a compafs as he thought neceilary, and 
believing that Don ^ixote had done the like, withoot 
waitizig for foopd of trumpet, or any other fignal, 
he turned about his horfe, who was not a whit more 
a&rre, nor more promiiing than Roxinantei and at 
his beft fpeed, which was a middling trot, he ad- 
vanced to encounter his enemy T but feeing him em- 
ployed in helping up Sancbo^ he reined in his fleed, 
and flopped in the midft of his career ; for which his 
horfe was moft thankful, being not able to ftir any 
farth^. Don ^ixote^ thinking his enemy was coming 
full fpeed again ll him, clapped fpurs to Roxinante*^ 
lean Banks, and made him lb beltir himfelf, that, as 
the hiftory relates, this was the only time he was 
known to do fomething like running ; for at all others 
a downright trot was all : and with thb unfpeakable 
fiiry he foon came up where he of iht looking-ghffes 
ftood, ilriking his fpnrs up to the very> rowels in his 
ftecd, without being able to make him llir a finger's 
length from the place, where he made the full itand 
in tiis career. In this good time, and at this jane- 
tare, Don Quixote found his adverfary embarrafTed 
with his horfe, and encumbered with his lannce; 
for either he did not know how, or had not time 
to fet it in its reft. Don Quixote, who heeded none 
of thefe inconveniencies, with all fafety, and without 
the leall danger, attacked him of the looking glajfet 

with 
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wMi &ch force> that*, la ipite cf hiai» lie bore liia 
IQ (he groiUKl over his hoiie's cropper^ and {uch was 
his fall, that he lay motionMs, without any iigns of 
life. Samcbdno iomnn iaw liki ialleo, thaa heiHd 
4owQ,£rom th« cork-tree, and in all ha^ ran to his 
Viailer, who,, alighting from Roxdmantet was got up- 
on him of the l99Hng-glaJpM^ and unkdi^ his helmet^ 
V^ fee whether he was dead, or to give him air, if 
perchance he was alive ; when he iaw — ; boc who 
can expreis what he iaw, witho|it cau£ng aclmiration, 
wonder, and terror in all that hear it ? He faw, ^ljs 
the hiftory, the veiy Cacc, the very figure, the very 
afped, the very ph3riiognQiny, the .very effigies and pic* 
taxp of the batdielor Samson CarraJtQ ; and as foon as 
heiaw htm, he cried out : Come hither, SancJbo, and 
bdiold what you muft fee but not believe : make haAe, 
fon, and ohferve what magic, what wi^ssards. aadre&« 
chanters can do. Sancho approached, and, feeing the 
batchelor Samp/on Carrefid's face, he began to cro& and 
bleft himfelf a thoufand times over ; and all this webile 
thedemoliihed cavalior fh&ntd no %ns of life i and 
Sancho faid to D^h ^ixfite .* I am of opinion,. Sir, 
that, right or wreng, your worfhip (hould thmft your 
fword dk>wn the throat <^ him, who feems^ fo like the 
batchelor Sampfin CMrrafco: perhaps in him. yon may 
kill fome one of thole enchanters your Enemies. You 
do not fay amifs, quoth Dm Quixote i for the fewer 
our enemies are the* better : and drawing his fword 
to put Sancho*^ advice in execution, the fquire of the 
Itoking'glaffts drew near, wkhout the nofe that made 
him look fo frightful, and cried aloud: ILive a cu«, 
Signor />m ^ixotty what you Ao ; for he, who lies 
at your feet, is the batchelor Sampfon Carrafc9 yovt 
friend, and I am his fquire. Sancbo^ feang hun witk- 
out that former uglinefs, fakl to him; And the nde? 
To whidi he anfwered ; I have it here in my pocket : 
and putting in his hand he pulled out a paAe-board 
nofe, painted and varnilhed, of the faihk>n we have 
already deicribed: and Sancho, eying him more and 
more, with a loud voice of admiration, faid : Blefied 
virgin defend me! Is not this Tom Cicial my neigk^ 

hour 
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iioar wad goffip ? Indeed am I, anf«rered the anDofed 
^aire; Tom Cecial I am, goffip and friend Sancbt 
Pdutfa; and I will inform you prcfently what con- 
duits, lyes, and wiles brought me hither: in the mean 
time beg and entreat your mailer not to touch, mid- 
treat, wound, or kill the hiight iff the looking glafts 
BOW at his f^et ; for there is nothing more fure than * 
that he is the daring and ill-advifed batchelor, Samffom 
CarrufcOy our countryman. 

By this time he of the looklng-glaffes was come to 
himfelf ; which Don ^ixott perceiving, he clapped 
the point of his naked fword to his throat, and laid : 
You are a dead man, knight, if you do not confefs, 
that the peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobo/o excells in beauty 
your Cajildea de Vandalia ; and farther you mull> pro- 
mifc, if you efcape from this conflid and this fall with 
life, to go to the city of Tokofo^ and prefcnt yourfelf 
before her on my behalf, that fhe may difpofe of yott . 
as ihe (hdll think fit, and, if (he leaves you at your 
own diipoial, then you (hall return, and find me out 
(for the track of my exploits will ferve you for a guide^ 
and condud you to my prefence) to tell me what pafiet 
between her and you ; theP* conditions being entirely 
conformable to our articles before our battle, and. no( 
exceeding the rules of knight errantry. I confefs, faid 
the fallen knight, that the lady Dulcinea del Tobo/o% 
torn and dirty (hoe b preferable to the ill combed, 
though clean, locks of Cafildea ; and I promife to go 
and return from her prefence to yours, and give yoa 
an exa£t and particular account of what you require of 
me. You muft like wife confefs and believe, added 
Don ^ixotey that the knight you vanquilhed was not, 
and could not be, Don ^ixote de la Manchoy but 
fomebody elfe like him; as I do Confefs and believe, 
that you, though, in appearance, the batchclor Sampfon 
Carra/cOf 2te not he, but fomebody refembling him, 
whom my enemies have purpofdy transformed into 
his likenefs, to reftrain the impetuofityNof fny choler, 
and make me ufe with moderation the glory of my 
^nqueft. I confefs, judge of, and allow every thing, 
as you believe, judge of, and allow, anfwered the 
Vol. III. H disjointed 
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disjointed knight : Suffer me to rife, I befcech you^ 
if the hurt of my fall will permit, which has left 
me forely bruifcd. Don fixate helped him to rife, 
as did his fquire Tom Cfcia/, from off whom Sancho 
could not remove his eyes, afking him things, the 
anfwers to which convinced him evidently of his being 
really that Tom Ceciai he faid he was. But . he was 
fo prepofTefTed by what his mailer had told him con- 
cerning the enchanters having changed the i»/^i&^ ^ 
the looking'glajfes into the batchelor Samp/on Carrafco^ 
that he could not give credit to what he faw with 
his eyes. In fhort, mader and man remained under 
this miftake ; and he of the looking-glajjes^ with his 
fquire, much out of humour, and in ill-plight, parted 
from Z)^« ^ixote and Sancho^ to look for fome con- 
venient place, where he might fear- cl oath himfelf and 
fplinter his ribs. Don ^ixote and San<ho continued 
their journey to Saragojfa^ where the hiflory leaves 
tkem, to give an account who the knight of the looking" 
glajfes and his nofy-fquire were. 

C H A P- XV. 

Giving an account , 'who the knight of the looking- 
glafTes and his /quire txiere, 

Tj^XCEEDINGLY content, elated, and vain- 
JCy glorious was Don ^ixote, at having gained th^ 
•vidtory over fo valiant a knight, as he imagined him 
of the looking- glajfes to be ; from whofe knightly word 
he hoped to learn, whether the enchantment of his 
iniflrefs continued, the faid knight being under a ne- 
ceifity of returning, upon pain of not being one, to 
give him an account of what ihould pafs between her 
and him. But Don i^ixote thought one thing, and 
he of the tooking-glajfes another ; who, for the prefent, 
thought no farther than of finding a place, where he 
might plaifler himfelf, as has been already faid. The 
hiflory then tells us, that,, when the batchelor Samp/on 
Carrafco advifed Don ^ixote to refume his inter- 
mitted exploits of chivalry, he, the prieft, and the bar- 
ber. 
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ber, had firft confalced together aboot the means of 
periuading Don ^xote to ilay peaceably and quietlj 
at horoe^ without difbading himfelf any more aboat 
his unlucky adventures ; and it was concluded by ge- 
neral vote, and particular opinion of Carta/co, that 
they (hould let Don ^ixote make another fally, fince 
it Teemed impofilble to detain him, and that Sampfm 
ihould alfo ially forth like a knight -errant, and ea'« 
counter him in fight (for an opportunity could not b« 
long wanting) and fo vanquiih him, which would bf 
an eafy matter to do ; and that it Ihould be cove* 
nanted and agreed, that the conquered ihoufd lye at 
the mercy of the conqueror ; and io^ Don ^t^xort 
being conquered, the batchelor knight ihould com* 
mand him to return home, to his village and houfe^ 
and not ftir out of it in two years, or till he had 
received ^rther orders from him : all which, it was 
plain, Don ^ixote^ when once overcome, would rea- 
dily comply with, not to contravene or infringe the 
laws of chivalry; and it might fo fall out, that, 
during his confinement, he might forget his follies, 
or an opportunity might offer of finding out Tome cure 
fiM* his malady. Carrafco accepted of the employ- 
ment, and Tom Cecial^Sancbo Panfa^s gofiip and neigh- 
bour, a pleaiant-humoured, ihallow-brained fellow, of- 
fered his fervice to be the fquire. Samf/on armed 
himfelf, as you have heard, and Tom Cecial fitted the 
counterfeit pafle^board nofe to his face, that he might 
not be known by his goilip when they met ; and fb 
they took the fame road that Don Quixote had done, 
and arrived almoft time enough to have been prefent 
at the adventure of death's carr. But, in fhort, they 
lighted on them in the wood, where befel them all 
that the prudent has been reading. And had it not 
been for Don ^ixotis extraordinary opinion, thai 
the batchelor was not the batchelor, Signor batchelor 
had been incapacitated for ever from taking the de- 
gree of licenciatey not finding fo much as ncSs, where 
he thought to find birds. Tom Cecial^ feeing how ill 
they had (p^^ and the unlucky ififue of their expe- 
dition, faid to the batchelor: For certain, Signor 
H 2 Sampfon 
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Samson Carrafco^ wc have been vciy rightly fcrved. 
It is etfy to ddign afid begin an enterprize, but very 
often difficult to get through with it. Don ^ixote is 
mad, and we think oarfelves wiie : he gets off found 
and laughing, and your woiihip remains fore and for- 
rowful. Now» pray, which is the greater mad-mao, 
he who is fo becauie he cannot help it, or he who is 
fo on purpofe? To which Samffon anfwered: The 
difference between thefe two forts of mad- men, is, that 
lie, who cannot help Being mad, will- always be fo, 
and he, who plays the fool on purpofe, may give over 
when he thinks fit. If it be fo, quoth Tq^l Cedal, 
I was mad when I had a mind to bie your worfbip's 
fquire, and now I have a mind to be fo no longer, sukI 
to get me home to my houfe. It is fit you fhould, ao- 
fwered Samp/on ; but to think that I will return to 
mine, 'till I Have foundly banged this fame Don ^x- 
§ft, I delire to be excufed ; and it is not now the dt&rt 
of curing him of hit madnefs that prompts me to fedc 
him, but a defire of being reveng^ on him; for the 
pain of my ribs will not let me entertain moite chari- 
table confiderations. Thus they two went on dif* 
courfing, 'till they came to a village, where th^ 
luckily met with a bone-ietter, who cured the un- 
fortunate Samp/on, Tom Cecial went back and left 
him, and he flaid behind meditating revenge ; and the 
hiftory fpeaks of him again in due time, not omittiiig 
to rejoice at prefent with Don ^ixote, 

C H A P. XVI, 

O/fiohat befd Don Quixote *with a dif erect gentleman 
ofh2L Mancha. 

DON QUIXOTE purfued his journey, with 
the pleafure, fatisfadion, and felf-conceit ^eady 
mentioned, imagining, upon account of his late vic- 
tory, that he was the moft valiant knight errant 
the world could boaft of in that age. He looked 
tfpon all the advoitures, which ihould befal him from 

that 
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that time forward, as already finifhed and broaght to 
a happy conclaiion : he valaed not now any enchant- 
ments or enchanters : he no longer remembered the 
innumerable bailing^ he had received, during the pro- 
grefs of his chivalries, the ftoning that had demoliihed 
half his grinders, the ingratitude of the galley -flaves^ 
nor the boldnefs and ihower of pack-flares of the 
Tanguefian carriers. In (hort, he faid to himfelf^ 
that, could he but hit upon the art or method of dif- 
enchanting his lady Dulcinea, he ihould not envy the 
greateft good-fortune that the' moil fuccefsful knight* 
errant of the pafl zigts ever did, or could, attain to. 

He was wholly uken up with thefe thoughts, when 
Sancbo faid to him : Is it not pretty odd. Sir, that I 
fliU have before my eyes the monftrous and unmeafur* 
able nbfe of my goffip Tom Ceciai? And do you real- 
ly believe, Sancho^ faid Dan ^ixoie^ that the knight 
of the looking' glajfes was the batchelor Samffon Car- 
rafcoy and ms fquire Tom Cecialyowc goffip ? I know 
not what to fay to that, anfwered Sancboi I only 
know, that the marks he gave me of my houfe, wife, 
and children, could be given me by no body elfe but 
himfelf ; and his face, when the nofe was off, was Tom 
CeciaPs own, as I l^e feen it very often in our vil- 
lage next door to my houfe ; and the tone of the voice 
was alfo the vtry fame. Come on, replied Don <^>* 
9te ; let us reafon a little upon this bufinefi. How 
can any one imagine, that the batchelor Samffon Car- 
rafco ihould come knight- errant- wife, arm^ at all 
points, to £ght with me ? Was I ever hif enemy ? 
Have I ever given him occafion to bear me a grudge ? 
Am I his rival ? Or does he make profcffion of arms^ 
as envying the fame I have acquired by them \ What 
then ihall we fay. Sir, anfwered Sancbo^ to that knight's 
being io very like Samp/on Carrafco^ be he who he; 
would, and his fquire fo like Tom Cecial my goflip I 
And, if it be enchantment, as your worlbip iays, were 
there no other two in the world they could be made 
to refemble? The whc^e is artifice, anfwered Don 
^'xote, and a trick of the wicked ms^icians, who 
perfecutc me i who» forefeeing that I was to come off* 
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vanquilhcr in the confli6l, contrived, that the vanquilb- 
cd knight fliould have the face of my friend the bat- 
chelor, that the kindnefs I have for him might inter' 
pofe between the edge of my fword, and the rigour 
of my arm, and moderate the jaft indignation of my 
breaft, and by this means he might efcape with his 
life, who, by cunning devices and falfe appearances, 
fbttght to take away mine. For proof whereof, yoa 
already' know, O Sancho, by infallible experience, how 
eaiy a thing it is for enchanters to change one face in- 
to another, making the fair foul, and the foul fair ; 
fince, not two days ago, you beheld with your own 
eyes the beauty and bravery of the peerlefs Duicinea 
ih their higheft perfedion, and at the fame time f faw 
her under the plainnefs and deformity of a rude coan- 
try wench, with cataradts on her eyes, and a bad fmcli 
in her mouth : and if the perverfe enchanter durft make 
* fo wicked a transformation, no wonder if he has done 
the like as to Sump/on Carrafco and your goffip, in or- 
der to fnatch the glory of the viftory out of my hands. 
Neverthclefs I comfort myfelf ; for, in fbort, be it 
under what fhape foever, I have got the better of my 
enemy. God knows the truth, anfwered Sancho ; who> 
well knowing that the transformation of Duicinea was 
all his own plot and device, was not fatisfied with his 
mafler^s chimerical notions, but would make no reply» 
left he fhould let fall fome word that might difcover 
his cheat. 

^ While they were thus difcourfing, there overtook 
them a man upon a very fine flea-bitten mare, clad in 
2t furtout of fine green cloath, faced with murry co- 
loured velvet, and a hunter's cap of the fame: the 
mare's furniture was all of the field, and ginet-fafhion, 
inurry -coloured and green. He had a Moorijh fcymi- 
tar hanging at.a fhoulderrbelt of green and gold j and 
his bufkins wrought like the belt. His fpurs were 
not ^ilt, but varniflied with green, fo neat and pohTh- 
ed, that they fuited his cloaihs better than if they had 
been of pure gold. When the traveller came up ta 
them, he faluted them courteoufly, and fpurring his 
piare, and keeping a little off, was paffing on. But 
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Don fixate called to him : Courteous Sir, if you are* 
going our way, and arc not in hafte, I (houkl take it 
for a favour we might join company.

the face. The traveller checked his mare, wondering, 
at the -air and countenance of Don fixate, who rode 
without bis helmet, which Sancho carried like a cloke- 
.bag, at the pummel of his afs^s pannel. And if the 
gentleman in green gazed much at Don ^ixofe, Don 
^ixote flared no lefs^ at him, taking him to be fome 
perfon of confequence.. He feemed to be about fifty 
years of age r had but few gray hairs ; his vifage aqui- 
line 5 his afped between merry and ferious : in a 
Word, his mien and appearance fp9ke him to be a., 
man of worth. What he in. green thought of Don 
^ixote, was, that he had never feen fuch a figure of 
a man before : he admired at the length of his horfe, , 
the tallnefs of his flature, the meagrenefs of his af- 
ped, his armour, and his deportment ; the whole fuch . 
an odd figure as had not been feen in that country for 
many years pafl. 

Don ^ixote took good" notice how the traveller 
(urveyed him, and, reading his defire in his furprize, , 
and being the pink of courtefy, and fond of pleafing . 
every body, before the traveller could afk him any 
queiiion, he prevented him, faying: This figure of 
mine, which your worfhip fees, being fo new, and fo • 
much out of the way of what is generally in fafhion, 
I do not wonder if you are furprized at it : but you 
will ceafe to be fo, when I tell you, as I do, that £ 
ani one of thofe knights, whom people call feekers of 
advintures. I left my country, mortgaged my eflate,,.

quitted my eafe and pleafuresy and threw myfelf into 
the arms of fortune, to carry^ me whither fke plcafed. 
I had a mind to revive the longdeceafed chivalry; 
and, for feme time pail, tumbling here and tumbling 
there, falling headlong in one place, and getting op 
again in another, I have accompliihed a great part of 
my defjgn, fuccouring widows, proteding damfels, 
aiding married women and orphans; the natural and 
proper office of knights errant. And thas^ by many 
valorous and chriilian exploits, I have merited the ho- 
nour of being in print, in all, or moft of« the najtiont 
'of the world. Thirty thouland copies are already pub- 
lifhed of my hiftory, and it is in the way of coming to 
thirty thoufand thoufands more, if heaven prevent it 
not. Finally, to fiim up all in few words, or in one 
only^ know, I am Don ^ixoie de la Mancha^ other- 
wife called the knight of the forroivful figure : and' 
though felf praifes depreciate, I am fometimes forced 
to publifh my own commendations ; but this is to be 
nnderftood, when no body elfe is prefent to do it for 
me. So that, worthy Sir, neither this horfe, ths 
launce, this (hield, nor this fquire, nor all this armour 
''together, nor the wannefs 6f my vifage, nor my mea- 
gre lanknefs, ought from lienceforward to be matter 
of wonder to you, now that you know who I sua, and 
the profeffion I follow. 

Here Don ^ixote was filent, and he in green was 
fo long before he returned any anfwer, that it looked 
as if he could not hit upon a reply ; but, after Tome 
paufe, he faid : Sir knight, you judged right of my 
defire by my furprize ; but you have not removed the 
wonder raifed in me at feeing you : for, fuppoilngf ^ 
you fey, that my knowing who you are might have 
removed it, yet it has not done fo : on the contrary, 
now that I know it, I am in greater admiration and 
furprize than before. What ! is it poffible that there 
are knights-errant now in the world, and that tlicrc 
are hiftories printed of real chivalries ? I never could 
have thought there was any body now upon eardi, 
who relieved widows, fuccoured damlels, aided mar- 
ried women, or proteded orphans, nor Ihoold yet 
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liave believed it, had I not fcen it 'm your worihip 
witii my own eyes. Blefled be heaven f for this hit* 
fiory, which your worflup (ays is in piint, of your ex* 
alted and true atchievements, muft have caft into obli- 
vion the numberlefs fables of fiditious knighu-cmaC^ 
with which the world was filled, fo much to the de^ 
triment of good morals, and the prejudice and diibre- 
dit of good hiftorses* There is a great deal to be 6ad, 
anfwered Don ^uixoie, upon thb rabjedi, whether the 
hiitories of knights-errant are fiditious or AOt. Why, 
is there any one, anfwered he in greeny tha^ ha» 
the leaft fufpicion that thofe hiftories are norlUeF 
I h^ve, Kiaoth DoM ^ixote: but no more of that; foi^ 
if we travel any time together, I hope in god to con- 
vince you. Sir,, that you have done ami(s in fufering 
yourfelf to be carried away by the current of thofe, 
who take it for granted they are not true. Fromr thtfe 
laft words of Dtm ^xote, the traveller began to fiif* 
ped he muit be fome madman, and waited for a far* 
ther confirmation of his fufpicion : but before they felt 
into any other difcourfe, Do/t ^ix$te defired him to» 
tell him who he was, fince he had eiven him fome. ac- 
count of his own condition and lire. To- which h& 
in the green riding-coat anfwered r I, Sir i«i^# •ftbe 
forronvful figure^ am a gentleman, bom at a village,, 
where, god willing, we (nail dine tO'day. I am more: 
than indifferently rich, and my name is D§m Dtig^ di- 
Miranda. I fpend my time with my wife, my ehil-^ 
dren, and my friends: my diverfions ase hooting and 
filhing; but I keep neither hawks nor grey hounds^ 
only tome decoy partridges, and a ftout fiemt. I have 
about fix dozen of books, fome Spanifi^ fome Latin^ 
fome of hiflory, and (bme of devotion: thofe of chi- 
vahy have not yet come over my threflioki. I am^ 
more inclined to the reading of prc^hane authors, 
than religious, provided they are upon fubjofts of in* 
nocent amufement, the language agreeable^ and* the* 
invention new and fnrprizing, though indeed there are 
but very few of this fort in Spain. Sometimes I eat> 
with.my neighbours^ and friemi^, and fometimes^I in-^ 
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Vkie Chcm: my table is neat and clean, and tolerably 
fimiiihed. I neither cenfure others myfelf, nor allow 
otjiers to do it before «ie. I enquire not into other 
(ReD*9 lives, nor am I fharp-fighted to pry into their 
anions. I hear nuifs every day : I fhare my fabflance 
with the ppor, making nQ parade of my good works, 
X/OT harbouti^ in my breaft hypocrify and vain-glory, 
thofe eneihies, which fo flily get pofleflion of the bcft- 
guarded hearts. I endeavour to make peace between 
thofe that are at variance. I devote xnyfelf partlcu- 
brly to eur bleiTed lady, and always trufl in the infi- 
nite mercy of god our lord. 

Sancbo was moH attentive Xo the relation of the gen- 
tleman's life and converfation ; all which appeared to 
\k\m to be good and holy : and thinking that one of 
fuch a character mud needs work miracles, he flung 
himfelf oS his Dapple, and running haflily laid hold of 
his right ftirrup ; and, with a devout heart, and al- 
iioft weeping eyes, he kiffed his feet more than once. 
Which the gentleman perceiving, faid : What mean 
you,, brother? What kiffes are thefe ? Pray,, let me 
kifs on, 2Siiwtrt6.$ancho i for your worftiip is the firft 
iaint on horfe-back I ever faw in all the days of my 
ljfe«. I am no faint, anfwered the gentleman, bat a 
great iinner : you, brother, muft needs be very good, 
as your fimplicity demonftrates. Sanchs went off, and 
g^ again upOa his pannel, having forced a fmile from 
the profound gravity of his mailer, and caofed frefh 
admiration in Don Diego, 

Don ^ifote then a^ed him, how many children 
\^t had, telling him, that one of the things, wherein 
the autient philofophers, who wanted the true know- 
l^g^ of god, placed the fupreme happinefs, was, in 
the gifts of nature and fortune, in having many 
friends, and many good children. I, Signor Don ^[x- 
ote^ anfwered the ^ntleman, have one fon ; and, i^ 
]ud :him not, perhaps, I ihould think myfelf happier 
than I am, not becaufe he is bad, but becaufe he is 
not fo good as I would have him. He is eigHteen 
years old ; Ax he has been at Salamanca^' learning the 
Latin and Greek languages, and, when I was ix&xo^^ 
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he fhould iludy other fciences, I found him (o ovet 
Lead and ears in poetry (if that may be called a fci<* 
^nce) that there was no prevailing with him to look 
into the law, which was what I woold have had him 
fiudied ; nor into divinity, the queen of all fciences, 
I was defirous, he fhould be the crown and honour 
of his family, fince we live in an age, in which our 
kings highly reward ufeful and virtuous literature ; for 
letters without virtue are pearls in a dunghill. He** 
pafles whole days in examining whether Homer ex- 
preiTed himfelf well in fuch a verfeof the ///W; whc-t 
ther Martial, in fuch an epigram, be obfcene or not ; : 
whether fuch a vcrfe in nrgil is to be underftood this » 
Or that way. In a, word, all his converfation is with 
the books of the aforefaid poets, and with thofe of. 
Horace, Perjius, Juvenal, and Tibullui. As to the - 
modem Sfani/h authors, he makes no great account ' 
of them J though, notwithftanding the antipathy- hc- 
feems to have to the Spanijb poetry, his thoughts are • 
stt this \try time entirely taken up with making a ^ 
glofs upon four verfes, fent him from Salamanca,. 
which, I think, were defigned for a fcholailic prize. . 

To all which Don Quixote anfwered : Children, Sir, , 
are pieces of the bowels of their parents, and, whe- 
ther good or bad, mud be loved and cherifhed as part: 
ofourfelves. It is the duty of parents to train them i 
up from their infancy in the paths of virtue and good- 
manners, and in good principles and chriilian difci- 
pline, that, when they are grown up, they may be • 
the flafF of their parents age, and an honour to their * 
poilerity . As to forcing them to this or that fcience, , 
I do not hold it advifeable, though I think there is no 
harm in perfuading them ; and when there is no need 1 
of lludying merely for bread, the ftudent being fo * 
happy as, to have it by inheritance, I fhould be for in- 
dulging him in the purfuit of that fcience, to which 1 
his genius is mod inclined. And though that of poetry • 
be lefs profitable, than delightful, it is not one of thofe 
that arc wont to difgrace the poireflbr. Poetry, good . 
Sir, I take to belike a tender virgin, very young,. 
and extremely beautiful^ whom divers other virgins, , 
: " namely, , 
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namely, all the other fciences, make it their bafinefs 
to enrich, polifh, and adorn; and to her it belongs to 
make ufe of them all, and on her part to gire a hiftre to 
them all. But this fame virgin is not to be raddj 
handled, nor dragged through the ftrects, nor expoTd 
in the turnings of the market-place, nor pofted on the 
comers or gates of palaces. She is formed of an al- 
chemy of fuch virtue, that he, who know9 how to 
manage her, will convert her into the pareft gold of 
incftimable price. He, who poffeffes her, fhould keep 
a flridt hand over her, not fnffering her to make excoi- 
£on& in obfcei» fatires, or lifeleis fonnets. She muSt 
in no wife be venal ; though fhe need not rejed the 
profits arifing from heroic poems, mournful tragedies, 
or pleaiant and artful comedies. She muft not be med- 
dled with by buffoons, or by the ignorant vulgar, ina- 
pable of knowing or efleeming the treafures locked up 
in her. And think not. Sir, that I give the appellau- 
on of vulgar to the common people alone : all the ig- 
norant, though they be lords or princes, ought, and 
muft, be taken into the number. He therefore, who, 
with the aforefaid qualifications, addidls himfelf to the 
ftudy and pradice of poetry, will become famous, and 
his name be honoured in all the polite nations of the 
world. And as to what you fay. Sir, that your foo 
Joes not much efteem the Sfanijh poetry, I am of opi- 
nion he is not very right in that ; and the reafon ^ 
^is : the great Homer did not write in Lattn^ becaafe 
he was a Gnek \ nor Virgil in Grfek^ becaufe he w« 
a Roman, In ihort, all the antient poets wrote in the 
language they fucked in with their mother^s milk, and 
did not hunt after foreign tongues,, to exprefs the fub- 
limity of their conceptions. And, this being f0i ^ 
is fit this coftom fhould take place in all nations ; and 
the German poet fhonld not be dif-efbemed for writiq; 
in his own tongue, nor the Caftilian^ nor even the 
Bi/cainert for writing in his. But your fon, I fhould 
imagine, does not diflike the Sfanijh poetry, but the 
poets, who are merely Spaniflfy without any knoir* 
ledge of other languages, or fciences, which might a- 
dom, enliven, and affift their natural geaios : though 
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even in this there may be a miftake ; for it is a tnie opi* 
aion, that the poet is born one ; the meaning of which 
is, that a mltttral poet comes forth a poet from his mo- 
dier's womb» and, with this talent given him by heaven^ 
and without farther ftudy or art, compofes things which 
verify the faying. Eft deus in nokis^ Sec. Not bat that a 
natural poet/ who improves himfelf by art, will be a 
much better poet, and have the advantage of him, 
who has no other titie to it but the knowledge of that 
art alone : and the reafon is, becaafe art cannot ex* 
ceed nature, but only perfedt it ; fo that art mbced 
with nature, and nature with art, form a compleat 
poet. To conclude my difcourfe, good Sir ; let youv 
fon follow the diredion of his ftars : for, being fo 
good ft fcholar, as he muft needs be, and havipg al* 
ready happily mounted the firft round of the ladder of 
the Sciences, that of the languages, with the heJp of 
thefe, he will by himfelf afcend to the top of human 
learning, which is no lefs an honour and an ornament 
to a gentleman, than a mitre to a bifhop, or the long 
robe to the learned in the law. If your fon writes (a- 
tires injurious to the reputation of others, chide him, 
and tear his performances : but if he pens difcouries in 
the manner of Horace, reprehending vice in eeneral, 
as that poet fo elegantly does, commend him, oecaufe 
it is lawful for a poet to write againft envy, and to 
abufe the envious in his verfes, and fo of other vices, 
but not to fmgle out particular charadert. There 
are poets, who, for the pleafure of laying one imart 
thing, will run the hazard of being banned to the 
iiks of Po»tuj I. If the poet^be chafte in his man* 
ners, he will be fo in his verfes : the pen is the 
tongue of the mind ; fuch as its conceptions are, fuch 
will its produdUons be. And when kings and princes 
fee the wonderful fcience of poetry employed on pru* 
dent, .virtuous, and grave fubjeds, they honour, e- 
fteem, and enrich the poets, smd even crown them 
with the leaves of that tree, which the thunder-bolt 
hurts not, fignifying, as it were, that no body ought 
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to offend thofe, who wear fuch crowm, and wbo& 
temples are fo adorned. 

The gentleman in green admired much at D^n 
^ixott\ difcoiuie,. infomuch that he beg^to wavor 
In his opinion as to his being a madman;. Bat, ia 
the midft of the conTerfation, Saucbo^ i^ not beiog 
much to his tafle, was gone out of the road to beg 
a little milk of fome ihepherds, who were hard by 
milking fome ewes. And now the gentleman, high- 
ly fatisiied with Don ^^xote^s ingenuity ^ and good 
Knie, was renewing the difcourfe, when on a fudden 
Don ^ix§tet lifting up his eyes, perceived a carr 
with royal banners coming the fame road they were 
going, and, believing it to be fome new adventure, 
he called aloud to Sancbo to come and give him his 
helmet. Sancho^ heariifg himfelf called, \kh the fbep- 
herds, and in all hafte, pricking Ids Dapp/e^ came 
Where his mafter was, whom there befeT a moil dread- 
ful and fhipendous adventure. 

CHAP. xvn. 

Wherein is fet forth the laft and highefi pointy at nvbtch 
the unheard-of courage of Don Quixote ever £(ty 
or couldy arrinje ; luith the happy conclufion of the 
adijenture of the lions, 

THE hiftory relates, that, when Don ^ixete cal- 
led out to Sancbo to bring him his helmet, he 
was buying fome curds of the ttiepherds ; . and, being 
iiurried by the violent hade his maHer. was i?, knew 
not what to do with them, nor how. to bei^aw them; 
and that he might not lofe thern, 90W they wer| 
paid iofy he bethought him of clapping thepa intohif 
maker's helmet ; and with this excellent ihift back he 
came to learn the commands of hifi lord, who faid tf 
him: Friend, givenle the helmet ^ for either I know 
little of adventures, or that, which I defcry yonder* 
is one that does and will, oblige me to have recourft 
to arms. He ia. the green riding^^ coat, heaaring t|iisi 
call his eyes every way as far as he could, and dif- 
covered nothing but a Carr coming towards thaxif 
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with two or three fmall flags, by which he conjee* 
tured, that the (aid carr was bringing fomc of the 
king's money ; and fo he told Don ^ixote : bat he 
believed him not, always thinking and imagining 
that every thing that befel him muft be an adventare, 
and adventures upon adventures ; and thus he replied 
to the gentleman : Preparation is half the battle, and 
nothing is loft by being upon one's guard. I know 
by experience, that. I have enemies both vi(ible and 
invifible, and I know not when, nor from what quar- 
ter, nor at what time, nor in what fhape, they will 
encounter me : and turning about, he demanded his 
helmet ot Sancho^ who, not having time to take out 
^e curds, was forced to give it him as it was. 
Don ^ixote took it, and, without minding what wai 
in it, clapped it haftily upon his head ; and as the 
curds were fqueezed and preffed, the whey began to 
run down the face and beard of Don ^i^bti ; at which 
he was fo ftartled, that he faid to Sancbo : What caa 
this mean, Sancbo P methinks my (kull is fofcening, 
or my brains melting, or I fweat from head to foot ^ 
and if I do really fwedt, in truth it is not through 
fear, though I verily believe, I am like to have a ter- 
rible adventure of this. If you have any thing to wipe 
withal, give it me j for the copious fweat quite blinds 
my eyes. Sancbo faid nothing, and gave him a cloth; 
and with it thanks to god that his mafter had not found 
out the truth. Don ^ixote wiped himfelf, and took 
ofF, his helmet, to fee what it was that fo over-cool- 
ed his head ; and, feeing fome white lumps in it, he 
put them to his nofe, and fmelling to them iaid : By* 
the life of my lady Dulcinea del Tobofof they are curds 
you have clapped in here, vile traitor, and inconfide-* 
rate fquire ! To which Sancbo anfwered With great 
flegm and diflimulatibn : If they are curds, givd 
them me here to eat : but the devil eat them for me i 
for it muft be he that put them there. What ! I of- 
fer to foul your worlhip's helmet ? In faith. Sir, by 
what god gives me to ilnderftand, I too have my en- 
chanters, who perfecute me, as a creature and mem« 
ber of yoar worfliip^ and, I warrant, have put that 
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filthinefs there, to ftir your patience to wrath againft 
me, and provoke you to bang my fides as you ufed 
to do. But truly this bout they have mified their 
aim ; for I truft to the candid judgment of my mailer, 
who will confider, that I have neittier curds, nor 
cream, nor any thing like it ; and that, if I had, I 
ihould fooner have put them into my flomach, than 
into your honour's helmet. It mav be fo, quoth Dqh 
Quixote. All this the gentleman 4w, and faw widi 
admiration, efpecially when Don ^ixate^ after hav- 
ing wiped his head, face, beard, and helmet, clapping 
it on, and fixing himfelf firm in his flirrups, then try- 
ing the eafy drawing of his fword, and grafping his 
launce, faid : Now come what will j for here am I 
refolved to encounter Satan himfelf in perfon. 

By this time the carr with the flags was come up, 
and no body with it but the carter upon one of the 
mules, and a man fitting upon the fore-part. Von 
^ixote planted himfelf juH before them, and faid : 
Whither go ye, brethren ? what carr is this ? what 
have you in it ? and what banners are thofe ? To which 
the carter anfwered : the carr is mii?e, and in it are 
two fierce lions, which the general of Oran is fending 
to court as a prefent to his majefty : the Bags belong 
to our liege the king, to fliew that what is in the carr 
is his. And are the lions large ? demanded Don ^ix- 
§te» So lai^e, replied the man upon the fore part of 
the carr,' that larger never came from Afric into 
Spain .' I an^ their keeper, and have had charge of 
ieveral, but never of any fo large as thefe : they are 
a male and a female ; the male is in the firft cage, and 
the female in that behind : at prefent they are hun^ 
gry, not having eaten to-day, and therefore, ^^h 
get out of the way ; for we muft make hafie to the 
place where we are to feed them. At which 7>0«J^^' 
Qte, finiling a little, faid : To me yoqr liOn-whelps ! 
your lion -whelps to me ! and at this time of day ' 
By the living god» thofe, who fent them hither, ihall 
fee whether I am a man to be feared by lions. Alight 
honeft friend, and, fince you are tHeir keeper, opea 
the cages, and turn oat thofe b^s ; for in the vii^ ^^ 
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this field will I make them know who Don Slmxote iit 
la Mancha is, in fpite of the enchanters that fent them 
to me. Very well, quoth the gentleman to him- 
felf, our good knight has given as a fpecimen of what 
he is : doubtlefs^ the curds have foftened his fkult, 
and ripened his brains. 'Then Sancbo came to him, 
and faid : For god^s fake. Sir, order it fo, that my 
lord Don ^ixote may not encounter thcfe lions ; for 
if he does they will tear us all to pieces. What then> 
is your mailer really fo mad, anfwered the gentleman, 
that you fear and believe he will attack fuch fierce ani^ 
nials ? He is not mad, anfwered Sancbo^ but daring. 
I will make him defiil, replied the gentleman, a^ 
going to Don ^ixoie^ who was haftening the keeper 
to open the c^es, he faid : Sir, knights-errant fhonld 
undertake adventures, which promife good fuccefs, and 
not fuch as are quite defperate ; for the valour, which 
borders too near upon the confines of rafhnefs, has in 
it more of madnefs, than fortitude : befides, thefe lions 
do not come to afiail your worihip, nor do they fo 
much as dream of any fuch thing : they are going to 
be prefented to his majefty ; and it is not proper to 
detain them, pr hinder their journey. Sweet Sir, an* 
fwered Don Siuixott, go hence, and mind your decoy 
partridge and your flout ferret, and leave every one 
to his own bufinefs. This is mine, and I know whe- 
ther thefe gentlemen lions come aeainfl me, or no. 
And, turning to the keeper,, he faid : I vow to god, 
Don rafcal, if you do not inftantly open the cages, 
with this launce will I piin you to the carr. The car- 
tcr, who faw the refolution of this armed apparition, 
(aid : Good Sir, for charity's fake, be pleafed to let 
me take off* my mules, and get with them out of danger, 
before the lions are unfheathed ; for fhould my cattle 
be killed, I am undone for all the days of my life, 
having no other livelihood but Oiis carr aipid th^e mules. 
O man of little faith ! anfwered Don ^ixote^ alight and 
unyoke, and do what you will ; for you fhall quickly fee 
you have laboured in vain, and might have faved your- 
felf this trouble. The carter alighted, and unyoked 
in great hade ; and the keeper fiud aloud : Bear wit- 
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ae&, all here prefea^ that, agamft my will, and by 
compuUion, I open the cages, and loofe the lions; 
and that I enter my proteil againft this gentleman, that 
Jall the harm and mifchief thefe beafls do fhall ftand 
and be placed to his account, with my falary and per- 
quifites over ^d above: pray, gentlemen, fliift for 
your felves before I op^n ; for, as to my felf, I am 
lure they will do me no hurt. Again the gendeman 
mtS&diDon ^ixote to defift from doing fo mad a 
chlng, k being to tempt^god, to undertake fo extrava- 
gant an adlioo. Don ^ixote replied, that he knew 
what he did. The gentleman rejoined, bidding hi© 
consider well of it, for he was certain he deceived himr 
fclf^ Nay, Sir, replied Don ^ixote^ if you do not 
care to be a fpedator of what you think will prove a 
tragedy* fpur your Flea-bitten^ and -fave your felf. 
^apchfff hearing this, hefought him with tears in bis 
.eye^ to defift from that enterprizc, in cbmparifon 
whereof that of the wind-mills, and that fearful one 
of the fulling-mill hanmiers, in Ihort,^ all the exploits 
he had performed in the whole courfe of his life, were 
ijaefe tarts and cheefe-cakes. Confider, Sir, quott 
Sancho, that here is no enchantment, hoi* any thing 
Kke k ^ ioj: I ha.ve fcen,. through the grates and chinks 
of the cage, the claw of a true lion ;. and I gucfs by 
It, that the lion, to whom fuch a claw belongs, is 
bigger than a mountain. However it be, anfwcred 
Don ^ixotey fear will make it appear to you bigger 
than half the world. Retire, Sancho^ and leave mci 
and if I die here, you know our old agreement : re- 
pair to Dulcinea ; I iky no more. To thefe he added 
other expreffions, with which he cut off all hope ofhu 
defining from his extravagant defign. Ife in green 
would fain have oppofed him, but foiwid himfelf un- 
equally matched in weapons and armour, and did not 
think it prudent to engage with a mad-mab ; for fnch, 
by this tmie, he took Don ^ixote to be in all points: 
who haftening the keeper,, and reiterating his mcBaccSi 
the gentleman took occafion to clap fpurs to his mar^ 
^ancbo to DappU^ and the carter to hw mules, all en- 
deavouring 
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deavouring to get as far ftoin the^trr as dley coold^ 
before the lions were let U>o&. Sanch0 lamented the 
death of his mafter, vemly belieyii^. k would now 
overtake him in the paws of the lions ; he curfed his 
hard fortune, and the unlucky hour when it caxQe into 
his head to ierve him again : but, for all hi« tears and 
lamentations, he ceafed not pandiing his Uufflt^ ta 
get far enough from the carr. Ti^ ke^>cr» feetog 
that the fugitives were got a good way o^ repeated 
lib arguments and entreaties to Don ^tfgxo(f^ who an- 
(wered, that he heard him, and that he ihould trouble 
himfelf with no more arguments nor .entreades, for 
an would £gnify nothing, aiKl that he muft make, 
halte. • 

, Whilfl the ' keeper delayed opening the 6rSt grate,! 
Dpn ^ixpte confidered with htn^elf whether it would 
be beft to fight on foot or on horfeiback: at laft he 
determined to fight on foot, left Rozimante ihould be 
terrified at fight of the lions. Thereupoh he leaped 
from his horfe, flung afide his launce,. braced ' on his 
ihield, and drew his fword ; and marching flowly,, 
y^ith marvellous intrepidity and an undaunted hearty 
he planted himfelf Ijeforethe carr,, devouiily commend.'v 
ing himfelf, firft to god, and then to his miftre& 
f>uiciHea. 

Here it is to be noted, that the author of this faith- 
ful hillory, coming to this pai&ge, falls into excia* 
nations, and tries out : O fbrenuous, and beyond all 
expreffion courageous, Dm ^ixote de U Mancha % 
thou mirrour, wherein all the valiant ones*of the world 
inay behold themfelves, thou fecond and new Don 
Manuel de Leon, who was the glory and iionour of the 
^<zff^ knights-l With what words fhall I relate this 
^remendous exploit ? By what arguments (hall I render 
it credible to fucceeding ages ? Or .what praifes,. though, 
above all hyperboles hyperbolical, do not fit and he- 
Come thee ? Thou alone on fbow intr^kl and magna- 
ilimous, with a fingle fword, and that none of the 
^arpeH, with a fhield, not c^ the brighter and mod 
Shining fieel, flandeft waiting for and expe^ng two of 
the fiercefl lions» that ever were bred. in the forefU o£ 
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-^|f5ite?^„JL^t thjr own deeds praHie thjse, yaloronf 
pLmc^ganf for here I muft leaved low i^^ 
Words, whereby to enhance, them. H«^ the 
jpiuls his exchuoationy and refiimes^ the t^ead J 
piAory^ iaying. 

The kec|>er then, feeing Z)wr ^ix^t fccd^ 
pdlare, aiid that he could not avoid lettiQ

C&beof aneJItmbniifiliry bigncfs, and of a hideous and 
f^htfhl a%ea. The £ra thing he did, was, to io^ 
^flifidf round in the cage^ reach aat a paw, and ilret^ 
Mmfelf at full length. Then he gaped and yawoed 
iitr? lei&rely ; then licked the dull off his eyc^, and 
iwaflied his face, with fome half a yard of tongue. 
This done, he thruft; his head out of the cage^ and 
ftared 'rodnd on sdi iides with eyes of £re^ coals: a 
fight and aijp^ enough to have &ruck terror i^to te^ 
sneri^ itfelf. Don ^i:^Qte only obierved him wuL 
attention, wiflung he woald leap oiic from the carr, 
and grapple with him, that he might tear him in pi<?c^4 
to firch a* ^it^ of exnavagance had his unhea rc - 
inadnefs tranfported hini. But the generous lion, m o.c 
iCivil than arrogant, taking no notice of his vapouring 
and bravadoes, after having lUred about him, a^ hai 
been^id, tamt^ h>s hack, and ihewed his po£lerion 
to Lhfi ^uix9te^ and, with great Hegm and calmrbefi. 
laid himfelf down again in the cage. Which I?^ 
^uixHe perceiving, he ordered the keeper to give him 
fome.blowSf and provoke him to come forch, That 
I will not do, anfw^red the keeper ; for, fhould I pro- 
voke him, I myfelf Ihall be the firft he will tear ^^ , 
pieces. Be fatis^^, Signor cavalier, with what % 
done, w^A ii^ aB that can be faid in point of cou- 
rage, and do nc^ tempt for»me a iecond time. The 
lion has the door 6pen, and it is in his choice to cbniv .' 
ibrth or not : ^nd fince he has not yet come out^ he 
wiU not come out all this day. The greatnefs of your 
wprihip^s courage is already fufiiciently fhewn : no 
brave combatant, aa I take it, is obliged to more thaa 
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to challenge his foe, and ezped bim in the field ; and» 
if the antagonift does not meet him, the infamy lies 
at his door, and the expedant gains the crown of 
conqucft. That is true, anfwered Don ^ixoti : ftmt 
the door, friend, and give me a certificate, in the beft 
fonn you can, of what you have feen me do here. 
It is fit it fhould be known, how yon opened to the 
lion ; I waited for him ; he came not out ; I waited 
for him agaia; again he came not out i and again, he 
laid him down. I am bound to no more ; enchant- 
ments avaunt, and god help right and truth and true 
chivalry : and fo fhut the door, while I make a fignal 
to the fugitive and abfent» that they may have an ac* 
count of this exploit from your mouth. 

The ke^er did fo^ and Do/g ^ixote, clapping on 
the point of his taunce the linen cloth, wherewith he 
^ wiped the torrent of the curds from off his face, 
Dcgan to call out to the reft, who ftill fled, turning 
about their heads at every ftcp, all in a troop, and the 
gendeman at the head of them. B\x\,Sancbo, chancing 
to efpy the fignal of the white cloth, faid : May I be 
janged if my mailer has not vanquiflied the wild- 
oeafts. fince he calls to us. They all haked, and 
knew that it was Don ^ixote^ who made the fign j 
and, abatuig fome part of their fear, they drew nearer 
^y ^ees, *till they came where they could diftina* 
ty hear the words of Don ^ixote^ who was calling to 
^cni. In (hort, they came back to the carr^ and then 
Bon fixate faid to the carter : Put to your mules 
*gain, brother, and continue your journey; zndSan- 
€bo^ give two gold crowns to him and the keeper, ta 
J?ake them amends for my having detained them.. 
T^t 1 will with all my heart, anfwered Sancho : but 
^hat is become of the Kons ^ Are they dead or alive ^ 
* ^cn the keeper, very minutely, and wkh proper 
Paufcs, related the fuccefs of the conflid, exaggerate 
^g> the beft he could, or knew how, the valour of 
Don ^ixote^ at fight of whom the abaflied lion would 
^ot, nor dnrft not, ftir out of his cage, though he had 
^^Id open the door a good while ; and upon his re* 
Vol. UL prefenting 
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pre&nting to the knight, that it was tempting god ta 
provoke the lion, and to make him come out by force, 
as he would hare had him done* whether he would qi 
aOy and wholly againft his wiU, he had fufFered the 
cage- door to be ihut. What think you of this, San- 
cbo ? quoth Don Quixote : can any enchantments pre- 
Tail agaiuH true courage ? With eafe may the enchan- 
ters deprive me of good fortune i but of courage and 
refolution they never can. Sancho gave the gold crowns ^ 
the carter put to ; the keeper kiiTed Don ^ixote\ 
hands for the favour received, and promifed him to 
relate this valorous expbk to the kin^ himielf, when^ 
he came to court. If, perchance, his majefly, faid 
Don ^ixotg, {hould enquire who performed it, tell 
him, thi knight of the lions : for from henceforward I 
refolve, that the title I have hitherto borne oitbe knight 
tf the forrowful figure ihall be changed, trucked, and 
altered to this ; and herein I follow the antient pra€Uce 
of knights-errant, who changed their names when they 
had a mind, or whenever it ferved their turn. 

The carr went on its way, and Don ^ixote^ Sancha,^ 
and he in the green furtout, purfued their journey, fi 
all this time Don Diego de Miranda had not fpoken a 
word, being all attention to obferve and remark the 
adions and words of Don ^ixote^ taking him to be a 
ieniible madman, and a madman bordering upon good 
fenfe. The firft part of his hiftory had not yet come 
to his knowledge i for, had he read that, his wonder 
at Don ^ixote^& words and adtions would have ce^fed, 
as knowing the nature of his madnefs : but, as he ye( 
knew nothing of it, he fometimes thought him in hii 
fenfes, and fometimes out of tiiem ; becaufe what he 
fpoke was coherent, elegant, and weU faid, and what 
he did was extravagant,^ raih, and fooliih : for, faid h^ 
to himfelf, what greater madneis can there be, thaa 
to dap on a helmet full of curds, and perfuade one's 
ielf that enchanters have meked one's ikull ; and what 
greater raibnefs and extravagance, than to refolve, in 
^ite of oppofition, to fight with lions ? 

Don ^ixote diverted thefe imaginations, and this^ 
foliloqay, by faying ; Doubtlefs, Signor Dou Diego de 
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Miranda, in your opinion I muft needs pafs for an ex- 
travagant madman ; and no wonder it fhould be fo : for 
my adtions indicate no lefs. But, for aU that, I would 
have you know» that I am not fo mad, nor fo (hallow,' 
as I may have appeared to be. A fine appearance 
makes the gallant cavalier, in fhining armour, prauncing 
over the lifts, at fome joyful tournament, in fight of the 
ladies. A fine appearance makes the knight, when, ia 
the midft of a large fquare, before the eyes of his prince, 
he transfixes a furious bull. And a fine appearance 
make thofe knights, who, in mHicary exercifes, or the 
like, entertain, enliven, and, if we may fo (ay, do hon» 
our to their prince's court. But, above all thefe, a 
much finer appearance makes the knight^ errant, who, 
through defer ts and folitudes, through crofs-ways, 
through woods, and over mountains, goes In quefl of 
perilous adventures, with defign to bring them to a 
happy and fortunate conclufion, only to obtain a glo* 
tIous and immortal fame. A knight -errant, I fay, 
makes a finer appearance in the aft of fuccouring fome 
widow in a <iefert place, than a knight-courtier in ad- 
drefling fome damfel in a city. All cavaliers have 
their proper and peculiar exercifes. ." Let the courtier 
wait npon the ladies ; adorn his prince's court with 
rich liveries; entertain the poorer cavaliers at his 
fplendid table; order jufts; manage tournaments ; and 
&ew himfelf great, liberal, and magnificent, and above 
all a good chriilian : and in this manner will he pre- 
cifely comply with the obligations of his duty. But 
let the knight- errant fearch the remoteft corners of the 
world ; enter the moft intricate labyrinths ; at every 
Hep ailail impoilibilities ; in the wild uncultivated de- 
ferts brave the burning rays of the fummer's fun, and 
the keen inclemency of the winter's froft: Let not 
lions daunt him, fpedlres affright him, or dragons 
terrify him : for in feekipg thefe, encountering thofe, 
and conquering them all, confifls his principal and 
true employment. It being then my lot to begone of 
the number of knights errant, I cannot decline under- 
taking whatever I imagine to come within the verge of 
my profeffion ; and therefore encountering the lions, as

I jaft DOW didy belonged to ne diredly, thoagh I knew 
it to be a moil extravagant raihneis. 1 very well know, 
that fortitude is a virtue placed l>etween the two vitioos 
extremes of cowardife and raflinefs : but it is better 
the valiant (hould rife to the high pitch of temerity, 
than fink to the low point of cowardife: for, as it is 
<afier for the prodigal to become liberal, than for the 
covetous, fo it is much eafier for the raih to hit apon 
being truly valiant, than for the coward to rife to true 
valour : and as to undertaking adventures, beliere me^ 
Signor Dfm DiegQ^ it is better to lofe the game by a 
caord too much than one Xtio little: for it founds better 
in the ears of thofethat hear it,.fueh a knight is 
ralh and daring, thaa« fuch a knight is timorous and 
cowardly. 

I fay, Signor 2>#» ^ix9ti^ anfwered Don Diego^ that 
all you have faid and done is levelled by the line of 
right reafon J and I think, if the laws and ordinances 
of knight-errantry fliould be loft, they might be found 
In your worfhip's breaft, as in their proper depofitory 
and regifter. But let us make haHe, for it grows late ; 
and let us get to my village and houfe, where you 
may repofe and refrefh your felf after your late toil, 
which, if not of the body, has been a labour of the 
mind* which often affeds the body too. I accept of 
the dFer as a great favour and kindnefs, Signor Dm 
Dieg§^ anfwered D^n ^ixott: andfpurring on a little 
more than they had hitherto done, it was about two 
in the afternoon when they arrived at the village, and 
the houfe of Dm Diege^ whom Dm ^ixou called 7i^ 
inight of tb€ green riding^ccat. 
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CHAPTER L 

Of what iifil Don Quixofo /• thi leaJUe vr hwfi •fth 
knight of the grnn riMng-CMt^ with cthtr txfrava* 
gant patters. 

DON QUIXOTE foaiid, tkat Dan Diego\ 
hoofe was fpacious, after the country faibi6n^ 
haTingtiie arms of Ike family carved in rough 
&Mie over the great gates; the buttery in the court- 
yard, the 'cellar under the porch, and fereral earthea 
wine-jars placed round about it; which, being of the 
ware ^Tohofo^ renewed the niemory of his enchanted 
and metamorpho(ed Dulcintai and, without confi- 
dering what he (aid, or before whom, he iighed, and 
cried: O fweeteft pledges, fbimd now to my forrow; 
fweet and joyous, yikksxk heavm would have it fo M 
O ye ^ohfian jars, that have brought back to my re* 
mosbraace the fweet pledge of my greateft bitterne6 1 

I In aUttfion ^ the heglaaiag of a fons ia the Diana of . 
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This was over-heard hy the poetical icholar, d^n 
Diego*8 fon» who, with his mother, was come out to 
receive him ; and both mother and fon were in admi- 
ration at the fhrange figure of Don ^xott^ who, 
alighting from Rs^nanti^ very- courteoufly defired 
leave to kifs the lady's hands; znA Don Diego faid: 
Receive* madam» with your accuftomed civility, Signor 
Don ^sxofe di la Mancba here prefent, a knight- 
errant^ and the moft valiant^ and moift ingenious, per- 
ibn in the world* The lady, whofe name was DawM 
Cbriftina^ received him' with tokens of much affe^n 
and civility* and Don Quixote returned them with in- 
tereft in difcreet and courteoas . exprefiions. The fame 
kind of compliments paiTed between him and the fia- 
dent, whom by his talk Don ^ixou took for a witty 
and acute perA>n. 

Here the authoi* fets down all the particulars of Dm 
Difgo'^ honfe, defcribing all the furniture ufually am- 
tained in the manfion of a gentleman that was both a 
farmer and rich. But the tranilators of the hiftoty 
thought fit to pafs 4)ver in filence thefe, and fuch like 
minute matters, as not fuiting With the principal fcope 
of the hiftory, in which truth has more forc^than cold 
and infipid digrefiions. 

Don ^ixote was led into a hall : Sancbo unarmed 
him; he remained in his wide ^^/^^a breeches, and in 
a Sbamois doublet, all befmeared with the rofl of his 
armour: his band was of the college-cut, without 
fbu-ch and without lace : his buikins were date co- 
loured, and his fhoes waxed. He girt on his trufty 
fword, which hung at a belt made of a fea-wolfs 
fkin : for it is thought he had been many years troa- 
bled with a weaknefs in his loins'. Overtheiehe 
had a long cloak of good grey cloth. But, firft of 
all, with liV€ or fix kettles of water (for there is fomc 
difference as to the number) he wafhed his head and 
face ; and ftiil the water continued of a whey colour, 
thanks to S anchors gluttony, and the purchafe of ^^ 
nafty curds, that had made his mailer fo white and 
dean. With the aforcfiud 'accoutrements, and with a

genteel air. and deportment, Don ^xote walked into 
another hall, where the fludent was waiting to en- 
tertain him *till the cloth was laid ; for the lady Donna 
Cbriftina would (hew, upon the arrival of fo noble a 
guefty that ihe knew how to regale thofe, who came 
to her houfe. 

While Don ^ixote was unarming, Don Lorenzo (for 
that was the name of Don Diego*s fon) had leifure to 
hy to his father : Pray, Sir, who is this gentlcn^an you 
have brought us home ? for his name, his ^gMvc, and 
your telling us he is a knight-errant, hold my mother 
and me in great fufpenfe. I know not how to an- 
swer you, fon, replied Don Diego: I can only tell 
you, that I iiave (ttn him adl the part of the mad- 
deft man in the world, and then talk fo ingenioufly, 
that his words contradidl and undo all his actions. 
Talk you to him, and feel the pulfe. of his under* 
ftknding; and, fince you have difcernment enough, 
judge of his difcretion, or diftraflion, as you (hall find ; 
though, to fay the truth, 1 rather take him to be mad, 
than otherwife. 

Hereupon Don Lorenzo went to entertain Don ^ix* 
ote, as has been faid 5 and among other difco^rfe, which 
pailed between them, Don ^ixote faid to Don Lorenzo : 
Signor Don Diego de Mirandn^ your father. Sir, has 

fiven me fome account of your rare abilities, and re- 
ned judgment, and particularly that you are a great 
poet. A poet, perhaps, I may be, replied Don Lo^ 
renzo ; but a great one, not even in thought. True 
it is, I am fomewhat fond of poetry, and of reading 
the gopd poets ; but in no wife fo as to merit the title 
my father is pleafed to bellow, upon me. I do not dif- 
like this modefty, anfwered Don fixate ; for poet* 
arc ufually very arrogant, each thinking himfelf the 
greateft in the world. There is no rule without an 
exception, anfwered Don Lorenzo, and fuch an one 
there may be,, who is really fa, and does not think it. 
Very few, anfwered Don fixate: but pleafe to tell 
me. Sir, what vcrfes are thofe you have now in hand, 
which, your father £iys, make you fo uneafy and 
I 2 thoughtful : 
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thoughtful : for if it be fome glofs ', I kiiow fomc- 
tvhat of the knack of gloffing, and fliould be glad to 
fee it : and if they are defigned for a poetical prize, en- 
deavour to obtain the fecond ; for the firft is always 
carried by favour, or by the great quality of the 
j)erfon: the fecond is bellowed according to merit; fo 
that the third becomes the fecond, and the firft, in 
ihis account, is but the third, according to the li- 
berty commonly taken in your univerfities. But, for 
all that, the name of firfl: makes a great figure. ' Hi- 
therto, iaid Don Lorenzo to himfelf^ I cannot judge 
^hee to be mad : let us proceed ; fo he faid to him : 
Your worfhip, I prefume, has frequented the fchools: 
what fciences have you ftudied? That of knight-cr- 
Yantry, anfwered Don ^ixote, which is as good as 
your poetry, yea, and two little fingers breadth be- 
yond it. I know not what fcience that is, replied 
Don Lorenzo, and hitherto it has not come to my 
knowledge. It is a fcience, replied Don ^ixote, wfaid 
includes in it all, or moft of the other fciences of the 
world. For he, who profeffes it, mull be a lawyer, 
and know the laws of diilributive and commutative 
juflice, in order to give every one what is his own, 
and that which is proper for' him. He mufl be a 
divine, to be able to giv6 s^^eafon for the chriflian 
faith he profeffes, clearly ^d diftin£lly, whenever it 
is required of him. He muft be a phyfidan, and efpe- 
cially a botanift, to know. In the midft of wildernefles 
and deferts, the herbs and finipl^s, which have the 
virtue of curing wounds ; for your knight- errant muft 
not at every turn be running to look for fomebody 
to heal him. He muft be an aflronomer, to know by 
the Hars what it is a clock, and what part or climate 
of the world he is in. He muil know the mathema- 
ticks, bccaufe at every foot he will ftand in need of 
them : and, fetting aiide that he muft be adorned with 
all the cardinal and theological virtues; I defcend to 
fome other minute particulars. I fay then, he muft 
know how to fwim like him people call Ftfi NiMas', 

or 

I A kind of paraphrafc or comment, much uk sk in ihat 
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or Nicbolao <. He mull know how to ihoe a hoife, 
and to keep the faddle and bridle in repair : and, to 
return to what was faid above, he muft preferve his 
faith to god and his milh-efs inviolate. He muft be 
chaite in his thoughts, modeft in his words, liberal in 
good works, valiant in exploits, patient in toils, cha- 
ritable to the needy, and laftly a maintainer of the 
truth, though it fhonld cod him his life to defend it. 
Of all thele great and iinall parts a good knight-er- 
rant is compofed. Coniider then, Signor Don Lorenzo, 
whether it be a fnotty fcience, which the knight, 
who profefles it, learns and iludies, and whether it 
may not be equalled to the flateliefl of all thofe that 
are taught in your colleges and fchools. If this be 
iop replied Don Lorenzo^ I maintain, that this fcience 
is preferable to all others. How! if it be fo! an- 
fwered Don ^xote. What I mean. Sir, quoth Don 
Lorenzo, is, that I queftion, whether there ever have 
been, or now are in being, any knights -errant, adorned 
with fo many virtues. I have often faid, anfwered 
Don ^ixote, what I now repeat, that the great^ 
part of the world are of opinion, there never were 
any knights-errant; and, becaufe I am of opinion, 
^lat, if heaven does not in fome miraculous manner 
convince them of the truth, that there have been, and 
are fuch now, whatever pains are taken will be all in . 
vain, as I .have often found by experience, I will not 
now lofe time in bringing you out of an error fo pre- 
valent with many. What I intend, is, to beg of hea- 
ven to undeceive you, and let ypu fee how ufeful and 
necefTary knights-errant were in times paft, and how 
beneficial they would be in the prefent, were they again 
in faihion: but now, through the fms of the people, 
floth, idlends, gluttony, and luxury triumph. Our 
gueft has broke loofe, quoth Don Lorenzo to himfelf ; 
but iliU he is a . whimfical kind of a madman, and I 
^uld be a weak fool, if I did not believe fo. 

Here their difcourfe ended; for they were called to 

fiipper. Don Diego aiked his fon, what he had copied 

9ut fair of the genius of his gueft. He anfwered:

The ablcft doftors, and beft pen-men in the worltF, 
will never be able to extricate him out of the rough- 
draught of .his madnefs '. His diflra^ion is a med- 
ley, full of lucid intervals. To fupper they went, 
and the repaft was fuch, as Don Dugo had told them 
upon the road, he ufed to give to 5iofe he invited, 
neat, plentiful^ and favoury. But that, which pleafed 
Don ^ixote above all, was, the marvellous iilence 
throughout the whole houfe, as if it had been a con* 
vent of Cartbufians, 

The cloth being taken away, grace faid, and their 
hands waihed, Don ^ixote earneftly entreated Don 
Lorenzo to repeat the verfes defigned for the prize. 
To which he anfwered : That I may not be like thofe 
poets, who, when defired, refufe to repeat their verfes, 
and, when not afked, fpew them out, I will read my 
glofs, for which I cxpedt no prize, having done it 
• only to exercife my fancy. A friend of mine,^ a very 
ingenious perfon, anfwered Don ^ixoti^ was of opi- 
^ ^ nion, that no body fhould give themfehres the trou- 
ble ef glofling on verfes : and the reaibn, he (aid, 
was, becaufe the glofs^ could never come up to the 
text, and very often the glofs mifkkes the intention 
and deilgn of the author. Befides, the rules of gloffing 
aretooftrift, fufFering no interrogations, nor faid hi s^ 
XiOx Jhall I /ay*s, nor making nouns of verbs, nor 
changing the fcnfe, with other ties and reftridionsi 
which cramp the gloffers, as your worfhip muft needs 
' know. Truly, Signor Don ^ixote^ quoth Don Lo- 
renxo, I have a great defire to catch your worfhip 
tripping in fome falfe Latin, and cannot; for yoi> 
flip throu'gh my fingers like an eel. I do not an- 
derftand, anfwered Don Quixote, what you Inean by 
my flipping through your fingers. I .will let yoii 
know another time, replied Don Lorenzo: at prefcnt 
give attention to the text and the glofs, which are as 
follows.

When Don Lorenzo bad made an end of rei^ng his 
glofs, Don ^ixotel3tood up, atad» holding Don Leren- 
s^hJk hy the right haidd, cried out, in a voice &lond, 
that it was next to a fquaH : Bjr die higheft heavens, 
noble youth, you are the beft poet in the ontreHe, and 
deferve to wear the laurel. Hot of Cyprus^ nor of 
Casta, as^a certam poet faid, whom god forgive, bat 
of the oniverfities of Athens, were they now in being, 
and of thofe that now fubiiil, of Paris, Bologna, and 
Salamanca. Heaven grants that the jtidges, who iball 
deprive you of the firfl prize^ may be transfixed by 
the arrows of Apollo, and that the Mnfei may never 
crofs the thrcihold of their doors. Be pleafed. Sir, to 
repeat fome other of your verfes, in the greater kinds 
of poetry ; for I would thoroughly fed the pnlfe of 
your admirable genius. Is it not excellent, thitt Den 
Lorenzo fhould be delighted to hear himiblf praifed by 
Don ^ixote, whOm he deemed a tnadinan ? O force 
of flattery, how far doeft thou extend^ add how wide 
are the bounds of thy pleaiing jurifdi^on .' ' Tiiis 
truth wa« verified in Don Lorenzo, who complied with 
the requeft and defife of Don ^xote, repeating thii 
fonnet on the fable or flory of FyramuseOid Tbisbe.

Now god be thanked, quoth T)on ^ixote, having 
Heard Don Lorenzo^s fonnet, that, among the infinite 
number of poets now in being, I have met with one 
(o abfolute in all refpeds, as the artifice of your wor- 
fliip's fonnet (hews you to be. 

Four days was Don ^ixote extremely regaled in Don 
Diego's houfe; at the end whereof he begged leave 
to he gone, telling him, he thanked him for the fa- 
vour and kind entertainment he had received in his 
family : but, bepaufe it did not look well for knights* 
errant to give themfelves up to idlenefs and indulgence 
too long, ne would go, in compliance with the duty 
of his fon£tion, in queft of adventures, wherewith he 
was informed thofe parts abounded ; defigning to em- 
ploy the time thereabouts, . 'till the day of the jufts at 
Saragojfa, at which he rdblved to be prefent : but iir 
the firft place he intended to vifit the cave of Monte- 
^nos, of which people related fo many and fuch won- 
derful things all over that country ; at the fame time 
enquiring into the (burce and true fprings of the feven 
lakes, conmionly called the lakes of Ruydera. Don 
Diego and his fon applauded his honourable refolution, . 
deliring hmi to furnifh himfelf with whatever he pleaf- 
ed of Uieirs ;^ for he was heartily welcome to it, his 
worthy perfon and his noble profeflion obliging them 
to make, him this offer. 

Ai length the day of his departure came, as joyous 
to Don ^ixote, as fad. and ^mhappy for Sancbo Pan- 
fa, who liked the plenty of Don Diego*s houfe won- . 
drotts well, and was loth to return to the hunger of 
thefocefts and wilderaefles, and to the penury of his

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ill-provided wallets. However he filled and ftuffed 
them ^ith what he thought moft neceflary : and Don 
fixate J at taking leave of Don Lorenzo, faid t I know 
not whether I have told you before, and, if 1 have, 
I tell you again, that, whenever you (hall have a 
mind to ihorten your way and pains to arrive at Che 
inacceffible fummit of the temple of Fame, you have 
no more to do, but to leave on qne fide the path of 
poetry, which is fomewhat narrow, and follow that 
of knight-errantry, which is ftill narrower, but fufiici- 
cnt to make you an emperor before you can fay, Gw* 
me ihefe ftraius. With thefe expreffions* !)«» fixate 
did, as it were, ' finifh and (hut up the procefs of liis 
madnefs, and efpecially with what he added, faying : 
God knows how willingly I would take Signor Don 
Lorenzo with me, to teach him how to fpare the hum- 
ble, and to trample under -foot the haughty ', virtues 
annexed to the fundlion I profefs : but fince his youth 
does not require it, nor his laudable exercifes permit 
it, I content my felf with putting your worfhip in the 
- way of becoming a famous poet; and that is,: by fol- 
lowing the opinion and judgment of other men ra« 
ther than your own ; for no fathers or mothers think 
their own children ugly ; and this felf deceit is yet 
flronger with refpeft to the off fpring of the mind. 
The father and fon admired afrefli at the intermixed 
difcourfes of Don fixate, fometimes wife and fome- 
times wild, and the obflinacy, with which he was hent 
upon the fearch of his mifad venturous adventures, the 
fole end and aim of all his wi(hes. Offers of ferviceand 
civilities were repeated, and, with the good leave of 
the lady of the caftle, they departed, Don ^ixote up- 
on Rozinante, and Sancbo upon Dafpte.

T^ O N ^1X0 TE was got but a little way froim 
M ' Don Diego^s village, when he over-took two 
peHbns like eccleiiaftics or fchol^s». and two coantry 
f^ows, all four mounted upon aiTes. One of the 
icholars carried behind him, wrapped' up in green* 
buckram, like a portmanteau, a fmall bundle of.linen^ 
aiui two pair of thread dockings : the other carried 
nothing but a pair of new black fencing foils,, witli 
their buttons. The countrymen carried other things^ 
which (hewed that they came from fome great town^ 
where they had bougjit them, and were carrying them^ 
liome to their own village.

world, tie told them, his proper name was Don J^/>7 
ote deia MancJhay znd his appellative the knight of the 
lions. All this to the countrymen was talking ^r^^^: 
or gibberilh 5 but not to the fcholars, who foon dif- 
covered the foft part of Don ^ixote\ fciill : neverthe-? 
leis they looked upon him with admiration and refpe^j^. 
and one of them faid : If your worfhip. Sir knight,^ 
be not determined to one particular road, a thing not 
ufual with feekers of adventures, come along with us». 
and you will fee one of the greateft and richeff wed- 
dings that to this day has ever been celebrated in Lch 
Maacba, or in many leagues rouud about. Don %/V* 
' ■■ ^ • et^a: 
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•te aiked hiniy if it was that of fome prince, that he 
extolled it fo much ? No, anfvvtfred the fchol^*» bat of 
a farmer and a farmer's (kughter ; he the wealthier of 
All this country, and fhe the beantifolleft diak ever eyd 
beheld. The preparatioH is txCtVL&tdxmtf and new i 
for the wedding, is to be celebrated in a meadow near 
the village, where the bride lives, whom they caU, by 
way of pre-emii\pnce, ^inria the i^r, and the bride- 
groom Camacho the rich ; (he of the age of eighteei^ 
and he of two and twenty, both equally matched; 
though fome nice folks, who have all the pedigrees in 
the world in their heads, pretend, that the family of 
^iteria the fair has the advantage of Camucbo^s-. bat 
now i-days that is little regarded j for riches are abfc 
to folder up abundance of Haws. In fhort, this ^uae 
Camacho is generous, and has taken into his head t& 
make a kind of arbour to cover the whole meadow 
over-head, in fuch manner that the fun itfelf will be 
put to fome difficulty to get to vifit the green graft, 
with which the ground is covered. He will alfo Bare 
morice-dancers, both with fwords and little bell/; 
lor there are fome people in his village, who jingle 
and clatter them extremely well. I fay nothing of thd 
fhoe- dancers and caperers ', fo great is the numbei 
that are invited. But- nothing of all that I have re- 
peated, or omitted, is like to make this wtdding h 
zemarkable, as what, I believe, the flighted Sajlhts^ 
will do upon this occafion. 

This BaJiUus is a neighbouring fwain, of the iam* 
itillage with ^iteria : his houfe is next to that ol 
S^iteria's parents, with nothing but a wall between 
them J from whence Ca//V took occafion to revive iA 
the world the long- forgotten loves of Pyramus afi^ 
Tbishe: for Bafilius was in love with ^teria froto hii 
thildhood, and (he anfwered his wiflies with a thou-^ 
land model! favours, infomuch that the loves of tft^ 
two children, Bafilius and ^iteridy became the com^ 
toon talk of the village. When they were grown up, 
the father of ^iteria refolved to. fbrbjd BaJXm the

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mfval a<icef5 to hb family^ and* to iave himfelf froin 
aj^rehei^ons and fufpiciotis, he purpofed to marry 
liis daughter to the rich CamAcho, not cboofing to 
aiatch her with SaftHus^ who is not endowed with fo 
vaokj gifts of fortune, as of na^re : for, if the truth 
is to be told without envy* he is the moll a6Uve 
youth we kn^w ; a great pitcher of the bar, an ex- 
tFeme good wreftler^ «ud a great player at cricket », 
tuiis like ^ buck, leaps like a wild goat, and plays 
at nine-pins as if he did i\ by witchcraft; fings like 
a larl^ and touches a guitar th^t. he makes it fpeak % 
and, above all, he handles th^ fmall fword like the 
moft accon^difhed fencer. For 4is e^ccellence alone^ 
^oth Don J^i>r0/r immediately, thi^yputh delervesto 
Buurry, not only the fair ^Uma^ but queen Ginehra 
herfdf, were (he now alive, in fpite of Sir Lamceiot^ 
and all oppofers. TO my wife wi(h that, quoth San- 
eho Panifa (who had been hitherto filent and likening). 
who will have every 'body marry their equal, accord- 
ing to the proverb^ Eveiy iheepto its match* What I 
would have, is, that this honeft BafiUut (for I begia 
to tdte a liking to him) ibilU VMsty this fame lady 
^ittria ; ahd heaven fend thein good luck, and god V 
Uefling (he meant the reverfe) on t|H>fe, who would. 
hinder people that^ love e^h other from marrying*. 
If all, who loVe each odiei*, were io be married, faid 
Dm ^mM§tit it would deprive parents of the privilege. 
and authffl-ity of finding jH-opelr matches for their chil* 
ten. If the choice of hulbands were left to thein-*^ 
c&iat£an ctf d^gfitera^ fome there are, who would 
choofe their father's fervant, and others fome pretty 
. fUlow^hey'iee'pafsakyngtbe dreets; in their opinion,. 
g^tcd,. and well made^ though he were a beaten buK 
ly I for love and affe^cm eafily Wn4 the eyes of the 
aadexftanding, io abifbltttety neceflary for cHopfing ouc. 
late of life ^ ahd thac^^f niatrimoqy is greatly expofe4 
ttnthedanger of amiftake, and thecr is n^ed of great 
cautibta,. and thfe particular favour of heaven, to make 
k hit right. . A perfon, .who has a mind to take a lonK 

Crney^ if ie be wife, before he fets forward, will 
k out fax ibme lafe and agEeeable fiomgwon* And 

fliould 
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frould not he do the like, who undertakes a journe]f 
for life, efpecially if his fellow traveller is to be his 
companion at bed and board, and every where elfe, 
as the wife is nvith the hufband ? The wife is not a 
commodity, which, when once boaght, yon can ex^ 
change, or fwap, or return ', but is an infeparable 
acceffory, which lafts as long as life i|felf. She is a 
Boofe, which, "when* once £rown about the nedc, 
turns to a Gordian knot, and cannot be unloofed *till 
cut afunder by the fcythe of death. I could (ay much 
more upon this fubjed, were I not prevented by the 
defire I have, to know, whether Signor the licenciate 
has any thing more to fay concerning the hiflory of 
Bafilius. Ta which the fcholar, batchelor, or iicen* 
eiate, as Don 'fixate called him, anfwered : On the 
whole I have no more to iay, but that, £rom the mo* 
ment JBafiiiui heard of^iteria^s being to be nuuried 
to Camacbo the rich, he has never been feen to fmile^ 
nor fpeak coherently, and is always penfive and fadi 
and talking to himfelf ; certain and clear indicadcms of 
his being diflraded. He eats and fleeps. but little ; 
and what he does eat is fruit i and when he fleeps, if 
he does fleep, it is in the fields, upon the hard ground, 
like a brute beafl. From time to time he throws hit 
eyes up to heaven ; now fixes them on the ground, 
with fuch flupefii6tion,that he feems to be nothing bat 
a ftatue doathed, whofe drapery is put in motion by 
the air. In ihort, he gives fuch indications oi an im« 
pafiioned heart, that we all take it for granted, that 
to-morrow Sluiteria's pronouncing the ^tal Tis will 
be the fentence of his death. 

Heaven will or^er it better, i{\io\hSancb9i for god, 
diat gives the wound, fends the cure : no body knows 
what is to come : there are a great many hours be-* 
tween thiH and to-morrow ; and in one hour, yea, in . 
one moment, down falls the houfe : I have feen it 
rain, and the fun ihine, both at the fame time : fock 
an one goes to bed found at night, and is not able to 
ftir next morning : and tell me, can any body brag of 
having driven a nail in Fortune* s wheel ? no certainly ;. 
and, between the Tes and the No of a woman, I

ivould not venture to thruft the point of a pin »^ fbr 
there would not be room enough for it. Grant me 
but that ^iteria loves Bafiiius with all her heart, and 
I will give him a bag-fuU of good-fortune: for love^ 
as I have heard fay, looks through fpedacles, which 
make copper appear to be gold, poverty to k^ riches, 
and fpecks in the eyes pearls. A curfe light on you, 
Sancbo, what would you be at ? quoth Don ^ixote t 
when you begin ftringing of proverbs and tales, none 
but Judas^ who I wiih had you, can wait for you. 
Tell me, ammal, what know you of nails and wheels, 
or of any thing elfe ? O ! replied Sancho^ if I am not 
underftood, no wonder that what I fay paffes for non- 
fenfe : but no matter for that; I underAand myfelff 
neither have I faid many fooliih things : only youF 
worfhip is always cricketting my words and adtion*^ 
Criticking, I fuppofe, you would fay, quoth Don 
^ixore^ and not cricketting, thou mifapplicr of good 
language, whom god confound. Pray, Sir, be not fo 
(harp upon me, anfwered Sancho i for you know I 
was not bred at court, nor have ftudicd itk Salamanca^ 
to know whether I add to, or take a letter from, my 
words. As god fhall fave me, it is unreafonable to 
exped, that the Sayagues » fhould fpeak like the Toie- 
dans i nay, there are Toledans, who are not over nice 
in the bufinefs of fpeaking politely. It is true, quoth 
the licenciate ; for how fhould they fpeak fa well, 
who arc bred in the tan-yards and in Zocodo^er *, as 
they, who arc all day walking up and down the cfoif- 
ters of the great church ? and yet they arc all l^ole- 
dans. Purity, propriety, elegance, and perfpicuity 
of knguage, are to be found among difcerning cour- 
tiers, though borQ in Majalabonda. I fay difcerning, 
becaufe a great many there are, who are not fo, and 
difcernment is the grammar of good language, accom- 
panied with Quftom and ufe. I, gentlemen, for my

Look you, batche* 
lor, anfwered the licenciate, you are the moft miftaken 
in the world in your opinion touching the dexterity of 
the fword, if you hold it to be infignificant. With 
me, it is not barely opinion, but a fettled truth, re^i 
plied Corcbuelo i and ii you have a mind I ihould con* 
yince you by experience you carry foils, an opportu^ 
nity o^ers, and I have nerves and ftrength, that, back« 
cd by my courage, which is none of the leah, will 
make you confefs that I am not deceived. Alight, 
and make ufe of your meafured fleps, your circles, 
and angles, and fci ence i for I hope to make you fee 
|he ftars at noon-day with my modern and ruftic dex- 
' terity ; in which I tru^ under* god, that the man is 
yet unborn» who fhall majce me turn my back, and 
that thel-e is no body in the world, whom I will not 
oblige to give ground. As to turning the^back or 
not, X meMe not with it, replied the adept, though 
k may happen that in the firil fpot you £x yotir foot 
on your grave inay be opened % I mean, that you may 
be left dead there for defpiUng the noble fcience of de- 
fence. We ihall fee that prefently, anfwered Corchur 
do, and, jumping haftily froip his beaid, he ihatched. 
one of the foils, which the licenciate carried upon hia 
afs. It muft not be fo,. c|:i^ Dm ^ixote at this in;-

friends than before. So, being unwilling to wait for the 
fcrivener, who was gone to fetch the foi], thinking he 
might flay too long, they determmed to make the beil of 
their way, thatthey mi^t arrive betimes at %i/#/-/4*a 
village, whither t^bey were aU boiund.

for thy {elf and thy little family. Ambition dif* 
qatetfr thee not, nor does the vain pomp of the 
world difturb thee; for thy deiires extend not beyond 
the limits of taking care of thy afs : for that of thy 
perfon- is laid upon my ihouklers, a counter-balance 
and burthen that nature and cuftom have laid upon 
mftfters. The fervant fleeps, and the mafter is wak- 
mg, to confider how he is^ to maintain, prefer, and do 
him kindneiTes.

poor man ^ould be contented with what he finds, and 
not be looking for trufles at the bottom of the fea. 
I dare wager an arm, that Camacbo can cover Bafilius 
with fix^penny pieces from head to foot : and if it be 
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{o, as it maft needs be» ^uria would be a pretty 
biide indeed, to reject the fine doaths and jewcb, 
that CamaeJtp has givei^ and can give her, to choofe 
inilead ol them a pitch of the bar, and a feint atfbils, 
of Bafiiiuf ' ; One cannot have a pint of wine at a ta- 
vern for the.bn^eft pitch of the bar, or the devereft 
ptt(h of the foil : abUities and graces that are not ven- 
dible^ let the Count Dirios have them for me : but 
whei^ th^ light On a Bian that has wherewithal^ mxf 
my life wew as well as they do. Upon a £^>od fosn- 
dation a good building nuy be raiiied, and the beft 
bottom aixl flatnndatitfn in the world is money. For 
the love of god,* Somcbof quoth Don ^ixot^^, have 
done with your haSi^ngue ; I verily bt^if ve, wore yo« 
I^ alone to go on as you begin at eveiy torn^ yo« 
would have no time to Oat, or fieep, but would .%>e«t 
]( all in talk. If your worfliip had a- good m/tmarft 
replied S4mcJ^t you . would re^nember the artides of 
our agreement, before we Mied from home thia laft 
Inne ; one of which was, that you were to let me talk 
as much as I pleafed,- fo it were not any thing agaidft 
n^ neighbour, or againft your worlhip^s authority, 
0od hitherto I thidc I have not brckc that capitula* 
^on. t do not renember any fuch artide, SmnA»^ •$« 
iwered Don ^ixptr ; and though it were ib, it is niy 
pleafiire yon hold your peace, and come aloqg 2 finr 
by this time the mufical inftraments we heard laft night 
begin again ta cheer the vallies, and doubtlefs the 
efppufals will be cdebrated in the cool of the nu>m- 
ing, and not put off *till the heat of the day. 

Sancio did as his lord, oommianded him ; and fad- 
dHog Rfifdnanu and panneiiing Dapple, they both 
moanted, and marching fi>ftly entered the artificial 
^ade. The firft thing that prefeated^itfdf to Sancbo'% 
fight, was a whole buBock fpitted upon a larg^ efan. 
The fire it was roafted by was compofed of a middling 
mountain of wood, andround it were placed fix pots,

. I Before the fgvoury fmell had debauched Sancbo's jadgment, 
his paflioft was fti-ong tor Bafitius j but a lover of his g«ta will be 
pttrtial for a meal^i meat. Obferve bow he viliiies p«or Bafilius^ 
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mot cs£t in common moulds ; for diey were iulf jarf» 
e«ck contaming a whole fliamble of flefh ; and entire 
flieep were funk and fwallowed up in them, as com* 
modioofly as if they were only fo many pigeons. The 
hares ready cafed, and the fov^s ready plucked, that 
hung about upon the branches, in order to be buried 
in the cauldrons, were withoujt number. Infinite waa 
the wild fowl and veaifon hanging about the trecs^ 
that the ak might cool them. SanchQ counted above 
three-feore (kins, each of above twenty-four ' quarts, 
and all, as appeared afterwards, full of generous wines. 
There were alfo piles of the whitdl bread, like fa 
many heaps of wheat in a threihing-floor. Cheefes 
ranged like bricks formed a kind of wall. Two caul- 
drons of oil, larger than a dyer's va^ ftood ready for 
iiying all forts of batter-ware ; and with a couple of 
ftouc peels they took them out when fried, and dipped 
them in another ketde of prepared honey, that ^ood 
by. The men and women cooks were above Mty,. 
aU clean, dl diligent, and all. in good humour. In 
the bttllock^s diftended belly were a dozen fucking- 
pigs, 'fewed up in it to make it favouiy and tender. 
The ^ioes of various kinds feemed to have been 
boaght^ not by the pound, but by the hundred, and 
ftood free for every body in a great cheft. In fhort» 
the preparation for the wedding was all ruftic, but in 
fach plenty, that it was fnfficieat to have feafted an 
army. 

Sancho beheld all, confidered all, and was in love 
with every thing. The firft that captivated and fub* 
dtied his inclinations were the fiefli-pots, out of which 
he would have been glad to have filled a moderate 
pipkin. Then the wine-fkins drew his afFedions ; and, 
laftly, the produds of the fi'ying-pans, if fuch pom* 
pons cauldrons may be fo called. And, not being able 
to forbear any longer, ^d having no power to do 
otherwife, he went up to one of the bufy cooks, and, 
with courteous and hungry words, defired leave to 
fop a luncheon of bread in one of the pots. To 
which the cook anfwered : This is none of thofe days, 
over which hunger prefides ; thanks to rich Camacbo : 

alight. 
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aUght, and fee if yoa can find a ladle any where* 
and ikim out a fowl or two, and muck good may they 
do you. I fee none, anfwered Samcbo* Stay, quoth 
the €o6k^ god forgive me, what a nice and good-for- 
nothing fellow m^ you be ! And fo faying, he laid 
hold of a kettle, and, fowfing it into one of the half 
jars, he fiihed out three pullets, and a couple of geefe^ 
and faid to Samcb»: Eat, friend, and make a break- 
h&. of this fcum, to ftay your ftomach 'till dinner- 
time. I have nothing* to put it in, anfwered Sancbo. 
Then take ladle and all, quoth the cook; for the 
riches and felicity of Camacho fupply every thing. 
. While Sancbo was thus employed, Don Quixote 
ftood obferving how, at ene fide of the fpadons ar- 
boui', entered a dozen country-men upon as many 
beautiful mares, adorned with rich and gay capari- 
fons, and their furniture hung round with little bells. 
They were clad in holy-day apparel, and in a regu- 
lar troop ran fundry careers about the meadow, with 
a joyful mooriih cry of. Long live Camacbb and ^ut- 
teriay he as rich as ihe fair, and ihe the faireft of the 
world. Which Don Quixote hearing iaid to himfelf: 
It is plain thefe people have not feen my Dulcinea dd 
^4)hofo ; for, had they feen her, they would have been 
a little more upon the referve in praifing this ^'- 
ttria of theirs. A little while after, there entered, 
at divers parts of the arbour, a great many different 
dances ; among which was one conMing of four and 
twenty fword-dancers, handfome, fprightly, fwains, 
all arrayed in fine whited linen, with. handkerchiefs ' 
wrought with feveral colours of fine filk. Qne of 
thofe upon the mares afked a youth, who led the 
f\^ord-dance, whether any of his comrades were hurt. 
As yet, god be thanked, quoth the youth, no body 
is wounded ; we are all. whole : and prefently he twin- 
ed himfelf in among the reft of his companions, with

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fb many turns, and fo dextroufly, that, thoagh Don 
^ixote was accaflamed to iee ^ch kind of dances, 
he never liked any fo well as that. There was anp* 
ther, wliich pleafed him mightily, of a dozen moft 
beautiful danofels, fo young, that none of theni ap- 
peared to bender fourteen, nor any quite cig^iteen 
years oU, all clad in green fluff of Cuenfa, their locks 
partly plaited and partly loofe, and all fo yellow, that 
they might rival thofe of the fun itfelf ; with garlands 
of jeiamine, ipfes, and woodbine upon their lieads. 
They were leci up by a venerable old man and an 
ancient matron, but more nimble and airy than could 
be ezpeded from their years. A bag-pipe of Zamora > 
\ilicas their mufic; and they, carrying modedyin their 
looks and eyes, and lightnefs in their feet, approved 
thenafelves the befl dancers in the world. After thefe, 
there entered an artificial dance, compofed of eight 
nymphs, divided into two files. The god Cupid led 
one file, and Intenft the other ; the former adorned 
with wings, bow, quiver, and arrows ; the other ap- 
parelled with rich and various colours of gold and 
£lk. The nymphs, attendants on the god of love, 
had their names written at their backs cm white parch- 
ment, and in capital letters. Poetry was the title of 
the firft ; Discretion' of the fecond ; Good-family 
of the third ; and Valour of the fourth. The fol- 
lowers of Inttrefi were diftinguifhed in the fame man- 
ner. The title of the firft was Liberality j Do- 
nation ofthefecond; Treasure of the third i and 
that of the fourth Peaceable-possession. Before 
tkem all came a wooden caftle, drawn by favages, 
dad in ivy and hemp dyed green, fo to the life, that 
they almoft frighted Sancho. On the front, and on 
all the four fides of the machine, was written, The 
€aftle of Re/erve. Four fkilful muficians played on the 
tabour and pipe. Cupid began the dance, and, after 
two movements, he lifted up his tyts^ and bent his 
bow againft a ^mfel that flood between the battle- 
ments of the caHle, whom he addreifed after this 
manner.

In this manner all the figures of the two parties ad-*', 
▼anced and retreated, and each made its movements^ . 
ami recited its verfes» fome elegant, and fome ridicu- 
l(ms I. of which Don ^ixote, who had a very good 
memory^ treafured up thefe only. Prefently they mix* 
ed all together, in 4 kind of country -dance, with a 
genteel grace and edy freedom: and when dv/iVpaf- 
fed before the ca{Ue, he ihot his arrows aloft ; but /«- 
terifi flung gilded bal|sagainil it. Inconcluiion» after 
living danced fome t;ime. Inter eft drew out a large purfe 
of Raman catikin,, which feem^ to be full of money ; 
and throwing it at the caftl?« the boards weredisjointed^ 
and tumbled down with the blow, leaving the damfel 
egqpofed, and without any defence at all. Then came. 
htereft with his followers^ and, clapping a great goldea ' 
chain about her neck, they feemed to uke her prifo« 
ner,. and. lead her away captive : which Love and his 
adiEterents perceiving, made ^ (hew as if they would

There are but two families in the world, as my grand- 
mother ufed to fay; the Hanjis ^nd the' Have not\ 
and fhe iluck to the former ; and now- a days, m/ 
dear mailer Don ^ixote, people are taote inclined lo 
feel the pulfe of Have than Kuoia;. An afs with gold- 
en furniture makes a better figure than a horfc wjtb * I 
pack-faddle : fo that I tell you again, I hold withCd- | 
macbof the abundant fcum of whofe pots are geefe and | 
hens, hares and coneys ; whilft that of Bafelius\ if 
ever it comes to hand, muilbemere di(h- water. Have 
you finiihed your harangue, Sancbo f quoth Don ^i*' 
ote, I muft have done, anfwered Sancbo^ becaufe I 
perceive your worihip is going to be in a paiBon at 
what I am faying : for, were it not for that, there 
was work enough cut out for three days, God gwn^ 
^ ^ - ... it^U 
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replied Don ^xote^ Imay fee you dumb before I 
die. At the rate we go on, anfwered Saucbo, before 
you die, I (hall be mumbling cold clay ; and then 
perhaps I may be fo dumb, that I may not fpeak a 
word ^ciil the end of the world, or at leaft *tiU doomf- 
day. Though it ihould fall out fo, anfwered Don 
Quixote, your filence, O Sancbo, will never rife to the 
pitch of your talk, paft, prefent, and to come : be- 
pdesy according to the couffe of nature, I muil die be- 
fore you, and therefore never can fee you dumb, not

WHILE Dpn^txatesmd Sancho were engaged 
in the^ifcourfes mentioned in the preceding 
<^pter, they heard a great outcry and noife, raifca 
and ocodioned by thofe that rode on the mares, who, 
in full career, and with a great fhout, went to m^ 
the bride and bridegroom, who were coming, fi^- 
rounded wi£h a thoufand kinds of mufical inib-oments 
and inventions, accompanied by the parifh-pricft an^ 
the kindred on both fides, and by all the better fort or 
people from the neighbouring tawns, all in their hol/- 
4ky appareL And when Sancho efpied the bride, he

woman.. The fair ^i4eria looked a little pale, occa-r 
fioned, perhaps, by want of reft the preceding night j, 
which. brides al way employ in fetting themieives o(F,. 
and dreflingforthjeir wedding-day following. 

They proceeded towards a theatre on one dde ofv 
the meadow, adorned with carpets and boughs ^ where, 
the-naptial ceremony was to be performed, andfron^ 
whence th^ were to fee the dances and inventions. 
And, juft as they arrived at the (landing,, they heard a 
great outcry behind them,, and fomebody calling a- 
lotid : hold a little, inconfiderate and hafty people. 
Ac which voice and words they al) turned about their 
heads, anc] founds they came from a man cUd in a- 
black jacket, all welted with cripifon in flames.

And fo faying, he laid 
hold on his truncheon, which was duck in the ground,^ 
and drawing out a (hort tuck that was concealed in it, 
and to which it ferved as a fcabbard, and fetting wliac 
may be called the hilt upon the ground, with a nimble 
fpring and determinate purpofe, he threw himfelf ap^ 
on it ; and in an inttant half the bloody point appear- 
ed at his back, the poor wretch lying along upon the 
ground, weltering in his blood, and pierced throaga 
with his own weapon. 

His friends ran prcfently to his affiftance, grie^*^ 
at his mifery and deplorable difafter ; and Dan ^i^^^* 
quitting Rozinante^ ran alfo to aflift, and took him !« 
his arms, and found he had (till life in h\m.

beiides very eafy to be done ; and that it would b*e 
^iity, whit as honourable for Signor Camacbo to' takfc

y being but a bnrc yi-j, which could haveiao other 
quence than the pronouncing the word> iince thie

^^macho heard all tliis and wai in fufpenfe and coii- 
f^fioDj not knowing^ what to do or fay ; but/oimpoi*- 
^g«^f>ate %vere the erics of BaftUush friends, dciiring hint 
H^K.^onfent, tliat ^ittria might give' her hand to be 
^^^if0fxj^i wife, leil hj& foul Jliould be loft by dcpartin^g 
out of this life m dcfpair, chat rhey moved and forces 
I to (^y^ thiit, if ^iuriii thought fit to give ic 
1^ he was c^^ntenttd, fmce it u^as only delaying 
i moment the acconiplifhtnent of his wiihes. Pre- 
\y ^I ran and applied 10 ^uiffsia, andfome with 
eaties, others wttii tears, and others with perfua- 
reafons, importaned her to give her hand to poor 
tfilim: but fhe, hardier than marble, and more im-- 
loveable th.Tn a fi^^tne, ncnther c o aid, nor would rc- 
m any anfvvcr. But t-ie pricll: bid her refolve im- 
tcd lately ; for B^Jiiiui lizid his foul between his teeth, 
and there vvas no tinit; to wait for irrefoldte derermi- 
i;^«F;Dations, Then the beauuful ^ih^ria, without an- 
^ Avering a word, and in appearance much troubled and. 
concerned, approached Rajtlius, his eyes already 
-J —tttrned ^H his-headf^ breathing (hort and quick, mutter- 
ing the name of ^iuria, and giving tokens of dying 
more like a heathen than a chriftian. At laft ^heria^ 
K 4 kneeling 
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kneding down by hiiQ, made figns to him for his 
Jhand. fiafi/ius unclofed his eyes, and, fixing tbem 
&edfsL&l^ upon* her, faid : O ^it£ria, you relent at 
a tinae, when your pity is a fword to finifh the taking 
away of my life: for now I have not enough left to 
bear the glory you give me in making me yours, oor 
to fufpend the pain, which will preiently cover ffly 
eyes ^ith the dreadful fhadow of death. What I b^ 
of you is, O fatal ftar of mine, that the hand you re- 
quire and give, be not out of compliment, or to de- 
ceive^me afreihj but that you would confefs and ac- 
knowledge, that you beflow it without any fOrce laid 
upon your will, and give it me, as to your lawful 
hufband: for it is not reafonable, that, in this ex« 
treipity, you fhould impofe upon me, or deal falfcl/ 
with him, who has dealt fo faithfully and iincerely 
with you. At thefe words he was feized with fucha 
fainting fit, that all the byrftanders thought his foul W 
juft departing, ^iteria, all modcKly and balhfulneli, 
taking Bafirtus\ right hand in her*s, faid: No force 
would be fuiHcient to biafs my will ; and therefore, 
with all the freedom I have, J give you my hand to 
he ycur lawful wife, and receive yours, if you give 
it, me ^s freely, and the calamity you 'have brought 
yourfelf into by your precipitate refolution does not 
diflurb or hinder it. Yes, I give it you, anfwcred 
Bajilius, neither difcompofed nor confufed, but with 
the cl^areft underilanding that heaven was ever plcafed 
to bellow upon me ; and fo I give arid engage my 
fcif to be your hufband. And I to be your wife, an- 
swered ^iteria, whether you live many years, or arc 
carried from my arms to the grave. For one io much 
wounded, quoth Sancho Pan^a at this period, tm» 
young man talks a great deal : advife him to leave 
off his courtfhip, and mind the bufincfs of his ion\% 
though, to my thinking, he has it more in his tongue, 
than between his teeth '. 

Bafilius and ^iteria being thus with hands joined, 
the tender-hearted priefl, with tears in his eyes, pro- 

^ nouncea 

I AUuding to the phrafc made ufc of before to haftcn Suittrti* 
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ifCmnced the benedi6tion upon them» and prayed to ' 
god for the repbfe of the new- married man's (bul:: 
who, as foon as he had received the benedidion,. fud* 
denly flarted ap, and nimbly drew out the tuck, which ^ 
was iheathed in hi^ body. All the by-ftander^ were 
m admiration, and fome, more fimple than tt . reft, . 
be^n to cry aloud, a miracle, a miracle ! But Bajitius- 
replied; no miracle,. no miracle, but a ftratagem, a 
ftratagem \ The prieft, aflonifhed and confounded, ran') 
with both his hands to feel the wound, and found, that 
thefword had pailed, not through Ba/Uius*t flefh andi 
ribs, but through a hollow iron pipe, filled with bloody , 
and cunningly fitted to the place and purpofe; and,> 
as it was known afterwards, the blood was prepared^ 
by art,, that it could not congeal^: In ihort, the prief^, 
Camacb$y^ndt\iC reft of the by-ftanders, found they ' 
were impofcd upon, and deceived. Tlie bride fliewedp 
50 figns of being forry for the trkk: on the con- 
trary, heacing it faid, that the marriage, as being frau- - 
dalent, was not valid, (he faid, (he confirmed it a- new: 
from whence every body concluded the buiinefs was > 
concerted . with the knowledge and privity of both » 
parties; at which Ca/9/jr/&0 and his abettors were fo' 
confounded, that they- transferred their revenge to ' 
their hands, and, unfheathing abundance of fwords,^ 
they fell upon Bafilius^ in whofe behalf as many more ■ 
were inftantly drawn. . Don ^ixtte, leading the van- 
guard on horfe-back, with his launce upon his arm, , 
and well covered with his (hield, made them all give- 
way. Sancbo^ who took no pleafure in fQch kind of^ 
frays, retired to the jars, out of which he had gotten^ 
^ charming fkimmings, that place feeming to him * 
to be facred, and therefore to be revered. Don ^ix» 
^^t cried aloud : Hold, Sirs, hold ; for it is not fit to > 
take revenge for the injuries done us by love : and i 
pray confider, that love and war are exadlly alike;, 
and as, in war, it is lawful and cuftomary to empld/ 
Cunning and ftratagcms to defeat the enemy, fo, ia^ 
amorous conflids and rivalfhip, it is allowable to pat 
*n pradice tricks and flights, in order to compafs the 
^eiircd end, provided they be aot to the prejudice 
K If andi 
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and di(honoar of the party beloved, ^iteria was 
Bafilius's^ and Bafilius ^iteria's, by the juft and 
favourable difpofition of heaven. Camacho is rich, 
and may parchafe his pleafure when, where, and how 
he pleafes. Bafilius has but this one ewe-Iamb, and 
no one, how powerful foever, has a right to take it 
from him * ; for thofe, whom god hath joined toge- 
ther, let no m^n put afunder : and whoever (hall at- 
tempt it, mufl firil pafs the point of this launce. 
Then he brandifhed it with fuch vigour and dexterity, 
that he ftruck terror into all that did not know him. 
But ^iteria'k difdain took fuch faft hold of the ima- 
gination of Camacho^ that it prefently blotted her out 
of his memory ; and fo the perfuaiions of the pridf, 
who was a prudent and well meaning nian, had their 
effefl, and Camacho and thofe of his faction remained 
pacified and calmed : in token whereof they put np 
their fwords again in their fcabbards, blaming rather 
the ficklenefs of ^//m^^,than the cunning of ^tf/^«J« 
Camacho reafoned with himfelf, that, if ^iteria loved 
Bafilius when (he was a virgin, fhe would love him 
alfo when (he was married, and that he had more 
reafon to thank heaven for fo good a riddance, than 
to repine at the lofs of her. Camacho and his fol- 
lowers being thus pacified and comforted, thofe of 
Bafilius were fo too, and the rich Camacho^ to ihcwr 
he did not flomach the flur put upon him, nor va- 
lue it at all, would have the diverfions and entertain- 
ment go on, as if he had been really married : but 
neither Bafilius^ nor his fpoufe, nor their followers, 
would partake of them ; and fo they went home io 
Bafilius! s houfe : for the poor man, who is virtuous 
and difcreet, has thofe that follow, honouiv ^ ^^^ 
by him, as well as the rich has his attendants and flat- 
terers. They took Don ^ixote with them, efteeming 
hjfn to be a perfon of extraordinary worth and bra- 
very. Only Sancho^s foul was cloudy and overcaft, 
finding it impofllble for him to ftay and partake of 
Camacho* i fplendid entertainment and feftival, which 
Med *till night ; and thus drooping and fad he fol- 
lowed

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lowed bis mailer, who went ofF with Bafilius^t troop, 
leaving behind him the Hefh-pots of JSgypt^ which 
however he carried in his mind, the fkimmings of 
the kettfe, now almofl confumed and fpent, repre* 
fenting to iiim the glory and abundance of the good 
he had lofl ; and fo, anxious and peniive, though not 
hungry^ and without alighting from Dapple, he fol^^ 
low^ the track of Rozinante,

Wbenittis related the grand ad*venture of the ca*0€ of 
Montefinos, lying in the heart of La Mancha ; t'o 
lubich the *valordus Don Quixote gave a happjf 
conclt^on.. \ 

THE new-married couple made exceeding mucH 
^oi Don ^ixote, being obliged by the readi- 
nefs he had ihewed in defending their ca:u(e : and they 
eileenied his difciretion in equal degree with his valour, 
accounting Him a Cid^ in arms, and a Cicero in elo- 
quence. Three days honefl Sancbo folaced himfelf at 
the expence of the bride and bridegroom ; from whom 
it was known, that the feigned wounding himfelf wat 
not a trick concerted with the fair ^iteria, but an 
invention of Bajilius^s own, hoping from it the very 
fuccefs, which fell out. True it is, he confeffed, he 
had let fome of his friends into the fecret, that they 
might favour his defign, and fupport his deceit. Dok 
Quixote affirmed, it could not, nor ought to be called 
deceit, which aims at virtuous ends, and that th6 
marriage of lovers was the mod excellent of all 
ends: obferving by the way, that hunger and conti- 
imal neceffity are the greateft enemies to love; for 
love is jgaiety , mirth, and content, efpecially when 
the lover is in adual pofleflion of the perfon beloved^ 
to which neceffity and poverty are oppofed and de- 
clared enemies.^ All this he faid with defign to per* 
fuade Bajilius to quit the exercife of thofe abilities; 

wherein 
1 Roderigo Diat de Bivar, commonly called Cid, a great Spa* 
mfi Commander againft the Mqqti^ 
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wherein he fo much excelled; fot, thouj^ the/ prey- 
cored him fame, they got him no money; and that 
now he flioald apply himfeif to acquire* riches by 
hwfuland induf^rious means, which are never waht- 
ing to the prudent and diligent. The poor man o^ 
lionodr (if a poor man can be faid to have honoai^ 
pofiefTes a jewel in having a beautiful wife ; and who- 
ever deprives him of her, deprives -him* of 'his hoM- 
Hour, and as it wf re kiUs it. The ^>eantiful and ho> 
npurable womaii,' whdie hufband is poor, deferves to 
be crowned with laurels and palms of vidory and tri* 
iimph. Beau^, of itfelf alone, attra^ th^ inclinasV 
tions of all that behold it, and the royal eagles and 
other towering birds ftoop to the tempting iure. But 
if fuch beauty be attended with poverty and sr narh>w 
^rtttne, it is beiieged by kites and vultures, and other 
birds cf prey ; and (he, who itanSs firm aigainft^ fo 
many attacks, may well be called the crown of her 
jhufband. Obferve, difcreet BafiUus^ added D^n i^/V- 
W, that it was the opinion of a certain fage, that 
there was but one good woman in all tihe world ; and 
lie gave^t as his advice, that eVery man ibouki think; 
and believe. Hie was fallen to his lot, and fo he would 
iBve contented. I for my part am not married, noi* 
has any thought ever yet come into my head that way : 
yitt would I venture to give my advice to any one, 
ivho fhould aik it of me, what method he fhould take 
to get a wife to his mind. In the firft phace, t would 
sulviie him to lay a greater ftrefs upon charadler than 
fortune ; for a good wdnuin does nor acquire a good 
name merely by beine good, but by appearing to be 
fa; for publick freedoms and liberties hurt a wo» 
jaan*8 reputation much more than fecret wantonnefH 
Ji you. bring a woman honeft to your hocrfe, it is 
ftn caiy matter to keep her (b, and tvtn to xasSsJt 
Her better, and improve her very goodnefs : but if 
ypu bring her nauj^hty, you Wilt have much ado to 
mend her; for it is not very feafible to pais from one 
extreme to another. I do not fkyv it k imj^offiUei 
but I take it tp be extremely difficult.

pack-faddle was covered with a doubled piece of an old 
carpet or iacking. Sancbo faddled Rozinante^ panned 
led Dapple^ and repkniflied his wallets ; and thofe of 
the fcholar were as well pcovided : and fo commend- 
ing themfelves to the protection of god, and taking 
leave of every bodyi, they ' fct out, bending their 
coarfe diredly towards the famous cave of MonteJtMSj 
Upon the load, Don Sluixote aiked the fcholar, of 
what kind and quality his exercifes, profefllon, and ftu* 
dies were. To which he anfwered $ That his profefr

beating their owji brains to i^iv^nt.apd. contrive them 
to their humour or defig^ ; for, faid he, I adapt them 
to the jealous,, the difdained, ^e forgotten, and the 
abfent, fo properly, that more will lut than mifs '. 
1 have alfo another book, which I intend to call liht 
mttGrnorpbofes or Spauijh Onfid^ of a new and rare in;

I have another 
book» which I call iiSupphmfnt toPdyehrFirgiit treating 
of the invention of things ; a work of vaCt tradition and 
fludy» becaufe therein 1 make out feveral material 
things omitted by Poiydor^ and explain them in a fine 
Hile. Firgil forgot to tell as, who was the firft in 
the world that had a cold, and who the firft that was 
£axed for the French difeafe : thefe points I refdve to 
a nicety, and cite the authority of above five *and 
twenty authors for them : fo that your worfhip may 
fee whether I have taken true pains, and whether 
fuch a performance is not likely to be- very uieful td 
the whole world. 

Sancho^ who had been extremely attentive to the 
f(udent*s difcourfe, faid : Tell me.

continued his. resolution to enter into it, it would be 
necefikry to provide himfelf with rope tp tie and let 
himfelf down into its depth.

Don ^ixou went down, calling, fotr n)ore and more^ 
rope, which they gave him by little, and little ; and 
when the voice, by the. windings of the cave^ could 
be heard no longer, and the hundred fathom of cord- 
age was all let down^ they were of opinion to poll.- 
D^xi ^i^/^ up again, fmce they could give hinx no 
more rope^ However they delayed a]x>ut half an 
hour, and. then they began to ga^h^sr up the rope^ 
whiqh they did very eafily, and without any weight at 
all J from whence they conjicdlured, tha^ bon ^i^otc- 
remained in the cave; and.Sancht believing as much,, 
wept bitterly, and drew up in a great hurry, to know 
the trutk: but> coming to a little abpve eighty fii- 
thoras,, they felt a weight, at whix:h they rejoiced ex- 
ceedingly • In Ihort, at about the: tenth fathom, they 
difcemed Don ^ixote v^ry difUndlly ; to whom San- 
fi6« called out^ faying: Welcome back to us, dear' Sir i 
for we began to think, you had ftaid there to breed*. 
But Don ^ixote anfwered not a wor4i and, pulling, 
him quite out, they perceived his eyes were fhot, a& 
if he was afleep, .They laid him along on the ground,; 
and untied him ; yet ftill he did not awake. But they 
fb turned^ and jogged, and re-turned, and (hook* him„ 
that, after a good while, he came to himfelf, (Iretch- 
ing and yawning juft as if he had awaked out of a. 
heavy and deep fleep : and gazing from fide to £de,. 
as if he was amazed, he faid : God forgive ye, friends,, 
for having brought me away from the moft pleaiing. 
and charming life and fight, that ever mortal faw or 
lived. . In ihott^ I am now thoroughly fatisfied, that 
'all the enjoyments of this life pafs away like a iha- 
dow or a dream, and fade away like the flower of the 
field. O unhappy Montefinos ! O defperately wounded 
Durandartel O unfortunate Belerma! O weeping 
Guadianal And ye unlucky daughters of Ruydera, 
whofe waters, fhew what floods of tears flreamed from 
3^our fair eyes! The fcholar and Sancbo Mened to Don. 
^iiiixoU\ wordsi, which he fpoke, as if with immenfe 

paia 
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pain he fetched them from his very entrails. Thcy. 
entreated him to explain to them what it was he had 
been faying, and to tell: them what he had feen in that 
hell below. Hell do you call it ? (siidrDon ^ixote : 
call it fa no more ; for k does not deferve that name, 
as yon fhall prefently fee; He deiired, they would give 
him Something to eat ; for be was very hungry. 
They fpread the fcholar's carpet Upon the gr6en grafs ; 
they addreffed themfehres to the pantry of his wallets, 
and, being all three feated in loving and focial wife, 
they c'ollationed ^nd fupped all under one. The car- 
pet being removed, Dan ^ixote de laMancha faid : 
Let no one arife, and, fons, be attentive to me. 

CHAP. vr. 

Of the ^wonderful things^ nuhich tie unexampled Don 
Quixote de la Mancha declared be had feen in tht 
deep cave of Montefinos, the greatnefs and impoj/i- 
hility of 'which make this ad'venture pafs for apocry* 
pbaL ' 

IT wa5 about four of the clock in the afternoon, 
when the fun, hid among the clouds, with a faint* 
light and temperate rays, gave Don ^ixote an oppor-' 
tunity, without extraordinary heat or trouble, 6f re- 
lating to his twa illuftrious hearers, what he had feen* 
in the cave of Montefnos\ and,he began in the follow- 
ing manner^ 

About twelve or fourteen fathom in the depth of 
this dungeon, on the right hand, there is a hollow, . 
and fpace wide enough to contain a large waggon 
mules and all: a little light makes its way into it,' 
through fome cracks and* holes at a diitance inthefur^' 
face of the eapth. This hollow and open fpace I few,' 
juft as I began to be weary/ and out of humour ta* 
find my fcif pendent and tied by the rope, and jour-* 
neying through that dark region below, withoutknow*: 
ing whither I was going : and fo I determined to en- 
ter into it, and reft a little. I called out to you aloud, . 
tt9t to le( down more rope 'till I bid you: but, it 

feemsy 
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leemsy yoa heard me not, I gathered ap the cordi 
' jou had let down, and, coiling it up into a heap, or 
handle, I fat me down upon: it,, extremely pen^v^ 
and coniidering what method I ihould take to defceod' 
to the bottom, having nothing to fuppbrt my weight. 
And being thus thoughtful, and in confufion^ on a 
fiidden, without any endeavour of mine, a deep deep 
fell upon me ; and* when I leaft thought of it, I 
awaked, and found my felf, I knew not by what- 
means, in the midil of the fineft, pleafanteH, and moft 
delightful meadow,^ that nature could create, o;r the 
moft pregnant' fancy imagine. I nibbed my eyes,, 
wiped them, and perceived I was not.afleep, but. 
really awake : but for all that I fell to feeling my 
head and breaft, to be aflured whether it was I my 
felf, who was there, or fome empty and counterfeit 
illuiion : but feeling, fenfation, and the <:ohereBt di^ 
courfe Imadeta my felf, convinced me, that I was 
then there the fame perfon I am now here. Immedi- 
ately » royaTand fplendld palace or caftle prefente<i it: 
ielf to my view ;. the walls and battlements whereof 
feemed to be built of dear and tranfparent chryikl ; 
from out o£ which,, through a pair, of ^at folding, 
doors, that opened of their own accord, I faw con^e 
forth, and advance towards me,., a venerable, old mai^ 
clad in a long mourning cloak of purple bays^ which, 
trailed upon the ground. Over his fhoulders and breaft^ 
he wore a kind of coUi^giat^ ^^PP^' of green^ fatin : he 
had a black Milan cap on his head; and his hoary« 
beard reached below his girdle. He carried no wea- 
pons at all, only arrofary of beads in his hand, bigger 
Sian middling walnuts, and every tenth, bead like an. 
ordinary ofbich egg. His mien, his gait, his gravity,, 
and his goodly prefence, each by itfelf, and all toge- 
ther, furprized and amazed me. He cao^ up to me,» 
and the firil thing he did, was, to embrace me dofe; 
and then he faid : It is a long time,moft valorous knight: 
Don Quixote de la Mancha^ that we, who in thefe fo- 
litudes^are (hut up and enchanted, have hoped to fee 
you, that the world by you may be informed what this 
deep cave,.€ommon]y called. the cave QiMmttfinoit in* 

dofes^ 
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dofes and conceals ; an exploit rcfervcd for your in- 
vincible heart and ftupendous coarage. Come along 
with me» iUuftrious Sir^ that I may (hew you the won- 
>der$ contained in this transparent caftle, bf which I am 
warder and perpetual guard ; for I am lAntefinot him* 
ielfy from whom this cave derives its name. Scarce 
^had he told me he was Mtmtefirm^ when I aiked him 
whether it was true, which was. reported in the world 
above» that with a little dagger he had taken out the 
heart of his great friend Durandarte^ and carried it to 
Jiis lady 'Belerma^ as he had defired him at the point of 
^kath. He replied, all was true, excepting as to the dag) 
;ger J for it was neither a dagger, nor little, but a bright 
|>oniard fharper than an awl. 

That poniard, interrupted Sancbo^ mufl have been, 
made by Redmond de Uozes of Se*viL 1 d6 not know, 
continued Don fixate ,• but, upon iecond thoughts, 
it -could not be of his making; for Raymond de Hozet 
4ive4 but the other day, and the battle of RoncefvalUty 
where this misfortune happened, was fought many 
years ago. But this obje^ion is of no importance^, 
and neither diforders nor alters the truth and connexion 
oftheftory. True, anfwered the fcholar ; pray go. 
on, Signor Don ^ixote^ for I Men to you with the 
^eatefl pleafure in the world. And I tell it with no 
leis^ anfwered Don ^ixote^ and fo I fay : 

The venerable Montefinos conduced me to the 
chryilaline palace, where, in a lower hall, extremely 
cool, and all of alabailer, there ftood a marble tomb of 
exqaifite workmanihip, whereon I faw, laid at full 
leng'th, a cavalier, not of brafs, or marble, or jalper, 
as is ufual on other monuments, but of pure fleflu and 
bbnes. His right hand, which, to my thinking, was . 
pretty hairy and nervous (a iign that its owner was 
very ftrong) was laid on the region of his heart ; and 
before I could afk anyqueftion, Montefinos^ perceiving 
me in fome fufpenfr, and my eyes fixed on the fepul* 
chre, faid : This is my friepd Durandarte^ the flower 
and mirrour of all the enamoured and valiant knights- 
errant of his time. Merlin, that French enchanter, 

keeps 
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keeps him here enchanted, as he does me, and man^* 
others of both fexes. It is (aid, he is the ion of the 
devil ; though I do not believe him to be the devil's 
fon, but only, as the faying* is, that he knows one 
point more than the devil himfelf. How, or why» 
he enchanted us, no body knows : but time will bring 
it to light, and I fancy it will not be loi^ firft. What 
I admire at, i^ that I am as fure, as it is now day, 
that DurandarU expired in my arms, and that, after 
he was dead, I pulled out his heart with my owa 
hands i and indeed it could not weigh lefs than two 

founds : for^ according to the opinion of naturalifis, 
e, who has a large heart, is endued with more cou- 
rage, than he, who has a imall one. It being then 
cef tain, that this cavalier really died, how comes it to 
pafs, that he complains every now and then, and 
^ghs, as if he were alive ? 

This was no fooner faid, but the wretched Duraw 
iarte^ crying out aloud, faid : O my dear coudn Mon^ 
fefinos ! the laft thing I defired of you, when I was 
^ing, and my foul departing, was to carry njy heart, 
ripping it out of my breaft with a dagger or poniard, 
to BeUrma. The venerable Monteftnos^ hearing this, 
threw himfelf on his knees before the complaining 
cavalier, and, with tears in his eyes, faid to him : 
Hong iihce, O my deareft coufin Durandarte^ I did 
what you enjoined me in that bitter day of our lofs : 
1 took out your heart, as well as I could, without 
Leaving the lead bit of it in your breaft ; I wiped it 
with a lace-handkerchief, took it, and went oiF full 
fpeed with it for France ^ having firft laid you in the 
bofom of the earth, fhedding as many tears as fufficed 
to wafti my iiands, and" clean away the blood, which 
fluck to them by raking in your entrails. By the 
fime token, dear coufin of my foul, in the firft place 
I lighted upon, going from Roncefvalles^ I fprinkled 
a -little fait over your heart, that it might not ftink,- 
and might keep, if not frefh, at leaft dried up, 'tiU it 
came to the lady BeUrmcty who, together with yoo 
and me, and your fquire Guadiana^ and the Duenna 
Ruydera, and her feven daughters, and two nieces, 
^ - * with 
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i^ith feveral others of y oar friends and acqaaintance, 
havebeen kept here enchanted by the fage Merlin^ 
thefe many years paH; and, though it be above £ve 
kandred years ago, not one of us is dead : only Ruy" 
dera and her daughters and nieces are gone, whom, 
liecaofe of their weeping. Merlin^ out of companion, 
turned into fo many lakes, which, at this time, in the 
worM of the living, and in the province of La Man- 
cha^ are called the lakes of Ruydera. The feven £fler8 
belong to the kti^s of ^//z»jy„ and the two nieces to 
the knights of a very holy order, called the knights 
of faint y^i&ff. . Guadiana^Of your fquire, bewailing 
your misfortune, was changed into a river of his 
own name y who, arriving at the furface of the earth, 
and feeing the fun of another flcy, was fo grieved 
at the thought of foriaking you, that he plunged again 
mo the bowels of the earth : but, it being impoflible 
to avoid taking the natural courfe, he rifes now and 
then, and (hew.s himfelf, where the £un and people 
may fee him. The aforefaid lakes fupply him with 
their waters, with which, and feveral others, that 
join hina, he enters ftately. and great into Portugal. 
Nevertheiefs, whitherfoever he goes, he difcovers his 
grief and melancholy, breeding in his waters, not de- 
Scate and coilly fifh, but only coarfe and unfavoury 
ones, very different from thofc of the golden Tagus. 
And what I now tell you, Qmy deareft coufin, I have 
often told you before, and, fmce you make me no an* 
fwer, I fancy, you do not believe me, or do not 
hear mej which, god knows, afHidts me very much. 
One piece of news however I .will tell you, which, 
if it ferves not to alleviate your grief^ will in no 
wife encreafe it. Know then, that you have here 
prefent (open your eyes, and you will fee him) that 
great knight, of whom the fage Merlin prophefied fo 
many things; that Don Quixote de la Mancha^ I fay, 
who, with greater advantages than in the ages paft, 
has, in our days, reftored the long- forgotten order of 
knight errantry ; by whofe means and favour, we 
may, perhaps, be difenclianted : for great exploits are 
cefer/ed for great men. And though it ihould fall 

out 
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t>at otherwife, anfwered the jpocn- Duramdarte witb a 
ittint and low voice, tkoagh it ihould not prove fo, 

cot^n, I lay, patience, and ihofHe the cards ' : 
sndy taming himfelf on one fide, he relapfed ioto his 
^ccuftomcd filence, without fpeaking a wordmore. 

Then were heard great cries and wailings, acoom* 
panied wkh profound fighs and diftrefsfal fobbings. 

1 tamed my head aboat, and iaw thmogh the chryfial 
avails a proceffion in two £le8 of moft beautifal dam-, 
jtis, all clad in naoaraing, with white tarbans on their 
lieads after the Iturkyh fafluon; and laft of all, in 
the rear of the £les, came a lady (for by. her gravity 
file feemed to be fach) clad alfo in blade, with a white 
veil, fo long, that it kifled the ground. Her torhaa 
was twice as large as the targeft of the others : her 
^ebrows joined % her nofc was fomewhat fiattifh i her 
mouth wide, but her lips, red : her teeth, which ihe 
fomemnes (hewed, were thin fet, and not very even,, 
^ongh as white as blanched dmonds. She carried 
in her hand a fine linnen hatulkerchief, and in it, aa 
near as I could guefs, a heart of mummy, fo dry and 
withered it appeared to be. Mmufinos .told m^ that 
all thofe of the proceflion were fervants to DurwidarU. 
and Belerma^ and were there enchanted with their 
mafter and miftrefs, and that (he, who came lafi, bear- 
ing the heart in the linnen handkerchief, was the lad|y' 
Belerma herfelf, who, four daiys in the week, makea 
that proceffion together with her damfels, (mging, oc 
rather weeping, dirges over the body, and over the 
piteous heart, of his coufin ; and that if (he appeared ta 
me fomewhat ugly, or not fo beautiful as fame re- 
ported, it was occasioned by die bad nights and woife 

-;days (he pafTed in that enchantment, as might be fees 
by the great wrhikles under her eytt^ and her lm>keft 
complexion : and as to her being pale and hollow-eyed^ 
it was not occafioned by the periodical 'indifpofitioa 
incident to women, there not having been, for feyeral 
months, and even years paft, the leaft appearance o£ 
any fach matter ; but merely by the affli^ion her heart

I This phrafe probably arofe from hence, that lofers ufoal^ 
iboAc the ourdf more than wianen^ and cry, patience* 
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-*e1s from what fhc carries continatUy in her ]|inds; 
which renews and revives in her memory the difafter 
«f her untimely deceafed lover : for, had it not been 
ifbr this, the -great Duldnea del Tohofo herfelf, fo cele- 
brated in ihefe parts, and even over the whole world 
would hardly have equalled her in beauty, good- 
-bamoor, and fprightlmcfs. 

Fair and foftly, quoth I then, good Signor Don 
Montefimsi tell your llory as you, ought todoi for 
you know, that comparifons arc odious, and there- 
fore there is no need of comparing any body with any 
body. The peerlefs Duldnea is what fhe is, and the 
l»dy Dotma BeUrma is what (he is, and what fhe has 
4>e<^ and fo much for that. To which he anfwerdd : 
Silver Thn ^xou, pardon mej I confefs I was ia' 
the wrong, in faying, that the lady Dulcinea would 
hardly equal the lady BeUrma: my underftanding, by 
I iqiow not what guelTcs, that your worlhip is her 
kfl%ht, ought to have made me bite my tongue fooner, 
than compare her to any thing but heaven it felf! 
With this fatisfaaion given me by the great Monte fiao^ 
my heart was delivered from the furprizc it was in at 
hearing my miiircfs compared with Belerma. And I 
too admire, quoth Sancho^ that your worfhip did not 
fell upon the old fellow, and bruife his bones with 
kicking, and pluck his heard fot him, 'till you had not 
left him a hair in it. No, friend Sancho, anfwered 
D9U ^ixote^ it did not become me to do fo \ for we 
arc all bound to refpea old men, though they be not 
kra'ghts, and efpecially thofe who arc fuch, and en- 
chanted into the bargain. I know very well, I was 
not at all bchind-haud with him in feveral other quef- 
tions and anfwers, which paiTed between us. 

Here the fcholar faid; I cannot imagine, Signor 
D(m ^ixote^ how your worfhip, in the fhort fpace 
of time you have been there below, could fee fo many 
things, and ulk «id anfwer fo much. How long is 
it fince \ went down? quoth Don ^ixote, A little 
above an hour, anfwered ^ancho. That cannot be, 
replied Don ^ixotei for night came upon me there.

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and ftkn it grew day; and then night came agaio^ 
and day again, three times fucceffivcly 4 fo that by 
my account 1 muft hare been three days ki tbofe 
parts, fo remote and hidden from out fight. My 
matter, (aid Sancbo, muft needs be in the right; for, 
as every thing h^ happened to him in the way of 
enchantment, what fcems to us but an hour, may feem 
there three days and three nights- It is fo, anfwercd 
Don fixate. And has your worftiip,, good Sir, eaten 
any thing^n all this thne ? quoth the fchoUr. I have 
ii6t broken my faft with one mouthful^ anfwercd Dm 
9uixote, nor have I been hungry, or fo much as 
thought of it all the while. Do the enchanted eat? 
faid the fcholar. They do not eat, anfwercd Dwr 
^ixote, nor are they troubled with the greater ex- 
crements, though it is a common opinion, that their 
nails, their- beards, and their hair grow. And» Sir, 
do the enchanted fleep ? quoth SaHcin^. No truly, an- 
fwercd Don ^ixote\ at leaft, in the three days that 
I have been amongft them, not one of them haa clcrfcd 
an eye, nor I neither. Here, quoth Sancho^ the i>ro- 
verb hits right, Tell me your company, and I will tclt 
you what you are. If your worOiip keeps company 
with thofe, who M and watch, what wonder is it 
that you neither eat nor fleep while you arc with them? 
But pardon me, good matter of mine, if I teil your 
worftiip, that, of all you have been faying, god take 
me (I was going to fay the devil) if I believe one 
word. How fo ? faid the fcholar : Signor Don fixate 
then mutt have lyed ; who, if he had a mind to it, 
has no'i had time to imagine and compofc fuch a heap 
of lyes. I do not believe my matter lyes, anfwercd 
Sancho, If not, what do you believe ? quoth Don 
^ixote. I believe, anfwercd 5^i»f^, that that fame 
Merlin, or thofe necromancers, who enchanted all the 
crew your worttiip fays you faw and converfed wkh 
there below, have crammed into your imagination or 
memory all this ttufF you have already told us, or that 

remains to be told. -

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'Sucha diing may be, Sancho, replied Z)^« ^ixott ' 1 
t>ut it is not fo ; for what I have delated 1 faw witk 
my own eyes, and touched with my own hands : but 
what will you fay, when I tell you, that, among an 
infinite number of things and wonders, Ihewcd me by 
Afontefinos (which I will recount in the progrefs of our 
journey, at leifure, and in their due time, for they do 
not all belong propeHy to this place) he fhewed me 
thtee country wenches, who were dancing and Capering 
like any kids about thofc charming fields; and fcarce 
had I efpied them, when I" knew one of them to be 
the peerlcfs Dulcinea del Tbhofo, and the other two th^ 
very fame wenches that came with her, whom we 
talked with at their coming out of Tohojh, I aiked 
Monufinos^ whether he knew them.

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anfwered Don ^uix^fe, I make no account of yom 
words. Nor I of your woHhip's, replied Sancho: Yoa 
jnay hart me if you will, you may kill me if yoa 
jpleafe^ for thdfe I have faid already, or thofe I intend 
to fay, if you do not correct and amend your own. 
Sut tell me. Sir, now we are at peace, how,' or by 
^Krhat, did you know the lady ourmiftred? and if yoa 
/poke to her, what (aid you ? and what anfwer did fhe 
iinake you ? I knew her, anfwered Don ^ixou, by 
Ethe very iame deaths ihe wore when you ihewed her 
Jo me. I {poke to her; but ihe ai^wered ime not a 
^ord : on the contrary, ihe turned her-ba^k upon me, 
jmd fled away withfo onuch ipeed, that an arrow could 
•not have overtaken ner. I would have followed her; 
<but Montefinos advifed me not to tire my felf with & 
^oing, fince it would be in vain^ befides, it was now 
ttime for me to think of returning and gettmg out of 
4he cave.

he^th, while I want her amiable prefence, and dif- 
creet converfation^j and that I befeech her with all^ 
imaginable earneflnefs, that (he would vouchfafe to 
let herfelf be feen- and converfed wkh by this her 
captive fervant and bewildered knight.

though it is held for certain, that, upon his death-bed, 
he retrafled, and faid, he had invented it only becaufe 
it was of a piece, and fquared with the adventures he 
had read of iii his hiftories. 

Then the tranflator goes on, faying : 

TH £ fcholar was af^oni^ed, no lefs at the bold- 
nefs ofSancho Pan fa, than at the patience of

The firH, your worfhip's acquaintance, which I efleem 
a great happinefsr The fecond, my having learned 
what is encfofed in this cave of MontefinoSy with the 
jnetamorphofcs oiGuadiana, and rhe bkes of Ruydera, 
which w2l ferve me for my Spanifi Onjid I have now 
in hand. The third is, to have learned the antiquity 
of card- playing, which was in ufe at lead in the days 
of the emperor Charles the great, as may be gathered 
from the words your worihip i'ays Durandarte fpokc, 
when, at the end of that great while Montefims had 
been talking to him, he awaked, faying, Patience, and 
ihufHe the cards : And this allufion to cards, and this 
way of fpeaking, he could not learn during his en- 
chantment, but when he ^\as in France, and in the 
days of the faid eriiperor Charles the great; and this 
xemark comes pat for the other book I -am upon, the 
fufplement .to Polydore Virgil on the in^ventivn of anti* 
fuitiei ; for I believe he has forgot to infert that of 
tards in his work, as I will now do in mine ; which

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will be of great importance, efpeclally as I (hall alf 
ledge the authority of fo grave and ttue an author as 
Signor Durandarte, The fourth is, the knowing 
with certainty the {burce of the river Quadiana^ hi- 
therto unknown. You are in the rights faid Don ^ix- 
«// ; but I would fain know, if by the grace of god a 
licence be granted you for printuig your books, which 
I doubt, to whom you intend to infcribo them ? There 
are lords and gr^dees enough in Spain, to whom they 
may be dedicated, faid the {cholar. Not noany, an* 
fweredi>0xr ^ixotg; not becaufe they do not defcrve 
« dedication, but becaufe they will not receive one, to 
avoid lying under an obligation of making fuch are- 
turn as feems due to the pains and complaifance of the 
authors. I know a Prince % who makes amends for 
what is wanting in the reft, with fo many advantages, 
that, if I durft prefume to publifli then% perhaps, I 
might ftir up envy in ieveral noble breails. Bat let 
this reft *till a more convenient feafon, and let us now 
conftder, where we fiiaU lodge to night. Not far 
from hence, anfwered the fcholar, is an Hermitage A 
which lives an hermit, who, they fay, has beenafol- 
dier, and has the reputation of being a good chrilHaD, 
and very difcreet, and charitable withal. Adjoimug to 
the Hermitage he has a little houfe, built at his own 
coft i but, though fmall, it is large enough to receive 
guefts. Has this fame hermit any poultry ? quoth 
Sancbo. Few hermits are without, anfwered Don ^>- 
0te ; for thofe in fafliion now- a- days are not like thofc 
m the deferts of E^ypf, who weire clad with the leavw 
«f the palm-tree, and lived upon roots of the earth. I 
would not be underftood, as if, by fpeaking well of 
<he latter, I refledled upon the former :. I only meztiy 
that the penances of our times do not come up to the 
aufterities and ftri£kiefs of chofe days. But this is no 
l?eafpn why they may not be all good : at leaft 1 wkc 
them to be fo j and, at the w»rft, th<B hypocrite, who 
feigns himfelf good, does lefs hurt than the undi/gui^<^^ 
finner.

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While they were thus difcourfing, they perceived a - 
man on foot coming towards them, walking very fail, 
and fwitching on a mule, loaden with launces and 
halberts.

before them in no great hade. He carried a fword 
upon his fhoulder, and upon it a roll or bundle^ feem- 
ingly of his cloathf, in all likelihood breeches or tron- 
zers, a cloak and a (hirt or two.

•thers ; and for this reafon, as well as for codnefs, I 
go thus, 'till I come up with fome companies o(fo(^ 
which are riot twelve leagues from hence, where I ww 
lift myfelf, and fhall not want baggage convenicndcs 
to ride in, 'till we come to the place of embarkation, 
which, they fay, is to be at Carthagena : heOdes, I 
choofe the king for my mafter and lord, whom I ^^ 
rather fcrve in the war, than any paltry fellow a^ 
court.

A notable Efpilorcht' 
ria ^, as fhe Italians fay, quoth Don ^ixoti : how- 
ever,' look upon it as an earned of good -fortune, that^ 
yoa have quitted the coiyt with fo good* an intention ;* 
for there is nothing upon earth more honourable nor 
more advantageous, than firft to ferve god, and then:' 
your king and natural lord, efpecially in the exercifer 
©farms, by which one acquires at leaft more honour,'. 
if not more riches, than by. letters, as I have often^ 
(aid : for though letters have founded more great fa- 
milies than armsj flill there is I know nor what that^ 
exalts thofe who follow arms above thofe who fol- 
low letters, with I. know not what fplendor attending, 
them, which fets them above all others* And bear in" 
mind this piece of advice, which will be of great ufe to- 
you, and matter of confolation in your diftreffes j and* 
that is, not to think of what adverfe accidents may^ . 
happen'; for the worft'that can happen is death, and^ 
when death is attended with honour; the beft that can^ 
Happen is to die. That valorous Rdman emperor, fui 
/r«/ C^r, being alked which was the beft kind of 
death, anfweredj that which was fudden, unthpught- 
of, and unforefeen;. and though he anfwered like a: 
heathen, and a ftranger to the knowledge of the true 
god, neverthelefs, with refpe£t to human infirmity,.

1. A (aeakisi^.tri^ of a pitiful begg^ly.fellow« 
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he faid well^ For, fuppding you are killed, ia tKe 
%ft Ikinnifh or adion, cither by a caimbo-fhot, or 
the blowing up of a mine, what does it fignify ? all 
is but dying, and the bufincfs is done. According to 
7erence^ the foldier makes a better figure dead in bat- 
tle, than alive and fafe in flight ;. and the good foldier 
gains juft as much reputation,, as he fhews obedience 
to his captains, and ta thofe who have a right to com- 
mand him. And take notice,, fon, that a^ foldier had 
better fmell of gunpowder than of muik ; and if old age 
overtakes you in this noble projeffion,. though lame and 
maimed, and full of wounds,, at leaft it will not over- 
take you without honour, and fuch honour as poverty; 
itfelf cannot deprive you of;, efpecially rtow that care 
is taking to provide for the maintenance of old and

By this time they arrived at the inn, jufl at night-wV 
and ^ancbo was right glad to fee his niafler take it fo^ 
an inn indeed, and not for a caftle, as ufual. They 
were fcarce entered,, when Don ^ixote afked the 
landlord for the man with the launCe$ and halb^ts :

DON:^IXOfE*s cafcc w» dotjghj as the fay^ 
ing is, 'till he could hear and leatn the woiid«-s 
j^mifed to be told him by the condoftor of the 
arms; and therefore he w^t in'.^uefir of him where 
the innkeeper told hiih he; was; and, having found, 
llim, hedefired him by all means to tell him, what 
he had to fay as to what he had enquired of him op- 
en the road. The man anfwered : The account of 
my wonders muft be taken more at leiiiire, and not 
on foot : fuiFer me, good Sir, to make ari end of tak- 
ing care of my beaft, and I Will tell yon things, which . 
will amaM you. Let not that be any hinderance^ 
anfwered Don ^xore ;„ for I will help ydu: and fo 
he did, winnowing the barley^ and cteaiiing the man- 
ger ; a piece of. humility, which oblige the man .

felf upon a ftone bench without the inn door, and. 
Don ^xote by his fide, the fcholar, the page, San- 
r^a P^»p/ and the inn-keeper, ferving asi his fcnato 
and auditory, he began in this manner. 

You muft underhand, gentledien^ that> in a towd 
^r leagues and a half from thisilin, it happened; 
that an alderman,, through the artful contrivance (too 
fimg to be told) of a wench his maid-Tervant, loft hii 
afs ; and though the faid alderman ufed all imaginstft' 
Ue diligence to find him^ it was not poffible. Fif^ 
teen days were paflfed, as public, fame fays, fince th^ 
afs was miffing,. w|ien, the lofing alderman bfeing ins 
^ marketplace another alderman of the fame towiy 
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fiiid to him : Pay me for my good news, goiaip ; for 
your afs has appeared. Moft willingly, neidibour, 
anfwcred the other ;. but let us know wherche has 
been feen f In the mountain, anfwered the finder ; I 
faw hini this morning, without a pannel, or any kind 
of furnit^ure about him, and* fo lank, that it would 
grieve one ,to fee him : I would fain have driven him 
before me, and brought him to you ; but he is alrea- 
dy become fo wild, and fo ihy, ^tbat, when I went 
near him*, away he galloped, and ran into the moft 
hidden part of the mountain. If you have a mind 
we ihould both go to feek him,^. let me but put up this 
afs at home, and I will return inftantly. You will 
do me a great fdeafure,. quoth he of the afs, and I 
will endeavour to pay you in the fame coin.

Verily, neighbour, the 
device is excellent, and worthy of your great ingc- 
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naity. So parting according to agreement, it felli 
oat, that they both brayed, at the fame inflant, and 
each of them, deceived by the braying of the other, 
ran to feek the other, thinking the afs had appeared ^ 
and, at fight of each other, theJofer faid : h it pofli- 
ble, goffip, that it was not my afs that brayed ? No». 
It was I, anfwered the other. I tell yon then, quoth 
the owner, that there is no manner of difference, as 
to the braying part, between you and an afs ; £br in 
' ny life I never faw or heard any thing more naturaL 
Thefe praifes and compliments, anfwered the author 
of the ftratagem,. belong rather to you than to me, 
goffip ; for, by the god that made me, you can give 
the odds of two brays to the greateft and moft flulful 
brayer of the world; for the tone is deep, the fu- 
ftaining of the voice > in time and mcafure, and the 
cadences frequent and quick : in fhort, I own myfelf 
vanquifhed, I give you the palm, and yield up the 
fendard of this rare ability. I fay, apfwered the 
owner, I (hall value and efteem myfelf the more hence- 
forward, and (hall think I know fomething, fince I 
have fome excellence j for, though I fencied I brayed 
well, I never flattered myfelf I came up to the pitch 
you are pleafed to fay. I tell you, anfwered the fe- 
cond, there are rare abiHties loft in the world, and 
that they are ill befbwed on thofe, who know not 
how to employ them to advantage. Ours, quoth the 
owner, excepting in cafes like the prefent, cannot be 
of fervice to us ; and, even in this, god gran( they 
prove of any benefit. 

■ This faid, they feparated again, and fell^ anew to 
their braying ; and at every turn they deceiv^ each 
other, and met agsiin, *till they agreed, as a counter- 
£gn to diftingui(h their own braying^ from that of the 
afs, that they ihould bray twice together, one imme- 
diately after the other. Thus doubling their bray- 
ings, they made the tour of the mountain ; but no 
anfwer from the (bay afs, no not by figns : indeed 

how

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how could the po6r creature anfwer, whom they found: 
in the thickeft of the wood half devoured by wolves \ 
At fight whereof the owner feid : I wondered indeed 
lie did not anfwcr ; for, had he not been dead, he 
would have brayed at hearing us, or he. were no afs : : 
neverthelefs, gofiip, I take the pains I have been at 
in feeking him to be well bellowed, though I have 
found him dead, fince I have heard you bray with 
fach a grace. It is in a good hand S gofiip, anfwer-^ 
ed the other; for if the abbot fings weU, the novice' 
comes jiot far behind him. 

Hereupon they returned home, difconfolate and 
hoarfe, and recounted to their friends, neighbours, 
and acquaintance, ail that had happened in the fearch 
after the afs ; each of them exaggerating the other's 
excellence in braying* The ftory fpread all over the 
adjacent villages j andv the. devil^ who fleeps not, as 
he loves to fow and promote fquabbles and difcord 
wherever he can, raifing a buftie. in the wind, and 
great chimeras oiit of next to nothing. So ordered and 
brought it about, that the people of other villages, 
upon feeing any of the folks of our town, would pre- 
fently fall a braying, .as it were hitting us in die teeth, 
with the braying of our^ aldermen.

the ape and the puppets come ; for there are guefls 
this evening in the inn, who will pay. for feeing the : 
fhew, and the abilities of the ape. So be it in god's 
name, anfwered he of the patch ; . arid I will lower 
the price, and reckon myfeif well paid with only 
bearing my charges. I will go back, and haften the 
ca;rt with the ape and the pappets. . And immediately^ 
he went oat of the inrt. Then Don ^ixotg alked the 
landlord, whalt maftcr Peter this Was; ind what pup- 
pets, and what ape he had with him?

Don ^mxote no.fooner eipied him,, 
but he began. td quffl^on him, faying: Matter divi- 
ner, pray, tell ine, what fi(b do we catch, and what 
will be our fortune ? See, here are my two reals^ 
bidding Saftcho to giv« them tQ matter Peter^ who an- 
fwered for the ape, and faid: Sis^nor, this animal 
makes no^ anfwer, nor gives any information, as to 
things future :: he knows fomething of the patt, and a. 
little of the prefent. Odds bobs, quoth. Samcho, I

l^ereare my two reals, and let good* man ape tell me 
what my wife Tere/a Pan fa is doing, and what (be is em- 
ployed about? Matter Peter would not take the money, 
faying: | will not be paid before-hand, nor take youc 
reward 'till I have done you the fervice ; and giving witb 
his right hand two or three claps on his left fhoulder, at 
•;ie fpringthe ape jumped upon it^ and^ laying its mouth

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to his ear, grated its teeth and chattered apace ; and", 
having made this grimace for the fpace of a CreJo, ar 
another ikip down it jumped on the ground, and pre^ 
iently mafter Piter ran and kneeled before Don ^/>-^ 
(ftfi andj ea^racmg his legs; (aid : Thefc legs I em- 
brace, jufl as if I embraced the two pillars oi Hercules^ 

illiuftrious reviver of the long-forgotten order of €hi' 
▼airy f O never fufficiently extolled knight, Don ^/>- 
ott de la Mancba ! Thou fpirit to the faint-hearted, 
flay to thofe that are falling, arm to thofe that are al- 
ready fallen, ftaiF and comibrtto all that are unfbrtu* 
natel'^Dtfii fixate was thundep-ftruck,. Sambo in fuf- 
penfe, the fcholar iurprized, the page aftoniihed,. the- 
braying -man in agaxe, the innrkeeper confounded^ and, 
laftly, all amazed that heard the exprefiiona of the pup-- 
pet'playe]^ whoproceeded^&ying:. And thou, Ogood 
Sancbo-^nfa, the beft fquire to the belt knight in the 
world, rejoice, that thy good wife Tere/a is well, and 
this very hour is drefling a pound of flax ; by the 
fame token that fhe has by her left fide a broken- 
mouthed pitcher, which holds a pretty fcantling of 
wine^ with which fhe cheers her fpirits at her work^ 

1 verily believe it, 2inCwered Sancbo ;.' for fhe i»a.bleffect 
one, and, were fhe not a little jealous, I would not 
change her for the giantefs Andandona^ who, in rxxf 
mailer's opinion, was a very accomplifhed woman, and 
a Special houfe-wife ^ and my Tenfa, is one of thofe, 
who. will make^ much of themfelves^ though it be at 
the cxpence of their heirs. Well, quoth Don ^ixote, 
he, whov reads much and travels much, fees much 
and knows much. This, I fay, becaufe what could 
have been fufiicient to perfuade me> that there areapet 
in the worid that can divine,, as I have now feen^with- 
my own eyes f Yes, I am that very Don ^Imxote de /j» 
Mancba^ that this good animal has faid, though he 
has expatiated a little too much in my commendation^ 
But, be I as I will, I give thanks to heaven that en- 
dued me with a tender and compaffionate difpofition. 
of mind, always inclined to do good to every body,. 
and hurt to no body. If I had money, faid the page^ -

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tended expeditioii. To which mafter Pfter, who^was^ 
already got up from kneeling at Dob ^ixote^s feet,, 
anfwered : I have already, told you» that this little. 
beoft doee not anfwerjis to things foture : bat, did he 
anAver fuch qaefUons,. it would be no matter whether* 
yoo had money or notrfon to ferve Signor Den 
^ixote here preient» I would wave aH advantages ia^ 
the world. And now, becauie it. i« my duty, and ta 
do him a pleafsre befides, I intend to put in order my 
puppet-ihew» and entertain all the folks in the inn^ 
gratis. The inn<keeper^ hearing, this, and above mea- 
fure over joyed, pointed out a convenient place&r fett* 
11^ up the ihew ; which was done in an inlbmt. 

Don ^xote was not entirely fatisfied with the apeV 
divinations, not thinking it Hkely that an ape ihould^ 
divine thii^ either future or paft : and {o^ while man, 
fler Peter was preparing his ihew, Don ^uixot^ dtew^ 
Snncbo aiide to acomer of the ftable, where, without: 
being over heard by any body, he^faid to him : LoQk. 
you, Sancbo^ I have carefully confidered the ftranger 
ability of this ape, and, by my account, I findtha^. 
mafter Peter his owner muft dc^tlefs have made a ta- 
dt or exprefs pad with the devil. Nay, quoth Sam- 
eifo, if the pack be expref» from the deinl, it niufl^: 
needs be a very iboty pack: but what advantage 
would it be to this fame mailer Peter to have fuch a. 
pack ? You do not underftand me, Sanchc, faid Don 
fixate : I only mean, that he OTiufL certainly have 
made fome agreement with the devil to infufe this abi< 
lity into the ape, whereby he gets his bread ; and, af- 
ter he is become rich^ he will give him his foul, 
which is what tlie univerfal enemy of mankind aims 
at. And what indotes me to this belief, is, finding^ 
that the ape anfwers only as to things paH or prefent,. 
and the knowledge of the devil extends no farther : 
for he knows the future only by conjedure, and not 
always that ; for it is the prerogative of god alone, to - 
know times and ieafons, and to him nothing is paft or 
fflture, but every thing prefent.

the fcience. I know a certam lady, who aiked one 
of theie figure-raifers, whedier a little lap-dog ihe had 
woald breed, and JiOw many, and of what colour, the 
puppies would be. To which mafter aflrologer, after 
rai£ng a figure, anfwered, that the bitch would pup, 
^nd have three whelps, one green, one carnation, and 
the other nK>ttled, upon condition ihe ihould take 
dog between the hours of eleven and twelve at noo» 
or night, and that it were on a Monday or a Saturday^ 
Now it happened, that the bitch died fome two days 
alter of a iurfeit, and mafter figure-raifer had the re- 
pate in the town of being as confummate an aftrologer 
as the reft of his brethren.

Look, yoa, mafter ape, this knight would knew, whe- 
ther certain thiiigs, which befet him in a cave, called 
that of Mtnitjmos^ were real or im;^inary. And mak- 
ing the ufual iignal, the ape leaped upon his left 
{houlder ; and (eemii^ to chatter to him in hb ear, 
maifor fner prefently faid : The ape fays, that part 
of the things your worfhip faw, or which befel you, 
in the faid cave, ^e falfe, and part likely to be true : 
and this is all he knows, and no more, as to this 
qoe^ion ; and if your worfhip has a mind to put any 
more to him, on Friday next he will anfwer to every; 
thing you ihali aik.him ; for his virtue is at an end 
for the prefent, and will not return *till that time. 
Did not I tell you, quoth Sancboy it could never go 
down with me, that all your worfhip faid, touching 
the adventures of the cave, was true, no, nor half of 
it ?

mafter Peter: fixty thoufand novelties are contained in 
this matter-piece of mine : I aflure you, Signor Do»' 
fixate, it is. one of the top things to be feen that the 
world affords, at this day ; Operibus credite (^ non ^oer* 
his ; and let us. to work ; for it grows late, and we 
have a great deal to do, to fay, and to fhew. 
- Don ^ixete' smd Sancbo obeyed, and came where 
the fhew was fet out, ftuck round with little wax- 
candles, fo that it made a delightful and fhining ap- 
pearance. Matter Peter^ who was to manage the fi- 
gures, placed hinifelf behind the fhew, and before it 
ftood his boy, to ferve as an interpreter and expounder 
ol the mytteries of the piece. He had a white wand 
in his hand, to ppint to the feveral figures as they en-, 
tered. All the folk? in the inn being placed, fome 
(landing oppofite to the fhew, and Don ^uixote^ San* 
choy the page, and the fcholar, feated in the ht^ pla-

pray, mark with what vehemency and earnellnefs he 
rates him, that one would think he had a mind to 
give bim half a dozen raps- over the pate with his fcep«

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ter : yea, there are aathon, who £»y he adbally gave 
them, and found ones too : and, after having iaid fun- 
dry things about the danger his honour ruo, in npt 
procuring the liberty of his ipoufe, it is rqported, he 
;feid to him : / have told you mou^b tf it ^ look to it^ 
^Tzy obflNTe, gentlemen, how the emperor turns his 
back, and leaves ^m Ga^ftros in a fret. See him 
now impatient with choler, flinging about the board 
and pieces, and calling haftily for his armour; defir- 
ing Don Orlando his couiin to lend him his fword Du' 
rindanai and 'then how ^mr Orlando refufes to lend 
k, him, offering to bear him company in that arduous 
enterprize : but the valorous enraged will not accept 
of it, laying, that he alone is able to deltiFO^ Ms fpoufe^ 
though flie were thruft down to the deepeft center of 
the earth.

It 
IS fufficicEt to obfcrve how Don Gmyferas difcovers him- 
felfy and, by the figns of joy (he makes, you may per- 
ceive fktt knows him, and efpedally now that you fee 
Ihe lets h^elf down from the bdcony» to get oft 
horfeback behind her good fpoufe. But, alas poor la-

Noffo, quoth Don %i*»/;;. matter Peter n very 
muchmiftaken in thebufinefs of the bdls; for the 
SrWo not «fe bells, but ketde -drums and a kind 
Xlcimers, Uke our waits: and therefore to ijuro- 
face he rin^ng of bells in W-"* .«* ff^^^oS 
Shy Whilh mafter Peter overheanng, he left off 
rinlna arid faid : Signer Don fixate, do not cnti- 
cSfupontrittes. nor exped that perfeftion which is 
"ot to be found in thefe matters. Are there no a 
tho»f«.d comedies aaed almoft every where, foil of 



as 
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as many improprieties and blunders, and yet they run 
their career with great fuccefs, and are liilenecl to not 
only with applaufe, but with admiration ? Go on, boy, 
and let folks talk ; for, fo I fill my bag, I care not i£ 
I reprefent more improprieties than there are atoms ia 
the fun. You are in the right, quoth />&» ^/>0/^ ; 
and the boy proceeded : 

See what a numerous and brillant cavalry Tallies out 
of the city in purfuit of the two catholic lovers ; how 
many trunipets found, how many dulcimers play, and 
how many drums and kettle- drums rattle. I fear they 
will overtake them, and bring them back tied to th^ir 
own horle's tail, which would be a lamentable fpec* 
tgcle. Don fixate, feeing fuch a number of Moor/, 
and hearing fuch a din, thought proper to fuccour 
thofe that fled, an4 riling up laid in a loud voice ; I 
will never confent, while I live, that in my prefence 
fiich an outrage as this be offered to fo famous a knight 
and fo daring a lover as Don Gayferos. Hold, bafe- 
bom rabble, follow not, ner purfue after liim ; for, if 
yon do, have at you. And fo faid, fb done, he vn- 
fheathed his fword, and at one fpring he planted him* 
felf dofe to the fhew, and; with a violent and unhea^-d- 
of fury, began to rain hacks and Haihes upon jthe 
Mooriflj puppets, overthrowing fome, and beheading 
others, laming this, and denioliihing that: and, among 
a great many other fh-okes, he fetched one .with i^ich 
a force, that, if mailer Peter had not ducked and :

J}oH Gayfiros and the £ur Meltfendra f I warrant ye^ 
Chofe dogs would have overtaken them hy this time^ 
and have offered them fome indignity. When all i» 
done, long live knight-errantry above all thii^s livii^ 
in the world i In god's name, let it livi, and let me 
die, quoth mafter Pittr at this junAure with a fiuotifli 
voice, flnce I am fo unfortunate, that I can fay wkk 
king RM^rigo > : Yefterday I was fovereign of Sfaiw^ 
and to day have ik)( a foot of land J can call my own. 
It is not half an hour ago, nor (carce half a minute, 
fince I was matter of kings and emperors, my fiaBs 
fidl of horfes, and my trunks and (acks full of fine 
things ; and now I am defi^late and dgeded, poor and 
a b^;gar, and, what grieves me moft of all, without 
my ape, who, i'faith, will make my teeth fweat for 
it, before I get him again : and all through the incon* 
fiderate fiiry of this Sir knight, who is &d to proteft 
orphans, redrefs^ wrongs, find do other charitable 
deeds ; but in me alone, praifed be the higheft heavens 
for it, his generous intention has failed. In fine, k 
could only be the knight of theforrtwful figur^^ who 
was deftined thus to disfigure me and mine. 

Sancho Pan fa was moved to compaflion by what ma- 
iler Piter had fpoken, and therefore iaid to him : Weep 
not, mafter Pet^r, nor take on fo ; for you break my 
heart, and I aflure you my matter D0n ^ix$ie is fo

If Signer Don ^ixstt^ quoth mafter Petir^ 
would but repay me part of the damage he has done 
me, I fhould be Satisfied, and hi^ woHhip would di{- 
charge his confcience; for no body can be faved, who 
withholds another*s property againft his will, and doea* 
act make reftitution. True, quoth Don ^ixote; but: 
as yet I do not know that I have any thing of yours,, 
aaailer Petir. How ! anfwered mafter PrUr :■ what 
bot the invincible force of your powerful amr fcatter- 
ed and annihilated thefe relicks, which lie, up and 
down on this hsrd and b^ren ground h Whofe were; 
their bodies but mine ? and how did I maintain mjr 
felf but by them? Now am I entirely convinced, quoth- . 
Dott ^ixote at this jundure, of what I have often 
believed before, that thofe enchanters, who perfecute 
aae, are perpetually fetting ihapes before me as they 
really are, and prefeotly putting the change upon me,. 
and transforming them into whatever they pleafe. I 
protefi to you, gentlemen that hear me, that whatever 
baa paffisd at this time feemcd to me to pa& actually 
and precifely fo*: I took Meliftndra to be MitUfendra ; 
Don Gayftr&s^ Don Gayferos ; Marfilio^ Marfilio ; and 
Cbe^hmagne^ Cbarkmagnt. This it was that inflam- 
ed my chder ; and, in compliance with the duty of 
joy profeifion as a knight-errant, I had a mind to ailiil: 
and fuccour thofe who fled \ and with this good inten- 
tion I did what you jufl now faw : if ^ings have fal- 
len out the reverfe, it is no fault of mine, but of 
thofe my wicked perfecutors; and notwithilanding this- 
miftake of mine, and though it did not proceed from* 
malice, yet will I condemn my felf in cofls. See, 
mailer PtUr^ what you muft have for the damaged: 
figures, and I will pay it you down in current and law- 
ful money of Caftilt. Mailer Ptttr made him a low 
bow, faying; I expe^ed no le& from the unexampled 
chriftianity of the valorous Don ^ixote de la Mancba,^ 
the true fuccourer and fupport of all the needy aiid« 
diifa-eflTed : and let mailer Innkeefjr and the great San^ 
M 3 cbtf^ 
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kbo be timpires and appraifers, between your woHhip 
and me, of what the demolilhed figures are or might 
be worth. The inn -keeper and Sancho faid they 
^ould ; and then matter Peter, taking up MarJiUo king 
of 5tfr/7^o^, which lay upon the floor without a head, 
he faid : You fee how impoflible it is to reflore this 
king to his priftine ftate, and therefore I think, 

'with fubmiffion to better judgments, you muft award 
me for his death and dtftrudlion four reals and a 1^. 
Proceed, quoth Don ^ixote. Then for this that is 

' cleft from top to bottom, continued mafter PeUr^ tak- 
ing up the emperor Charlemagne y I think five reals and 
a quarter little enough to alk. Not very little, quoth 
Sancho. Nor very much, replied the inn-keeper : but 
fplit the diiFe fence, and fet him down five reals. Give 
him the whole five and a quarter, quoth Don ^ixotei 
for, in fuch a notable mifchance as this, a quarter mpre 
or lefs is not worth (landing upon : and make an end, 
mafter Peter i for it grows towards fupper-tizne, and 
I have fome fymptoms of hunger upon me. For this 
figure, quoth mafter Peter, which wants a nofe and 
an eye, and is the fair Melifendra, I muft have, and 
can abate nothing of, two reals and twelve maravedis. 
Nay, faid Don ^ixote, the devil muft be in it, if 
MsUfendra be not, by this time, with her hufband, at 
leaft upon the borders of France : for methought the 
horfe they rode upon feemed to fly rather than gallop; 
and therefore do not pretend to fell me a cat for a co- 
ney, (hewing me here Meli/endra nofe -lefs, whereas, 
at this very inilant, probably, flxeis folacing hcrfelf at 
full ftrctch with her hufband in France, God hdp 
every one with his own, mafter Peter^ let ua have 
plain dealing, and proceed. Mafter Peter, finding that 
Don fixate began to warp, and was returning to his 

- old bent, had no mind he flionld efcape him fo, and 
therefore faid to him : Now I think on it, this is not 
Melifendra, but fome one of her waiting -maids, andfo 
with fixty maravedis I ftiall be well enough paid, and 
y^ry well contented. Thus he went on, fetting a price 
upon the feveral broken figures, which the arbitrators

<}ay, and we (hall fee one another again. 

In concluiion, the buflle of the puppet- fliew was 
€{Xk\it over, and they all fupped ^together in peace and 
good company, at the expence of Don ^ixote, who 
was liberal to the laft degree. He who carried the 
laances and halberds went off before day, and, after 
it was light, the fcholar and the page came to take 
their leaves .of Don ^xote^ the one in order to return 
home, and the other to purfue his intended journey ; 
and Don ^ixote gave him a dozen reals to help \o 
bear his charges. Mafter Peter had no mind to enter 
into any more tell. me*8 and I will tell you's with Don 
^ixote, whom he knew perfe^y well ; and therefore 
up he got before the fun, and gathering up the frag- 
ments of his f}iew, and taking his ape, away he went 
in queft of adventures of his own. The inn-keeper* 
who knew not Don ^ixote, was equally in admira* 
tion at his m^^dnefs and liberality. In (hort, Sancbo^ 
by order of his mailer, payed him very well ; ^nd, 
aboat eight in the morning, bidding him farewel* 
they left the inn, and went their way, where we will 
leave them, to give place to the rehting feveral other

author. Bat in fhort GUes ftole hiai» while Sancb9 
F^n^a was afleep upon his back, making u& of the 
ikne trick and device that Brunelo did,, who,, while 
^acripante lay at the iiege of Alhraca^ dole his. horfe 
from betwecfi his legs ; and afterw^s Smtcbo reco* 
vered him, as has been already related. This Gines- 
t&en Cluing afraid of fidllng into the hands of jufticc,. 
which was in purfuit of him,^ in order to cha^e hvs^ 

for 
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ipr his numberlefs rogueries and crimes, which were fo 
many and fo flagrant, that he himfelf wrote a large 
volume of them) refolved to pafs over to the kingdom 
of Arragon^ and, covering his left eye, took up the 
trade of puppet- playing and legerdemain, both of 
which he perfectly underflood. It fell out, that, light- 
ing upon fomc chriftian flaves redeemed from Barbary, 
he bought that ape, which be taught, at a certain iig- 
Aal, to leap up on his Ihoulder, and mutter fomething, 
or feem to do fo, in his ear. This done, before he 
entered any town, to which he was going with x his 
fliew and his ape, he informed himfelf in the next vil- 
lage, or where he bell could, what particular things 
had happened in fucb and fuch a place, and to whom ; 
and bearing; ^em carefully in his memory, the fird 
thing he did, was, to exhibit his fhew, which was 
fometimes of one f!ory, and Sometimes of another, but 
aU pleafant, gay, and generally known. The fhew 
ended, he ufed to propound the abilities of his ape, 
telling the people, he divined all that was paft and 
pre&nt ; but as to what was to come, he did not pre- 
tend to any £kill therein. He demanded two reals for 
^nfwering each queftion, and to fome he afforded it 
cheaper, according as he found the pulfe of his clients 
teat; and coming fometimes to houfes, where he 
knew what had happened to the people that lived in 
them, though they aiked no queflion, becaufe they 
v^uld not pay him, he gave the fignal to his ap«, 
and prefently faid, he toldhim fuch and fuch a things, 
•which tallied exaftly with what had happened j where- 
by he gained infallible credit, and was followed by 
«very body. At other, times, being very cunning, 
he anfwered in fuch a manner, that his anfwers came 
pat to the queftions ; and as no body went about to 
fift, or prels him to tell how his ape divined, he gul- 
led every body, and filled his pockets. No fooner 
I was he come into the inn, but he knew Don ^ixote 
and Sancha ; which made it w^ry eafy for him to ex- 
cite the wonder of Don ^ixote^ Sancho^ and all that, 
were prefent. But it would have cofl him dear, had 
Don S^uixote directed his hand a little lower, when he

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cut off king Marfilio^z head, and deftroyed all his ca-^ 
valry, as is related in the foregoing chapter. This is 
what offers concerning mafter Peter and his ape. 

Andy returning to Don Siuixote de la Mancba^ X 
fay, he determined, before he went to Saragoffa, firft 
to vifit the banks of the river Ebro, and all the parts 
thereabouts, fince he had time enough and to fpare be- 
fore the tournaments began. With this defign he pur- 
fued his journey, and travelled two days without light- 
ing on any thing worth recording, *till, the third day 
going up a hill, he* heard a great noife of drums, 
trumpets, and guns. At iirft he thought fome regi-

To which Sancbo 
Pan fa anfwered : That breaks no fquares. Sir ; for it 
may very well be, that the aldermen, who brayed, 
4night, in proceis of time, become bailiff's of their 

tewii. 
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to wii» and therefore m»y |>xoperl}r be called by botii 
thole titles ; though it fignifies nodiing to the truth of 
tlie Aory, whether the brayers were bailiffs or alder- 
jneiiy fo Ipng as they both brayed ; for a bailiff is as 
lUcely to bray as an alderman. In condufion, they 
fband, that the town derided was (allied forth to at- 
tack another, which had laughed at them too much, 
sucui beyond what was fitting for good neighbours. 
X>o« fixate advanced towards them, to the no fmall 
concern of Saucho, who never loved to make one in 
tliefe kind of expeditions. Thofe of the fquadron re- 
ceived him amongft them, taking him for fpme one 
oF their party. Don ^'xofe, lifting up his vizor^ 
^vith an eafy and graceful deportment, approached the 
afs -banner, and all the chiefs of the army gathered 
about him to look at him, being ftruck with the fame 
admiration that every body was the firft time of feeing 
him. Don ^ixo/e, feeing them fo intent upon look- 
ing at him, without any one*s fpeakine to him, or 
diking him any queftion, refolved to duce advantage 
of this filence, and, breaking hu own, he raifed his 
voice and faid. 

Good gentlemen, I earnefUy entreat you not to in- 
terrupt a difcourfe I fhall make to you, *till you find 
it difgufls and tires you : for, if that happens, at the 
leaRfign you ihall make, I will clap a feal on my 
lips, and a gag upon my tongue. They all defired 
him to fay what he pleafed ; for they would hear him 
with a very good will. With this licence Don ^ixote 
proceeded, faying : I, gentlemen, am a knight- errant, 
whofe exercife is that of arms, and whofe profeffion 
that of fuccouring thofe, who ftand in need of fuccour, 
and relieving the diftrelTed. Some days ago I heard 
of your misfortune, and the caufe that induces you to 
take arms at every turn, to revenge yourfelves on 
your enemies. And, having often pondered your bu- 
finefs in my mind, I find, that, according to the laws 
of duel, you are mifUken in thinking yourfelves af- 
fronted : for no one perfon can affront a whole town, 
unlefs it be by accufing them of treafon conjointly, as 
not knowing in particular who conunitted the treafon^ 

of 
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of which he acciiTes dicni* An example of this webavc 
in Dm Diega Ordonne% 4e lar4i^ whp defied the whole: 
ftapltd^Zamora, beoaufe he <}id not tinow, that Fe/- 
lido D»I/os alone had committed ^ treafon of kiUing, 
his king ; and therefore he challenged them all, and 
the revenge and anfwer belonged to them all : though^ 
' it Is veiy tnie> that Signor Dau Di^o went (bmew^ 
too foj^ and greatly exceeded the fimits of challenging; 
for he need^ not have defied the dead, thc^ waters^ 
the bread* ox the tinbom» nor feveral other particula- 
rities mentioned in the chaUenge. But let that pafs t 
for, when choler ovexflows its dam, the tongue has no 
father, governor, nor bridle, to reftrain it. This be- 
ii^ fo Uieni^ that a fingle perfon cannot affront a 
kingdom, province, city, republick, or a whole town,* 
it is clear, there is no reafon for your marching out 
to revenge fuch an af&ont, fince it is really none. 
Would it not be pretty indeed, if thofe of the watch- 
making bufinefs ' ihould endeavour to knock ever]r 
body's brains out, who calls them by their trade ? and 
would it not be pleafant, if the cheefe- mongers, the 
coftar-mongers, the fiih* mongers^ and foap-boilers,. 
with thofe of feveral other names and appellations,, 
which are in every boy's mouth, and conomon among 
the vulgar ; would it not be fine indeed, if all thefe 
notable folks ihould be aihamed of their bufinefies,. 
and be perpetually taking revenge, and making (ack- 
buts of their fwords upon every ^^areel,^ though ne- 
ver fo trivial I No, no, god neither permits nor wills 
it. Men of wiidom, and well- ordered cbmmonweakhs, 
ought to take arms, dcaAv their fwords, and hazard 
their lives and fortunes, upon four accounts : Firfi, to 
defend the catholic faith ; (iecondly> to defend their 
lives, which is agreeable to the natural and divine 
law ; thirdly, in defence of their honour, laouly, or 
eftate i and fourthly, in the fervice of their king, is 
a jttft war : and* iC wemay add a fifth (which may

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be ranked with the fecond) k i^ m the defence of 
their country. Ta thefe five capital cactfes feveral o- 
thers might be added, very joft and ytxj reafbnabfe^ 
and which oblige us to take arma. Kit ta hare re- 
courfe to them xfx trifle^ and thmgs rather iltb^eds for 
laaghter and pafthne, than for aifroats^ looks hke adt- 
ing againft common fenfe. Befides, taking an tmjaft 
revenge (and no revenge can be jofl) is a^i^g dnre^Hy^ 
againft the holy religion we prt^feft^ whereby we are 
commanded to do good to oor enemiest and to love 
thofe that hate us ; a preceoty viiuch, thoogh feemfng- 
\f difficult, is really not fo^ to any but thofe, wfaa 
have lefs of god than of the woild, and more of the 
flefh than. kA the fphrit t for J^fus CkriJT^ true god and 
man, who never lyed, nor conM» nor can lye, and 
who k our legiflator, has told us, bit yoke is tajj^ and 
his burden tight : and therefore he wotild not command 
tts any thing impoffible to be performed. So that,^ 
gentlemen, you are bound to be quiet and pacified by 
an laws both divine and human. 

The devil fetch me, quoth ^ancio to hhnfelf, if thfs> 
mafter of mine be not a tologue > ; or, if not, he is as 
like one, as one egg is like another. Don ^ixote 
took breath a little, and perceiving that they ftill 
ftood attentive, he had a mind to proceed in his dif- 
coorfe, and had certainlv done (b, had not Sancho't 
acutenefs interpoTed : who, obferving that his mailer 
pauied a while, took up the cudgels for him, (kying : 
My mafter, Dsu ^txote de Id Mancba^ once called 
tb£ kuigbt of the forrwafut figure ^ and now the knight 
oftb^ Tiffns, is a fage gentleman, and underilands Latin 
and the vulgar tongue Hke any batchelor of arts i^ and, 
in all he^ handles or adviies, proceeds like an expect 
foldier, having all the laws and flatutes of what ia 
called Duel at his fingers ends : and fo these is no 
more to be done, hut to govern yonriUves by his di- 
re£tion, and I w^l bear the blame if you do amiis : be« 
£des, you are butjull told, how fooliih it is to be 
aihamed to hear one bray» I remember, when I was 
a boy, I brayed as often as I pleafed, without any 

body's 
1 Toifgo ; a bhadgr of Sm^'% iax Tfologo a Divine, 
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body^s hindering me, and with fuch grace and pro- 
priety, that, whenever i brayed, all the afies of the 
town brayed : and for all that I did not ceafe to be the. 
Ton of my parents, who were very honefl people; 
and, though for this rare ability I was envied by more 
than a few of the proadeft of my neighbours, I cared 
BOt two farthings. And to convince you, that I fpeak 
the truth, do but &M,y and hearken : for this fcience, 
like that of fwimming, once learned, is never forgotten. 
Then, laying his hands to his noilrils, he began to bra^ 
fp fh*enaoafly, that the adjacent valleys refounded ^gain. 
But one of thofe who flood clofe by him, believing he 
was making a mock of them, lifted up a pole he had 
in his hand, and gave him fuch a polt with it, as 
brought Sancbo Panqa to the ground. Don ^ixoti, 
feeing Sancbo fo evil intreated, made at the ilriker 
with his launce : but fo many interpofed, that it was 
impoilible for him to be revenged : on the contrary, 
finding a fhbwer of Honfes come thick upon him, and 
a thoufand crofs-bows prefented, and as many guns le- 
velled at him, he turned Rozinante about, and, as fait 
as he could gallop, got out from among them, re- 
commending himfelf to god with all his heart, to de- 
liver him from this danger, fearing, at every flep, left 
fome bullet (hould enter at his back and come out at 
his breaft ; and at every moment he fetched his breath, 
to try whether it failed him or not. But thofe of the 
fquadron were fatisfied with feeing him fly for it, and 
did not fhoot after him. As for Sancbo^ thicy fet him 
again upon his afs, fcarce come to . himfelf, and faf- 
fered him to follow his mafter : not that he had fenfe 
tp guide him j but Dapple naturally followed Ro^- 
nanie*s fleps, not enduring to be a moment from him* 
Don ^ixote, being got a good way off, turned about 
his head, and faw that Sancbo followed ; and, finding 
that ho body purfued him, he flopped 'till he came 
up. Thofe of the fquadron ftay'd there *till night, 
and,, the enemy not coming fpl-th to battle, they re- 
turned to their own homes, joyful aiid merry: and, 
had they known the pra^te of the ancient Gruks, 
they would have ere^ed a trophy in that place.

WHEN the valiant flies, it is pUin he is over* 
matched ; for it is the part of ihe wife to re* 
ferve themfelves for better occaiions. This truth was 
▼erified in Don ^ixote, who, giving wa)r to the fury 
^f the people, and to the evil intentions of that re* 
fentful fquadron, too^ to his heels, and without be- 
thinking him of Sanchof or of the danger in which he 
left him, got as far off as ^e deemed fufficient for his 
(afety. Sancho followed him athwart his beaft, as has 
been faid. At laft he came up to him, having already 
recovered his fenfes ; and, at coming up, he fell from 
Dapple at the feet of Rosdnante, all in anguifh, ail 
bruifed, and all beatep. Don ^ixote alighted to ex- 
amine his wounds ; but, finding him whole from head 
to foot, with much choler he faid : In an unlucky 
hour, Sancho, muft you needs fhew yourikill in bray- 
ing : where did you learn, that it was fitting to name 
a halter in the hpufe of a man that was hanged I 
To the mufic of braying what counter-point could 
you exped but that of a cudgel ? Give god thanks^ 
Sancho, that, inftead of croffii^ your back with a cud- 
gel, they did not make the fign ofthecrofson yoa 
with a fcymitar. I am pot now in a condition to an* , 
fwer, replied Sancho; for methinks I talk through my 
ihoulders: let us. mount, and be gone from this place; 
as for braying, I will have done with it } but I ihall. 
not with telling, that knights-errant fly, and leave 
chieir faithful fquires (o be beaten to powder by their 
enemies. To retire is not to Ay, anfwered Don J^/x- 
otei for you muft k^ow, Sancho, that the valour^ 
which has not prudence for i^ bafis, is termid raihnefs^ 
and the'exploits of the rafli are afcribed rather to their 
good-fortune, than their courage. I confefs I did re- 
Circi but fled not; and herein I imitated fundry va- 
liant 
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liant perfons, wlio hare referved themfelFes for better 
times ; and oi this hiftories are full of ^camplet' whkh^ . 
being of no profit to yoa, or pleafure to me, I omit 
at prcfent. 

By tlkh^mitrSaniho was mounted, with the affiftancer 
of DoM fixate, who likewife got n^n RazinatUe; 
and fo lair and foftly they took the way toward a 
grove of poplar, which they difcovejned aboot a quar- 
ter of a league ofi^ Smttcbo trery now and then fetched- 
moft profound fighs, and doleful groans.

I lay nothing of the prefent 1 for^ 
your wor^p being one of them, I am bound to pay 
them reipe£l» and becaaie I know yoarworfhip knows 
a point beyond the de?il in all y^ talk and think. 

1 wouldlay a good wager with you, Sancha, quotk 
I>on ^ixofe, that now you are tsAkmgy and without 
intemiption,. you feci so pain in all your body. Talk 
#11, fbn. ctl mine, all that comes into^ your thoaghts^ 
and whatever comes uppermoif ; for, fo you feel no 
pain,. I fiiaH take pleaiore in* the Tery trouble your 
impertineneies give me : and if you have ^ g^ear a 
defireto rittar& home. to your wife and childmi, god 
forbid I ihoold hinder you. Yoa have money o£ 
Bttne in your hands : fee how long k is fince we made 
thb third hUf from our town, and how much yo\t 
could or oii^ltt ta get each mKm^, and pay yourfelf.

fhoft time we were at Don Diegfi dt Miramla^s )K>a(e» 
the good'cheer I had with the ikimming oi Camacho't 
pots, and what I eat, drank, and flept, at BafiJius*s 
jioufe. All the reft of the time I have lain on th^ 
.hard ground^ in the. open air, fubjed to what people 
call: the inclemencies of heaven » living upon bits of 
bre^d and fcraps of cheefe, and drinking water, fome*- 
times from the brook, and fometimes from the foun- 
tain, fach as we n\et with up and down by the way. 
I confefs, Sancbo, quoth Don ^uixotf^ that all you 
^y is true : How much think you I ought to give 
you more than Thomas Carrafco gave you ? I think, 
, quoth 5<i/ifi^ff, ifyour worftiip adds two reals ajnontb, 
1 (hall reckon myfelf well paid. This is to be under- 
ilood as to wages due for my labour ; but as to the 
prpmife your worfhip made of beflotving on me the 
government of an iiland, i^ would be juft and reafon- 
able you ihould add fix reals more ; which make 
thirty in all. It is^ very well, replied Don S^uixQU : 
according to the wages you have allotted yourfelf, 
it is £ve and twenty days fince we fallied from our 
town; reckon, Sancho, in proportion, and fee what 
I owe you, and pay yourfelf, as I have already faid, 
with your own hand. Body of me, quoth Sancho, 
your worihip is clean, out in the reckoning : for, as to 
the bufineis of the promifed iiland, we muft compute 
from the day you promifed it me, to this prefent hour. 
Why, how long is it iince I promifed it you ? faid Don 
^ixoti. If I remember right, anfwered Sancbo, it is 
about twenty years and three days, more or lefs. Don, 
Simx0te gave himielf a good clap on the fore -head with 
the palm of his hand, and began to laugh very hear- 
tily, and (aid: Why , my rambling up and down the 
fable mountain, with the whole feries of our fallies, 
icarce take up two months, and (ay you, Sancho, it is 
twenty years ^nce I promifed you the ifland ? Well, I 
perceive you have a mind your wages ihould fwallow, 
up all the money you have of mine : If it be fo, and 
(ttch is your defire, from henceforward I give it you, 
and much good may it do you ; for fo I may get rid 
of fo wortMefs a fquire, I ihall be glad to be left poor 

and 
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and pennylefs. But tell me, perverter of the fquirely . 
ordinances* of knight-errantry, where have you feen» 
or read, that any fquire to a knight-errant ever prev 
Tumed to article with his mailer, and fay, fo much . 
and fo much per month you mud give me to ferve 
you? Xauncb, launch out, cut-throat, fcoundrel, and' 
hobgoblin (for thou art ail thefe) launch, I fay, into 
the mare magnum of their hiHories, and, if you can 
£nd, that any fquire has faid, or thought, what you 
have now faid, I will give you leave to nail it on my 
fore -head, and over and above to write fool upon my 
face in capitals. Turn about the bridle, or halter, of 
D apple f and be gone home ; for one fingle flep farther^ 
you go not with me. O bread ill bellowed ! O pro- 
mifes ill placed ! O man, that haft more of the beaft 
than of the human creature! Now when I thought of fet- 
tling you, and in fuch a way, that, in fpite of your wife, 
you fhouI4 have been filled your honour, d5 you now^ 
leave me ? now are you for going, when 1 have takeii 
a firm and elFeflual refolution to make you lord ofjhe 
bed ifland in the world ? But, as you yourfelf have of. 
ten faid, honey is not for an afs's mouth. An afs 
you are, an afs you will continue to be, and an afs 
you will die ; for I verily believe, your life will reach 
its final period, before you will perceive or be con*- 
vinced that you are a bead. 

Sancbo looked Very wiftfully at Don ^ixote all the 
while he was thus rating him : an4 fo great was the 
compun£lion he felt, that the tears dood in his eyes, 
and, with a doleful and faint voice, he faid : Dear 
Sir, I confefs, that,/ to be a compleat afs, I want no- 
thing but a tail : If your worfhip will be pleafed to 
put me on one, I fhall deem it well placed, and will 
ferve your worfliip in the quality of an afs, all the re- 
iSiaining days of my life. Pardon me, your worfhip^ 
have pity on my ignorance, and confider, that, if I 
talk much, it proceeds more from infirmity than ma- 
lice : but,' He who errs and mends, hiinfelf to god 
commends.

^xote, if you did not mingle fome little prorerb

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with jonr talk. Wdl, I forgir^ you, npon coodkion^ 
of your amendment, and that henccforwakTyou ihev^ 
not yoarfelf io fond of yoar intereft, but that yoQ 
tndearoar to enkn^ your heart, takeaHHUge, and 
ftrengthen "your nund to expeft the accompliihmenc 
erf* my pronrifes, which,. tho«g)i they are dLt/kxt^^ are 
not therefore defperate. Saiuho anfwered, he would, 
thoogh he ihould draw force from hia vt^eaknefs. 
Hereupon they entered the popkr grove. D$n ^mV- 
•N accommodated himfelf at the foot of an dm, and 
Smncbo at the foot of a beech ; for thb kind of treea 
and fuch like have always feet, but never hands; Saw- 
tbo pafled the night uneafily, the cold renewing the 
pain of his bniifes. Dm ^xHe pafled it in his w<Hit« 
cd meditations : but for all that they both flept, and^ 
at break of day they purfned their way towards the 
banks of the i^tmons Ehr9^ where there befiel theoL 
what fhaQ be rehted in the enfuing chapter.

IV two days,, after leaving the poplar grove^ l>4m 
^xou dnd Smuboi^ travelling as fblt^ as foot: 
could fall, came to the river Ebf^ the fk)u of which 
gave Don fixate grestf pleafare, while he £mv and 
contemj^aeed the verdure of its banks^the cleamefs of 
its waters, the fmoothnefs of its current, and the 
abundance of its lt(]^d chryftal : which cheaxfol prof*

luight. Then* though they are diftant from each 
other two or three thoo&nd leagues, and even more, 
they either &atch him up in ^ cloudy or furuiih him 
with a boat to embark in ; and, in lets than the 
^twinkling of an eye» they carry him, through the ajiy 
or over the fea, whither they lift, and where his a(» 
finance is wanted. So that, O Ssncbo^ this bark mul^ 
\^t f^ed here for the felf-fame porpofe : and this is 
as true, as that k is now day } and, before it be fpent»

ao way but to obey, and bow the head, giving heed 
t0 th^ proverb : Do what your mafter bids you, and 
4t dawn by him at table. But for aU that^ as to wha^ 
pertaini to the difoharge of my confcience, I muft 
warn your worfliip, that to me this fame boat feema 
not tp belong to the enchanted, but to fome fiiher- 
men upon the river i for here they catch the bed ihadt. 
in the world* 

AU this $4mcb» faid while he was tying the cattle^ 
leaving them to the prptedion and care ot enchanters*;

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with fufRcicnt grief of his foul. Don ^ixoU bid him 
be in no pain about forfaking thofe beafb ; for he, 
who was to carry themfeives through ways and re« 

r'ons of fuch longitnde, would take care to feed them, 
do not underftand your logitudes, (aid SancJbt, nor 
have I heard fuch a word in all the days of my life. 
Longitude, replied Don ^ixote, means length, and no 
Wonder you do not nnderftand it ; for yon are not 
botmd to know Ia/i« i though fome there are, who 

f>retend to know it, and are quite as ignorant as your- 
elf. Now they are tied» quoth Sancho, what mnft 
we do next ? What f mfwered Don ^ixote,: why, 
blefs ourfelvet, and weigh anchor ; I mean, embaA: 
burfclres, and cut the rope wherewith the veffi^is 
tied. And, leaping into it, Sancbo following him, he 
cut the cord, and tie boat fell off- by little and little 
from the ibore ; and when Sancbo faw himfelf about 
a couple of yards from the bank, he began to quake, 
fearing he ihouM be loft : but nothing troubled him 
more than to hear his afs bray, and to fee Rozinante 
ftruggHng to get loofe ; and he faid to his mafter : 
.The afs brays ts bemouiing our abfence, and Rffzi- 
nante is endeavouring to get loofe, to throw himfelf 
into the river after us. O deareft friends, abide in 
peace, and may the m^dnefs; which fepar^tes you 
from usj converted into a comd^ion of our error, re- 
turn us to your prefence : and here he began to weep 
fo bitterly, that Don ^ixote grew angry, and (aid :

No, but feated upon a bench, 
like an archduke, Aiding eaiily down the (beam of 
this charming river, whence in a ihort fpace we ihall 
jflue out into the boundlefs ocean. But doubtleik we 
are got out already, and muil have gone at leaft fe- 
ven or eight hundred leagues, {f I had here an Aftro- 
labtf to take the elevation of the pole^ Iwould tell 

you 
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lyou how many we have gone ; though either I know 
Jictle, or we are already paft> or (halt prefently paTs, 
the equino£Ual line, which divides and cuts the two 
oppofite poles at equal diftance. And when we ar- 
rive at that line your worihip fpeaks of, quoth Sa/tciff, 
how far ihall we have travelled ? A great way, re- 
plied Don fixate : for, of three hundred and iixty 
degrees, contained in the terraqueous globe» accord- 
ing to the computation of Pto/emy, the greatefl geo- 
grapher we know of, we fhall have travelled one half, 
when we come to the line I told you of. By the Iprd^ 
qvLOth SancIfOf your worfiiip has brought a very pri^tty ' 
fellow, that fame To/my (how d*ye call him ?) with his 
imputation, to vouch the truth of what ypu iay.

^ixoti fmiled at Sancboh blunders as to the name 
and computation of the geographer Ptoltmy, and faid :

are joft now leaving. And once more I bid yoa fed 
jourfdf all over, and ifli ; for !» for my part, am of 
opinion, jroa are as clean as a dttet of paper, fmooth 
and white. Samd^ ouried his hand foftif 26kL gendjr 
towards his left ham, and then lifted np his iiea^ 
and, kx^ing at his mailer, faid : Sither the experi« 
ment is fldfe, or we are not arrived where jom* wor- 
Ifaip (a^s, not bj a great immy league*. Why, qaoch 
Don ^xotg, have yoa met with imnething thenf 
Ay, feveral fomethings, anfwered Smubop and, fliakiDg 
his fingers, he waflied his whole Imnd in the river, 
^own whoie current the boat was gendy gliding^ just 
moved by any fecret influence, nor by any concealed 
^enchanter, but merely by the ftream of the watery '^ 
dien imooth and calm. 

By this time they difcovered certain large water- 
Hiills (landing in the midft of the river, and fcarce 
had Don ^xott efpied them, when he faid with a 
loud voice to Sancbo : O friend, behold, yonder ap> 
pears the dty, caftle, or fortrefs, in which fome knight 
lies under oppreffion, or fome queen, infanta* or prin- 
cefs in evil plight; for whofe relief I am brought hi« 
ther. What the devil of a city, fortrefs, or caftle do 
you tdk of, $ir? quoth Sambo: do you not per* 
cdve, that they are mills ftandii^ in the river for the 
grinding of corn ?

The boat, being now got into the current of the 
river, began to move a little fafter than it had done 
hitherto. The millert feeing it coming adrift with

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the ftream* and tkat it w«8 jaft going Into the moath 
ci£ the fwift ftream pf the mill-wheels^ ievenil of them 
jran out in til haile with long poles to ftop it ; and, 
Aheir faces and cloaths being covered with meal^ they 
mkzdt bat an ill appearance, and calling out aloud 
ifkad : Devils of men» where are y^ going T are ye de- 
lperate» that ye have a mind to drown yourfelves, or 
l>e ground, to pieces by the. wKeels?

And, Handing 
up i& the boat, he began, to threaten the millers aloud, 
laying :J11 led ^hd worfe adyifed fcoundrels, fet at 
liberty andiree the perfon you keep under oppreifioii 
in this your fortrefs or prifon, whether of high or low 
degree : for I am Don ^ixot4 dt^ la Mancha^ other- 
Mrife called the knight of the lions ^ for whom, by di. 
irine appointment, the putting an happy end to thi^ 
adventure is referved. And, fo faying* he clapped his 
hand to his fword, and began; to fence with it in the 
air againil the ipillerB, who, hearing, but not under «' 
ftandmg, thefe fbolifli flouriihes, fet themfelves with 
iheir poles to IhDp the boat, which was juft entering 
Into the ftream and eddy of the wheels. Sanchoi^ 
upon his knees, and prayed to heaven devoutly to deli- 
ver him from fo apparent » danger ; which it did by 
the diligence and. agility of the millers^ who, fetting 
their pdes againft the boat, ftc^t it j though not fo dex- 
teroufly, but that they overfet it, and tipped Don ^x^ 
mti and ^ancbo into the water.

£ihermen, owners of the boat, which the mill*wheels 
liad crufhed to pieces, and, feeing it Ixroke, they be-

lielp us \ this world is nothing but fl^achinations and 
tricks quite opposite one to the otlier : I can do no 
more. Then, looking towards the mills, he raifed 
iiis voice, andT faid : Friends, whoever you are that 
are enclofed in this prifon, pardon me, that, through 
my misfortune and yours, I cannot deliver you from 
your affliftion : this adventure is kept and referved 
for fome other knight. Having iaid this, he com- 
pounded with the fiihermen, and paid idty reals for 
the boat, which Sancho difburfed much againft hit 
will, faying ; A couple more of fuch embarkations 
will fink our whole capital. The fifiiermen and mil- 
lers flood wondering at thefe two figures, fo out iof the 
fafhion and femblance of other men, not being able 
to comprehend what Don fixate drove at by his 
jqueftions, and the difcourfe he held with them : and, 
looking upon them as madmen, they left them, and 

betook 
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betook themfelves to their ipills, and the fiOiermen to 
their huts. Don fixate and Sancbo^ like beads them- 
felveSy returned to their beafts ; and thus ended the 
adventure of the enchanted bark. 

CHAP. XIII. 
Of<wbal hefel Don Quixote 'with a fair huntrrfs. 

E" XTREMELY melancholy, and out of humour, 
arrived at their cattle the knight and fquire ; 
Specially Sancho, who was grieved to the very foul 
to touch the capital of the money, all that was takea 
from thence feeming to him to be fo much taken from 
the vtry apples of his eyes. In conclufion, they 
mounted, without exchanging a word, and quitted the 
famous river 7 Don ^wte buried in the thoughts of 
iiis love, and Sancho in thofe of his preferment, which 
he thought, for the prefent, far enough off: for, as 
much a blockhead as he was, he faw well enough, 
that moft, or all, of his mafter*s adions were extrava- 
gancies, and waited for an opportunity, without com- 
ing to accounts or difcharges, to walk off fome day or 
t)ther, and march home.

Drawing 
yet nearer, he obferved among then\ a gallant lady 
upon a palfrey, or milk-white pad, with green furni- 
ture, and a fide-faddle of cloth of filver. The lady 
herfelf alfo was arrayed in green, and her attire fo 
full of fancy, and fo rich, that fancy herfelf feemed 
transformed into her. On her left hand fhe carried a 
hawk ; from whence Don ^ixote conjectured fhe muft 
be a lady of great quality, and millrefs of all thofe 
fportfmen about her, as in truth (he was ; and fo he 
faid to Sancho : Run, fon Sancho^ and tell that lady 
of the palfrey and the hawk, that I, ,\ht knight of tbi 
. N 2 /ioxs. 
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iienSf kifs the hands of her great beaa^, and, if her 
bighDefs gives me leave, I will wait upon her to ki(s 
them, and to ferve her to the utmoft of my power, in 
whatever her highnefs (hall command : and take heed, 
SancJbo, how you fpeak, and have « <:are not to inter- 
lard your etobatfy with any of your proverbs. You 
liaVe hit upon the interlarder, quoth Sanchs : why this 
to me ? as if this were the £r^ dme I had carried a 
meilage to high and mighty ladies in my life. Ex- 
cepting that to the lady Duldnea^ replied Don ^ixote^ 
I know of none you have carried, at leaft none from 
me. That is true, anfwered Sancho ; but a good pay- 
mafter needs no furety, and where there is plenty, 
dinner is not long a dre^ng : 1 mean, there is no need 
of advifing me ; for I am prepared for all, and have 
a fmattering of every thing. I believe it, Sancho^ 
quoth Don ^xote : go in ^ good hour, and god be 
your gaide. 

Sancho went off at a round rate, forcing Dapple out 
of his ufual pace, and came where the fair huntrefs 
was ; and alighting, and kneeling beforp her, he faid : 
Beauteous lady, that knight yonder, called the knigbt 
if the lionSf is my mailer, and X am his fquire, called 
at home Sancho Panfa. This (kxnc knight of the liom^ 
,lvho not long ago was called he ef the forronxful figure ^ 
fends by me to defire your grandeur would be pleafed 
- to give leave, that, with your liking, good- will, and 
confent, he may approach, and accomplifh his wiihes, 
which, as he fays, and I believe, are no other, than 
to ferve your high -towering faulconry and beauty ; 
which, if your ladyfhip grant him, you will do a thing 
that will redound to your grandeur's advantage, and 
he will receive a moil fignal favour and fatisfa^ion. 

Truly, good fquire, anfwered Che lady, you have 
delivered your meilage with all the circumfbnces, 
which fuch embailies require : rife up i for it is not fit 
the fquire of fo renowned a knight as he of the for- 
ro<wful figure (of whom we have already heard a great 
deal in thefe parts) fhould remain upon his knees: 
rife, friend, arid tell your mafler, he may come and 
ivelcoffl^ i for I, and the duke my fpoufe, are at his

293 

fervice mi a country-feat, we have here hard by. San-^ 

cho rofe ap, in admiration as well at the good lady^s 

beauty, as at her great breeding and courtefy, and 

efpecially at what fhe had faid, that Hie had fome 

knowledge of his mailer the knight of the forrowful 

fgure y and, if fhe did not«caU him the knight cf the 

/ions, he concluded it was, becaqfe he had aflumed it 

fa very lately. The duchcfs (whofe title is not yet 

known) faid to him ; Tell me, brother fquire, is not 

this 'matter of yours the perfon, of whom there goes 

about a hiftory in print, called. The ingenious gentlemam 

Don ^ixote de la Mancha y who has for miftrefs of his 

aiFedtions Dulcinea del Tohofo ? The very fame, an- 

fwcred Sanchoi and that fquire of his, who is, or 

ought to be,, in that fame hiftory, called Sancho Panca, 

am I, unlefs I was changed in the cradle, I mean m 

the prefs. I am very glad of all this, quoth the du- 

chefs : go, brother Panfa, and tell your mafter, he 

is heartily welcome to my eftates, and that nothing 

could happen to me, which could give me grea|^ 

pleafure. With this agreeable anfwer, Sancho^ iiriSl- 

nitely delighted, returned to his matter, to whom^ he 

recounted all that the great lady had faid to him, ex-* 

tollingy in his ruttic phrafe,. her beauty, her good htt- 

'snour, and her courtefy, to the fkies. Don ^ixotr, 

patting on.his bett airs, feated himfelf handfomely in 

. his faddle, adjatted his vizor, enlivened Rozinante'*^ 

mettle, and with a genteel aiTurance advanced to kiis 

the duchefs's hand ; who» having cau(ed the duke her 

'hun}and to be called, had been telling him, while 

Don ^ixote was coming up, the purport of Santbo'*^ 

meflage : and they both, having read the £rft part of 

this hittory, and having learned by it the extravagant 

humour of Dm ^ixote, }»^ited for him with the great- 

eft pleafure, and defire to be acquainted with him, 

and a purpofe of carrying on the humour, and giving 

him his own way, treating him like a knight- errant,. 

all the while he ttiould ttay with them, with all the 

ceremonies ufual in books of chivalry, which they had 

tead, and were alfo very fond of.

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By this time Don ^ixote was arrived^ with his be- 
ver up ; and making a ihew of alighting, Sancbo was 
haflening to hold his ftirrop, but was fo unlucky, that, 
in getting off from Dapple^ his foot hung' in one of 
the rope ftirrops, in fuch^manner, that it was impof- 
iible for him to difenUngle himfelf ; but he hung by 
it with his face and bread on the ground. Don ^ix- 
9Uj who was not ufed to alight without having his 
Hirrop held, thinking Sancbo was come to do his of- 
fice, threw his body off with a fwing, and carrying 
with him Rozinante*s iaddle, which was ill girted, both 
he and the faddle came to the ground, to his no fmall 
ihame, and many a heavy curfe muttered between his 
teeth on the unhappy Sancbo^ who IHll had his leg in 
the docks. The Duke commanded fome of his fportf- 
men to help the knight and fquire ; who raifed up 
Don fixate in ill plight through this fall : and limp- 
ing, and as well as he could, he made fhift to ga and . 
kneel before the lord and lady. But the Duke would 
by no means fuffer it : on the contrary, alighting from 
his horfe, he went and embraced Don ^ixo/e, fay- 
ing : I am very forry, Sir Anigbt of tbe forro^ful ' 
figure^ that your firft arrival at my eftate (hould prove 
fo unlucky : but the careleffnefs of fq^uires is often 
the occafion of worie miichances. It could not be ac- 
counted unlucky, O valorous prince, anfwered Dm 
i^ixotey though I had met with no flop 'till I had 
fallen to the bottom of the dzt^ abyfs : for the 
glory of having feen your highne& would have raif. 
ed me even from thence. My fquire, god's curfe 
light on him, is better at letting loofe his tongue 
to fay unlucky things, than at faflening a faddle to 
make it fit firm : but whether down or up^ on foot 
or on horfe-back, I fhall always be at your high- 
nefs'i. fervice, and at my lady duchefs's your worthy 
confort, and worthy miflrefs of all beauty, and uni- 
. verfiil princefs of courtefy. Softly, dear Signor Don 
^ixote de la Mancha^ quoth the duke ; for where 
my lady Donna Dulcinea del Tobofo is, it is not rea- 
fonable other beauties ihould be praifed, 

Sancbi 
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BancH Panqa was now got free from the noofc, 
and happening ^o be near, before his mader could an- 
fwer, he faid : It cannot be denied, but mui( be af- 
firmed, that my lady Dulctnea del Tobojb is ver/ 
beautiful : but where we are lead aware, there darts 
the hare. I have heard fay, that what they caU na- 
ture is like a patter, who makes earthen vefTels, and 
he, who makes one han'dfome veffel, may alfo make 
two, and three, and a hundred. This I fay,, b'ecaufc^ 
on my faith, my lady duchefs comes not a whit be- 
hind my millrefs the lady Dulcinta del T^ibofi, Den 
^ixote turned himfelf to the duchefs, and faid : I 
imagine, madam,, that never any knight errant in the 
world had a more prating, nor a more merry-conceit- 
ed fquire, than I have ; and he will make my words 
good, if your highnefs is plcafed to make ufe of my 
fervice for fame days. To which the duchefs an- 
fwered : I am glad to hear that honed Sancho is plea- 
fant : It is a iign he is difcreet ; for pleafantry and 
good humour,. Signor Don fixate, as your worlhip 
well knows, dwell not in dull nocMles ; and iince 
> Sancho^ is pleafant and witty, from henceforward I 
pronounce him difcreet. . And a prate apace, anfweri- 
ed Don ^ixote* So much the better, quoth the 
duchefs ; for many good things cannot be expreffed 
in few words, and, that we may not throw away all 
our time upon them, come on, great knight of the 
forro^ful figure^ Of the lions^ your highncfs diould 
fay, Q^Qljiki Sancho I the for ronuful figure \i no more. 

• Of the- Horn then let it be, continued the duke : I fay, 
come on. Sir knight of the lions ^ , to a cadle of mine 
hard by, where you (hall be received in . a mannas 
fjuitable to a perfon of fo elevated, a rank, and as the 
duchefs and I are wont to receive all knights -errant, 
who come to it. By this time Sancho had adj[uded 
and well girt Rozinante''s feddle, and Don Quixote, 
mounting upon him, and the duke upon a very fine 

• horfe, they placed the duchefs in the middle, and 
rode towards the cadle. The duchefs ordered Sancho 
to be near her, being mightily delighted with his con- 
ceit&. Sancho was eafily prevailed upon, and, wind-

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.ing hixnfelf in among the three, made a fookh in the 
converfation, to the great fatis^dion of the duke and 
^uchefsy who looked upon it as a notable piece of 
good fortune^ to entertain in their caftle fuch a knight- 
errant, and fach an erred-fquire. 

CHAP. XIV. 
Which treats ef many and gnat things* 

EXCESSIVE was the joy, which Sancho con- 
ceived to fee himfelf, in his thinking, a mmioB 
of the duchefs's; expeding to find in her cafUc the 
fame as at Don Diego* iot Bafilius*^ : for he was alwap 
z lover of good chear, and confequently took every 
opportunity of regaling^ himfelf by the forelock, 
where, and whenever it prefented. Now the biftory 
relates, that, before they came to the pleaAire-honfe, 
or caiUe, the duke rode on before, and gave all hss 
fervants their cqp in what manner they were to be* 
have to Don ^ix§tii who arriving with the duche& 
at the caftle-gate, immediately there iflaed out two * 
lacqueys or grooms, clad in a kind of morning-gowns 
of fine crimfon fatin down to their heels ; and taking 
Don ^ixote in their arms, without being obfenred, 
/aid to him : Go, great Sir, and take our lady the 
duchefs off her horfe. Don ^ixote did fo, and great 
compliments pafled between them thereupon. But in 
.fhort the duchefs's pofitivenefs got the better, and fhe 
would not alight, nor defcend from her paliPrey^ but 
into the duke*s arms, faying, (he did not think her- 
.felf worthy to charge fq grand a knight with fo unpro- 
fitable a burthen. At length the duke came out, and 
took her off her horfe ; and at their entering into a 
large court-yard, two beautiful damfels came, and 
threw over Don ^ixote*s ihoulders a large mkntle of 
the fineft fcarlet, and in an inftant all the gidleries of^ 
the court-yard were crowned with men ami Women- 
. fervants, belonging to the duke and duchefs, cry- 
ing aloud : Welcome the flower and cream of knijghts- 
errant ! and all or moil of them fprinkled whole bot- 
tles 
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ties of fweet-fcented waters upon Don ^ixotf, and on 
the duke and duchefs ; at all which Don ^ixote won- 
dered, and this was the firft da)r that he was 
thorou^Iy convinced of his being a true knight-er- 
ranty and not an-intaginary one, finding himielf treated 
juft as he had read knights-errant were in former 
times. 

Sanchot abandoning Dafflci tacked himfelf clofe to 
the duchefs, and entered into the caftle : but, his con- 
fbience foon pricking him for lekTing his a& alone, he 
approached a jeverend Duenna, who, among others, 
came out to receive the duchefs, and fard to her in a 
•whii^ : MMa-efs GonxaieXi^ or, what is your duenna* 
*fliip*s name ? Donna Rodrigtuz de Grrjal<va, smfwer- 
'ed the Duenna : what would you pleafe to have with 
me, brother ? To which Sancho anfwered : Be k 
good, fweet heart, as to ffep to the caftle-gate, where 
you will find a dap|Je afs of mine ; and be ib kind as 
to order him to be put, or put him yourfelf, into the 
ftable ; for the poor thing is a little timorous, and 
cannot abide to be alone by any means in the WorM. 
If the mailer be as diicreet as the man, anfwered the 
Duenna f we are finely thriven. Ga, brother, in an 
"evil hout for you and him that brought you hither,, 
and make acceunt, you and your beaft, that the Du- 
ennas of this houfe are not accuftomed to fuchkind o£ 
offices. Why truly, anfwered Sancho^ I have heaidi 
^my matter, who is the very mine-finder « of hiftories,. 
relating the ftory of Li^r//(7/i when he from Britain:^ 
cAmCj fay, that ladies took care of hi» perfbn, and. 
Duennas of his horfe ; and^ as to the particular of my 
afs, 1 would not change him for SignOr Lancelot's ^ 
fleed. If you are a bulfeon, brother, replied the 2>»- 
enna^ keep your jokes for fome place where they may. 
make a better figure, and where you may be paid foTr 
them ; for from me yoa will get nothing but a fig for 
N 5 ' them^.

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them. That is pretty well however, anfwered Samch^s 
for I am fure then it will be a ripe one, there being no 
danger of your loilng the game of your years for want 
of a crick '. You ion of a whore, cried the buenna^ 
• all on fire with rage, whether I am old or no, to god 
I am to give an account, and not to you, raical, gar- 
lick- eating ftinkard. This (he uttered fo loud, that 
the duchefs heard it, and turning about, and feeing 
the Dufftna fo diilurbed, and her eyes red as blood, 
adked her with whom Ht^ was fo angry ? With this 
good man here, aniwered the Duenma, who has de- 
fired me in good earned, to go and fet up an afs of his 
that ibinds at the caille-gate ; bringing me for a prece- 
dent, that the fame thing was done, I know not where, 
by one Lance/of, and telling me how certain ladies 
looked after him, and certain Duennas after his fteed ; 
and to mend the matter, inmaniierly terms called me 
old woman* I ihould take that for the greateft a£FronC 
that could be offered me, anfwered the duchefs ; and, 
fpeaking to Sancho, ihe faid : Be aifured, friend SancAo, 
that Donna Uodriguex is wcry young, and wears thofe 
veils more for authority and the faihion, than upon 
account of her years. May the remainder of thofe I 
have to live never profper, anfwered Saii^ho, if I meant 
her any ill : I only faid it, becaufe tl^e tenderneis I 
have for my afs is fo great, that I thought I could not 
recommend him to a more charitable perfon, than to 
Signora Donna Radriguez, Don ^ixote^ who over- 
heard all, faid : Are thefe difcourfes, SancJbo, fit for 
this place? Sir, anfwered ^^lAr^^, every one muftfpeak 
of his wants, be he where he will. Here I bethought 
me of Dapflff and here I fpoke of him ; and if I had 
. thought of him in the ibble, I had fpoken of him there. 
To which the duke faid : Sancho is very much fn the 
right, and is not tp be blamed in any thing : Dapplt 
SmXI have provender to |iis heart's content ; and let 
Sancho take no farther care, for he (hall be treated like 
his own perfon. 

With thefe difcourfes, pleafing to all but Don ^x- 
etf, they mounted the ftairs, and conduced Dm ^ix-

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9te into a great hal], hung with rich tifTue and cloth 
of gold and brocade. Six damfeh unarmed him, and 
ferved him as pages, all inftru6led and tutored by the 
duke and duchefs what tliey were to do,- and how 
they were to behave towards D^n ^ixote^ that he 
might imagine and fee they ufed him like a knight- 
errant. Don ^ixote, being unarmed, remained m* 
his flrait breeches, and (hammy doublet, lean, taH,, 

^ and ftiff, with his jaws meeting, and kiffing each o- 
ther on the infide : fuch a figure, that, if the damfeb 
who waited upon him had not taken care to contain 

. themfelves (that being one of the precife orders given 
them by their lord and lady) they had burft with 
laughing. They deiired he would fufFer himfelf to be 
undrefled, and put on a clean ihirt ; but he would by 
no means confent, faying, that modefty was as becom* 
ing a knight- errant as courage. However he bade- 
them give Sancbo the (hirt ; and (hutting himfelf op 
with him in a room, where ftood a rich bed, he pulled 
ofF his cloaths, and put on the (hirt ; and, finding him- 
felf alone with Sancbo, he faid to him : Tell me^ mo- 
dern buffoon, and antique blockhead, do you think- 
it a becoming thing to difhonour and affront a Duenna 
fo venerable and fo worthy of refpedl ? Was that a , 
time to think of Dapple ? Or are thefe gentry likely 
to let our beafts fare poorly, who treat their owners 
fo elegantly ? For the love of god, Sancbo, refrain 
yourfelf, and do not difcover the grain, left it fhould 
be feen of how coarfe a country web you are fpun. 
Look you, (inner, the mafler is fo much the more 
cfteemed, by how much his fervants are civiler and 
better bred ; and one of the greateft advantages great 
perfons have over other men, is, that they employ 
fervants as good as themfelves. Do you not confider». 
pitiful thou, and unhappy me, that, if people perceive 
you area grofs peafant, or a ridiculous fool, they will 
be apt to think I am fome cheat, or fome knight of 
the (harping order? No, no, friend Sancbo, avoids , 
avoid thefe inconveniencies ; for whoever fets up for a 
talker and a rallier,, at the firft trip, tumbles down in- 
to a difgraced buffoon. Bridle your tongue, confide^*. 

and^ 
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and deliberate 6pon your words, before they go out 

of your mouth ; and take notice, we are come to'a 

place, from whence, by the hel]^ of god, and the va- 

• lour of my arm, we may depart bettered three or tvia 

five-fold ' in fortune and reputation. Sancbo promif-^ 

ed him faithfully to few up his mouth, or bite his tongue,. 

. before he {poke a word xhat Was hot to Ui^ ^urpofe, 

. and well confidered, as he commanded him, and that 

lie need be under no pain as to that matter^ for no 

difcovery ihould be made to his ji^-ejudice by him. 

Don ^ijcote then dreiTed himfelf, girt on his fwOrd^ 
, threw the fcarlet mande over his fhoulders, put on a. 
green fatin cap, which the damfels had given him, and 
thus equipped marched out into the great faloon, where 
be found the damfels drawn up in two ranks, as many 
: on one fide as the other, and all of them provided 
with an equipage for Wafhing his hands, which they 
adihiniflered * with many reverences and ceremo- 
aies. Then came twelve pages, with the gentleman- 
fewer, to cpnduft him to dinner, where by this time- 
the lord and lady were waiting foir him. They 
placed him in the middle of them, and, with great, 
pomp and majefty, conduced him to another hall,,

Sir» of my breaking loofe, or of my faying, any thing 
that is not pat to the purpoCb : I have not foigotcea 
the advice your worihip gave me a while ago,, about 
talking much or little, .well, 01^ iU^ I remember no* 
thing,^ SancbOf anfwered Don ^ixote : . iay what y6ii. 
will, fo yott iky it quickly* What I would, fay, quoth. 
Sancboy is very true, afnd^ fbould it be otherwife, my 
mailer Dtt ^xote, who ifr prefent, will not fufer 
me to lye. Lye as mucH as yoa will for me, Saacio, 
replied Don ^ixote fl will not be your hindrance : 
but take heed what you are going^ to ^. I have {o^ 
heeded and reheeded it, quoth Santbo^ that aU isas^ 
&fe as the repique in hsUid *, as^yoa M^ill fee Jbf the 
operation. It will be cimvenient, iaid Z)!Mr j^stil^oi^,, 
that your honours ordwthis t^ockhead to. be. turned 
out of doors; for he wiU b$ makkga thboiaiidfQQU(h. 
blunders. By the life of the duk^, quoth, tke .dacheis»,

quoth Sancb^g. may y^r hc^ioeis live,, for the good 
opinion you have of me, though it is not in. me : but 

. the tale I would tdl is this^'

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A certain gentleman of our town, very rich, and of 
a good family — for he was dcfcended from the AliLr 
tttos of Medina del Campo^ and married Donna Mencia 
de ^nnanes, who was daughter of Von Alonxode Ma- 
ramton^ knight of the. order of St. Jamesy who was 
drowned in the Herradura ; about whom there .hap- 
pened that quarrel in our town forae y«ars ago, in 
which, as I tnke it, my mafter Don ^ixote was con- 
cerned, and Tommy the mad-cap, fon of Balvafiro the 
imith, was hurt —Pray, good mailer of mine, is not 
all this' true ? Speak, by your life, that thefe gentle- 
men may not take me for fome lying prating fellow. 
Hitherto, (aid the ecclefiaftic, I take ypu rather for a 
prater, than for a lyar : but henceforward I know not 
, what I ihall take you for. You produce fo many evi- 
. dences, and fo many tokens, that I cannot but iay,. 
quoth D09 ^ixete^ it is likely you tell the truth : go 
en, and .fliorten the ftory ; for you take the way not 
to have done in two days. He (hall ihorten nothing, 
quoth the duchefs ; and, to pleafe me, iie fiiall tell it 
his own way, though he have not done in iix days; 
and (hould it take up fo numy, they would be to me 
the moft agreeable of any I ever fpent in my life. I 
fay then. Sirs, proceeded Sancho, that this fame gen- 
tleman, . whom I know as well as I do my right hand 
from my left (for it is not a bow-fhot from my houic 
to his) invited a :&rmer, who was poor, but honeil, to 
dinner. Proceed, friend, faid the ecclefiaflic, at this 
. period i for you are.going the way with your tale not 
. to flop *till you. come to the other world. I ihall ^op 
before we get half way thither, if it pleafes god, an- 
. fwered Sancho : and fo I proceed* This fame farmer, 
coming to the faid gentleman-inviter*s houfe— god reft 
his foul, for he is dead and. gone, by the fame token it 
is reported he died like an angel ; for I was not by, be- 
ing at that time gone a reaping to Tembleque. Pr'ythec, 
fon, iaid.the ecdefiaftic, come back quickly from Tern- 
blequit and, without burying the gentleman (unlefs yoa 
' have a mind to make more burials) make an end of 
your tale. Thebufmefs then, {{MotUxSancho^ was this, 
that they being ready to fit down to tabic— mc- 
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thinks I fee them now more than ever. The dake 
and dachefs took great pleafure in feeing the difplea- . 
fure the good ecclcfiaftic fuffered by the length and 
paufes' of Sancho'z tale; but Don ^ixote was qui^e 
angry and vexed. I fay then, quoth Sancbo^ that they 
both ftanding, as I have faid, and juft ready to fit 
down* the farmer difputed obftinately with the gentle- 
man to take the upper- end of the table, and the gen- 
tleman, with as much poiitivenefs, preffed the farmer 
to take it, faying, he ought to command in his own 
houfe. But the countryman, piquing himfelf upon his 
civility and good-breeding, would by no means fit 
down, *till the gentleman, in a fret, laying both his 
hands upon the farmer's (boulders, made him fit down 
by main force, faying : Sit thee down,* chaff* threihing 
churl J for, let me fit where I will, that is the upper- 
end to thee. This is my tale, and truly I believe it 
was brought in here pretty much to the purpofe. 

The natural brown of Don ^ixote^s face was 
fpeckled with a thoufand colours. The duke and 
duchefs difiembled their laughter, that Don ^ixote 
might not be quite abaihed, he having underflood ^^0- 
cho\ ilynefs : and, to wave the difcourfe, and prevent 
Sancbo\ running into more impertinencies, the duchd*s 
afked Don ^ixote what news he had of the lady Dul- 
cinea, and whether he had lately fent her any prefents 
of giants or caitifs, fince he muft certainly have van- 
quiued a great many. To which Don ^ixote an- 
fwered : My misfortunes, madam, though they have 
had a beginning, will never have an end. Giants I 
have conquered, and caitifs, and have fent feveral s 
but where fhould they find her, if ihe be enchanted, 
and transformed into the uglieft country-wench that 
can be imagined ? I know not, quoth Sancbo Pan^a ; 
to me ihe appeared the moft beautiful creature in the 
world : at leaft, in adivity, or a certain fpring (he has 
^with her, I am fure ihe will not yield the advantage 
to a tumbler. In good faith, lady duchefs, ihe bounces 
from the ground upon an afs as if fhe were a cat. 
Have you feen her enchanted, Sancbo P quoth the 
duke« Seen hul anfwered Sancbo : who the devil 

but 
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but I was the firfl that hit upon the knack of enchant- 
ing her I She is as much enchanted as my father. 

The eccleiiaftic, when he heard talk of giants, cai- 
tifs, and enchantments, began to fufpedby that this muft 
be Don ^xote de la Mancba^ whofe hiflory the duke 
was conunonly reading > and he had as frequently re- 
proved him for fo doings telling him it was extrava- 
. gance to read fuch extravagancies : and, being aflur- 
ed of the truth of his fufpicioh, with nmch choler he 
laid to the duke : Your, excellency. Sir, (hall give an 
account to god for what this good man is doing. This 
Don ^ixotje^ or Don Coxcomb, or how do you call 
him, I fancy, can hardly be Co great an ideot as your 
excellency would have him^ laying occafions in his 
way to gp on in his follies and extravagancies. And, 
turning the difcourfe to Bon ^ixote, hie faid : And 
you, ftupid wretch *, who has thruft it into your brain, 
that you are a knight -errant, and that you conquer 
giants and feize caitifs ? Be goiie in a good hour, and 
in fuch this is faid to you;, return to'your own houfe, 
and breed up your children, iT you have any ; mind 
your affairs, and ceafe to ramble up and down the 
world, fucking the wind,, and naaking all people laugh 
that know you, or know you not. Where, with, a 
mifchief, have you ever found, that there have been,, 
or are, knights errant? Where are there any giants in 
Sfain^ or caitifs in La Mancha, or Dulcineas enchant- 
ed, or all the rabble rout of follies that are told of you ^ 
Don ^ixote was vqtv attentive to the words of this ve- 
nerably man ; aiuil,^ nndinfi; that he now held ^is peace,, 
without minding the re^ed due to the duke and 
duchefs, with an ireiul mien, and diflurbed counte- 
imnce, he ^rteci up, and iaid^-£ut his anfwer icr^ 
iiervcs a chaptcfr by itfelf^

Of tbi anfwer Don Quixote gm^e to his reprover, witk 
other grave ^nd flea/ant events^ 

DON ^1X0 TEy thus funding op, and trem- 
bling from head to foot, as if he had qoicldilver 
in his joints, with predpitate axid diilurbeid fpeech, 
faid : The place where I am, and the prefence of the 
perfonages before whom I iland, together with the 
refpe^I ever had, and have, for men of your profef- 
fion, rei^rain and tie np the Jiands of xaf juil indigna- 
tion : and therefore, 9& well upon the account of what 
I have (aid, as being con&ious of what every body, 
knows, that the weapons of gownmen are the fame as 
thofe of women, their tongues, I will enter with mine 
into equal combat with your reverence, from whom 
one. rather ought, to have expelled good coonfels, thaa 
opprobrious revilings. . Pious and well-meant reproof 
demands aaoth^r kmd of behaviour and language i at 
leaft the reproving me in public, .and fo rudely, ha» 
. pafled all the bounds of detent reprdienfion : for it is 
better to begin with mildnefs tha^ afperity, and it is 
lM>t right, without knowledge of the fault, without 
norc ado to call the offender madman and ideot. Tell 
me, I befeech your reverence, for which of the fol- 
lies you have feen in me, do you condemn and revile 
me, bi^lnig me get me home, and take care of my 
hoafe, and of my wife and children, without know<* 
ing whether I have either ? What, is there no more 
to do but to enter boldly into other men's houfes^ to 
govern the mafters; and fhall a poor pedagogue, who 
never faw more of the world than what is contained 
within a di^id of twenty ox thirty leagues, fet himfelf 
at random to preforibe laws to chivalry, and to judge 
of knights-errant ? Is it then an idle fcheme, and time 
thrown away, to range the world, not feeking its de* 
lights, but its aufterities, whereby good men afpire to 
the feat of inunortality ? If gentlemen, if perfons of 
wealth, birth,, and quality were to take me for a ntad- 
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man, I ihouldlook upon it as an irreparable affront : but 
to be efteemed a fool by pedants, w^a never entered up> 
on, or trod the paths of chivalry, I value it not a farthing. 
A knight I am, and a knight I will die, if it be heaven> 
good- will. Some pais through the ^ftcious field of proud 
ambition; others through that of fervile and bafe flatte- 
ry ; others by the way of deceitful hypocrify ; and fome 
by that of true religion : but I, by the influence of 
my ftar, take the narrow path of kni^t-er^antry* 
for the exercife whereof I defpiCe wealth, but not ho- 
nour. I have redrefTed grievances, righted wrongs^ 
chaftifed infolencies,. vanquiihed giants, and trampled, 
upon hobgoblins : I am in love,- but only becaufe 
knights-errant muft be fo ; . and, being . fo, I am no 
vitious lover, but a chaft P /atonic . one.. My inten- 
tions are always directed to virtuous ends, to do good 
to all, and hurt to none. Whether .he, who means^ 
thus, ads thus, and lives in^the pradice.of all this,, 
defer ves to be called a fool, let your grandeurs judge,, 
moH excelknt duke and duchefs. > 

Well faid, iTaith I quqth. SancJfo : . fay no more in; 
vindication of youi^elf, good my lord andmafler; £o9{ 
there is no more to be ^id,. nor to be thought, nor 
to be perfev^ered in^ in the world : and ' befides, this. 
gentleman denying, as he has denied, that there .ever 
were, or are, knights -errant, no wonder if he knows* 
nothing of what he has been talking of.* Peradven-^ 
ture, quoth the ecclefiaftic, you, brother, are that 
Sancho Pan^a they talk of, to whom your matter has, 
promifed an ifhnd I am fo, anAvered Sancko, and 
am he who deferves one as Well as any other he what- 
ever. I am one of thofe, of whom they fay, AfTo* 
ciate with good men, and thou wih be one of them ;. 
and of thofe, of whom it is faid again^ Not with whom 
thou wer-t br^ but with whom thou hafl fed ;, and. 
He that leaneth againfl a.good tree,.a good fhelter findr 
eth he. I have leaned to a good mater»!and have kept 
him company thefe.many months, and OiaU be fuck 
another as he, if it be god's good pleafure ; and i£ 
he lives, and I live, neither ihall he want . kingdom^ 
to rulc^ nor I iflands. to. govern. That you 0iaU not, 

friend 
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friend Sancho^ faid the duke ; for, in the name of 
Signer Don ^ixote, I promife you the government of 
one of mine, now vacant, and of no inconfiderablef 
value. Kneely Sancbo, faid Don ^ixote, and kifs hir 
excellency's feet for the favour he has done you. 
Sancbo did fo. Which the ecclefiaftic fjpeing, he got 
up from table in a great pet, faying ; By the habit I 
ivear, I could find in my heart to fay, your excellen- 
cy is as fimple as thefe finners : what wonder if they 
are mad, fince wife men authorize their follies ? Your 
excellency may day with them, if you pleafe ; but, 
while they are in the houfe, I will flay in ixxy own, 
and fave myfelf the trouble of reproving what I can- 
not remedy. And, without faying a word, or eating 
a bit more, away he went, the intreaties of the duke 
and duchefs not availing to flop him ; though indeed 
the duke faid not much, through laughter, occadoned 
by his impertinent pafiion; The laugh being over, he 
faid to Don ^ixote: Sir ktiigbt of the lions, you have 
anfwered fo well for yourfeff, that there remains no- 
thing to demand fatisfadion for in this cafe: for, 
though it has the appearance of an afiront, it is by no 
means fuch, iince, as women cannot ^ive an affront, 
fo neither can an ecclefiaflic, as you better know. It 
is true, anfwered Don ^ixote, and the reafon is, that 
whoever cannot be affronted, neither can he give an 
affront to any body. Women, children, and church- 
men, a^ they cannot defend themfelves, though they 
are offended, Q) they cannot be affronted, becaufe, as 
your excellency better knows, there is this difference 
between an injury and an affront: An affront comes 
from one, who can give it, does give it, and then 
maintains it ; an injury may come from any hand, 
without affronting : as for example : A perfon flands 
carelefly in the ftreet : ten others .^meid fall upon 
him, and beat him : he claps his hand to his fword, 
as he ought to do: but the number of his adverfaries 
hinder him from effedlibg his intention, which is, to 
revenge himfelf: this perfon is injured, but not af- 
fronted. Another example will confirm the fame 
thing : A man flands with his back turned : another 

comes 
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con^ and ftrikes him with a cudgel^ and x^xa for it 
wlien he has done: the man purfues him, and cannot 
overtake him : he, who received the blows, received 
«n injury, but no affront, b^caufe the affront mufl be 
maintained. If he, who ffruck him, though he did 
it bafely and unawares, draws his fword afterward, and 
ffands £rm, fating his enemy, he, who was flruck, was 
both, ipjured and affronted; injured, becaufe he was 
ilruck treacheroujfly, and affronted, becaufe he, who 
(Iruck him, nuintained what he had done by (landing 
his ground, and not ^irrine a foot. And therefore, 
according to the eilablifhed Taws of duel, I may be in- 
jured, but not affronted : for women and children can- 
not refent, nor can thev fly, npr ftand their ground. 
The Tame may be faid of men confecrated to holy or- 
ders : for thefe three forts of people want offenfive 
and defenfive weapons ; and, though they are naturally 
bound to defend themfelves, yet are they not to of- 
fend any body. So that, though I faid before, I was 
injured, I now fay, in no wife; for he, who cannot 
receive ai^ affronf, can much lefs give one. For which 
reafons I neither ought, nor do refent what that good 
man faid (o me : only I could have wiihed he had (laid 
a little longer, that I might have convinced him of his 
error in thinking and faying, that there are no knights- 
errant now, nor ever were any in the world : for had 
Amadisf or any one of his numerous defcendants, 
heard this, I am perfuaded* it would not have fared 
over weU with his reverence. That I will fwear, 
^uoth San(h; they would have given him fuch a ilafh, 
as would have cleft him from top to bottom, like 
any pomegranate or over-ripe melon : they were not 
folks to be jeft^d with in that manner. By my beads,. 
I am very certain, had Reytialdos of Mtntal<van heard 
the little gentleqian talk at that rate, he would 
have .given: him fuch a gag, that he ihould not have 
fpoken a word.ijiore in three years. Ay, ay, let 
Jiim n^eddle with theni, an^ fee how he will efcape 
out of their h^u^ The duchefs was ready to die 
with laughter at hearing Sancbo talk ; and, in her opi- 
Aion^ file took him to be more ridiculous and more mad 
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than his mafter, and there were feveral others at that 
time of the fame mind. 

At lafl Don ^txotg was calm, and fupper ended e 
and, at taking away the cloth, there entered four 
damfek ; one. with a filver ewer, another widi a ba- 
fon of filver alfo, a third wkh two fine dean toweb 
over her fhoafder, an J the fourth tucked up to her el» 
bows, and in her white habds (for doubtlds they wen^ 
white) a waih-ball of Nafles-fozp. She with the bafoo 
drew near, and, with a genteel air and a^ancflr, 
clapped it under Don ^xvte^t beard ; who, without 
fpeakring a word, and wondering at the ceremony, be- 
lieved it to be the cuftom'of that country to waill 
beards inftead of hands, and therefore ftretched out hit 
own as far as he could : and inftantly the ewer began 
to ram upon him, and the wafh-ball-damfel harried 
over his beard with great ' dexterity of hand, raifing 
great flakes of fnow (for the lathering was not.lefs* 
white) not only over the beard, but over the whole 
face and eyes, of the obedient knight^- infomuch that 
it made him (hut them whether he would or no. The 
fluke and duChefs, who knew nothing of =all this, were 
in expedlation what this extraordinary lavation Would 
end in. The barber- damfel, having raifed a lather a 
handful high, pretended the water was all f^nt, and 
ordered the girl with the ewer to fetch more, telling 
her. Signer Don ^ixote would ftay *tiH flie came 
back. She did fo, ^nd Don ^xote remaJned the 
ftrangeft and moft ridiculous figure imaginable. All 
that were prefent, being many, beheld him, and feeJ 
ing him with a neck half an ell long, more than 
inbdera/elv fwarthy, his eyes ihiit, and his beard 
all in a lather, it was a great wonder, and a fign' 
oir great difcretion, that they forbore laughing. The? 
damfels concerned in the jcft held down their eyes, 
not daring to look at their lord and fady; who 
.were divided between anger and laughter, not know* 
ing what to do, whether to chaftife the girls for 
their boldnefs, or reward them for the pleafure they 
took in beholding Don ^ixote in that pickle. At 
laft the daoifel of the ewer came, and they made 

an 
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an end of wafhing Don ^xotty and then (he, who 
carried the towels, wiped and dried him with much 
deltboration ; add ^11 four at once, making him a pro- 
found reverence, were going oiF. But the duke, that 
Dw ^ifixote might not fmeU the jeft, called the dam- 
/el wkh the bafon, faying : Come, and wafh me too, 
and take care you have water enough. The arch and 
diligent wench came, and clapped the bafon to the 
duke's chin, as (he had done to Don^ixote% and 
very expeditioufly wa(hed and lathered him well, and, 
leaving him clean and dry, they made their curt£es, 
and away they went. It was afterwards known, that 
the duke had fworn, that, had they not wa(hed him, 
as they did D/ifi ^ixote, he would have puni(hed them 
for their pertnefs, which they had difcreetly made 
amends for by ferving him in the fame manner. San- 
cbo was very attentive to the ceremonies of this waih- 
• ing, and faid to himfelf : God be my guide f is it the 
cuftom, trow, of this place, to wafh the beards of 
/quires as well as of Icnights? On my confcience and 
/oul, I need it much ; and, if they fliould give me a 
ftroke of a ras^or, I (hould take it for a ftill greater 
favour. What arc you faying to yourfelf, Sancho f 
quoth the duchefs. I fay, madam, anfwered S^ncbo, 
that, in other princes courts, I have always heard fay, 
when the doth is taken away, they bring water to 
waih hands, and not fuds to fcour bcai-ds ; and there- 
fore one mull live long, to fee much : it is alfo faid, 
he who lives a long life, niuft pafs through many 
evils I though one of thefe fame fcourings is rather a 
pleafure than a pain. Take no care, friend Sancho, 
quoth the duchefs 5 for I will order my damfels to 
wafh you too, and lay you a bucking, if need be. For 
the prefent, I (hall be fatisfied, as to my beard, an- 
fwered Sancho : for the reft, god will provide here- 
after. HaHcyou, fewer, faid the duchefs, mind what 
honeft Sanchd dcfires, and do precifely as he would 
have you. The fewer anfwered, that Signor Sancho 
.ftiould.be pundually obeyed ; and fo away he went to 
dinner, and took Sancho with him, the duke and du- 
chefs 
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ichcis remaining at tabk with Don ^uhcote^,6\k^Ms&ng 
^f.fundry and divers matters, but all relating to the 
. profeifion of arms and knight-errantry. 
. Th^ duchefs intreatcd Don ^ixote^ fince he fecm* 
'Cd to. have fo happy a memory, that he. would deli- 
neate and deA:ribe the^beauty and features of the la- 
»dy DuUineaJeiTohofyi for, according to what fame 
.proclaimed. of iier43eailty, ihe took if for granted, Ihc 
muft be the iaireH creature in the world, and even in 
:9l\LaMancha. Don ^ixoti fighed at hearing the 
.^achefs's reque^ and faid : If I could pull out my 
heart, and lay it before your grandeur's eyes here 
upon the table in a charger, I might fave my tongue 
the labour of telling what can hardly be conceived : 
for there your excellency would fee her pourtrayed to 
Jhc life. But why ihould I go about to delineate and 
-dcfcribe, one by one, the perfedions of thepcerleis 
Dukhiio^ it being a burthen fitter for other flioulders 
than mine, an enterprize worthy to employ the pen- 
cils of Parrbafiut^ Timantts^ and Jpelles, and the 
.^raving-toolsof Zjj;^/«/, to paint and carve in pic- 
tures, marbks, and bronzes ; and Cictronwn and De^ 
mofthenian rhetoric, to praife thc?m. What is the 
meaning of Demofthenian, Signor Don ^ixote ? quoth 
^e ducheis : it is a word I never heard in all the days 
of my life. Demofthtnian rhetoric, anfwered Don 
^txott, is as much as to lay, the rhetoric of D#- 
tnofihenesi sls Ciceronian o£ Cicero ; who were the two 
greateft orators and rhetoricians in the world. That 
-is true, faid the duke, and you betrayed your- igno- 
rance in alking fuch a queftion : but for all that, Sig- 
nor Don ^ixote would give us a great deal of, plea- 
sure in painting her to us ; for though it be but a 
TOugh draught or iketch only, doubtlefs ihe will ap- 
pear fuch as the moft beautiful may envy. So ihe 
would moil certainly, anfwered Don ^ixote, had not 
.the misfortune, which lately befel her, blotted her 
idea out of my mind ; fuch a misfortune, that I am in 
^ condition rather to bewail, than to defcribe her : 
for your grandeurs mufl know, that going, a few 
days ago, to kifs her hands, and receive her bene- 

di^lion^ 
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didioo, oomiiiaiidsy and licence fix this third (ally, I 
Iband hier quite another perfon than her I foaght for. 
I found her enchanted, and convened ^om a princefi 
into a country-wench, from beautiful to ugly, from 
an angel to a devil, from fragrant to peftiferons, from 
courtly to roftic, from light to darkness, from a To- 
iler l»iy to a jumping '^M«' ; and, in fee, from 
DuUinea del Tobdfoy to a clowniii Wench of Sayag$ *. 
God be my aid, cried the duke at tliis inflant with i 
lond voice : who may it be that has done fo much 
iBiifchief to the world ? who is it that has deprived it 
(bf the beauty that cheered it, the good, humour that 
Mtotained it, and the modefty that^ did it^hononrf 
Who? anfwered i>«r J^/A-tf/^ ; who couM^it be, but 
fome malidous enchanter, of the many invififaile ones 
that perfecute me; that curTed race, bom into tht 
world to obicure and annihilate the exploits of the 
good, and to brighten and exalt the adionaof the 
wicked. Enchanters have' hkheno perfecuted me; 
enchanters Ml perfeciito nie ; and enchanters wili con- 
tinue to peri^cute me ^till they have tumbled me and 
tny lofly chivalries intd the profound abyfs of obli- 
vion t and they hurt and wotind me ki the moft fen- 
iiblepart; fince to deprive a knight-enant of his mi- 
ibefs, is to deprive him of the eyes he fdes with, the 
fun that enlightens him, and the food 4hatTuftains him. 
I have already often -faid it^ and now'r^^eat ir^ chat a 
'knight-errant VHthoiit a nciifbrefs is like a &ee without 
leaves, a building without cexHent, and a ihadow with- 
out a body that caufes it. There is n6 more to be 
iaid, quoth the duchess : but for all that, if we are to 
believe the hiftory of Signer Don ^ixofe, lately pub- 
lifhed with the general applaufe of all natioils, we are 
to collect from thence, if I remember right, diat your 
worfhip never faw die lady Dulcinea^ said that ikeit 
h no fuch lady in the world, ihe being only an ima- 
ginary lady begotten and born of yotir own brain, 
tod drelTed out with all the graces and pc^e^ons

I neither begot ngor brou^ forth my miftreis^ 
though I contemplate her as a lady endowed with all 
thofe qualiiications, vHUekmay midce her famous over 
the whole woi:ld ; fuch as, the being beautiful withooCr 
a blemiih» grave without prsde, amofous withmodefty^ 
obliging as being courtem, and courteous as being 
well-bred 1 andfinally of highxlefcent, becaufe beauqr 
ihines and difplays itielf wkh greater degrees of pev< 
fedion, when: matched with noble blood, than in fub-^ 
jeds that are of mean extradion. True, quoth th& 
duke : bat Signor Don ^m$ott mufl give me leave t» 
fay wJiat the hiftory of his.exploitB.forces.me to ^peak : 
for fromr thence may be gathered, that, fuppofing it be 
allowed that there is a Duicimain ToBoJo, or out of it,, 
and that iheis beautiful in the highdl degree^ as your 
worihip defcxibesiier to ps, yet, ja refped of high def-* 
cent, ihe is not upon a tevel with the Orianas, the A'^ 
lafirajareasi Mcdafima^ and others of that fort, o£ 
whom hiftories mxit lull, as your worihip well knows*. 
To this 1 can anfweiv replied Don ^ixoUy that DeA 
tinea \s the daughter of her own works, that virtue 
ennobles blood, and that a virtuous peribn^ tho' mean, 
is more to be valued than a vicious porfon of quality « 
B«fides, Dnkinea has endowments, which< may raife 
lie? to beaqueen with crown andfoepter ; for the me^ 
ritof a beautiful virtuous woman extends to the worki 
ing greater miracles, and, though not formally, yet 
virtually ihe has iniheufdf greater advanuges in ftore^ 
I fskyi Signor Don ^xet4, cried the dndi^s, that you 
tread with great cautkm, %Bd, as the %ing is, with the 
plummet in hand ; andfor my own part henceforward 
I will believe, and make all my family believe, and e- 
▼en my lord duke, if need be, that there is a DuUineu 
in TobrfOf and that ihe is this day living ind beautiful, 
and efpecially well-bom, and well-ckferving that fucji 
a knight as Signor Z>Mr j^ix0##lhottklbehfr4i|rvant| 
Vol. UL O which 
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which is the higbeft commeodatioivl can beftow upon 
her. Bat I cannot fof bear eDteitainiifg one (cruple, and 
bearing I know not what grudge to Sanch» Pan^a. 
The fcruple is : the aforefaid hiftory relates, that the 
itxdSmmch§ Patifa found the /aid lady Dulcinea, when 
he carried her a letter from your worihip, winnowing 
a (ack of wheat $ by the fame token it iays it was red : 
which makes me doubt the highnefs of her birth. To 
which Dm ^fixoti anfwered : Madam, your grandeur 
muft know, that moft or all the things, which befal 
me, exceed the ordinary bounds of what hap|)en to o- 
ther knights errant, whether dtredled by the inicntz- 
ble will of the deftiniee, or ordered througii the nudice 
of fome en:rious enchanter: and as it is already a thing 
certain, that, among all or jnoft of the famous knights- 
errant, one is privileged from being fubjed to the pow* 
cr of enchantment ; another's fleilt is fo impenetrable 
that he cannot be wounded ; as was the cafe of the re- 
nowned OrlaiuUf one of the twelve peers ofFrana, of 
whom it is related thatbe was invulnerable, excepting in 
the fole of his left foot, ,and in that only by the point 
of a great pin, and by no other weiqpon whatever ; fo 
that, when Bermardo delCarfio killed him in Roncefval- 
Us, perceiving he could not wound him with ^1, he 
hoifted him from the ground between his atms, and 
^ueezed him to death, recoUeding the manner in which 
Hercules flew Antaus, that fierce giant, who was laid 
to be a fon of the earth. I would infer from what I 
have iaid, that, perhaps^ I may have fonne one of thofe 
privileges : not that of being invulnerable ; for expe- 
rience has often (hewn me, that I am made of te&der 
flefh, and by no means imp^trable ; nor that of not 
being fubje£t to enchantment ; for I have already found 
myfelf clapped intp a cage, in which the whole world 
€o^ld never have been able to have fhut me up, had it 
not been by force of enchantments : but, £nce I freed 
myfelf from thence, I am incHned to believe no other 
can touch me ;. and therefbre thefe enchanteil, it«At% 
they cannot pradife their wicked artifices upon my 
perfon, revenge themielves upon what I love befl» and 
have a mind to take away my life by evil entreating

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Dulcinea^ for whom I live ; and therefore I am of o«- 
pinion, that, when my fquire» carried her my meilage, 
they had transformed her into a country wench, bufied 
in chat mean employment of Winnowing wheat. But 
I have before faid, that the wheat was not red, nor 
indeed wheat, but grains of oriental pearl : and for 
proof hereof I muft tell your grandeurs, that, coming 
lately through Tobefo^ I could not find Dukineah pa- 
lace ; and that, Sancbomy {quire having feen her the 
other day in her own proper figure, the nK>ft beautiful 
on the globe, to me ftie appeared a coarie ugly coun* 
try wench, and not well-fpoken, whereas ihe is difcre- 
tion itfelf : and £nce I neither am, nor in all likelihood 
can be enchanted, it is (he that is the enchanted, the 
injured, the metamor^oied and transformed : In her 
my enemies have revenged themficlves on me, and for 
her I fhall live in perpetual tears 'till I fee her reilored 
to her former fbte. All this I have faid, that no 
ftrefs may be laid upon what Saneho told of Dulcinea'% 
fifting and winnowing ; for iince to me fhe was chang* 
ed, no wonder if fhe was metamorphofed to him. Dul^ 
tinea is wellborn, of quality,, and of the genteel fa^- 
milies oiTobofi, which are many, ancient, and very 
good ; and no doubt the peerleis Dulcinea has a large 
ihare in them, for whom her town will be fiimous and 
renowned in the ages to ^ome,. as Troy was for Helen^ 
and Spain has been for CaiM^ thongh upon better 
grounds, andajuftectitle. On the other hand, I would 
have your grandeurs underftand, that Sancho Pan^a is 
t)ne of the moft ingenious fquires that ever ferved knight* 
errant : he has indeed, at times, certain fimplicities fo 
acute, that it is no fmall pleafure to confider whether 
he has in him moft of the fimple or acute : he has 
roguery enough to pafs for a knave, and ne^igence 
enough to confirm him a dunce : he doubts ^ every 
thing, and believes every thing : when I imagine he is 
falling headlong into ftupldity, he outs with iuch fmart 
repartees as raife him to the ikies. In ihort, I would 
not exchange him for any other fquire,, tho' a city weiie 
given me to boot : and therefore I am in doubt whether 
I fhall do well to fend him to the government youV 
O 2 grandeur 
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grandeur has favoured him with i though I perceive in 
.higi fuch a fitnefs for the bu£xi6(s of governing, that, 
.wkh.a;SBQepc^9tt%€tf tt^'tMnderilaridiiig, he would 
fbe a& macH mafter of that art, &s the king is of his 
•cufloms, Befidcs we know by fundry experiences, that 
there is no need of macli ability, nox much learningt 
;to be a governor ; ibr there are a hundred of them up 
and down that can fcarcely read, audyec they govern 
•as (harp as fo many hawks. The main point is, that 
Jtheir intention be good, and that they dciirc to da 
•very thing right, and there will never be wanting 
•counfellors to advife and direct ihem in what they are 
itodo; like your gqvemors, who, being rword-mcn, 
-and not fcholars, have an a£tflani on the bench. My 
xounfel to him woald be. All bribes to reiufe, botm- 
iift on his dues 3 with fome other liule matters, which 
?3ie in my breads and fhall ont in proper time, for San* 
^cJbo'6 benefit, and the good of the iDand he k to govera. 
i Thus far had the dukei the ducheis, and Doa ^sx- 
•^te proceeded in their difcourfe, wiit^n ihf^y J^eard fe* 
•veral voices, ^and a great notie hi the psbce^ and pre* 
•fently ^axrr;^ came. into. the hall all in a chafe, with m 
^ifli' clout £>r a ilabbering-bib ; and after him a par^ 
%el of kitchen-boys, and other low^r feri^iints. One 
iof them carried a tray full of water, whkh, by its 
colour and uncleaitnefs, feemed lo be diih water. He 
fc^lowed and perfecuted him, endeavouring with all 
^cameflneifs to fix it under his diin ; and another fcul- 
4ion feemed as follicitous to wa£h his beard. What is 
the matter, brothers I quoth the dtichefs ; what is the 
matter? what wogld you do to this goad man > WhatJ 
^do you not confider that he is a govetnor-de^^-f*^^ 
^which the roguifh barber anfwered: Madam, _ 

tlemaA will not futfer himfelf to bei waflied^ as h 

cuftom, and as our lord the duke and his mdler lui§^ 
beem Yes^ I wi^, anfwered Sancho in great wradg ^ 
but I would have cleaner toweh, and clearer i^^Sh 
and not ftich fildiy hands : for there is no fneK^cyiR^ ' 
•ence between me and >my maikr, that he fliould be 
waihed with angeU water, and I with the devirs lye. 
The ctj^oms of countnes,^ and of princea palaces, are 

fo 
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fo far goody as they are not troublefom^ : but this 
coftom of fcouring here is worfe than that of the 
whipping penitents. My beard is clean^ and I have 
no need of ftich refrefhings ; and he, who offers to 
fcpur me, or touch a hair t>f my head (I mean of my 
beard) with due reverence be it fpoken, I will give 
him fuch a dowie, that I will fet my fiH fail in his 
ftoll : for fuch ceremonies and foapings as thefe look 
more like jibes than courtefy to guefts. The duchefs 
was ready to die with laughing^ to fee the rage, and 
hear the reafonings, of Sancho. But Don fixate y/2^ 
not over-pleafed, to fee him fo accoutered with the 
nafty towel, and furrounded with fuch a parcel of 
kitchen- tribe : and fo making a low bow to the duke 
and duchefs, as if begging leave to fpeak, he iaid to 
the rabble with a folemn voice : Gentlemen cavaliers^ 
be pleafed to let the young man alone, and return 
froni whence you came, or to any other place you 
lift ; for my fquire is as clean as another man, and 
thefe trays are as painful to him as a narrow- necked 
jug. Take my advice, and let him alone; for neither 
he nor I underftand jelling. Sancho caught the words 
oat of his matter's mouth, and proceeded, ikying: 
j^o, no, let th^m go on with their joke; for I will 
endure it as much as it is now night. Let them bring 
hither a comb, or what elfe they pleafe, and let them 
curry this beard, and if they find any thing in it that 
offends againft cleanlinefs, let them ihear me crofs- wife. 

Here the duchefs, ftill laughing, faid : Sancho Pan- 
fa is in the right in whatever he has faid, and will be 
fo in whatever he fliall fay : he is clean, and^ as he 
fays, needs no wafhing ; and, if he is not pleafed with 
our cufiom, he is at his own diipofal > : and befides^ 
you minifters of cleanlinefs have been extremely remifs ' 
and careleis, and I may fay prefumptuous, in bring- 
ing to fucH a perfonage, and fuch a beard, your trays 
and difh'clouts, inftead of ewers and bafons of pure 
gold, and towels of Dutch diaper : but, in fhort, yott 
are a parcel of fcoundrels and ill -born, and cannot 
fprbear fhewing the grudge you bear to the fquires of 
knights-errant. The roguifh fervants, and even the

down before the duchefs, and faid : From great folks 
|;reat favours are to be expected : that, which your 
kdyfhip has done me to-day» cannot be repayed with 
•lefs than the defire of feeing myfelf dubbed a knight- 
errant, that I may employ all the days of my life in 
the fervice of fo high a lady. A peaiant I am; Sancb^ 
Panfa is my name ; married I am ; children 1 have ; 
and I ferve as a fqoire : if with any one of thefe I 
can be ^rviceaUe to your grandeur, I BxaXi not be 
flower in obeying, than your ladyihip in commanding. 
It appears plainly, Sanclw, anfwered the duchets, that 
you have learned to be courteous in the khooi of cour- 
tefy itfclf. I mean, it is evident, you have been bred 
in the bofom of Signor D^n ^nixote^ who muft needs 
be the cream of complaifance, and the flower of ce- 
remony, or cirimony, as you fay. Well fare fuch a 
mafter, and fuch a man, the one the pole flar of 
knight-errantry, and the other the bright luminary of 
fquirely fidelity ! Rife up, friend Sancho 5 for I will 
make you amends for your civility, by prevailiEg»with 
my lord duke to perform, as foon as pofiible, tn|%r6*' 
mife he has made you of the government. ~ "* 

Thus ended the convcrfation, and Don Quixote went 
to repofe himfelf during the heat of the day, and the 
duchefs defired Sancho^ if he had not an inclination 
to fleep, to pafs the afternoon with her and her dam- • 
fels in a vtry cool hall. Sancho anfwered, that, 
though indeed he was wont to fleep four or five hours 
a day, during the afternoon heats of the fummer, ta 
wait upon her goodnefs", he would endeavour with all 
his might not to fkep at all that day, and would be 
obedient to her commands; and fo away he went. 
The duke gavefrelh orders about treating Don ^ixoie 
as a knight-errant, without deviating a tittle from the 
ilile, in which we read the knights of former times, 
were treated.
